While we are sleeping, they prepare, and their influence can raise the boogeyman of Nazism again. We have to be aware of the danger 
and whenever we spot it we should react and confront the ugly face of Nazism. In 1945 the world said no to fascism with the passing of 
the Charter of the United Nations: “We the peoples of the United Nations are determined to save succeeding nations from the scourge of 
war, which twice in our lifetime has brought untold sorrow to mankind and to reaffirm faith in fundamental human rights, in the dignity and 
worth of the human person, in the equal rights of men and women and of nations large and small." 


Looking at the situation in Europe today, it is apparent that there are marginal groups waiting to break through. Holocaust denial is the first 
dangerous step in the re-emergence of Nazism.

Why is remembrance so important 
today? Why do we talk about things that 
happened more than 70 years ago and 
how do they affect us now and what 
comparisons can we draw? 


One of the most important roles of the 
culture of remembrance is to prevent 
anything similar ever happening again 
through the preservation of knowledge how 
groups and ideologies of hate ever come to 
power. Most Nazi and fascist groups of the 
past started off on the margins of society, 
without popular support or much influence 
This is similar to parts of Europe today, 
with fringe groups existing in outside of 
mainstream society. Unfortunately, in some 
cases it is much more serious. 


A major crisis, economic and political, 
brought these groups out of the margins 
into power and into important institutions, 
where they could implement their hateful 
ideology. The culture of remembrance exists 
to remind us over and over again how much 
danger these groups potentially possess 
and how much pain and suffering can they 
cause if we forget about their origins in 

the past and let their modern versions take 
power. The truth about these kinds of Nazi, 
neo-Nazi, fascist and neo-fascist groups 
can never be forgotten, and we should know 
that some truths are so important that we 
must repeat them constantly. Be aware of 
the boogeyman! That is why we are putting 
the spotlight on the problem of neo-Nazism 
in Europe today and, in particular, neo- 
Ustashism, which is a dangerous example of 
institutionalized support of discrimination, 
through the bringing back into use of old 
Ustasha symbols, salutes and iconography 


The danger of the revival of the old evil 
spirits from the past, can be reduced or 
even prevented completely if every society 
strengthens the ability to express civil 
courage. Civil courage is something that 
human society needs badly in order to b 
protect itself. The lack of civil courage 

enabled the Nazi Party to rise in 1933 and

The power of the individual to express his 
complete objection to such negative powers 
and tendencies is an extremely important 
component in our ability to fight for a better 
future, A very good example can be seen 

in one event in Berlin that took place in 
February/March of 1943. Thousands and 
hundreds of non-Jewish women protested in 
the streets for the liberation of their Jewish 
husbands and to prevent their deportation 
to Auschwitz. In the dictatorship such as 
the Nazi, we might expect that they would 
be shot to death, but on the contrary, the 
women were not touched, their husbands 
were released from jail and they survived

This glorious story proves 
that individuals can change the course of 
history if they have civil courage and remain 
true to human principles and moral values 
The "Rosenstrasse" story is one which 
should be thought in every school and at 
every university in the world as one of the 
most heroic stories of civil resistance, which 
achieved notable success. No less important 
in this sense is the heroic resistance of the 
students of the University in Munich, the 
"White Rose" group, who in the very epicenter 
of Nazism stood up against the regime, 
becoming the symbol of conscientious 
objectors for the entire German nation - a 
fay of light in the darkness of Nazism. 
Although they knew that their disobedience 
would lead them to a certain death, they 
raised their voice and with their act of 
sacrifice became a shining example of civil 
resistance in occupied Europe. 


In light of the resurgence Nazi, neo-Nazi 
and fascist groups in various countries 
nowadays, encouraging individuals to fight 
in anti-fascist spirit for a better society is 
essential. Every person can contribute to 
the important fight against such extreme 
ideologies if they will not surrender to their 
own fears, apathy, indifference, selfishness 
and laziness. With common forces, every 
decent society can defend itself. Humanity 
has to defend itself and not surrender to 
destructive forces. The success of sucha 
fight is within the realms of possibility. 


The 21st century has seen a re-emergence 

of extreme ideological movements, which 

we naively thought extinct. Itis the same 

Naive pattern of thinking which leads to the 

belief that after the Holocaust, anti-Semitism 
completely disappeared. This unfortunately 

did not happen. Anti-Semitism is still alive. 

The same is with Nazi, neo-Nazi, fascist, neo- 
fascist ideas. They were suppressed but not 
beaten. In countries like Hungary, Lithuania, „e 
Germany, Great Britain, Latvia, Bulgaria and STe 
Croatia, the old winds of hatred have start to 

blow and threaten to invade the whole world.

be sure, there were large-scale political 
imprisonments, far reaching deprivations 
of civil and human rights, and politically 
motivated killings. However, as Yehuda 
Bauer stated eloquently in response 

to a 2009 resolution of the European 
Parliament determining Aug 23, the 
anniversary of the signing of the 1939 
Nazi Soviet nonaggression pact, 252 
date to commemorate the victims of both 
regimes, “to compare this with the murder 
of many millions of Europeans by the Nazi 
regime, and especially with the state- 
planned genocide of the Jews (Holocaust) 
in the context of Mazi crimes generally .. 
is a distortion of history" The comparison 
is especially invidious, as Bauer made 
clear, because "a certain number" of those 
persecuted by the Communists “had, in 
fact, been Nazi collaborators." This was 
certainly the case in Croatia, where the 
post-war Tito regime engaged in large- 
scale killing of members of the Ustasha, 
but this was in revenge and retaliation 

for the crimes-and they were crimes- 
committed by the Ustasha during their 
reign. Such politically motivated excesses, 
however heinous, cannot be compared, 
let alone equated, with the genocides 
that the Ustasha had unleashed on Serbs, 
Jews, and Roma. “One certainly should 
remember the victims of the Soviet 
regime,” Bauer concluded, “and there 

is every justification for designating 
special memorials and events to do 50. 
But to put the two regimes on the same 
level and commemorating the different 
crimes on the same occasion is totally 
unacceptable.” In the Bulgarian capital 

of Sofia, right-wing extremists hold an 
annual march in honor of an anti-Semitic 
Bulgarian general who headed the pro- 
Nazi Union of Bulgarian National Legions. 
Also in Bulgaria, the ultranationalist 
anti-Semitic, anti-Muslim, anti-Roma, and 
anti-Turkish Ataka party, which derived 
its name from Joseph Goebbels’ Nazi 
paper, Der Апди! (the attack), has won 
seats in every parliamentary election 
since 2005. Ataka's leader, Volen Siderov, 
was described in The New York Times as 
"a former journalist turned xenophobic

A January 28 demonstration, in Kiev, by 
600 members of the so-called “National 
Militia,’ a newly-formed ultranationalist 
group that vows “to use force to establish 
order,” illustrates this threat. While 

the group's Kiev launch was peaceful, 
National Militia members in balaclavas 
stormed a city council meeting in the 
central Ukrainian town of Cherkasy the 
following day, skirmishing with deputles 
and forcing them to pass a new budget 


Many of the National Militia's members 
come from the Azov movement, one of 
the 30-odd privately-funded "volunteer 
battalions" that, in the early days of the 
war, helped the regular army to defend 
Ukrainian territory against Russia's 
separatist proxies. Although Azov uses 
Nazi-era symbolism and recruits neo- 
Nazis into its ranks, a recent article in 
Foreign Affairs downplayed any risks the 
group might pose, pointing out that, like 
other volunteer militias, Azov has been 
"reined in" through its integration into 
Ukraine's armed forces. While it's true 
that private militias no longer rule the 
battlefront, it's the home front that Kiev 
needs to worry about now. 


Ukraine is not the only country that 

must contend with a resurgent far right. 
But Kiev's recent efforts to incorporate 
independent armed groups into its regular 
armed forces, as well as a continuing 
national sense of indebtedness to the 
militias for their defense of the homeland, 
make addressing the ultranationalist 
threat considerably more complicated 
than it is elsewhere. According to Schaaf

TO LATVIA? 


Every year on March 16 in Latvia, 

radical organizations hold events 
commemorating Waffen-SS Legionaries. 
The annual event brings together veterans 
of two divisions of the WW ||-ега German 
Waffen-SS. The veterans along with 
neo-Nazis and other nationalists gather 
annually at the Cathedral of St. John in 
Riga before marching across the city to 
Freedom Square. 


This year's March happened as nationalist, 
far right, and neo-Nazi sentiments grow in 
Europe. The rise of these movements has 
become a huge concern for Jewish and 
minority populations across the continent. 
Officially, the Latvian government 
opposes the march but nevertheless 
allows it to continue every year. 


The Latvian Legion formed in the early 
1940's when Baltic countries found 
themselves between the invading German 
and Soviet forces. Latvia itself was briefly

IN NEW HOLOCAUST 
CONTROVERSY, LITHUANIAN LAW 
WOULD BAN BOOKS CRITICAL OF 
COUNTRY' 


The Lithuanian parliament is preparing to 
vote on a government-sponsored bill that 
would ban selling material that "distorts 

historical facts" about the nation. 


The bill, which Economy Minister 
Virginijus Sinkevićius submitted Monday, 
is widely seen as a response to the 
controversy in Lithuania around the 
publication of a 2016 book about the 
Holocaust titled "Our People." Viewed by 
some nationalists as an insult against 
the Lithuanian nation, it is also credited 
with breaking some taboos in Lithuanian 
society about collaboration during World 
War II. 


The bill, which according to the Delfi 
news agency is an amendment to the 
Law on Consumer Protection, provoked 
passionate condemnations in Lithuania 
and beyond by critics who said it curtails 
freedom of speech and debate about 

the genocide, in which 90 percent of 
Lithuanian Jews were killed, mostly by 
other Lithuanians. 


Several Eastern European countries have 
laws that limit free speech about the 
Holocaust, including Poland, Ukraine and 
Latvia. The Polish law, which criminalizes 
blaming the Polish nation for Nazi crimes, 
has sparked a major, ongoing dispute with 
Israel. 


Lithuania's bill targeting the sale of critical 
books “would be, if passed into law, one 
of the most blatant and harshest of them 
all,” said Holocaust historian Efraim 
Zuroff, who co-authored “Our People” with 
Rita Vanagaite, a best-selling novelist. 


Last year, the Alma Littera publishing 
house in Lithuania recalled another 
book by Vanagaite after she spoke in an 
interview about Adolfas Ramanauskas, 
an anti-Soviet combatant during the war, 
who admitted to commanding troops 
that witnesses said butchered Jews

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POLAND'S HOLOCAUST LAW 
AND THE RIGHT-WING DESIRE TO 
REWRITE HISTORY * 


On Thursday Poland's Senate passed a 
controversial bill that, if signed into law by 
President, will make it illegal to publicly 
accuse Poland or the Polish people 

of collaborating with Nazi Germany in 

the Holocaust. The bill imposes three 
years’ imprisonment as a punishment for 
describing the Nazi extermination camps 
established in Poland as “Polish death 
camps," which most Poles consider an 
offensive slander, or otherwise claiming 
Polish complicity in these “or other crimes 
against peace and humanity.” 


Historians of the Holocaust agree that 
calling Auschwitz, Sobibor, and Treblinka 
“Polish” mischaracterizes them, as Poland 
was not responsible for establishing the 
camps, but inaccuracy is not generally 
considered a sufficient reason in a 

free society to throw people in jail 

for several years. The bill supposedly 
exempts academic research and artistic 
expression, but will surely have a chilling 
effect on any honest discussion of history 
in both these fields. 


The passage of the law, which Duda 
has 21 days to decide whether to sign, 
was met with outrage from political 
leaders in Israel, who denounced it 

as Holocaust denial. Washington 

also voiced displeasure with the law, 
with State Department spokeswoman 
Heather Nauert saying the U.S. was 
“concerned about the repercussions 
this draft legislation, if enacted, could 
have on Poland's strategic interests and 
relationships.”

It might have been worthwhile for 
President Donald Trump to mention these 
concerns on his visit to Warsaw last 
summer, when the legislation was already | 
being discussed, or to express concern 
over the Polish government's ongoing 
assault on democratic norms in general - 
but alas, he did not. 


Poland's relationship with the Holocaust 
is complicated: Unlike other countries 
occupied by the Third Reich, Poland 

did not establish a collaborationist 
government in Warsaw, but rather was 
subject to direct and brutal control by 
Germany. At least 2.5 million non-Jewish 
Polish civilians and soldiers were killed 
by the Nazis and another 7.5 million were 
deported, according to the United States 
Holocaust Memorial Museum — along 
with 3 million Polish Jews, or 90 percent 
of what had once been the largest Jewish 
community in Europe. Nazi racial theories 
considered the Poles an inferior race 
and the Nazi plan for the colonization of 
Eastern Europe called for the removal of 
80 percent of the Polish population and 
the enslavement of those who remained.

Because the country suffered 
tremendously under the Nazi occupation, 
Polish nationalists like the ruling Law and

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BRITISH NEO-NAZIS ARE ON THE 
RISE — AND THEY'RE BECOMING 
MORE ORGANIZED AND VIOLENT* 


Far-right extremists have been active in 
the U.K. for most of the last century. In 
the 1930s, Oswald Mosley took inspiration 
from Italian dictator Benito Mussolini 

and launched the British Fascist Union, 
otherwise known as the Blackshirts. 

In bombastic speeches to audiences 
across England, Mosley ranted about 

"the organized corruption of press, 
cinema, and Parliament," which he 
blamed on "alien Jewish finance." Mosley 
campaigned against the U.K. going to 
war with Adolf Hitler on the grounds 

that "Jewish interests" were pushing 

for the conflict; instead, he advocated 
isolationist, "Britain first" policies. During 
the same period, groups such as the 
Nordic League and the Imperial Fascist 
League overtly supported Nazism. Like 
Mosley, they were anti-Semitic, but they 
went further, embracing Adolf Hitler's 
concept of an "Aryan race." The Nordic 
League rallied against what it called 

a "Jewish reign of terror." The Fascist 
League's emblem was the British Union 
Jack flag with a black swastika in the 
center. 
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šezdesetih godina prošlog stoleča grupe 
poput Belačke odbrambene lige i Društva za 
očuvanje rase nastavile su da se zalažu za 
mržnju i netrpeljivost i da šire antisemitske 
teorije zavere i da zahtevaju ograničavanje 
imigracije.

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The defeat of Hitler, however, did not 
mark the end for the U K 5 extreme 
right. Through the 19505 and 1960s, 
groups like the White Defence League 
and the Racial Preservation Society 
continued to espouse a bigoted ideology, 
spreading anti-Semitic conspiracy 
theories and demanding the curtailment 
of immigration. Between the 1970s 

and 1990s, the National Front and the 
British National Party carried on the 
trend, organizing demonstrations and 
campaigns that championed the idea 
that all non-white immigrants should be 
deported from the U.K. 


Today, the National Front and the British 
National Party still exist as political 
entities. But like most older far-right 
groups, they do not wield the influence 
they once did. Their membership has 
diminished, mostly due to a lack of 
leadership and internal conflict. Now

In October 2017, an unnamed member 

of the organization was accused of 
plotting to assassinate Rosie Cooper, a 
67-year-old Labour member of Parliament 
The planned execution was allegedly 
sanctioned by National Action’s leader, 
31-year-old Christopher Lythgoe Two 
years earlier, in January 2015, one of 
National Action's supporters attempted 
to behead an Asian man in a supermarket 
in the north of Wales, shouting “white 
power" during a frenzied assault with a 
machete 


Because National Action is now outlawed 
as а terrorist group, being a member of 
the organization is punishable by up to 10 
years in prison. At least 14 people in the 
U.K. have so far faced terrorism charges 
connected to their alleged association 
with the group. Among them are two 
British Army soldiers, including 33-year- 
old Lance Corporal Mikko Vehvilainen, 
who was accused of being a National 
Action recruiter. Prosecutors said 
Vehvilainen commented regularly on a 
white supremacist internet forum where, 
under the name "NicoChristian," he railed 
against black people, whom he referred to 
as “beasts.” 


When police searched Vehvilainen's 
quarters al an army camp in Wales in 
September 2017, they found Nazi flags, 
body armor, and a stash of weapons, 
including a shotgun, a rifle, a crossbow, 
arrows, knuckle-dusters, machetes, and 
daggers. The soldier also had a copy of 
the manifesto written by far-right terrorist 
Anders Breivik, who in July 2011 murdered 
77 people in Norway. When police turned 
up at Vehvilainen's home to take him into 
Custody, he reportedly told his wife: "Im 
being arrested for being a patriot.”

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Nemačka policija izvestila je da tokom 
ovog dogadaja, kojem su prisustvovali 
lokalni neonacisti, zabeleženo pedeset

Jedan od demonstranata bio je i 
gradonačelnik Temara, Hubert Bus, koji je 
bio razočaran što se više ljudi nije pojavilo 
da protestvuje protiv koncerta. 


»Ljudi bi trebalo da budu srečni što su 
meštani izašli da pokažu i drugu stranu 
Temara, i žao mi je što nije bilo više takvih 
demonstranata, ali sam zahvalan svima 
onima koji su došli na protest," rekao je 
Bus. 


Mnogi demonstranti izrazili su razočaranje 
činjenicom da sudovi nisu zabranili 
neonacistički rok koncert uprkos peticiji 
koju je podnelo nekoliko organizacija u 
pokušaju da spreče održavanje koncerta. 


German police reported that during 

the event, which was attended by local 
neo-Nazis, 55 criminal offenses were 
recorded. 33 of the offenses involved 
the use or display of symbols prohibited 
by the German constitution, including a 
swastika, the use of Nazi salutes, and 
more. 


One of the concert participants also 
struck a press photographer who 
documented the event. 


Attendees began arriving on Friday for the 
festival, which took place on Saturday and 
Sunday. The annual festival is the largest 
neo-Nazi event in Germany. 


This year, 400 anti-Fascist demonstrators 
protested against the existence of the 
neo-Nazi festival on Themar. 


One of the protesters was Themar 
Mayor Hubert Buss, who expressed 
disappointment that more people did not 
turn out to protest the concert. 


"People should be happy that local people 
have come out of their homes to show the 
other side of Themar, I'm sorry there were 
no more demonstrators like that, but I'm 
grateful to any of the protesters who left 
their houses,” Bose said. 


Many of the protesters expressed 
disappointment at the fact that the courts 
did not forbid the neo-Nazi rock concert, 
despite a petition submitted by several 
organizations in an effort to prevent the 
concert from being held.

The weakness of the current republics and 
democracies which do not have the tools to 
fight against neo-Ustashism, neo-Nazism 
and neo-fascism is a certain form of suicide 
The weaknesses of modern political systems 
encourage extremists to be more and more 
brazen, leaving them space to fight to come 
into power. Such passivity is dangerous for 
humanity. There is a common denominator 
amongst these phenomena in all countries, 
for example: 


The attempt to rehabilitate Ustasha 
criminals is equal to the attempt of the 
Polish government to rehabilitate the 
criminal behavior of certain members of its 
population during WWII. It is also similar to 
the attempt of the Hungarian government 
to rehabilitate the wartime Arrow Cross 
Nazi movement. It derives from the same 
evil ideological roots. The same is taking 
place in the Baltic countries, which have 
begun the process of rehabilitation of Nazi 
collaborators.

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RESISTANCE TO VIOLENT MADNESS 


"During the Nazi rule of terror, a group of German students and 
professors came together and formed the White Rose group, with the 
desire to awaken the German spirit, to bring the Germans to reason 
and clearly let them know that the war that was being wa ged would 
most definitely be lost. All of them ended up on the guillotine, but 
others continued their work." 


The sentence of the People's Court uttered by Roland Freisler was 
"Death by guillotine!" and it was carried out the very same day. On 
February 22, 1943, Sophie (21) and Hans (24) Scholl, Christoph Probst 
(24) were executed in Munich in the Stadelheim. Their colleagues and 
teachers, Prof. Kurt Huber, Alexander Schmorell (26) and Willi Graf 
(25) were also sentenced to death by guillotine and were executed 

on July 13, 1943 at the same site. The punishment was carried out by 
Johan Reichart, the state executioner. No bells tolled. 


WAR: "I cannot understand why people are putting the lives of others 
in danger. | cannot understand this and it horrifies me. Just don't 

tell me that they do this for the fatherland”. These were the words 

of Sophie Scholl on September 5, 1939, written a few days after the 
outbreak of the war to her friend and first love, Fritz Hartnagel, whom 
she had met at a dance party as a sixteen-year-old girl and who was 

a soldier of the fatherland sent to Poland. "1 am horrified by the war, 

| have abandoned all hope. Soon there will be nothing else except 
Politics and as long it is so complicated and evil, it is cowardly to 

run away.” Hans and Sophie Scholl were two out of six children in the 
family of Robert and Magdalena Scholl. Their father was a pacifist, 
who in 1914 had been a conscientious objector, while their mother 
was a protestant deaconess of enlightened beliefs. The children were 
brought up in a liberal and humanistic environment. Although in the 
beginning, like many other youths, albeit despite their father's will, they 
had shown an enthusiasm for the new National Socialist leadership, 
the Scholl children, who had been raised to love freedom soon 
became bitterly opposed to the new regime. By 1939 the youngest 
sibling Werner, who was only 15 years old at the time, in a covert night 
operation tied a blindfold over the eyes of the Goddess of Justice in 
front of the court above which a flag with the swastika was flying. 
Werner Scholl refused to enter the Hitler Youth and was forbidden 

to take the final exam at the end of high school and continue his 
education. He disappeared in Russia in 1944, after being forcibly 
recruited and sent to the Eastern Front. 


Guardians of the Flames: Sophie Scholl started to study Biology and 
Philosophy at the University of Munich, where her older brother Hans 
had been a medical student from 1939. Sophie looked up to Hans 
and she quickly entered his circle of friends and colleagues who had 
formed the White Rose group. Today the White Rose [die Weiße Rose] 
is a symbol of enlightened, non-violent resistance, but in essence it is 
much more. The White Rose group was the atonement of the German 
language. The youths, led by the gentle hand of their professor, 
managed to preserve the flames of German culture in the midst of 
violent madness which had infected the whole world. The White Rose 
sprang from personal friendships and affection. Christoph Probst 
and Alexander Schmorell were schoolmates. Christoph Probst, who 
had been raised in an atmosphere of religious and cultural openness, 
surrounded by the paintings of “monstrous artists” Emil Nolde and 
Paul Klee, wrote in 1942 to his friend Alexander Schmorell: “Even in 
the worst chaos it is important to have a life goal before one's eyes. 
Redemption cannot come from the outside, it can only be found in 
inner, personal completeness." Alexander Schmorell was born in 
Russia. His father was German, while his mother, who had died young, 
was Russian. In 1942 Alexander Schmorell wrote to his Russian friend 
Nelly: “There is a terrible restlessness in my life here. | could not 
survive here if | did not have some responsibilities. Only they give me 


some moral right to remain here. As soon as | have fulfilled them, | 
will leave Germany. | will fulfill my great desire and return to Russia 
my homeland." At the University of Munich, Christoph Probst and 
Alexander Schmorell met Willi Graf, who as a devout Catholic was 
opposed to the National Socialist regime from the early days. In the 
letter to his friend Annelise in 1942 he writes: "Every individual person 
bears responsibility. All of us are dutybound to confront doubt and 
point towards the undisputable direction." Sophie and Hans Scholl join 
the already established group of friends. The group attend the lectures 
of Professor Kurt Huber, a philosopher critical of Hitler's regime and 
the National Socialist order. 


Moral Commitment: Professor Huber had nationalist conservative 
political leanings and was one of the few university professors who 
stood up against the National Socialist educational policies from the 
very start. For this reason, he was denied tenure in Munich and had 
to support himself by giving a small number of classes as a visiting 
professor. During the winter semester of 1942/1943, Professor Huber 
gave classes on the political ideas of the great Jewish philosopher 
Baruch Spinoza and on Leibniz, the "German European". The professor 
concluded his testimony before the People's Court that was to 
convict him to death in 1943 with these words: "As a German citizen, 
a German professor and a political being, not only do | have the right 
but | also have the moral duty to participate in the political creation 
of German fate, to warn of the obvious harm and to fight against 

it" He ended with a quote of Gottlieb Fichte: "And act as though 

the fate of Germany depended on you and your actions, as if you 
were responsible for it." Professor Huber was executed in July 1943 
together with his students. 


Reading, conversation, music, this was the ideological foundation 
of the White Rose, not any political agenda. During his interrogation, 
when asked why the group was called the White Rose, Hans Scholl 
answered: "The name was chosen accidentally. It was chosen by 
feeling. It sounded good - there is no political program behind 

the name. During that time, we were reading the poem of Clemens 
Brentano "Rosablanca". 


The Question of Guilt: The group composed and distributed exactly 6 
leaflets. This action was undertaken with the purpose of waking up the 
German spirit and reason, to prepare the resistance against the Nazis, 
to call upon the common sense of the Germans and to bring to their 
knowledge the fact that the war that was being waged was sure to 

be lost. "We will not remain silent. We are your conscience; the White 
Rose will not leave you be! For a terrible end is better than a terrible 
endlessness." In the very first leaflets, the answer to the question of 
guilt that everybody should feel was clearly given. "As a member of 

a Christian, Western culture everybody should stand up against the 
National Socialist dictatorship for the freedom of Germany." Passive 
resistance and civil disobedience are the "most important duty of 
every German." 


In its second leaflet, the White Rose, as a resistance group, openly 
issues a condemnation of the murder of European Jews as the "most 
terrible crime against human dignity. This is a crime which in its 
monstrosity is unique in human history. Why are the German people 
apathetic before such a terrible crime, unbefitting of humans?" In 
the third leaflet, Hans Scholl and Alexander Schmorell give practical 
advice how every citizen might contribute to the downfall of Hitler's 
regime: "Sabotage in arms factories, sabotage at all gatherings, party 
rallies, celebrations, organizations and everything that the National 
Socialists organize and lead. Sabotage in the scientific and religious 
fields that have put themselves in the service of the war." 


The Foundations of a New Europe: The fifth leaflet, in whose 
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composing Sophie Scholl is actively involved, bears the title “A Leaflet 
of German Resistance: A Call to all Germans!” “Hitler cannot win this 
war, he can only prolong it. Do we wish to be the nation hated by all 
the world? No! Tear away the overcoat of despondency!" "Freedom 

of speech, freedom of thinking, the protection of individuals from the 
will of criminal states - these are the foundations of a new Europe.” 
The sixth and final leaflet was a call to the students: “Fellow students! 
Leave the classrooms of the Nazis and party stooges! It is a matter 
of true science and true freedom of spirit! The name of Germany will 
forever remain tarnished unless Germany's youth does not finally rise, 
does not destroy its executioners and does not build a new Europe.” 


Hans and Sophie Scholl distributed the sixth and final leaflet on 
February 18, 1943 without consulting the other members of the group. 
They were arrested during this act. Willi Graf was arrested on the 
same day. Alexander Probst was arrested a day later in Innsbruck. 
After an unsuccessful attempt to escape, Alexander Schmorell was 
arrested on February 24, while Professor Huber was arrested on 
February 27. Four days after their arrest, on February 22, the court trial 
took place in the Palace of Justice in Munich.

The court trial was presided by Roland Freisler, whose name remains 
a blemish on the entire justice system and judges everywhere. A 
quick conviction was necessary. The accusation was: "Treason of the 
country and high treason”. On the very same day of the trial and the 
verdict, the sentence was carried out. In her last letter to her mother 
Sophie Scholl wrote words of consolation: “Such a wonderful day 

and | must go. But what is one life if we have managed to awaken 
thousands of people.” On their way to the execution, Alexander Probst 
shouted to Hans and Sophie Scholl: “In a few minutes we will meet 
again in eternity.” Shortly after the arrest of Hans and Sophie Scholl, 
their colleagues Hans Leipelt and Marie-Luise Jahn using a typewriter

copied the sixth leaflet bearing the name "Their spirit lives on" and 
distributed it across the universities of Munich and Hamburg. To the 
very last days of the war, the students that continued the work of 
the White Rose were arrested and sentenced to death. Here we will 
mention but a few of their names: Hans Leipelt, Heinz Kucharski, 
Traute Lafrenz and Marie-Luise Jahn 


Preserving Dignity: The German historian Golo Mann, offering his 
deepest respect for the young resistance fighters of the White Rose 

in his "History of Germany in the 19th and 20th Century", stated that 
these youths saved the dignity of all those speaking the German 
Language, whether they are of German blood or not. He quotes one of 
the most beautiful tercets in the German language composed by Hugo 
Hoffmannstahl who in his Lines of Transcience wrote: "Then too that I 
existed a hundred years ago / and that my ancestors in their shrouds / 
are as akin to me as my own hair.” 


These are the foundations of Europe which no populist circus can tear 
down. This Europe was built through life, resistance, freedom and its 
cultural tradition. Did the students of the White Rose know what they 
were involved in? Could they have imagined how much courage they 
would need to stand before Roland Feisler and the guillotine? Did 
they stop to think that their sacrifice might be in vain? These are not 
real questions. The real questions are whether we today know what 
we owe them, all of us people of Europe. Their lives were an appeal. 
Their pure hears, their sincere thoughts we repeat today, donning the 
freedom that that their sacrifice won. But - would we also be prepared 
to sacrifice ourselves for the freedom of those who are yet to come? 


The leaflets covered Germany 


The sixth leaflet was sent all across Germany. Helmuth James Count 
Moltke of the Kreisau Circle resistance group, which attempted an 
assassination of Hitler, gave the leaflet to the Norwegian Bishop 
Berggrav in Oslo, who took it to England. In July 1944 the British 
flying armada dropped over five million copies of the sixth White 
Rose leaflet all across norther Germany. Lest we forget!

AUSTRIA CONSIDERS BANNING 
USTASHA SYMBOLS AT BLEIBURG? 


Austria's Interior Ministry is considering 
adopting a law to ban the use of World 
War ll-era Ustasha insignia and symbols 
at the annual memorial ceremony held jn 
Bleiburg, Austrian media reported on the 
event. 


Thousands of Croats gather near the 
southern Austrian town of Bleiburg 
every May in memory of civilians and 
soldiers loyal to the defeated Nazi-alljed 
Independent State of Croatia (NDH) 
who had surrendered there to the British 
army in the closing days of World War 
11. The British handed them over to the 
communist Partisans who sent them on 
marches towards Slovenia, during which 
thousands of them perished. 


Prior to the fall of communism in 
Yugoslavia in the early 1990s the 
commemoration was a low-key event, but

Kaiser, a member of the centre-left Social 
Democratic Party of Austria (SPO), asked 
the Chancellor Sebastian Kurz and Foreign 
Minister Karin Kneissl to intervene with 
Croatian authorities. 


"We should get in touch with the Croatian 
leadership and demand a clear rejection 
of all fascist activities as part of the 
gathering in Bleiburg field," APA guoted 
him as saying. 


One of the earliest controversies in 

this regard came after Croatia declared 
its independence from Yugoslavia in 
1991, and it became known that its 

first president, the hardline nationalist 
Franjo Tudjman, had maintained that the 
generally accepted number of Jewish 
victims of the Holocaust was greatly 
exaggerated. Tudjman had also made 
numerous anti-Semitic slurs, including, 
notably: “A Jew is still a Jew. Even 

in the camps, they retained their bad 
characteristics: selfishness, perfidy, 
meanness, slyness, and treachery.” 
Tudjman eventually apologized—at least 
twice-first in 1992 in a letter to World 
Jewish Congress President Edgar M. 
Bronfman, and again the following year to 
Kent Schiner, the international president 
of B'nai B'rith. 

Tudjman effectively began the process 
of casting the Ustasha as Croatian 
patriots rather than criminals, maintaining 
that fascist and anti-fascist Croatians 
deserved equal recognition for their 
service to their country. As The New 
York Times observed in 1997, "Perhaps 
no other country has failed as openly as 
Croatia to come to terms with its fascist 
legacy. While the French celebrate a 
resistance movement that was often 
dwarfed by the widespread collaboration 
with the Vichy regime, and while the 
Austrians often act as if the war never 
happened, the Croats have rehabilitated 
the Croatian fascist collaborators, known 
as the Ustasha."

The March of Life is a movement founded in 
2007 by the descendants of German soldiers 
of the Wehrmacht, members of the SS 
troops and the police. The members of this 
movement are socially responsible persons 
who are ready to face the past, to accept 
the responsibility of their descendants and 
to seek forgiveness. To this purpose they 
organize memorial peace events in places 
of the Holocaust, across Europe and around 
the world. Numerous marches took place 

in Germany (Berlin), in Austria, Poland, 
Ukraine, Northern Ireland, the United States 
of America, Peru, Argentina - in over 80 
countries. The aim of the March of Life is 

to preserve the culture of remembrance and 
atonement, to give a voice to the survivors of 
the Holocaust and most importantly, and to 
fight against modern anti-Semitism. 


The importance of this movement was 
recognized by the President of Israel, Reuven 
Rivlin, who welcomed and supported the 
march though Jerusalem on the occasion 
of the 70th anniversary of Israel. Besides 
the President, numerous members of the 
Knesset gave their support, as well as the 
mayor of Jerusalem, who expressed his 
wishes that the march succeed. Stressing

Pokušaji komemoracije, rehabilitacije 

i slavljenja zločinačkih ustaških heroja 
dajuči njihova imena ulicama, podizanjem 
spomenika u njihovu čast, rehabilitacijom 
ustaških voda nije ništa drugo do 
nastavljanje zločina koje je ustaški pokret 
počinio tokom Drugoj svetskog rata.

An example of this is the case 
of Davor Ivo Stier, who was born in Argentina 
and raised to the position of minister 

of foreign affairs of Croatia. As a direct 
descendant of a notorious Ustasha officer 
in Jasenovac, he tried actively to glorify the 
memory of his grandfather.

Much more important is the fact 
that those who utter it know this very well, 
and just do not have the courage to publicly 
say this and so they make up stories about 
an old Croatian greeting, opera librettos 
and so on.

The Croatian journalist Margitič who opposes 
the official attitude concerning Jasenovac 
recently wrote about the several positive 
public manifestations of Ustasha supporters 
that: “This is a public glorification of 
domestic Nazism’.

financed by the British Council, told BIRN 
in an interview that revisionist views of the 
wartime Ustasha movement and the Мад.

have entered Croatia's political mainstream 
in recent years. 


“Such views used to be seen as the lunatic 
fringe; now they are part of the mainstream 
That's terrifying,” said Yeomans, the author of 
books including Visions of Annihilation: the 
Ustasha Regime and the Cultural Politics of 
Fascism, 1941-1945 and The Utopia of Terror, 
Life and Death in Wartime Croatia." ` 


He also expressed concern that such 
views were being expressed by "would-be 
historians” in mainstream media in the 
Country. 


"Then you read the comments under the 
articles and you read that ‘Communists lied 
us for 70 years; there was no death camp in 
Jasenovac, there was no genocide; they lied 
about the МОН," he explained."

The HSP [Croatian Justice Party] decided 

to promote themselves in Korčula with 

the slogan “Honestly, Consistently, 
Independently”. Although the HSP has always 
flirted with the extreme right, this time they 
have outdone themselves, The idea for the 
poster which contains a family of six and the 
"chessboard" with a white sguare in the top 
left corner was stolen from a propaganda 
poster which was widely used in Nazi 
Germany 


As can be seen from the photograph, the 
original faces of the German family are next 
to the stylized logo of the Nazi eagle and the 
inseription "Ein Volk hilft sich selbst" (The 
people help themselves). 


The poster in guestion was designed for the 
Winterhilfswerk, a social welfare program 
which was intended to help hungry German 
citizens. The movement was founded in 
1931 and Hitler took the credit for all its 
activities. Under the Nazi regime, every 
citizen of Germany had to contribute funds 
to the program. Through the donations it was 
possible to establish who was loyal to the 
Nazi party. 


It is ironic that the Korčula chapter of 

the HSP sought inspiration from the Nazi 
poster, Index.hr reports. Namely, the Korčula 
rightwingers, whose election slogan is 
"Honestly, consistently, independently”, stole 
the poster from the Nazi regime which was 
responsible for taking away the island from 
them.

FUNDAMENTALLY FREUND: 
CROATIA'S NEO-FASCIST REVIVAL "

As a rising tide of extremism and 
antisemitism sweeps across Europe, 
much of the focus has been on a wave of 
incidents that has engulfed France and 
Germany, two of the continent's largest 
powers. 


While events on the streets of Paris 
and Berlin, cities which have become 
increasingly dangerous for Jews, most 
certainly warrant our altention and 
concern, it would be a grave error to 
conclude that the problem is confined 
primarily to these two countries 


Indeed, the sad fact is that Croatia, a 
much smaller member of the European 
Union, is home to perhaps one of the 
largest, most pervasive and troubling 
revivals of neo-fascism in recent decades. 


And despite the movement's growing and 
vociferous presence in Croatian public 
life, and the threat this poses to stability 
in the Balkans and beyond, Western and 
European officials have done little to 
condemn this worrisome trend. 


Take, for example, the shocking event that 
took place on May 12, when thousands 

of Croats gathered in the Austrian town 
of Bleiburg for an annual ceremony in 
memory of Croatian Nazi collaborators 
and sympathizers who were killed there at 
the end of World War II.

Radi potpunijeg razumevanja koliko ovaj 
događaj vreda istorijsko sećanje, uzmite u 
obzir sledeće: 


Ustaški režim je uspostavljen u aprilu 
1941. godine, pošto su Nemačka i Sile 
osovine okupirale Jugoslaviju. Ante 
Pavelić, fanatični antisemita koji je 
predvodio ustaški pokret, postao je vojni 
diktator i ubrzo je počeo sa sprovođenjem 
svoje namere da Hrvatska postaje etnički 
čista, sledeći primer svog mentora Adolfa 
Hitlera i sprovodeči politiku masovnih 
ubistava i progona.

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"Today," said Gordon Jandrokovic, the 
speaker of Croatia's Parliament, "we are 
paying our respect to the victims, civilians 
as well as soldiers" 


Behind that seemingly bland statement 
is a chilling admiration for the murderous 
pro-Nazi Ustasha movement, whose 
"soldiers* butchered tens of thousands of 
Jews, Serbs and others duríng the war. 


Honoring the memory of the Ustasha's 
fallen "soldiers" is an act of moral 
depravity, one that seeks to whitewash the 
crimes of a vicious wartime regime that 
left a legacy of brutality and bloodshed 


It is simply disgraceful that Croatian 
authorities, along with the Croatian 
Catholic Church, actively participate in 
this event each year, and it is no less 
deplorable that the Austrian government 
allows it to take place. As famed Nazi 
hunter Dr. Efraim Zuroff, the head of the 
Simon Wiesenthal Center in Israel, told 
the Associated Press, “It's absolutely 
outrageous that Austrian authorities allow 
an event like this to happen. In Austria, 
you are not allowed to brandish Nazi 
symbols, but they allow Ustasha symbols * 


To fully appreciate how offensive this is to 
historical memory, consider the following 


The Ustasha regime was established in 
April 1941 after Germany and the Axis 
powers invaded Yugoslavia. Ante Pavelić, 
a fanatical anti-Semite who headed 

the Ustasha movement, was installed 

as military dictator and moved quickly 

to create an ethnically pure Croatia by 
embracing the methods of his patron, 
Adolf Hitler, and employing a policy of 
mass murder and expulsion. — | 


Pavelič moved quickly to establish a 
network of death camps, the largest of 
which was Jasenovac, which opened in 
August 1941 and was staffed entirely by 
members of the Ustasha. Known as "the 
Auschwitz of the Balkans," Jasenovac 
became a killing field, where tens of 
thousands of Croatian and Bosnian Jews 
were slaughtered alongside even larger 
numbers of Serbs. 


Unlike German extermination camps,

Što je još gore, u savremenoj Hrvatskoj 
postoji rastući talas nostalgije za 
ustašama kao i redovno otvoreno 
iskazivanje neo-nacizma i fašizma. 


Upravo prošle jeseni, Menahem Z. 
Rozensaft pri Svetskom jevrejskom 
kongresu objavio je dug i detaljan rad u 
časopisu Tablet u kojem osuđuje Hrvatsku 
za ,otvorene pokušaje da izbriše zločine 
holokausta iz svoje istorije." 


On je naveo brojne primere ,efektivne 
rehabilitacije i glorifikacije ustaša, 

od pevanja pro-ustaških pesama na 
fudbalskim utakmicama do predsednice 
republike koja pozira na fotografijama sa 
Hrvatskim emigrantima koji nose zastavu 
sa ustaškim simbolima. 


Situacija je postala toliko akutna da već 
treću godinu za redom, predstavnici 
hrvatskih Jevreja, Srba i Roma bojkotuju 
zvaničnu komemoraciju koju organizuje 
hrvatska vlada u Jasenovcu zbog 
umanjivanja ustaških zločina. 


Dok neki hrvatski zvaničnici javno osuđuju 
ustaše, uopšteno učinili su jako malo da 


however, Jasenovac did not have the 
infrastructure for mass murder, such as 
gas chambers. Instead, inmates were 
stabbed to death with knives, bludgeoned 
with hammers, cut to pieces with axes or 
simply shot, making the killings far more 
personal. 


The Croatian Ustasha also deported 
thousands of Jews from Jasenovac to 
Auschwitz, and were so eager to be rid 
of them that they agreed to pay Germany 
30 marks per Jew to cover the cost of 
transporting them. 


Altogether, more than 30 000 Croatian 
Jews, over 75% of the community, were 
murdered in the Holocaust, and hundreds 
of thousands of Serbs were massacred, 
exiled or forcibly converted by the 
Ustashas 


Nevertheless, Croatia has never come to 
terms with what it did during World War Ii, 
and persists in viewing itself as a victim 
rather than a perpetrator. 


Worse yet, there has been a rising tide of 
nostalgia for the Ustasha in contemporary 
Croatia, with open expressions of neo- 
Nazism and fascism occurring regularly. 


Indeed, last fall, Menachem Z. Rosensaft 
of the World Jewish Congress published 
a lengthy and detailed position paper 

in Tablet magazine blasting Croatia 

for "brazenly attempting to rewrite its 
Holocaust crimes out of history." 


He cited numerous examples of "the 
effective rehabilitation and glorification 
of the Ustasha,” ranging from pro-Ustasha 
chants at soccer matches to the country's 
president posing for photographs with 
Croatian emigres holding a flag with the 
Ustasha symbol. 


The situation has become so acute that 
for the third year in a row, representatives 
of Croatia's Jews, Serbs and Roma 
communities boycotted the official 
memorial ceremony organized by Croatia's 
government at Jasenovac last month 
because it downplayed Ustasha crimes. 


While some Croatian leaders have 
publicly condemned the Ustasha, they 
have done little to quell the rising tide of

1 had an excellent local 
guide and translator, Mrs Zdenka Ivkovčič, 
who took me to Jasenovac and also to 
Banja Luka, where 1 was able to collect

On December 7th, 1970 the German 
chancellor Willy Brandt performed a gesture 
which changed the world. What was to 

be just another laying of wreaths on the 
monument to the victims of the Warsaw 
ghetto uprising, became a historic act as 
Brandt fell to his knees in reverence before 
the monument. 


The German Chancellor knelt as an 
expression of his sorrow for all the acts 
committed in the name of the German 
people, taking the blame for it. Despite 
not being guilty himself, he performed this

This was a deeply human, humble and 
compassionate act of a man who bowed 
down to the victims and acknowledged his 
nation's responsibility for the suffering of

Seventy-three years after the end of World 
War Il, no such act has taken place in 
Jasenovac. Why? 


It is shocking that before the very eyes of 
the international community and the living 
presence of the surviving child-inmates, 
instead of reverence and sorrow, a memorial 
with the Croatian Nazi Ustasha salute "For 
the Homeland Ready!" appeared where once 
were the Jasenovac killing grounds.

Prvo, tabla koja je osvanula u Jasenovcu ima veliku simboliku 

„га dom spremni!" predstavlja ekvivalent nacističkom „Zig hajl!” - 
naime, 10. aprila 1941. godine, Slavko Kvaternik, vrhovni komandant 
Hrvatskog domobranstva i zamenik ustaškog poglavnika Ante 
Pavelića, proglasio je preko Radio Zagreba osnivanje Nezavisne 
države Hrvatske pozdravom ,Bog i Hrvati. Za dom spremni!". U 
Jasenovcu, mestu najvećeg stradanja Srba, Jevreja i Roma čije žrtve 
broje nekoliko stotina hiljada ljudi, tabla sa pomenutim pozdravom u 
levom donjem uglu ima grb sa ustaškim pozdravom, što ukazuje na 
simbiozu mračnih perioda hrvatske istorije. To ipak danas ne sprečava 
određene aktere javnog života u hrvatskoj da glorifikuju period 
ustaške vlasti poput pevača - Marka Perkovića Tompsona, čoveka koji 
ističe svoje neoustaške stavove i peva pesmu koja u sebi sadrži deo: 
„Jasenovac i Gradiška Stara, to je kuća Maksovih (Luburić) mesara. ". 
Sa druge strane Josip Šimunić, nekadašnji fudbalski reprezentativac 
je u novembru 2013. godine nakon utakmice reprezentacije Hrvatske 
zajedno sa celim stadionom skandirao ,Za dom spremni!". Sporna 
tabla je nakon odredenog vremena sklonjena iz Jasenovca u Novsku, 
mesto koje se nalazi u blizini Jasenovca, što ne menja izuzetno tešku i 
lošu simboliku. 


Drugo, komemorativni skup u austrijskom Blajburgu je problem 
širih medunarodnih okvira. Naime, to je mesto gde su 1945. ubijene 
ustaše i domobrani povezani sa profašističkim snagama od strane 
Jugoslovenske armije. Na desetine hiljada ljudi se okuplja sa ciljem 
odavanja počasti pripadnicima Nezavisne države Hrvatske. Problem 
je još veči ukoliko se ukaže na činjenicu da zvaničnici Republike 
Hrvatske u svojstvu ministara dolaze na ove skupove i odaju počast 
tamnom periodu svoje istorije. Ceremonije protiču uz podršku 
hrvatskih nadbiskupa što je još jedna od potvrda da je Nezavisna 
država Hrvatska, za vreme vršenja genocida, imala punu podršku 
hrvatskog katoličkog klera na čelu sa Alojzijem Stepincem. 


Danas se brojne nevladine organizacije, svesne zločinačkog tereta 
koji Nezavisna država Hrvatska postavlja pred celu Evropu zbog 
neotkrivene istine o žrtvama genocida, bore protiv ovog okupljanja koji 
protiče u potpunom oživljavanju ustaške ikonografije. 
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Firstly, the plaque that appeared in Jasenovac carries greal symbolism 
"For the Homeland Ready!" is the equivalent of the Nazi salute "Sieg 
Heil" Namely, on April 10, 1941, Slavko Kvaternik, supreme commander 
of the Croatian Home Guard and deputy to Ustasha leader Ante Pavelič 
announced on Radio Zagreb the establishment of the Independent State 
of Croatia with the greeting "God and Croats, for the Homeland Ready" 


In Jasenovac, the site of the largest killing of Serbs, Jews and Roma, 
whose victims reach several hundreds of thousands, in the bottom left 
corner of the plaque is the coat of arms of with the Ustasha salute, 
indicating a symbiosis of the dark period of Croatian history. None 

of this prevents certain public figures in Croatia today to glorify the 
period of the Uslasha rule, like the singer, Marko Perkovič Thompson, 
who does not hide his neo-Ustasha sentiments and one of whose 
songs contains the lyrics "Jasenovac and Gradiška Stara, the houses 
of Max's (Luburić ) butchers... ". On the other hand, Josip Šimunič, а 
former football player in November 2013, after a game of the national 
team sang in unison with the entire stadium "For the Homeland Ready!" 
The controversial plaque was moved from Jasenovac to Novska, a 
town near Jasenovac, not changing, however, the serious and dark 
symbolism 


The second point is the commemoration in the Austrian town of 
Bleiburg, a problem of wider international significance. Namely, this 

is where in 1945 Ustashas and Home Guard fascist were killed by the 
forces of the Yugoslav Army. Tens of thousands of people congregate 
to honor the members of the Independent Croatian State. The problem 
is even greater considering that Croatian officials as ministers come 
to these gatherings to pay homage to the dark period of history. 
Ceremonies are held with the support of Croatian archbishops, which 
is yet another confirmation that the Independent State of Croatia, while 
it was committing genocide, had the full support of Croatian Catholic 
clergy, headed by Aloysius Stepinac. 


Today many NGOs, aware of the criminal burden and the unrevealed 
truth about the victims of genocide the Independent State of Croatia 
places before Europe, oppose this gathering which aims to revive the 
memory of Ustasha iconography.

It is true that Croatian President Kolinda 
Grabar-Kitarovic has condemned the 
Ustasha's role during the Holocaust 
during а 2015 visit to Israel. "| express 
my deepest regrets to all the victims of 
the Holocaust in Croatia, killed at the 
hands of the collaborationist Ustasha 
regime during World War II," she said 

at Yad Vashem in Jerusalem. On a 
Subsequent trip to Canada, however, 
President Grabar-Kitarovic sent a far 
different message when she posed with 
a group of Croatian émigrés holding a 
flag bearing the Ustasha symbol She 
also raised eyebrows when she said ina 
radio interview that "I adore listening to" 
a popular Croatian singer-songwriter who 
regularly glorifies the Ustasha. 


Even President Grabar-Kitarovic's 
reference to the Ustasha as a 
collaborationist regime falls far short 

of the mark. The Ustasha initiated the 
brutality and mass killing of Serbs, Jews 
and Roma on their own initiative, for their 
own perverse ideological reasons. As Saul 


Friedlander wrote in his Nazi Germany 
and the Jews 1939-1945, The Years of 
Extermination: 


In Croatia, no sooner did Pavelič return 
from Italian exile and establish his new 
regime—a mixture of fascism and devout 
Catholicism-then, as the German envoy 
to Zagreb, Edmund von Glaise Horstenau, 
reported "the Ustasha went raging mad." 
The poglavnik ("leader," in Serbo-Croat) 
launched a genocidal crusade against 
the 2.2 million Christian Orthodox Serbs 
(out of a total population of 6.7 million) 
living on Croatian territory, and against 
the country's 45,000 Jews, particularly 

in ethnically mixed Bosnia. The Catholic 
Ustasha did not mind the continuous 
presence of Muslims or Protestants, but 
Serbs and Jews had to convert, leave or 
to die. According to historian Jonathan 
Steinberg, “Serbian and Jewish men, 
women and children were literally hacked 
to death. Whole villages were razed to the 
ground and the people driven to barns,

to which the Ustasha set fire. There is 
in the Italian Foreign Ministry archive a 
collection of photographs of the butcher 
knives, hooks, and axes used to chop up 
Serbian victims. There are photographs of 
Serb women with breasts hacked off by 
pocket knives, men with eyes gouged out, 
emasculated, and mutilated." 


Other factors contributed to the Jewish 
community's decision not lo participate 
in the April 2016 commemoration at 
Jasenovac. Earlier that month, extreme. 
nationalist Croatian Minister of Culture 
Zlatko Hasanbegovič attended the 
widely-publicized Croatian premiere of 

a documentary film titled Jasenovac- 
The Truth, by the Croatian filmmaker 
Jakov Sedlar. This film contended that 
Jasenovac had not been a concentration 
camp where the Ustasha had committed 
genocide, but rather a far more benign 
labor camp and that the number of 
victims of Jasenovac had been greatly 
exaggerated. Hasanbegovič publicly 
praised the film, saying, "This is the best 
way to finally shed light on a number of 
controversial places in Croatian history." 


In sharp contrast, the Israeli ambassador 
to Zagreb, Zina Kalay Kleitman, who had 
also attended the premiere, denounced 
the film in no uncertain terms. “Since | 
am Israeli, and a descendant of a family 
that was hit by Holocaust, | wanted to see 
and look at the film, which, in my opinion, 
very selectively shows history, attempts 
to revise historical facts, and offends the 
feelings of people who have lost their 
loved ones in Jasenovac," she wrote in an 
open letter, adding that, “I also noticed an 
attempt to downplay the terrible extent 
of the crimes committed, or at least an 
attempt to illustrate them with historical 
events that led to them.” 


[...] The Ustasha established a network 
of home-grown concentration camps 
infamous for their brutality and 
comparable to the barbarity of the German 
death and concentration camps. The most 
notorious of these was a group of five 
camps collectively named Jasenovac, 
near Zagreb, often referred to as the 
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bi danas bezpogovorno bili smatrani 
genocidom po medunarodnom zakonu

• The Ustasha made no secret of their 
desire and intent to kill Jews and 
Serbs because of thei respective 
ethnic of national identities British 
historian Rory Yeomans quotes 
Ustasha leader Victor Gutić stating at 
a rally on May 29, 1941, that he had 
"published drastic laws" for the Serb 
population's "complete economic 
destruction, and new ones will follow 
for their complete extermination” 
Yeomans also quotes Croatian Foreign 
Minister Mladen Larkovič declaring on 
July 27, 1941, that Ustasha Croatia's 
mission was to “cleanse itself of 
all those elements that are the 
misfortune of the nation, that drain 
healthy forces in our nation. These are 
our Serbs and Jews * Along the same 
lines, Professor Aleksandar Seitz, 
referred to by Yeomans as one of the 
Ustasha's "leading social theorists,” 
said іп a June 1941 speech that "the 
Serbs and the Jews will not exist, 
and nor will those who served them 
because our Croatian army and the 
Croatian Ustashas are guaranteeing 
it.” 


The U.S. Holocaust Memorial Museum 
describes Jasenovac as follows 
“Conditions in the Jasenovac camps 
were horrendous. Prisoners received 
minimal food. Shelter and sanitary 
facilities were totally inadequate. 
Worse still, the guards cruelly tortured, 
terrorized, and murdered prisoners at 
will." 


Historians do not argue about 
conditions in Jasenovac-or about 
the purpose of the camp. Raul Hilberg 
referred to the Jasenovac camps as 
"death camps," and Saul Friedlander 
called Jasenovac an “extermination

This level of 
denial of everything that happened in 
Croatia in WWII is unbelievable." 


The recasting of the Ustasha as 
national heroes and role models has 
ominous connotations in a country 
and region where ethnic hatred 

and strife have had catastrophic 
consequences, not just during 

WWII but more recently during the 
Balkan wars of the 1990s. Ata 

time when far-right politicians and 
ideologues like the above-mentioned 
former Croatian minister of culture, 
Zlatko Hasanbegovič are becoming 
increasingly brazen, if not overtly 
shameless, in their attempts to 

write the crimes against humanity 
committed by the Ustasha out of their 
nation’s history, the Croatian Jewish 
community deserves both respect 
and international support. Such 
support should come not just from 
international Jewish organizations 
and other Jewish communities, 

but from institutions and agencies 
around the world that are dedicated 
to the preservation of the memory of 
the Holocaust and other genocides 
These small and overdue steps 

are necessary to prevent the re- 
creation of the xenophobic, hate- 
filled environment that allowed the 
Holocaust and other genocides to 
occur in the first place.

President 
Rivlin insisted on visiting the Jasenovac 
memorial site, where he gave a speech which 
dedicated to the camp and its victims. In 

it he included very clear demands to the 
government of Croatia to strengthen their 
awareness concerning the crimes of the 
Ustasha against Serbs, Jews, Sinti and Roma 
and all others innocent victims. 


The dark history of Jasenovac took up at 
least half of the visit of the Israeli president 
and this shows how important the memory 
of Jasenovac is and how all attempts to 
eradicate the truth will fail. In his speech 
Rivlin said: “Croatia's ability to deal with the 
past and not ignore it is a moral obligation 
which is the foundation of every just society 
It will also remain an important element 

in the friendship between Croatia and 
Israel". Rivlin also added "We all should do 
everything to honor those who perished 

and any support of laws or attempts to 
eradicate or silence historical research into 
the crimes committed by the Nazis and their 
collaborators must not be allowed".

There are some who would rather suppress 
their past and see it as a black hole which 
requires no examining or soul-searching 
Some believe, especially today, that the 
historic events of WWII - the fact that they 
were occupied by the Nazis - releases 
them ftom any sort of moral accountability, 
personal and national, for the atrocities 
which occurred in their country", said Rivlin. 


He further added that all were dutybound "to 
do make the maximum effort" to "respect the 
memory of those who perished", and "not to 
lend a hand to any law or attempt to impede 
or quieten the historical research of the 
things that the Nazis and their collaborators 
did". 


"Only through a sincere and courageous 
facing of the past, through the education of 
young generations, can we send the message 
from this terrible place: Never again!" 
stressed Rivlin.

for four years until he managed to escape in 1945, right before the 
final liguidation of the camp when the Ustashe attempted to erase all 
evidence of the committed atrocities by killing the remaining prisoners 
and torching all the camp structures. Ervin was the only survivor of his 
family, but he embraced life and out of the ashes built a new family 
with whom he emigrated to Israel in 1951 


Indeed, the camp was infamous for its brutality where the systematic 
extermination bypassed even the Nazi methods It has often been 
referred to as the Auschwitz of the Balkans. Its thousands of victims 
were Serbs, Jews, Roma, as well as religious and political opponents 
of the Ustashe regime, a regime that collaborated with the Nazis 


Unfortunately, Jasenovac is far from being the only concentration and 
death camp in Europe. As for the Jews, six million babies, children, 
men, women and elders, were brutally and systematically murdered, by 
the Nazis and their collaborators. Among them 70 000 Jews from the 
territories of Yugoslavia. 


It is not only the dimension of the killing that makes the Holocaust 

a unique phenomenon. This is not even the systematic murder, the 
brutality and the cruelty of the death methods invented by the Nazis 
and their collaborators in occupied Europe. This uniqueness is based 
on the ideology of racism and the hatred behind it. All Jews had no 
escape from death. The racial laws did not exclude anyone. You were 
sentenced to death because you carried your Judaism in your genetics 
and not because of your religious belief or national identity.

"Everything that one could write about 
Jasenovac camp could only be a pale picture 
of Jasenovac and what it was, because no 
one could ever overdo it when writing about 
Jasenovac and what happened there, The 
Jasenovac camp was the lowest level to 
which mankind could fall." 


Referring to the crimes of the Independent 
State of Croatia (ISC), we have to bear in 

mind that it wasn't a country occupied by Nazi 
Germany but an independent state, recognized 
by Germany and Italy. This fact casts a very 
negative light over its criminal activities 
towards the Serbs, Jews, Sinti and Roma 

and all other innocent victims. The case of 
Norway for instance is different. Norway under 
Quisling adopted an anti-Jewish policy from 
the German government, whereas Croatia did 
this independently and of its own accord.

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LEGAL DECREE ON THE PROTECTION OF ARIAN 
BLOOD AND HONOR OF THE CROATIAN PEOPLE 


Article 1 

A marriage of a Jew and other persons not of Arian 
descent with persons of Arian descent is forbidden. 
Also forbidden is the marriage of a person who 
besides Arian ancestors has one ancestor twice re- 
moved of the Jewish race or other European non-Ari- 
an with a person who is of equal descent. 

Which persons are classified as Jews or non-Arians 
is stipulated by the legal decree on racial descent. 


Article 2 


Special permission for marriage is necessary in the 
following cases: 

1.The marriage of a person with two ancestors twice 
removed of the Jewish race with a person who has 
one descendant twice removed of European non-Ari- 
an descent, or a person, who is of Arian descent; 
2.The marriage of a person who has amongst his/ 
her ancestors members of other non-European races 
with a person of the same descent, or with a person 
who has one or two descendants twice removed of 
the Jewish race or one descendant twice removed of 
the Gypsy race, or with a person of Arian descent; 

3. The marriage of a citizen or national, unless for- 
bidden by article 1. 

Permission for such marriage is issued by the min- 
istry of the interior, following an assessment by the 
racial and political office. 


Article 3 


A male non-Arian person, who violates this ban has 
committed the crime of racial contamination and 
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will be punished by imprisonment. In especially se- 
rious cases, and if a virgin is raped, the person may 
be punished by death 


Article 4 


Jews or other non-Arian persons may not employ as 
a domestic a female persons of Arian descent under 
the age of 45 years. 


Article 5 


Non-Arians and citizens are forbidden from display- 
ing the Croatian state flag and Croatian national 
colors and symbols. 


All changes of Jewish surnames that were made 
after December 1918 are annulled and must be 
changed back to the original surname. 


Who is considered a Jew is stipulated by the legal 
decree on racial descent. 


Article 6 
The minister of the interior will issue orders on the 
implementation of this legal decree. 


Article 7 
This legal decree is made effective on the day it is 
published in the Narodne novine.

Within the subject of racial legislation in the Independent State of 
Croatia the following questions are important 


1) did the authorities of the ISC introduce racial laws independently 
or was this done with the encouragement and participation of Mazi 
Germany, 


2) is the content of the racial laws of the ISC original and to what 
extent, and 3) were the racial laws enforced, and if they were, what 
were the consequences of their implementation 


2. Racial legislation of April 30, 1941 
2.1 The Adoption 


During the post-war hearing on the racial laws introduced, Minister 

of the ISC, Mile Budak stated: “All the laws regarding non-Aryans 

were developed by a board of experts on order by the Poglavnik [Ante 
Pavelić). We did not discuss the laws themselves, but we often talked 
about the matter. All members of the government had an anti-Semitic 
altitude. We were driven to this by our experiences thal the Jews in 
Croatia always conducted anti-Croatian politics and supported that 
regime.” On German involvement In the writing of the racial laws in 

the ISC, Budak said: “I believe that they were passed with German 
encouragement, but I don't know anything else.” Regarding this matter, 
Slavko Kvaternik stated that he thought that they were "weapons in the 
hands of the Germans”, particularly in relation to the “Jewish question, 
but | have no real proof of this.” 


2.2. Content 


The basis of the racial legislation in the ISC were the laws adopted on

1. Legal Decree on Citizenship in the Independent State of Croatia, 


2. Legal Decree on Racial Affiliation of the Inhabitants of the 
Independent State of Croatia, and 


3. Legal Decree on the Protection of Aryan Blood and the Honor of the 
Croatian People. 


1. The Legal Decree on Citizenship distinguishes between a “state 
national" ("državni pripadnik") and a "citizen" ("državljanin"). "A 
state national is a person who stands under the protection of the 
Independent State of Croatia". A citizen is defined as "а state national + 
of Aryan origin who by his actions has demonstrated that he did not xx 
work against the liberation aspirations of the Croatian people and who — 7. 
is willing to readily and faithfully serve the Croatian people and the tej

2. Zakonskom odredbom o rasnoj pripadnosti žitelja Nezavisne Države 
Hrvatske propisane su definicije rasnih pojmova. 


Osoba arijevskog porekla je definisana kao ona koja potiče od 
predaka, koji su pripadnici evropske rasne zajednice ili koji potiču od 
potomaka te zajednice izvan Evrope. Autor tumačenja je obrazlagao 
zašto je bolje i razumljivije govoriti o evropskoj rasnoj zajednici nego 
o nemačkoj ili srodnoj krvi, kao u nacističkim (nirnberškim) zakonima: 
»Europska rasna zajednica jasno označuje skup onih rasa, koje se več 
vjekovima u Europi medu sobom miješaju: nordijske, dinarske, alpske, 
baltijske i mediteranske." 


U tačkama 2 i3 tog zakona data je definicija Jevreja (,Židova"). To 
su osobe koje potiču barem od troje predaka drugog kolena (dedova 
i baka), koji su Jevreji po rasi. Tim zakonom je propisano da je Rom 
(.Ciganin") osoba koja je poticala od dva ili više predaka drugog 
Kolena koji su Romi po rasi. 


U hrvatskom narodu žive kao manjine dvije rasne zajednice, koje se 
20 svoim rasnim komponentama bitno razlikuju od hrvatskoga naroda. 
Jedna na socijalno visokom stupnju - Židovi, a druga na niskom 
socijalnom stupnju - Cigani." 


3. Zakonska odredba o zaštiti arijevske krvi i časti hrvatskog naroda 
proglasila je zabranjenim brak između Jevreja i osoba koje nisu 
arijevskog porekla s osobama arijevskog porekla. Bili su zabranjeni 
vanbračni polni odnosi Jevrejina ili druge osobe koja nije arijevske krvi 
sa ženskom osobom arijevskog porekla.

2.The Legal Decree on Racial Affiliation of the Inhabitants of 
the Independent State of Croatia gives the definitions of racial 
terminology 


A person of Aryan descent is defined as one who descends from 
ancestors who are members of the European racial community or 
who descends from ancestors of that community outside Europe 
The author of the law's interpretation discussed why It was better ang 
easier to speak of the European racial community than of German 

or similar blood, like in the Nazi (Nuremberg) laws: "The European 
racial community clearly represents a group of races which for 
centuries have mixed in Europe: Nordic, Dinaric, Alpine, Baltic and 
Mediterranean.” 


Articles 2 and 3 of this law give the definition of a Jew (“21900”) 
These were persons who descended from at least three ancestors of 
the second generation (grandparents) who were Jews by race 


These laws defined a Gypsy ("Ciganin") as a person who descended 
from two or more ancestors of the second generation who were 
Gypsies by race. 


“Amongst the Croatian people there are two racial minorities, who 
are significantly different from the Croatian people in their racial 
components. One of these is of high social position – the Jews, the 
other is of low social position - Gypsies” 


3. The Legal Decree on the Protection of Aryan Blood and the 
Honor of the Croatian People declared that marriage between Jews 
and other non-Aryans with persons of Aryan descent was prohibiteg 
Also forbidden were extra-marital relations between Jews and other 
non-Aryans with a female of Aryan descent. A male non-Aryan who 
violated the ban would have been considered as having committed the 
crime of racial defilement and would be punished by imprisonment 4 
death sentence was possible in particularly serious cases, specihca!j 
in the case of rape of a virgin. Non-Aryans and state nationals were 
forbidden from displaying the Croatian state and national flag or 
Croatian colors and symbols. 


"The final aim of any Aryan national state must be the ridding of non- 
Aryan elements, particularly the Jews, who are constantly striving to 
reach high positions from which they seek to influence the people 
with their political and moral values and to exploit them materially 
In order to achieve this aim, it is necessary to prevent any biological 
association between Aryans and non-Aryans. 


The Board of the Racial-Political Committee consisted of at least 
nine board members", appointed to the position by the minister of the 
interior. They were experts, “namely, biologists, physicians, lawyers, 
teachers and experts from the field of commerce” (§ 3). Also decreed 
was that "all members... all functionaries, as well as their spouses, 
must be of pure Aryan descent”. The Racial-Political Committee was 
part of the Ministry of the Interior.

3.2. Amendments of the law and preparation for its enforcement 


1). A person giving a statement was required to name his/her ancestor 
or the ancestor of his/her spouse if they were of non-Aryan descent 

(§ 2). Refusing to provide a statement, giving false information or not 
disclosing known information carried a sentence of a minimum of 
three months in prison and the loss of employment. If the supervisor 
knew that the information given was inaccurate, he would be 
sentenced to three to six months of imprisonment and dismissed from 
employment 


“Suspicion regarding the accuracy of information", according to 
the author of the Instructions, “might be aroused by the Jewish 
appearance of a person or their Jewish character (miserliness, an 
accommodating nature, a lack of reserve and great familiarity with 
strangers).” 


4. Other legal decrees and bylaws of a racial nature 


On the basis of the racial legislation introduced on April 30, 1941, 
Jews and Gypsies (Roma), as well as other non-Aryans could become 
state nationals and as such “under the protection of the Independent 
State of Croatia", as proscribed by Article 1 of the Law on Citizenship 
in the ISC. What was this protection offered by the ISC? From what 
was to ensue, the nature of this “protection” became apparent.

Kolektivna odgovornost Jevreja

Proterivanje Jevreja (i oduzimanje njihove imovine) 


U jednom od njih zapovednik 4. Hrvatske oružničke pukovnije 12. jula 
1941. govori o iseljavanju pravoslavaca i Jevreja sa područja Donjeg 
Vakufa, Bugojna, Kupresa i Bihaća: „24. lipnja 1.0. g. veliki župan župe 
Psat i Krbava naredio je usmeno, da se ima iseliti sav živalj grčko- 
istočnjačke i židovske vjere iz Bihaća... 

O proterivanju govore i izveštaji italijanskog konzulata iz Banjaluke 
od 12. i 13. jula 1941. godine. Izveštaj italijanskog vicekonzula u 
Banjaluci Oberta Fabijanija italijanskom poslanstvu u Zagrebu od 

26. jula 1941, godine, takođe, govori o proterivanju Srba (njih oko 
400.000) i Jevreja sa teritorije bivše Vrbaske banovine. Njihove 
nekretnine i ceo imetak zaplenjeni su od vlasti NDH-a, a njihove 
trgovine su date poverenicima NOH. 


Oduzimanje slobode i upućivanje Jevreja u logore 


Zakonom poglavnika Pavelića od 25. novembra 1941, godine, u 6 1, 
bilo je propisano: ,Nepoćudne osobe, koje su pogibeljne za javni red i 
sigurnost, ili koje bi mogle ugroziti mir i spokojnost hrvatskoga naroda 
i tekovine oslobodilačke borbe hrvatskog ustaškog pokreta, mogu se 
uputiti na prisilni boravak u sabirne i radne logore.” 


Na kraju tog izveštaja major Mikec je zabeležio: ,Ovaj isti njemački 
časnik po dolasku u Sarajevo nazvao me je preko brzoglasa (telefon 
= prim. Z. M.) i saopćio, da je kraj Bugojna, Krušćice i Viteza isti takav 
logor kao u Jablanici i da je u njima izvršeno ono, što je u Jablanici 
bilo pripremljeno (misleći pri tom na strijeljanje u masi) i zamolio me, 
da po mom dolasku u Zagreb u ime njegovo kao njemačkog časnika, 
podnesem o tome izvješće." To je bio zlokoban nagoveštaj onoga 

što je postalo praksa i u rešavanju rasnog pitanja. Napuštao se teren 
prava i prelazilo se na faktičko rešavanje rasnog pitanja, kako je o 
tome odlučeno u vrhu vlasti NDH, po ugledu na nacističku Nemačku. 
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The Legal Decree on the Nationalization of the Property of Jews an 

Jewish Businesses of October 9, 1941 gave the State Directorate for 
Reconstruction the authority to decide to nationalize the property 

of any Jew or Jewish business, with or without reimbursement The 

decision was completely arbitrary and there was no legal remedy 


“Regarding the legal decree on the nationalization of the property of 
Jews of October 9, 1941, with which Jewish property is expropriated 
without right to reimbursement, without court appeal, | state .. that in 
the economic sense, they (the Jews) have been mercilessly exploiting 
the people and have amassed wealth, which they have sent abroad 
so that all that remained in the country was the tiniest part of the 
property of our people, which the Jews took by speculation” 


The collective guilt of Jews 


Poglavnik Pavelié issued an Extraordinary Lega! Decree and Order 
on June 16, 1941: Those who disseminate rumors on the alleged 
persecution of one part of the citizenry, will be court martialed * The 
text also states: “As the Jews are disseminating false information 
with the purpose of alarming the citizenry and in their well-known 
speculative ways are obstructing supplies, they are collectively 
considered guilty and will therefore be treated as such and prepared 
to suffer the legal consequences by being assembled in collection 
centers in the open" 


The expulsion of Jews (and seizure of their property) 


The commander of the 4th Croatian Armed Regiment on July 12, 1947 
spoke of the deportation of the Orthodox and Jews from the region 
of Donji Vakuf, Bugojno, Kupres and Bihač: "On June 24, the county 
governor of the County (Župa) of Psat and Krbava issued a verbal 
order that all persons belonging to the Greek-Orthodox and Jewish 
faith are to be deported from Bihać.” 


The deportations are mentioned in the reports of the Italian consulate 
in Banjaluka of July 12 and 13, 1941. The report of the Italian vice- 
consul in Banjaluka, Oberto Fabiani to the Italian legation in Zagreb of 
July 26, 1941 also mentions the expulsion of Serbs (around 400.000 
of them) and Jews from the territory of the former Vrbaska Banovina. 
Their houses and other property were seized by the authorities of the 
ISC and their businesses were handed over to ISC officials. 


The depriving of liberty and transportation to camps of Jews 


The law issued by Poglavnik Pavelič on November 25, 1941, Paragraph 
1, states: “Undesirable persons, dangerous to the public peace and 
security, or those who might endanger the peace and tranquility of the 
Croatian people and the achievements of the liberation struggle of the 
Croatian Ustasha movement, might be sent to forced internment in 
collective and labor camps.” 
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"Nismo mi osvetoljubivi, ali smo morali poduzeti mjere, kako bi se hrv 
narod odbranio od neumornih i nametničkih prisezanja židovske rase 
u naš obiteljski, prosvetni, socijalni i ekonomski život i od one rase, 
koja je stvarno uz Srbe ekonomski bila zagospodarila našim životom 
Te su obrambene mjere bile naše pravo i naša dužnost. Smisao svih 
tih mjera je taj, da se jedna mala skupina nametnika, koja je i duhom 
i osjećajem i etikom nešto sasvim drugo, nego što smo mi, razluči od 
nas, izluči iz našeg narodnog tijela, jer ti su nametnici navalili baš na 
najunosnija mjesta i položaje u našem narodu" 


Rasni zakoni Nezavisne Države Hrvatske (NDH) doneti su 30. aprila 
1941. godine, dvadesetog dana od dana njenog osnivanja. Osnovu 
rasnog zakonodavstva činili su zakoni o državljanstvu NDH, o rasnoj 
pripadnosti žitelja NDH i o zaštiti arijevske krvi i časti hrvatskog 
naroda. Kada je reč o nastanku rasnog zakonodavstva NDH, ne 
postoje dokazi o direktnom nacističkom učešću u njegovom pisanju. 
Nacistički Nirnberški zakoni su poslužili kao uzor za ugledanje. 
Međutim, Komisija, koju su činili ugledni pripadnici hrvatske 
akademske zajednice, sačinila je tekst koji je bio poboljšan u odnosu 
na uzor i prilagođen ciljevima NDH. 


Tim zakonima su Jevreji i Romi, kao nearijevci, bili obeleženi kao 
nepoželjni državni pripadnici, a njihovo pitanje je trebalo da bude 
rešeno. Srbi koji su živeli u NDH rasnim zakonima nisu bili svrstani u 
»rasni talog". Za Srbe su bili predvideni ili pokrštavanje ili drugi pravni 
načini da se svedu na gradane drugog reda, da bi se potom pristupilo 
njihovom odvodenju u logore i fizičkom uništavanju. Sprovodenje 

u život rasnih zakona NDH podrazumevalo je njihovu normativnu 
razradu (naredbe, uputi i drugi podzakonski akti) i opsežne pripreme 
za njihovu primenu. ,Rasnom problemu" se pristupilo krajnje ozbiljno. 
Ništa nije prepuštano slučaju, njegovom rešavanju je bio stavljen 

na raspolaganje čitav mehanizam državne sile. Jevreji su obeleženi, 
isključeni iz javnog života, oduzeta im je imovina, proterivani su 

i zatvarani u logore, a na kraju su i fizički uništavani. Vlasti NDH 

nisu donele posebne mere za Rome nego su neposredno pristupili 
njihovom fizičkom uništavanju. Početkom maja 1945. godine, kada je 
bilo potpuno jasno da je nacistička Nemačka gubitnik i ko je pobednik 
u ratu, ukinuti su rasni zakoni NDH. Međutim, posledice njihove 
primene nisu mogle da budu izbrisane. Jevreji i Romi su, primenom tih 
nečovečnih zakona, bili gotovo potpuno istrebljeni. 
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M the end of this report, Major Mikec noted "The same German 
officer on coming to Sarajevo called me on the telephone and tolg 

me that near Bugojno, Kruščica and Vitez there was the same king or 
camp like in Jablanica and that the same which was being prepared 
in Jablanica (namely, mass executions) was taking place there and 
he asked me to send him a report on this.” This was an ominous 
precursor of what was to become the practice in the attempt 10 Solva 
the racial question. The legal framework was being abandoned and the 
racial question was being addressed practically, as had been decideg 
by the ISC leaders, following the model provided by Nazi Germany 


"We are not vengeful, but we had to lake measures so as to defend 
the Croatian people from the incessant and forceful assaults by the 
Jewish race on our families, our education, our social and economic 
life, from the race, that together with the Serbs, ruled us economically 
These defensive measures were our right and our duty. The purpose 
of those measures was that a small group of aggressors, spiritually, 
emotionally and ethically so different from us, be removed from our 
nation’s body, as those aggressors pounced on the most lucrative 
places and positions in our nation.” 


The racial laws of the Independent State of Croatia (ISC) were adopted 
on April 30, 1941, twenty days after the new state was declared. The 
basis of the racial legislation were the Laws on Citizenship in the ISC, 
on Racial Affiliation of the Inhabitants of the ISC and on the Protection 
of the Aryan Blood and Honor of the Croatian People. Concerning 

the creation of the racial legislation in the ISC, there is no evidence 

of direct Nazi interference. The Nazi Nuremburg Laws served as a 
model for their creation. However, the Committee, which was formed 
by members of the Croatian academic community, composed the text 
which was an improved version of the original as it was adapted to the 
aims of the ISC. 


With these laws, Jews and Roma, as non-Aryans, were marked as 
undesirable state nationals and their question needed to be solved. 
The Serbs who lived in the ISC were not included in the “racial mire” 
with these racial laws. Serbs were expected to either be converted 

or to legally be brought to the level of second-class citizens, so that 
later on they could be transported to camps and physically destroyed, 
The implementation of the racial legislation in the ISC included 

their normative development (orders, instructions and other bylaws) 
and comprehensive preparation for their enforcement. The ‘Racial 
Problem” was approached with utmost seriousness. Nothing was left 
to chance as its solving engaged the entire state mechanism. Jews 
were marked, excluded from public life, their property was confiscated, 
they were deported and sent to camps. In the end they were physically 
destroyed. The ISC authorities did not introduce special measures 

for the Gypsies, rather, they proceeded directly to their physical 
destruction. In early May of 1945, when it was clear that Nazi Germany 
would lose and who the victors would be, the racial laws of the ISC 
were abolished. However, the consequences of their application could 
not be erased. Through the application of these laws, the Jews and 
the Roma were almost completely eradicated.

Anti-jevrejsko zakonodavstvo baziralo se na rasnim principima 
i dovelo je do masovnog uništenja i mržnje prema Jevrejima u 
Nemačkoj, a kasnije i u svim drugim zemljama pod nemačkom 
okupacijom. 


Ustaški režim je u mnogome bio pod uticajem nemačke rasne teorije 

i u potpunosti ga je prihvatio. Od prvog dana postojanja Nezavisne 
države Hrvatske, vlada је sprovodila rasne zakone protiv Jevreja, 
Srba i Roma, koristeči istovetne metode diskriminacije koji su več 

bili na snazi u Nemačkoj. Rasni zakoni su imali velikog uticaja na 
svakodnevni život Jevreja, Srba i Roma, koji su izgubili svoje mesto u 
zakonima, svoja građanska prava i svoju imovinu. Na kraju su zakoni 
omogućili vlastima da ih deportuju u koncentracione logore. Zakoni su 
utabali put za politiku uništenja. 


Nacistička i ustaška propaganda je opisivala Jevreje kao zle, ružne, 
nepoželjne i opasne. Govorilo se da oni ugrožavaju stabilnost | sklad 
društava u kojima žive i da treba da nestanu kako bi se osigurala 
nacionalna harmonija. Mnoge karikature su opisivale gadne, 

ružne tipove Jevreja, kako bi se probudilo osećanje mržnje među 
nejevrejskim stanovništvom. U Nemačkoj posebno ministarstvo za 
propagandu i obrazovanje naroda bilo je nadležno za takve aktivnosti 
NOH je imala sličnu produkciju antijevrejskih filmova. 


Antisemitički napadi na jevrejsku populaciju naročito su bili usmereni 
na jevrejsku veru, koja je opisivana kao opasna, otrovna i destruktivna. 
U Nemačkoj bilo je napada na jevrejske sinagoge, a najpoznatiji 
događaj bio je Kristalna noć (Kristallnacht) kada je preko 1404 
sinagoga spaljeno u antijevrejskoj pomami. 


Još jedan aspekt antijevrejskih aktivnosti jeste uništavanje jevrejskih 
grobalja u Nemačkoj i Austriji, a kasnije i u okupiranim zemljama. 


Još jedna omiljena meta nacista u Nemačkoj i okupiranoj Evropi, i 
ustaša u Hrvatskoj bili su jevrejski rabini. U Jasenovcu, rabin Danijel 
Danon je brutalno ubijen od strane ustaša koje su bili u potpunosti 
svesni poštovanja koje je ovaj rabin imao u zemlji i inostranstvu 


Kao posledica rasnog zakonodavstva i politike diskriminacije protiv 
elemenata koji su definisani kao neprijateljski nastrojeni prema duhu 
hrvatske nacije, Srbi i Jevreji su primorani da nose oznake koje su 
imale za cilj njihovo javno ponižavanje. Za Jevreje to je bilo slovo „2“ 
(.Židov"), а Srbi su morali da nose slovo ,P" (,pravoslavac")

Both the Nazi and the Ustasha regime were motrested by racial theory, 
which dictated their policy and thew behavior, Nazi racial theory 

was central in all spheres of German public life from January 30 

1933. When the new regime came to power, the whole nation was 
obsessively considering the question cf blood purity and racial purity. 
The results of the investigations into racial origins were crucial for 
the career and even life for each individual German medical doctors 
and geneticists collaborated with the regime and he реб to decide 
who is was to be taken to the special program for “euthanasia”, the 
murder of so-called inferior races. Anti-Jewish legislation was based 
on racial principles and led to mass discrimination and hatred directed 
towards the Jews in Germany and later in any country under German 
occupation. 


The Ustasha regime was greatly influenced by German racial theory 
and fully adopted it. From the first day of the existence of the 
Independent State of Croatia, the government implemented racial 
laws against the Jews, Serbs and Roma, using the exact methods of 
discrimination which were already in place in Germany The racial laws 
had a strong effect on the daily life of Jews, Serbs and Roma, who lost 
their position in laws, lost their civil rights and their property Finally, 
the laws the enabled authorities to deport them into concentration 
camps. The laws paved the way for the policy of annihilation 


German and Ustasha propaganda described the Jews as evil, ugly, 
deplorable and dangerous persons. They were said to endanger the 
stability and harmony of societies they lived in, and that they need to 
disappear to safeguard national harmony. Many caricatures described 
disgusting ug!y types of Jews, in order to evoke a sentiment cf hatred 
among the non-Jewish population. In Germany a special ministry for 
propaganda and education of the people was the responsible for these 
activities. The ISC had a similar production of anti-Jewish propaganda 
films 


The anti-Semitic attacks against the Jewish population was especially 
focused on the Jewish religion, which was described as dangerous, 
poisonous and destructive. In Germany there were attacks on Jewish 
synagogues, the most famous being Kristallnacht when over 1404 
synagogues were burned down in an anti-Jewish frenzy 


Another aspect of anti-Jewish activities was the destruction of Jewish 
cemeteries in Germany and Austria and later in occupied countries 


Another favorite target of the Nazis in Germany and occupied Europe 
and the Ustashas, were Jewish rabbis. In Jasenovac, Rabbi Danijel 
Danon was brutally murdered by the Ustashas who were fully aware of 
the respect this rabbi commanded in the country and beyond. 


As a result of racial legislation and the policy of discrimination against 
elements which were defined as hostile to the Croat nation’s spirit, 
Serbs and Jews were forced to wear identification marks which 

aimed to publicly humiliate them. For the Jews it was the letter "2" for 
"Židovi" or Jews and the Serbs were forced to wear the letter "P" or 
"pravoslavci", meaning "Orthodox Christians".

DEFINITION OF GENOCIDE IN WORLD WAR Il 


Zlodela nacizma u Drugom svelskom ratu ~ a ustaški pokret je 

u tom pogledu pandan nacizmu po svireposti, monstruoznosti, 
rasprostranjenosti i opsegu, kao i po namerama i posledicama - 
ne mogu se u celini podvesti pod povrede zakona i običaja rata, 

tj. ratne zločine zabranjene po međunarodnom pravu. Otuda je 
Statutom Medunarodnog vojnog suda za sudene ratnim zločincima 
zemalja Evropske osovine (Nirnberški sud) uveden pojam zločina 
protiv čovečnosti (ubistvo, istrebljenje, porobljavanje, deportacija, 
proganjanje na političkoj, rasnoj ili verskoj osnovi, i dr.). Načela 
međunarodnog prava, priznata Statutom Nirnberškog suda i presudom 
tog suda potvrđena su Rezolucijom Generalne skupštine UN od 11.

The crimes of Nazism in the Second World War - which the Ustasha 
movement in this respect represented a match to Nazism in its 
cruelty, monstrosity, distribution and scope, as well as its intentions 
and results - could not fully be classified as a violation of the laws 
and customs of war, i.e. war crimes forbidden under the international 
law. This is the reason why the Statute of the International military 
tribunal for war criminals of the countries of the European Axis 

(the Nuremberg trials) introduced the notion of crime against 
humanity (murder, extermination, enslaving, deportation, persecution 
on political, racial or religious grounds, etc.). The principles of 
international law recognized by the Statue of the Nuremberg tribunal 
and the decisions of that court were confirmed by the Resolution of 
the General Assembly of the UN dated December 11, 1946 


Under the Convention on Prevention and Punishment of Crimes 

of Genocide that was adopted by the General Assembly of the UN 

on December 9, 1948, genocide, as the most typical crime against 
humanity, was proclaimed an international act of crime. Under the 
term genocide, the Convention includes actions, namely behaviors 
preformed “under the intention to completely of partially destroy any 
national, ethnic, racial or religious group” The performance of the 
criminal act of genocide has been established alternatively and can 
include: killings of the members of the group, severe injuries to the 
physical or mental integrity of the group members, subjection of the 
group to living conditions which would result in its complete or partial 
destruction, measures directed to the prevention of child-bearing 
within the group, forced dislocation of children from one to the other 
group

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THEODOR HERZL - FOUNDER OF THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT 


Theodor Herz! was a journalist, lawyer and the father of Zionism 

Me was born in Budapest His mother was Jeanette and his father 
Jacob Herzl His father Jacob and his grandfather Simon were born 

in Zemun (territory occupied by the Austro-Hungarian Empire, later 

the Independent State of Croatia, currently a suburb of the Serbian 
capital, Belgrade) During that period Zemun was the place where 
Rabbi Yehuda Alkalai spread the idea that the Jews can only be saveg 
if they return to their ancestral land These ideas were the inspiration 
of Zionism and are thought to have directly influenced Herz! 


in August of 1897 in the Swiss capital Basel, Нега! organized the fires 
Zionist Congress during which the World Zionist Organization wag 
established, with the aim of unifying the Jews under the common 
cause of creating of a Jewish state in the Holy Land. Herzl was 
elected the first president (during his lifetime five more congresses 
were held) and in his diary of September that year he recorded that 

at the Congress “the foundations of the modern Jewish state” were 
placed and that this aspiration would come to fruition in under fifty 
years. Indeed, half a century later, the State of Israel was created (14 
May 1948) 


A STREET NAMED AFTER HERZL IN ZEMUN' 


Following the initiative of the Embassy of Israel in Belgrade to name 
the Prilaz Street after Theodor Herzl, whose father and grandfather 
were born in Zemun, and who is known as the “father of the idea of 
modern Israel”. The importance of this initiative of the Ambassador

Porodica Fogel spada u starosedeoce Jevrejske opštine u Zemunu 
Eugen, otac porođice, rodio se u Rumuniji | bio je najmlađi među 
devetoro braće.

The Fogel family had for generations lived ss members of the Jewish 
community in Zemun. Eugen, the head of the famihy was born in Rumania 
and was the youngest of nine brothers At the age of 11 he was sent to 
study as baker's apprentice. He became an assistant master baker after 7 
years 


As was the custom at the time, at the age of 18 Eugen went to do his 
“fremt”. This was a kind of practical training and specialization in a trade 
This was the custom with all guilds He set off on foot to Budapest and 
after a series of stops he reached Osijek. This was where he opened his 
own bakery and married Ida Erendiner, who descended from a (ату 

of merchants, who had moved to the territory of the Zemun Jewish 
community in the mid-18005. 


After a series of odd jobs, he departed for America aboard the Carpathia 
in 1912. He paid for the ticket by working as the ship's baker The 
Carpathia was the ship that was the first to come to the rescue of the 
Titanic. Eugen was later to recount the terrible sight of lifting the living, 
and also dead, from the shipwreck. After almost two years he returned 
from New York and with the money he had saved he opened à bakery 
in Kupinovo. The bakery was destroyed during the first bombing by the 
Austrians in WWI and the family was on the streets. Eugen was only left 
with the memory of the Metropolitan Opera where he listened to Enrico 
Caruso sing. After WWI the family moved to Stara Pazova, and later to 
Zemun in 1929. This was where the children were raised, and the family 
achieved a level of economic stability. To this day, surviving Jews from 
Zemun remember that for religious holidays Eugen would bake and sell 
challah (a braided bread sprinkled with poppy seeds) 


Except Danilo, the entire family was sent to a concentration camp in 1942. 
Their names are inscribed on the monument of the victims of fascism in 
the Jewish cemetery in Zemun. 


The death of Josip Fogel, the son of Ida Fogel, in the Jasenovac 
concentration camp 


It happened in mid-1943. The infamous "performance"! The Ustasha 
officer is pacing in front of the file of inmates. With him is a cretin, smiling 
an idiotic smile. The person the cretin points to is taken to be killed Filled 
with fear and dread, the inmates await their death sentence or pardon. 


The cretin stops and rolls his eyes, and the inmates’ blood freezes. . Who 
will he point his finger at? And no matter how grotesque, the finger of a 
cretin becomes the finger of fate! 


Finally, the cretin points to Josip "Joshka" Fogel from Zemun. At that 
moment Joshka, panic stricken, starts running. Shots are fired and a 
bullet strikes him in the head. He still manages to continue running and 
for a while, with a rag on his head he manages to hide in the camp. To 
those he meets he says: "I'm too young to die.." He was 23 years of age

Rabin Daniel Isak Danon roden je u Sarajevu 1888. Završio je versku 
školu u Sarajevu (ješivu) i bio veroučitelj. Od 1918. do 1926. bio je 
rabin mešovite aškenaško-sefardske veroispovedne opštine u Tuzli. 
Od 1928. do 1932. rabin u Travniku. Odlikovan je ordenom Sv. Save. 
Od 1932. Živeo je u Sarajevu i služio u hramu na Bjelavama. Bio je član 
Bet-Dina čiji je predsednik bio nadrabin dr Moric Levi. 


Prema porodičnom predanju, Rabin Danijel Isak Danon vodi poreklo od 
Moše Danona, čuvenog rabina čudotvorca, koji je sahranjen u Stocu. 


Rabin Danijel Danon je bio oženjen sa Grasijom Danon rodenom Levi. 
Imao je šestoro dece - četiri sina i dve kćeri. Između svoja četiri sina 
izabrao je Cadika Danona da nastavi porodičnu tradiciju i upisao ga 
na seminar stipendista Jevrejskog teološkog zavoda. Isti seminar 
sa uspehom su završili kasnije veoma poznati rabini: Imanuel Bulc, 
glavni rabin Luksemburga, Cvi Azarja, jedno vreme glavni aškenaški 
rabin u Zapadnoj Nemačkoj i Solomon Gaon, glavni sefardski rabin 
Komonvelta, svojevremeno učenik rabina Danijela Danona... 


Rabin Danijel Danon je bio poslednji živi rabin u Sarajevu 1942. godine.

Grasija Danon, supruga, rodena je u Zenici 1889. Odvedena 1941. 
godine sa ostalim jevrejskim ženama u logor Dakovo, gde joj se gubi 
trag. Ne zna se gde je ubijena. 


Isak Danon, najstariji sin, roden je u Sarajevu 1908. Godine 1941. 
ustaše ga odvode na ostrvo Pag, gde je ubijen. 


Haim Danon, mladi brat, roden je u Sarajevu 1910. Odveden u 
Jasenovac, odakle beži 1942. godine. Zatim mu se izgubio trag. 


Rat su preživele dve čerke Danijela Danona, Ester - Erna i Rachel 

- Rašela, i najmladi sin, Cadik Danon. Rašela je u kasnoj trudnoči 
deportovana u koncentracioni logor Dakovo gde je rodila mrtvo dete. 
Nekako je uspela da pobegne da bi godinu dana kasnije ponovo bila 
uhvačena i deportovana u Aušvic koji je preživela. 


Sin rabina Danijela Danona, rabin Cadik Danon bio je dugogodišnji 
vrhovni rabin Jugoslavije. Nosilac je brojnih domačih, ratnih i 
mirnodopskih odlikovanja: Partizanske spomenice 1941., Ordena 
Zasluga za narod sa zlatnom zvezdom, Ordena za hrabrost, Ordena 
Bratstva i jedinstva sa srebrnim vencem, Ordena Zasluga za narod 
sa srebrnim zracima i Plakete grada Beograda. Nosilac je i tri visoka 
strana odlikovanja: Ordena predsednika Finske, Ordena Reda finskog 
Æ lava i norveškog Ordena Svetog Olafa. Jedan je od dvojice nosilaca,

VICTIMS FROM THE FAMILY OF RABBI DANIEL ISAAC DANON 


Rabbi Daniel Isaac Danon was born in Sarajevo in 1888. He graduated 
from the Sarajevo yeshiva (Jewish religious school) and became a 
rabbi. From 1918 to 1926 he was the rabbi of the mixed Ashkenazi 
Sephardi religious community in Tuzla. From 1928 to 1932 he served 
as a rabbi in Travnik. He was awarded the Medal of St. Sava. From 
1932 he lived in Sarajevo and served in the temple in Bjelave. He was а 
member of the Beth din, presided by Dr Moric Levi. 


According to family lore, Rabbi Daniel Isaac Danon was descended 
from Rabbi Moshe Danon, the famous miracle-worker, buried in Stolac 


Rabbi Daniel Danon was married to Gracija Danon née Levi. He had 
six children – four sons and two daugthers. From his four sons, ће 
chose Cadik Danon to continue the family tradition and enroled him 

in the seminary of the fellows of the Jewish Theological Institute. The 
same seminary was successfully attended by other famous rabbis: 
Emmanuel Bulz, chief rabbi of Luxembourg, Zwi Azaria, who was for 

a time the chief Ashkenazi rabbi in Western Germany and Solomon 
Gaon, the chief Sephardi rabbi of the Commonwealth, at one time a 
student of Rabbi Daniel Danon. 


Rabbi Daniel Danon was the last living rabbi in Sarajevo in 1942, from 
where he was taken to Jasenovac and killed. 


Gracija Danon, his wife, born in Zenica in 1889 was taken in 1941 with 
other Jewish women to the concentration camp in Djakovo. It is not 
known where she was killed. 


Isaac Danon, his oldest son, born in Sarajevo 1908, as taken by the 
Ustashas in 1941 to the island of Pag, where he was killed. 


Chaim Danon, the middle brother, born in Sarajevo in 1910 was taken 
to Jasenovac. He managed to escape in 1942, after which all trace of 
him was lost. 


The two daughters of Daniel Danon, Esther - Erna and Rachel - 
Rašela, and his youngest son, Cadik Danon managed to survive 

the war. Heavily pregnant, Rachel was depoted to the Djakovo 
concentration camp where she gave birth to a stillborn. She managed 
to escape a year later but was caught and sent to Auschwitz, which 
she survived. 


The son of Daniel Danon, Rabbi Chadik Danon was for many years the 
chief rabbi of Yugoslavia. He was awarded many national, military 
and peacetime medals: the Partisan Memorial of 1941, the People's 
Order of Merit with Gold Star, the Medal for Bravery, the Medal of 
Brotherhood and Unity with Silver Wreath, the People's Order of Merit 
with Silver Rays and the Plaque of the City of Belgrade. He was also 
awarded three foreign medals: the Medal of the President of Finland, 
the Medal of the Order of the Finnish Lion and the Norwegian Medal of 
St. Olaf. He is one of two non-Israeli bearers of the medal awarded by 
the World Zionist Organization (WZO) for the development of Jewish 
education in the diaspora.

The mass killing of Serbs in the Independent State of Croatia began 
almost immediately in April 1941.

Croats to kill Serbs in radio transmissions broadcast in Croatia from 
the Hotel Kaiserhof in Berlin on April 9. The earliest actions against 
Serbian civilians in Croatia are believed to have been carried out on 
April 13, 1941, in and around Ogulin, where Pavelic stopped to make a 
speech. Ustasha mass killings of civilians were well underway by April 
28th 1941, in Croatia from around Vukovar and Gudovac, Brezovac, 
Tuke and other places. The orders for civilian massacres came from 
the office of the Minister of the Interior, Anrdija Artukovié. Through 
research of Croatian documents, Edmond Paris estimated that 180 
000 Serbs had been killed by June 26, 1941.

The Great District of Bilogora in Bjelovar 
nolified the Ministry of Internal Affairs in Zagreb that from July 14 to 
16, 1942 about 16 500 partisan prisoners from Kozara were brought 
to the area, mostly women and children, Around 8500 of them were 
located in Grubišno Polje and about 8000 in Garešnica

Osnivanje koncentracionih logora na području NDH bilo je najuže 
povezano sa sprovodenjem terora, pa Je, usled masovnih hapšenja 
Srba, Jevreja, Roma | nepodobnih Hrvata | antifašista, ustaška potreba 
za organizovanjem logora postajala sve veča. Logori uskoro postaju

Osnivanjem logora i nadzor na njima u početku su bili u nadležnosti

(RAVSIGUR)", osnovanog početkom maja 1941. kao posebni deo 
Ministarstva unutrašnjih poslova. UNS | RAVSIGUR imali su pravo 
osnivanja logora I slanja uhapšenika u njih. Koda је početkom 1943 
ukinuta Ustaška nadzorna služba, RAVSIGUR je ostao jedini s tim 
nadležnostima 


Eugenu Kvaterniku su bili podređeni ,svi organi redarstva, oružaništva, 
mjesnih zapovjedništva, te uopče svih državnih samoupravnih 
organa".!

Mass killings were conducted there, when the 
camp was disbanded in the middle of August, around 3000 Serbs Were 
shipped to Jadovno and the last group of around 450 Jews to Kruščica

In December 1941 a camp was established in Djakovo, intended 
mainly for Jewish women and children of whom there were about 
3000.

In June 1942 a temporary camp called Tenja was established in 
Osijek. In it almost all the remaining Jews arrested in Osijek and

At the beginning of August 1942, the camp in Sisak was established

Dve to the Italian reoccupation of the demilitarized zone and the 
growth of the popular uprising (started on August 5, 1941) the 
Ustashas were forced to quickly disband the camps in Gospić 
(Jadovno) and Pag (Slana) The last group of inmates that the 
Ustashas did not manage to kill were transported on 19, 20 and 21 
August 1941, via Jastrebarsko, to the new camp of Jasenovac, while 
some were brought to Kruščica near Travnik.* 


The Ustasha Supervisory Committee (UNS) and later (from January 
21, 1943) the Chief Directorate for Public Order and Safety founded 
concentration camps, which were in their jurisdiction. The First Office 
(Political) made and approved the decisions on incarceration The 
Third Office (Department for Camps) directly managed the camps 
while the Ustasha Defense, as a military and police organization 

was in charge of securing the camps, guarding the inmates and their 
liquidation '° 


The establishment of the first camps was directly managed by 
Eugen Dido Kvaternik, while their director was Mijo Babič - Giovanni, 
who after his death was succeeded by Vjekoslav Luburič - Maks, 
who with a few breaks remained in the position until the end of the 
ISC Vjekoslav Luburić is the person directly responsible for the 
organization of the Jasenovac camps ''

The Jasenovac camp began to operating in the summer of 1941, when 
the Ustasha brought the first groups of Serbs and Jews to the camp. 
later to be named Camp no. 5 For the above mentioned reasons, 

the camp was to grow quickly, and Camp no. 2 was created! From 
November 1941 the camp grew considerably (Camp по 3, followed by 
Camp no 4). In the camp, “undesirables” are imprisoned, regardless of 
their faith. Masses of people pass through the Jasenovac camp, some 
of whom are slaughtered immediately This was also a feature of the 
Stara Gradiška camp. In Stara Gradiška and Jastrebarsko in particular, 
women and children were slaughtered 


Initially, the Ustasha Jasenovac death camp could receive 3000 
prisoners at the most but the headquarters of the Poglavnik Ante 
Pavelić in Zagreb did not share this view and on April 27, 1942 

they issued the order to all local institutions “that Jasenovac can 
receive an unlimited number of prisoners”. The Jasenovac camp was 
extended and expanded throughout the war 


The Jasenovac complex covered an area of 240 square kilometers, 
from Krapje ~ 12 kilometers west of Jasenovac, and the Dubički 
(Bačinski) limekilns - some twenty kilometers upstream of the Una 
river to Stara Gradiška - about thirty kilometers east, and from Strug 
in the north to the Draksenič-Bistrica line in the south ? 


The Jasenovac concentration camp - unlike the temporary, improvised 
caps established shortly after the creation of the ISC - was the first 
systematically built concentration camp and the largest death site 

on the territories of occupied Yugoslavia and south-east Europe." 

Due to the Italian demands to reoccupy Zone B, which contained the 
Gospič group of camps (Gospič, Jadovno, Pag), the ISC had to remove 
its armed forces and disband the concentration camps. Therefore, 
what was required was the security of a space which would be used 
for the intended purposes - the extermination of a portion of the 
population, but also the use of slave labor. Research conducted up to 
this date, published historiographic papers and memoirs have not yet 
provided us with the answer why the camp was established precisely 
in Jasenovac. 


Jasenovac is the first Ustasha camp that operated following Nazi 
principles but surpassed them in the cruelty of manual killings of 
prisoners. Maks Luburič, the Ustasha official managing the camp, 
had spent some time in Germany, as a guest of the Gestapo in 
early October of 1941. On that occasion he visited several German 
concentration camps, and on return to the ISC he reorganized the 
existing camps and created new ones, following the German model

The camps of the Ustasha Supervisory Agency (UNS), although they 
were called collection and labor camps, were in fact extermination 
camps (Vernichtungs'ager) This ts particularly evident in the

The Command of the Jasenovac Collection Camps also managed 
at certain times the camps et Djakovo™, Lepoglava ', as well as 
their respective farms, and besides the farms near the camps 
(Mlaka, Jablanac, Bistrica, Gredjani, etc.) (here were also outposts 
in Feričanci and Obradovci '?

They maintained contact 
with institutions outside the camps while the internal administration 
included a “logornik” (a prisoner, usually a criminal or imprisoned 
Ustasha, although sometimes they were decent and uncompromised)

Two categories of prisoners were brought to the camp with a 
conviction and without. According to the “Legal Decree on the 
Transportation of Undesirable and Dangerous Persons to Internment 
in Collection and Labor Camps", the length of imprisonment was from 
three months to three years These convictions, which were issued by 
the Ustasha police as a branch of the UNS were a mockeries, as all

WHAT WAS JASENOVAC AND WHERE WAS IT LOCATED? 


Jasenovac je bio jedan od osam logora za masovno istrebljenje 

u Drugom svetskom ratu, koji se nalazio u nacističkoj satelitskoj 
Nezavisnoj državi Hrvatskoj (NDH) u jugoistočnoj Evropi na području 
Balkana. 


Jasenovac je osnovan avgusta 1941. godine, a rasformiran tek u 
maju 1945. godine. Stvaranje logora, upravljanje i nadzor povereni 
su III odeljenju Ustaške nadzorne službe (UNS), na čijem ćelu je 

bio zloglasni Vjekoslav Maks Luburić, koji je prethodno obučen u 
koncentracionom logoru Dahau. Luburić se smatra lično odgovornim 
za sve što se desilo u jasenovačkom logoru 


Jasenovac was one of eight camps for mass extermination in World 
War 1 It was located in the Independent State of Croatia (ISC) а Mazi 
satellite state created in south east Europe, in the Balkan region 


Jasenovac was established in August 1941 and was not disbanded 
until May 1945. The creation of the camp, its management and 
supervision were entrusted to the III Department of the Ustasha 
Supervisory Board (UNS), whose leader was the infamous Vjekoslav 
Maks Luburić, who had previously received training in the Dachau 
concentration camp. Luburić is considered personally responsible for 
all that happened in the Jasenovac camp 


JASENOVACKI KOMPLEKS LOGORA ZA ISTREBLJENJE

Jasenovac je zapravo bio kompleks od pet glavnih i tri manja 
.specijalna" logora koji su se prostirali na preko 240 kvadratnih 
kilometara u južno-centralnom delu Hrvatske, duž reke Save, odnosno 
u blizini ušča reke Une. 


Centralno mesto u logorskom kompleksu zauzimali su tvrdava Stara

Buduči da je 
Jasenovac pre rata bio mali industrijski centar, podjednako udaljen od 
večih gradova poput Zagreba i Slavonskog Broda, imao je sopstvenu 
železničku vezu koje je vodila direktno u logorski kompleks. 


Jasenovac was in fact a complex of five major and three "special" 
camps spread out over 240 square kilometers (150 square miles) in 
south-central Croatia along the Sava River, near the confluence with 
the Una River 


In the center of the camp complex were the old fortress Stara Gradiška 
(Camp V), where women and children were incarcerated, tortured, 
raped and murdered, and "Ciglana" (the Brick Factory complex) known 
as Camp Ill. Other parts of the camp complex of importance were 
Bročice (Camp I), Krapje (Camp 1), Kozara (Camp IV), "Lančara" (the 
Chain Factory), and the mass grave site of Gradina, situated on the 
opposite bank of the Sava River bank. As Jasenovac had been a minor 
industrial center prior to the war, equidistant from the large cities of 
Zagreb an Slavonski Brod, it had its own railroad connection leading 
directly into the camp complex.

Oba logora su započela skromno. U početku je Aušvic bio samo jedan 
mali koncentracioni logor sa 28 objekata, koji je nazvan ,glavni logor" 
ili .štamlager" (Stammlager). Kasnije su dodati podlogori. Najvažniji i 
najveći od njih je bio Birkenau, koji je otvoren u Oktobru 1941. Kasnije 
је dodato još 43 podlogora i Aušvic je podeljen na tri dela: Stamlager, 
Birkenau i Meksiko. 


Osečaj važnosti i sile dovelo je do toga da oba logora rastu sve više i 
više. Godine 1943. Aušvic je postao carstvo. Imao je 44 pod-logora ili 
ogranaka koji su se prostirali na površini od 40 kvadratna kilometra 
Isto se desilo sa Jasenovcem, koji je rastao i razvio mnogo pod-logora 
na površini od 240 kilometara kvadratnih, na kojima Je bilo zatočeno 
hiljade ljudi. Dakle, i Aušvic i Jasenovac je moguče zvati kraljevstvima 
patnje, raščovečenja i smrti. Brza ekspanzija oba logora simboliše 
strast za moči esesovaca i ustaša i istovremeno nam pokazuje kako 
ideologija smrti može da postane značajna i popularna. Dva okrutna 
režima su imali želju da sprovedu politiku smrti a kako bi je sproveli, 
trebalo im je puno prostora, te nisu oklevali da koriste hiljade čuvara 
koji bi branili tu politiku i sprečavali zatočenicima da pobegnu. U 
vreme rata diktatura je veoma zainteresovana da ulaže u te svrhe i ne 
preza da koristi mnogo ljudi, novca i energije. 


Both places started very modestly At the beginning Auschwitz was 
nothing more than one small concentration camp o! only 28 buildings, 
called the main camp or "Stammlager". Later on, new sub-camps were 
added. The most important and biggest one was Birkenau which was 
opened at October 1941. Later on 43 other sub camps were added and 
Auschwitz was divided in three parts: "Stammlager", “Birkenau” and 
"Mexico" 


A sense of self-confidence and power caused both places to grow and 
grow steadily In 1943 Auschwitz became an empire. It had 44 sub- 
camps or branches spread across an area of 40 square kilometers 
The same happened with Jasenovac, which grew and developed many 
sub camps in an area of 240 square kilometers, where thousands of 
people were imprisoned. Therefore, Auschwitz and Jasenovac can be 
called kingdoms of suffering, dehumanization and death. The rapid 
expansion of both camps symbolizes the passion of power of the 

SS and Ustasha and simultaneously shows us how the ideology of 
death became significant and even popular. Two vicious regimes had 
the desire to enact their policy of death and in order to implement it, 
needed a lot of space, not hesitating to use thousands of guards to 
implement this policy and to prevent any prisoners from escaping. In 
times of war the dictatorship is interested in such investments which 
demand a lot of manpower, budget and energy.

SIMILARITIES AND DIFFERENCES BETWEEN THE TWO CAMP SYSTEMS: AUSCHWITZ Ap 


JASENOVAC 


Patalo poređenje logorskog kompleksa Aušvic i logorskog 
ompleksa Jasenovac otkriva mnoge sličnosti koje se tiču razvitka 
ogora, tehnike ubijanja | odnosa ubica prema zarobljenicima 
Prirodno, bilo je i značajnih razlika između Jasenovca i Aušvica zbog 
porekla | mentaliteta zločinaca | njihovih psihologija. 


Na osnovu zločinačke | psihološki nakaradne ideologije nacista i 
ustaša, sličnosti između dva logora su lako uočljive. Ustaški režim je 
u mnogome bio pod uticajem nacističke Nemačke i njene ideologije i 
svim silama je težio da pokaže svoju bliskost nacizmu. Najbolji primer 
ovoga je činjenica da su ustaše uvele »konačno rešenje jevrejskog 
pitanja" u Jugoslaviji i pre nego što je to učinila Nemačka. Kada su 
ustaše počele da sprovode antijevrejske mere u aprilu 1941. godine, 
odluka o ,konačnom rešenju” još uvek nije bila donesena u Nemačkoj. 


Proces ubijanja u Aušvicu bio je sterilniji i čistiji, i postojala je distanca 
između ubica i njihovih žrtava, dok je proces ubijanja u Jasenovcu 

bio direktniji, a ubice su uživali gledajući mučenje i ubijanje svojih 
žrtava i nije im trebala fizička distanca da bi počinili svoje zločine. Ova 
pokazuje da su ustaške ubice bili veći varvari od Nemaca, što u svojim 
izveštajima pominju i nemački posetioci Jasenovcu. U tom smislu, 
vredan je pomena izveštaj generala Gleza fon Horstenaua, nemačkog 
vojnog izaslanika u Zagrebu. Za nemačke oficire, ustaški metodi 
ubijanja su bili previše divljački i varvarski u poređenju sa sistemom 
koji je uveden u fabrikama smrti (Aušvic Birkenau, Helmno, Belzec, 
Treblinka, Majdanek, Sobibor, Mali Trostenec). Uprkos đavolskim 
zločinima, Nemci su želeli da se prikažu kulturnima. 


Fotografije koje postoje pokazuju nam koliko su se ustaške ubice 
zabavljale dok su činili zločine. Oni nisu imali psihološke probleme 
dok su činili zlodela niti su imali ikakvu grižu savesti. Ova razlika nam 
dopušta da tvrdimo da je proces ubijanja u Jasenovcu bio mnogo 
divljačkiji, brutalniji i primitivniji. ,Sofisticiranost" koja je bila potrebna 
Nemcima kako bi zaštitili svoju ,dušu", nije bila potrebna ustaškim 
ubicama. 


Još jedna razlika tiče se politike tajnovitosti: Nemci su pokušali da 
sakriju stvarnost od svojih žrtava šireći laži i lažne informacije o tome 
šta čeka zarobljenike tako što su mesta za ubijanje maskirali u javna 
kupatila. Ubice u Jasenovcu su bili direktniji i smatrali su da ništa 
nemaju da sakriju, čineći svoja zlodela pod otvorenim nebom. 


Veoma očigledna sličnost jeste i gramzivost Nemaca i ustaša. Ubijene 
ili zatočene žrtve su morale da predaju sve što su doneli u logor a 
zločinci su postajali vlasnici njihovih stvari. Vlasništvo nad stanovima, 
bankovnim računima, nakitom, vrednostima, konfiskovano je još 

pre dolaska u logor. Nemci su bez sumnje najveće ubice u istoriji ali 


XX takode su i največi lopovi. Ustaše su se ponašale na sličan način i 
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konfiskovali su vlasništvo Jevreja i Srba veču u aprilu 1941. 
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A thorough comparison between the Auschwitz chain of camps 

and the Jasenovac chain of camps reveals many identical aspects 
relative to the development of the camps, the technique of killing 

and the attitude of the perpetrators towards the prisoners Natural 
there were also significant differences between Jasenovac and 
Auschwitz, due to the origin and mentality of the criminals and to thew 
psychologies 


On the basis of the criminal and pathologically distorted ideology of 
the Nazis and the Ustasha, the similarities between the two camp, 
are easy to distinguish. The Ustasha regime was to a very great 7 
influenced by Nazi Germany and its ideology and wanted by ali mean; 
to demonstrate this close relationship to National Socialism. The 
best example of this is the fact that the Final Solution of the Jewish 
question in Yugoslavia was introduced by the Ustasha even before it 
was introduced by the Nazis. When the Ustasha started implementin 
anti-Jewish measures in April 1941, the "Final Solution" was not eyen 
decided on by the German Nazi authorities 


The killing process in Auschwitz was more sterile and cleaner, with 
some distance between the murderers and their victims, whereas 
the killing process in Jasenovac was more direct, and the murderers 
enjoyed looking at their victims being murdered and tortured and did 
not need any physical distance during the execution of their crimes 
This point demonstrates that the Ustasha killers acted according to 
more barbaric lines of behavior than the Germans, a fact which even 
German visitors to Jasenovac mention in their reports. In this sense, 
the report of the General Glaise von Horstenav, German military envo 
to Zagreb is worthy of note. For the German officers the methods 
of Ustasha killing were too wild and too barbaric in comparison to 
the system enacted in the factories of death (Auschwitz Birkenay, 
Chelmno, Belzec, Treblinka, Majdanek, Sobibor, Maly Trostenec), 
Despite their demonic crimes, the Nazis still wanted to be considered 
cultured. 


Photos which exist show us the amusement and fun of the 

Ustasha murderers while preforming their crimes. They didn't have 
psychological problems while doing their cruel deeds nor did they 
feel any twinge of conscience. This difference allows us to state that 
the killing process in Jasenovac was much more barbaric, brutal and 
primitive. The "sophistication" needed by the Germans to protect their 
"soul", was not needed by the Ustasha killers. 


Another difference refers to the policy of secrecy: the Germans tried 
to hide the reality from their victims by distributing lies and fake 
information of what awaits their victims, disguising the killing sites 
as showers or public baths. The murderers of Jasenovac were more 
direct and thought they have nothing to hide, committing their crimes 
under open skies. 


A very clear point of similarity is the greed of both the Nazis and the 
Ustasha. The victims, murdered or imprisoned, had to hand over all 
their property which they brought to the camp, and the perpetrators 
were now the new owners of their property. Possessions such

pokušati da oponašaju nacističku Nemačku i u tom pokušaju su 
postali još ekstremniji Učenik je želeo da prevaziđe učitelja 


Oba logora, i Aušvic i Jasenovac, јако su pripadali drugim geografskim 
prostorima, bili su sinonimi i simboli za ekstremno okrutne režime 
koje su predstavljali: Aušvic Je postao sinonim za ceo holokaust a 
Jasenovac je postao sinonim za ustaški zločinački režim 


Ova mesta, | Aušvic | Jasenovac, otelovljuju nečovečne principe 
dva režima i njihove ubilačke namere prema svima koji su smatrani 
neprijateljom, neželjenom ili nižom osobom, ili onima koji nisu sa 
entuzijazmom podržavali režim. 


Još jedna sličnost je činjenica da su logori bili država unutar države. 
Nijedno ministarstvo, nijedan sud, niti političar nisu mogli da se 
umešaju u stvarnost stvorenu u logorima. Pripadnici SS trupa | ustaše 
su logore smatrali svojim kraljevstvom i osećali su da mogu da čine 
šta god žele bez kritika, inspekcija ili kazni.

Do poslednjeg momenta, osoblje logora je bilo sigurno da mogu da 
bez prekida nastave to što rade, ne shvatajući da će rat ubrzo da se 
završi. Za nacističku Nemačku „konačno rešenje" i postojanje Aušvica 
bilo je 1943. i 1944. godine važnije od bilo kojeg drugog nacionalnog 
interesa, postajući najvažniji državni cilj. U svetlu skorog kraja rata, 
uništenje Jevreja postao je najvažniji zadatak. Ustaše su došli od istog 
zaključka i smatrali da je postojanje jasenovačkog logora najvažniji 
interes NDH. 


Još jedna sličnost između ova dva logora jeste potpuno poricanje 
svetinje života. Život zatvorenika nije imao nikakvu vrednost, a smrt 

je stavljena na pijedestal. U oba logora, smrt je postala umetnost i 
ideologija. Čini se da su se pripadnici SS trupa i ustaškog pokreta 
takmičili među sobom ko će biti okrutniji, veći varvarin i sadista.

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25 apartments, bank accounts, jewelry, valuables were already 
confiscated before artival in he camp. The Nazis were no doubt 
the greatest murderers in history but also the greatest thieves The 
Ustashas acted under similar lines and started the confiscation of 
property of Jews and Serbs by April 1941 


The Ustasha authorities, under the leadership of the "poglavnik" 
Ante Pavelic, tried to imitate Nazi Germany, and became even more 
extreme. The pupil wanted to become more extreme that the teacher 


Both camps, Auschwitz and Jasenovac, although belonging to 
different geographical spaces, are synonyms and symbols of the 
extremely cruel regimes they represented Auschwitz has become 
a synonym for the whole Holocaust and Jasenovac has become 
synonym for the Ustasha criminal regime 


Both places, Jasenovac and Auschwitz, embody the non-human 
principles of the two regimes, and their murderous attitude towards 
anyone they considered an enemy, an undesirable or inferior person, c, 
those who did not enthusiastically support the regime 


Another point of similarity is the fact that the camps were a state 
inside a state. No ministry, no court, no politician, could intervene in 
the reality of the regulations of the camps. The SS and the Ustasha 
saw the camps as their own kingdom and felt they could do anything 
without being criticized, inspected or punished. They felt they could 
continue with their barbaric crimes forever. Indeed, Auschwitz 

and Jasenovac were among the longest lasting concentration and 
extermination camps, remaining in operation almost until the end of 
the war ~ until January 1945 and April 1945, respectively. 


Until the last moment the camp staff were sure they could go on 
uninterruptedly forever, not realizing that the war was going to 

come to an end very soon. For Nazi Germany the "Final Solution" 

and the existence of Auschwitz were more important in 1943 and 
1944 than any other national interest, even becoming the most 
important national concern. In light of imminent defeat in the war, the 
annihilation of the Jewish people was considered the most important 
goal. The Ustasha came to the same conclusion and considered the 
continuation of Jasenovac as the most important interest of the ISC. 


Another point of similarity is that in both camps there was a total loss 
of the sanctity of life. The life of the victims had no value, whereas 
death was worshipped. In both places, death was developed into an 
art and into an ideology. It seems that the members of the SS and 

the Ustasha competed among themselves who would become more 
cruel, more barbaric and more sadistic. The policy of a non-human 
attitude prevailed in both places, robbing the prisoners of the minimal 
human dignity, minimal living conditions, minimal sanitary conditions, 
trying to ruin their inner spirit and their psyche, exploiting their bodily 
strength and finally killing them in various methods: by poisonous gas, 
burning alive, cutting bodies into pieces, starvation, beating, hanging 
etc. 


In both camps, an inversion of values existed. In Auschwitz as well is 
in Jasenovac, a different scale of values was adopted, which stand 
opposite to the normal values of the world before WWII. In other 


U oba logora postojala je inverzija vrednosti. U Autvicu | u Jasenovcu, 
vladale su druge vrednosti, vrednosti koje su potpuno suprotne 
normalnim vrednostima na svetu pre izbijanja Drugog svetskog 

rata. Drugim rečima, deset zapovesti su izvrnute. Na primer: „Ме

Uprkos osećanju sigurnosti čuvara logora da ih nikada neće stići 
kazna za zločine, oba logora su imali veoma jake mere obezbeđenja 
kako bi se sprečilo da spoljni svet dobije informacije o onome što se 
dešava u logoru. Shodno tome, učinjen je svaki napor da se spreči beg 
zatvorenika. Pokušaj bekstva smatran je najgorim zločinom 


Za razliku od Aušvica, neki od logora unutar jasenovačkog kompleksa 
bili su određeni samo za žene ili za decu. Pod logori u Aušvicu nisu 
imali takve objekte | žene i muškarci su bili zatočeni zajedno, u 
odvojenim prostorijama. 


U oba logora je fizička snaga i energija zatvorenika korišćena radi 
interesa zločinaca. Uspostavljane su fabrike ili radionice u kojima je 
bilo veoma lako zameniti radnu snagu. Međutim, istovetna politika 
lišavanja radnika hrane i uslova za rad dovela je do rane smrti 
robova. Industrija, ili polu-industrija, u oba je logora bila veoma malo 
produktivna zbog nehumanog postupanja sa zatvorenicima. 


Oba logora su zatvorenike lišavali najprirodnijih stvari za ljudsko 
biće. Između ostalog potrebno je naglasiti nedostatak odgovarajuće 
medicinske pomoći. Zatvorenici koji bi se razboleli ili iznurili ne 

bi mogli da dobiju pomoć i umrli bi u mukama, ne dobivši nikakve 

ili gotovo nikakve lekove. U Aušvicu, takozvana bolnica nije imala 
nikakve sličnosti sa normalnim klinikama ili bolnicama i nije pružala 
nikakvu pravu negu niti lekove. Slična situacija postojala je i u 
Jasenovcu. Bolesni zatvorenici, znajući da ih takozvana bolnica neće 
izlečiti, radije se nisu ni žalili i nastavili bi da rađe kao robovi, nadajući 
se prirodnom ozdravljenju. U oba logora bilo je jasno da zatvorenici 
koji se žale na zdravlje samo brže idu ka svojoj smrti. U oba logora 
medicinsko osoblje je bilo uključeno u kriminalne aktivnosti. 


Ako se uporede Aušvic i Jasenovac, za prvi logor se može smatrati 
da pripada dvadesetom veku, dok nas Jasenovac podseća pre na 
inkviziciju iz šesnaestog veka, koja je koristila primitivne metode 
mučenja i ubijanja. Nažalost, te primitivne metode nisu bile ništa 
manje efikasne od nacističkih. 


Modernost Aušvica i primitivnost Jasenovca može se videti u 
administraciji. Aušvic je imao veoma moderan sistem administracije. 
Postojalo je nekoliko odeljenja, sekretari, prevodioci, ađutanti, tehnički 
timovi, itd. Sve ovo je bilo povezano sa nemačkom vladom. Naravno, 
postojao je veliki rascep u normalnoj prepisci između kancelarija, ali 
ne treba zaboraviti da je ova prepiska pokušavala da prikrije ogromni 
zločin. S druge strane, Jasenovac nije imao ništa ovako. Nije imao 
kancelarije, niti redovnu prepisku, niti inteligentnih jevrejskih sekretara. 
On je bio primitivna stvarnost kojoj koje bila potrebna administracija. 
U poređenju sa Aušvicom, Jasenovac nije ostavio nikakve tajne 
dnevnike ili izveštaje. Najvažniji dokumenti iz Aušvica Zovu se Svici

words, the 10 commandments were reversed For instance: "Thou 
shalt not kili" was reversed to "Thou shall Kill". There 15 a famous 
sentence written by the Jewish poet Paul Celan that says, "Death is 
a Master from Germany”. The same can be said about the Ustasha 
“Death ts a Master from Croatia" 


Despite the sense of security that there would be no punishment for 
the crimes, both camps had severe measures of security to prevent 
the outside world (rom getting information of what is going on in the 
camps. Accordingly, every effort was made to not allow the prisoners 
to escape. Any attempt at escape was considered the worst crime 


Unlike Auschwitz, some of the camps attached to Jasenovac were 
dedicated to only female or child prisoners. Auschwitz sub-camps did 
not have such places and women and men stayed together, although 
always separated 


Both camps tried to exploit the physical power or energy of the 
prisoners for their own benefit, by establishing factories of workshops 
as the possibility of replacing the laborers with new slaves was so 
easy However, the similar policy of not supplying enough food ог 
adequate working conditions, caused the quick death of slave workers 
in both places and the industry or semi-industry in both camps was 
not productive due to the inhuman treatment of the prisoners. 


Both camps deprived the prisoners of the most natural needs of 
human beings. Among other aspects it is important to emphasize 
the lack of proper medical treatment. Prisoners who became sick or 
exhausted could not get help and died in pain, getting no medication 
or almost no medications. In Auschwitz the so-called hospital had 
nothing in common with the normal clinics or hospitals, providing 

no real treatment or real medications. A similar situation existed in 
Jasenovac, Sick prisoners, knowing that the so-called hospital would 
по! cure or heal them, preferred not to complain and continued their 
slave work hoping to be cured naturally. In both places it was clear to 
the prisoners that complain about their health would just bring them 
closer to their death. In both places the medical staff was involved in 
the criminal activities 


Comparing Auschwitz and Jasenovac, the first might be considered 
to belong to the 20th century, while Jasenovac reminds us more of 
the inquisition of the 16th century, which used primitive methods of 
torture and killing. Unfortunately, those primitive methods were not 
less effective than the Nazi ones. 


The “modern” character of Auschwitz and the primitive character of 
Jasenovac can be seen in the case of the administration. Auschwitz 
had a very modern administrative system. It had several departments, 
secretaries, translators, adjutants, a technical team etc. All this was 
linked to the Nazi German government. There was, of course, a big 
gap in the normal correspondence between offices, but we should 
not forget that this correspondence tried to hide the huge crime. On 
the other hand, Jasenovac did not have any of this. It had no offices, 
no regular correspondence, nor intelligent Jewish secretaries. It 

was a primitive reality with no necessity of official administration, 

In comparison to Auschwitz, Jasenovac did not produce any secret 
diaries or reports. The most important Auschwitz documents are 
called the Auschwitz Scrolls, which describe the miserable lives of the 
Jews belonging to the “special squad”. 
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Zarobljenici oba ova logora nikada nisu izgubili nadu da če bili spašeni 
i bilo је pokušaja da se oslobode U Aušvicu je, generalno govoreči, 
bilo lakše i stotine zatočenika je pokušalo da pobegne.

Sličnost Između dva logorska sistema pre svega je rezultat činjenice 
da je nacizam sličan ustaštvu. Obe su ekstremne | destruktivne 
Ideologije koje su isplanirale | sprovele zločinačke planove koji su 
doveli do uništenja miliona nedužnih žrtava. Razumevanjem činjenice 
da ustaštvo nije drugačije od nacizma možemo bolje razumeti 
kriminalne aktivnosti vlasti NDH. 


Veoma je važna činjenica da su ustaše počele da sprovode ,konačno 
rešenje" pre nego što su to učinili Nemci. Progon Jevreja, njihova 
deportacija u jasenovačke logore, oduzimanje imovine i sve ostale 
anti-jevrejske mere započeli su ranije nego u Nemačkoj, gde je 
„konačno rešenje" započelo u decembru 1941, godine. Jasenovac je 
postao klanica jugoslovenskih Jevreja u vreme kada Aušvic još uvek 
nije bio koncentracioni logor. Zaključak je da su ustaše bile brže od 
Nemaca u sprovođenju konačnog rešenja ili da su zločini ustaša bili 
konačno rešenje pre konačnog rešenja. 


Hrvatska ustaška vlast je mnogo brže počela sa sprovođenjem politike 
progona nego nacistička Nemačka.

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In both places, prisoners never gave up their hope to be liberated, 
and made attempts at escape In Auschwitz, relatively speaking it 
was easier and hundreds of prisoners tried to escape. Most of them 
didn't succeed, like in the case of Jasenovac, where they tried even 
though it was more complicated and risky and only towards the end 
did the prisoners have some success in breaking out of the camp The 
constant attempts of escape show us that the spirit of the prisoners 
was not destroyed 


Another significant difference is that in Auschwitz there was an 
underground movement, quite well organized. Whereas in Jasenovac 
there were no conditions for the creation of such a movement 


The similarity between the two camp systems is primarily the result 
of the fact that National Socialism was similar to Ustashism Both 
are extreme, destructive ideologies which planned and executed 
murderous plans which brought about the annihilation of millions of 
innocent people. By understanding that Ustashism is no different to 
Nazism we might better understand to the criminal acts of the ISC 
government 


Extremely significant is the fact that the Ustasha introduced the 

final solution, even before the Germans did it The persecution of 
Jews, their deportation to the Jasenovac camps, the confiscation of 
their property and all the anti Jewish steps were introduced earlier 
than in Germany, where the final solution started in December 1941 
Jasenovac became the slaughterhouse of the Yugoslav Jews even 
though at that time Auschwitz was not yet a concentration camp. The 
conclusion arises that the Ustasha were quicker than the Germans 

in their final solution or alternatively that the crimes of the Ustashas 
were the final solution before the final solution 


The speed of the policy of persecution by the Croatian Ustasha 
government was much faster than the speed of the German Nazi 
government. The Ustasha pupil was quicker than his Nazi teacher.

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The various examples which were mentioned in this historical 
introduction, lead us to the conclusion that among criminal regimes 
there 13 the worst but sometimes even worse than (ће worst.

The Croat 
Ustashas even surpassed the German Nazis in theit wickedness and 
in their bloodlust It seems that they lost all humanity It is therefore 
justified to define Jasenovac as the Auschwitz of the Balkans We 
have emphasized the common denominators, the differences and the 
identical aspects and although it is not always possible to compare 
the two regimes, in this case it is legitimate and even recommended in 
order to send a warning to the world Auschwitz and Jasenovac should 
never be repeated again!

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USLOVI ŽIVOTA U LOGORU 
FACILITIES AND LIVING CONDITIONS 


1 Aušvic i Jasenovac su bili mesta raščovečenja | mučenja, gde su 
vladali najgori moguči sanitarni i životni uslovi, Namera je bila da 
se stvori atmosfera pakla na zemlji. U oba logora, zatvorenicima su 
bili uskračeni i najosnovniji uslovi za ljudski život, kao što su klozeti, 
kreveti i hrana. Nedostatak tih osnovih stvari imao je za nameru da 
se slomi duh zatvorenika | da se oni primoraju da o sebi misle kao 
o životinjama a ne ljudima. Okrutni um nacista i ustaša razmišljao 
je isto: trebalo je zatvorenicima oduzeti svako ljudsko dostojanstvo, 


slomiti im um, poniziti ih i stvoriti ljudsku mašinu, bez ikakvih emocija. 


Preživeli logoraši poput Prima Levija i Elija Vizela opisuju scene iz 
Aušvica a Ervin Miler scene iz Jasenovca i sličnost je šokantna. Psiha 
zločinaca je istovetna. 


Both Auschwitz and Jasenovac were places of non-humanity and 
torture with the worst possible sanitary and living conditions. The 
intention was to create the atmosphere on hell on earth. In both 
camps prisoners were deprived of the most basic essential items 
which human beings need, like real toilets, real beds or proper 
nutrition. The lack of such basic human conditions was intended 
to break the spirit of the prisoners and to force them to refer to 
themselves as animals and not human beings. The wicked mind of 


the Nazis and the Ustashas was identical in this policy of taking from 


the prisoners their human dignity, breaking their mind, humiliating 


them and creating a human machine, without of any human emotions 


Survivors like Primo Levi and Elie Wiesel describe the scenes in 
Auschwitz and Erwin Miller the scenes from Jasenovac and the 
similarity is shocking. The psyche of the perpetrators is the same

The impersonal method of killing In Auschwitz was principally based on the famous speech held by the head of the SS, Helnrich Himmler, In 
which he emphasized the following: “We will never get our hands dirty, we will remain clean", The necessity of remaining clean dictated the 
patterns of behavior of the German team of the camps.

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Aušvic je poznat kao najveća „fabrika smrti" medu svim logorima koje 
je nacistička nemačka uspostavila kako bi sprovela ,konačno rešenje" 
jevrejskog pitanja. Međutim, na početku svog postojanja, Ausvlc nije 
bio logor uništenja. Njegova prvobitna namera je bila da postane 
zatvor za poljsku populaciju, za koju se sumnjalo da je neprijateljski 
nastrojena | opasna za nemačku vojsku 


Transformacija Aušvica u fabriku smrti rezultat je prethodnog iskustva 
i bazira se na metodama nemačkih masovnih ubistava sprovedenih 
tokom operacije Barbarosa. Ova operacija je započela 22. juna 

1941. U okviru operacije Barbarosa oko 1,6 miliona Jevreja ubijeno 

je od strane ,ajnzacgrupa" (.Einsatzgruppen"), uglavnom iz pucnja a 
delimično i u gasnim kamionetima. Ovaj sistem masovnog ubistva 
bio je problematičan za počinioce iz nekoliko razloga. Bio je prespor, 
preskup i psihološki problematičan za ubice, koji su morali da gledaju 
direktno u oči svojih žrtava. 


Tokom nekoliko meseci takvih masovnih ubistava, kao onih počinjenih 
u Babin-jaru, nemački komandanti odgovorni za ,konačno rešenje", 
odlučili su da potpuno promene metode i umesto ubijanja metkom, 
uveli su stalne centre za ubijanje, gde nisu korišćene puške nego 
otrovni gas. Novi sistem je rešio sve gore pomenute probleme. Bio je 
jeftiniji, brži i ubice nisu morali da gledaju u oči žrtava. Jedini kontakt 
sa ubijenima bili su krici koji su dopirali iz gasnih komora i koji su se 
širili krajem. 


Proces masovnih ubistava u Aušvicu bio je potpuno bezličan. Kao 
što ćemo kasnije videti, u Jasenovcu sistem je bio potpuno drugačiji. 
Tamo su pogubljenja bila lična, direktna, ručna - blisko i strastveno 
ubistvo. 


Kako bi sproveli novi sistem ubijanja u Aušvicu, novi proces masovnih 
pogubljenja je razvijen koji se bazirao na otrovnom gasu. Na početku 
1942. godine, dva mesta za masovna ubistva su pripremljena u 
Birkenau, pod-logoru Aušvica, u koji su premeštene ubilačke aktivnosti 
iz Glavnog logora. Ubijanje je sprovođeno u dvema zgradama, u 
takozvanoj Crvenoj kući ,Bunker 1", i u takozvanoj Beloj kući ,Bunker 
2". Crvena kuća bila je aktivna od marta 1942. godine do 1943. godine, 
a Bela kuća je radila od 1942. godine do proleća 1943. godine. 


Prvi transport Jevreja koji su odvedeni u smrt od strane RSHA 
(Reichssicherhaitshauptamt) stigao je u novi centar u Birkenau u 
februaru 1942. godine, U procesu modernizacije, dva bunkera su 
privremeno napuštena i četiri nove moderne zgrade su podignute u 
proleće 1942., gasna komora i krematorijumi 2-5. 


ovaj trend modernizacije masovnog industrijskoj ubijanja nije odlika 
Jasenovca, gde je proces ubijanja bio veoma primitivan od samog 
početka pa do kraja. To ne znači da je ta primitivnost imala uticaja na 
broj žrtava, nego samo ukazuje na veoma primitivni način razmišljanja 
hrvatskih ustaša, koji su bili zadovoljni svojim životinjskim načinima 
ubijanja i nisu tražili načina da se modernizuju. 


Nemački metod nalikovao je tipičnom industrijskom procesu, naime, 
cilj je bio da se postignu največi rezultati (u ovom slučaju, likvidacija 
nedužnih ljudi) po najmanjoj ceni. Ipak, timovi u ovim logorima, 
nemački nacisti i hrvatske ustaše, imali su zajedničkog imenitelja. 
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Auschwitz is known as the biggest “factory of death" among the camps 
which Nazi Germany established in order 10 implement the Final Solution 
of the Jewish Question However, at the beginning of its existence 
Auschwitz was not an extermination сатр Its original intention was to 
become a prison for the local Polish population, suspected to be hostile 
and dangerous to the German army 


The turning of Auschwitz Into a Factory of Death was the result of 
previous experience, based on the methods of the German mass killings 
implemented during the Barbarossa Operation This operation started on 
June 22, 1941. In the framework of the Barbarossa Operation, about 1.6 
million Jews were murdered by the "Einsatzgruppen", mostly by shooting, 
partially in gas vans. This system of mass murder was problematic for 
the perpetrators for several reasons It was too slow, too expensive and 
psychologically problematic for the murderers, who had to look directly 
into the eyes of the victims 


During the few months of such mass killing, as conducted in "Babi-Jar", 
the German commanders responsible for the “final solution’, decided 

to change the method completely and instead of shooting introduced 
permanent killing centers where no guns were to be used but poisonous 
gas. The new system solved all the problems that were mentioned above 
It was cheaper, quicker and the killers didn't have to look into the eyes 

of their victims. The only contact with the murdered victims were the 
screams which emerged from the gas chamber and which could be heard 
around the area 


The mass killing process in Auschwitz was completely impersonal As we 
shall see later, in Jasenovac the system was different. It was personal, 
direct, manual - a close, intimate, passionate murder. 


In order to implement the new killing system in Auschwitz, a new mass 
murder process was developed, based on the use of poisonous gas 

Atthe beginning of 1942, two sites of mass murder were prepared in 
Birkenau, a sub-camp of Auschwitz, to which the killing activity was 
transferred from the Main Camp. The murder was conducted in two 
buildings, the so called "Red house" or "Bunker 1", and the so called 
"White House", or "Bunker 2". The Red House was active from March 1942 
to 1943, and the White House was active from 1942 to the spring of 1943 


The first transports of Jews, who were deported to their death under 
by the RSHA (Reichssicherheitshauptamt), reached the new killing 
facilities in Birkenau in February 1942. Due to the process of further 
modernization, the two bunkers were temporarily abandoned, and 
four new modern buildings emerged in spring 1942, gas chamber and 
crematoria 2-5. 


This steady tendency of the modernization of mass industrial killing is not 
characteristic for Jasenovac, where the process of killing can be defined 
as very primitive from the beginning until the very end That doesn't imply 
lhat the primitivity had any impact on the number of victims but shows 
the primitive way of thinking of the Croat Ustasha criminals, who were 
satisfied with their own bestial ways of killing and did not look for ways to 
modernize, pleased as they were with the existing methods. 


The Nazi method resembled a typical industrial process, namely, the 
purpose was to obtain the greatest results (in this case, the murder of 
innocent people) for the least cost. Nevertheless, the teams in these 
camps, the Nazi Germans and the Ustasha Croats as well, had a very

Pičilijev krematorijum u Jasenovcu, koji је doblo ime po njegovom ,izumitelju" Hinku Pičillju, sastojao se od dvadeset 
ćelija za sušenje cigli i pločica, Krematorijum je bio jedna prostorija od dvanaest kvadratnih metara sa podom od 
metalnih rešetki ispod kojih se nalazila druga prostorija, odnosno ognjište na kojem je stalno gorela vatra a ložio se na 
koks i drva. U gornju prostoriju su bacani živi | mrtvi zatočenici, medu kojima i najmlađi logoraši. Ustaše bi svukle žrtve 
do gola, omamljivali udarcem po glavi i bacali u užareno grotlo. 


Picilli's crematorium in Jasenovac, which was named after its "inventor" Hinko Picilli, consisted of twenty cabins 

for drying bricks and tiles. The crematorium itself included one room of 12 square meters with a floor made of metal 
grids beneath which was a second room containing a fire which was fueled with coke and wood. Living and dead camp 
prisoners were thrown in the upper chamber, including the the very youngest inmates. The Ustasha would usually strip 
their victims naked, stunning them with a blow to the head and throwing them into the fiery crater.

S druge strane, ustaše su bile srečne da uprljaju svoje ruke i što su im 
ruke bile krvavije, to su bili srećniji. 


U nacističkim centrima za ubijanje, princip ostajanja čistim sprovodio 
se tako što su jevrejski robovi uključivani u razne aktivnosti što je 
dozvoljavalo nacističkim ubicama da im ruke ostanu čiste. Stotine 
Jevreja je regrutovano u posebne vodove ,zonderkomandosa" 
(Sonderkommando) u kojima su bili primoravani da obavljaju najgore 
poslove u procesu ubijanja, dok su samo ubijanje sprovodili isključivo 
nemački pripadnici SS trupa. Robovi su morali da nose tela ubijenih 
Jevreja u krematorijume, da im skinu sve vredno, zlatne zube, da 
odseku kosu žena, da bace tela u pečnice i na kraju da pepeo bace u 
okolne reke. Na taj način su zločinci samo morali da izdaju naredenja 
ali ne i da ih sprovode svojim rukama. U Jasenovcu nisu postojale 
takve jedinice, ali prema istom principu, zatvorenici su morali da 
obavljaju najprljavije i najgore poslove za ustaše. 


Pravila u Aušvicu su bila jasna i stalna: postojala je velika razlika 
medu onima koji su odmah slani u smrt, po izboru lekara, i onima koji 
su privremeno ostajali u životu, da bi postali robovi. 


Oni koji su osudivani na smrt, 75 do 90 posto novopridošlih, često nisu 
živeli duže od četiri sata po dolasku. Ostatak, nekih 5 do 15 posto, 
odabirani su da postanu robovi. 


Za one koji su postali zatvorenici, največi izazov bio je da prežive 
nehumane uslove koji su vladali. Bilo je naročito važno da održe želju 
za životom. Ova želja bila je od suštinske važnosti da bi ostali živi. 
Jasenovački preživeli logoraši govore o istom psihološkom principu. 
Sve dok nisu gubili svoju želju za životom, imali su šansu da prežive. 


Oba logora su prošla dug proces dinamičnog razvoja. Aušvic nije 
započeo kao logor istrebljenja. Na početku, 1940. godine, osnovan 
je sa ciljem da bude koncentracioni logor za lokalno poljsko 
stanovništvo, buduči da je veliki broj Poljaka smatran neprijateljima 
nemačkih okupacionih sila ili sumnjičen da su pripadnici poljskog 
pokreta otpora. Tek krajem 1941., posle odluke o ,konačnom 
rešenju", Aušvic je postao logor istrebljenja, gde se ,konačno 
rešenje" jevrejskog pitanja sprovodilo u delo. Od juna 1941. godine 
on je takode bio koncentracioni logor, tj. zatvor, za sovjetske ratne 
zarobljenike, uhvačene prilikom operacije Barbarosa. 


Činjenica da sve do 1941. godine Aušvic nije još uvek bio fabrika 
smrti ne znači da sa zatvorenicima nije postupalo brutalno i da nisu 
ubijani. Ovo nije slučaj. Mnogi zatvorenici su umrli ili ubijeni od samog 
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important common denominator. They were trained not to show the 
slightest sense of mercy, sympathy or empathy towards their victims 

On the contrary, they enjoyed their brutal and aggressive behavior, and 
looked for new methods of torture, a way to prolong the prisoners’ death 
and competed who could inflict the most extreme torture, humiliation and 
death 


The impersonal method of killing in Auschwitz was principally based on 
the femous speech held by the head of the SS, Heinrich Himmler, in which 
he emphasized the following: "We will never get our hands dirty, we will 
remain clean". The necessity of remaining clean dictated the patterns of 
behavior of the German team of the camps 


The Ustasha on the other hand, were very happy to dirty their hands and 
the bloodier their hands, the happier they were 


Inside the Nazi killing facilities the principle of remaining clean was 
introduced by using Jewish slaves in a variety of activities which allowed 
the Nazi murderers to keep their hands clean. Hundreds of Jews were 
recruited to the special squad, the “Sonderkommando”, which were forced 
to conduct the most humiliating work in the process of killing, although 
the killing itself was conducted exclusively by the German SS The 

slaves had to carry the bodies of the murdered Jews to the crematoria, 

to remove their valuables, gold teeth and cut the women’s hair, to throw 
the bodies into the crematoria ovens and finally to throw the ashes into 
the surrounding river. In this way the perpetrators had only to give the 
orders and not execute the work with their own hands. In Jasenovac such 
units did not exist but according to the same principles, prisoners had to 
perform the most humiliating dirty works for the Ustashas. 


The regulations in Auschwitz were clear and permanent: there was @ 
significant difference between those who were sent immediately to their 
deaths after being selected on the ramp by a medical doctor, and those 
who could temporarily remain alive and become slaves. 


Those who were sentenced to death, 75 to 90 percent of the newly arrived, 
usually did not live for more than 4 hours after their arrival. The others, 5 
to 15 percent, were selected to become slave laborers. 


For those who became prisoners, the biggest challenge was to survive 
under the inhuman conditions which prevailed in the camp. It was 
especially important to maintain the desire to live. This desire was 
essential for the continuation of the will to live. Jasenovac survivors 
report the same psychological principle. As long as they did not lose their 
desire or passion to live, they had a chance of survival. 


Both camps underwent along process of dynamic development. 
Auschwitz did not start as an extermination camp. In 1940, its first goal 
was to be a concentration camp for the local Polish population, a large 
prison for Poles suspected of being hostile to the German occupying 
forces or suspected to be part of the Polish underground movement. 
Only in late 1941, after the decision on the "Final Solution" did Auschwitz 
become an extermination camp, where the "Final Solution’ of the 

Jewish question was to be implemented. From June 1941 it also was 

a concentration camp or a large prison for Soviet prisoners-of-war, who 
were captured during the Barbarossa Operation. 


The fact that until late 1941 Auschwitz was not yet a Factory of Death

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početka postojanja Aušvica, zbog strašnih uslova, okrutnosti čuvara i 
suštinske politike mučenja, dehumanizacije i izgladnjavanja 


Jasenovac je bio mesto smrti od prvog dana | masovna ubistva tamo 
nisu zahtevala nikakvu zvaničnu odluku, poput odluke o „konačnom 
rešenju". Ipak, čak je i Jasenovac prošao kroz promene koje su 
izazvane ratnim dešavanjima i političkim promenama u regionu, i 
zavisio je od uspeha i poraza nacističke Nemačke 


Metodi ubijanja u Jasenovcu su se razvili vremenom i postali su sve 
brutalniji i ekstremniji, a bazirali su se na istom principu raščovečenja i 
neumoljivosti kojim bi se prouzrokovala najveća patnja zatvorenicima 


Pošto je postao logor smrti, centri za ubijanje u Aušvicu su radili na 
sterilan način, poput fabričke hale, korišćenjem otrovnog gasa ,ciklon 
B". 


Čitav zločin se bazirao na sledečem principu: deportacija potencijalnih 
žrtava u logor u takvim uslovima da stignu na odredište potpuno 
izmučeni, nezainteresovani, nepripremljeni i nespremni da se odupru 
ili potpuno razumeju realnost oko sebe, Ovo je postizano na prevaru. 
Posle ubistava, ubice su pokušavali da se oslobode tela i da se 
obogate oduzimajuči stvari od žrtava. 


Još jedna tipična odlika nacističkog zločina jeste da su u procesu 
ubijanja koriščeni jevrejski zatvorenici, robovi koji su i sami ubijani s 
vremena na vreme, kako ne bi ostavili tragove o zločinima. 


Masovna ubistva u Aušvicu su imala industrijski karakter, zamenivši 
sistem uveden u junu 1941. godine. Tokom operacije Barbarosa, stari 
sistem, ubijanjem iz puške, stvarao je problem za zločince. Smatran je 
preskupim, presporim i psihološki je uticao na ubice koji su morali da 
vide smrt svojih žrtava svojim očima, medu njima žene i dece. Svi ovi 
problem su tražili neki ,moderni, blagi sistem" ubijanja, pokretnu traku, 
koja bi omogućila ubicama da ne vide svoje žrtve, koja bi bila jeftinija, 
manje komplikovana i brža.

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does not mean the prisoners were not treated brutally and bestialty or that 
they were not mutdered This is not the case. Many prisoners died or were 
murdered from the first day of the existence of Auschwitz, because of the 
harsh conditions, the cruelty of the guards, and the fundamental policy of 

maltreatment, dehumanization and starvation 


Jasenovac was a place of death from the first day and the mass killing 
there did not require any offictal decision, like the decision of the Fina! 
Solution. Nevertheless, even Jasenovac underwent some changes 
which were caused by the war developments, or by political changes in 
the region, and it was dependent on the successes and defeats of Nazi 
Germany 


The killing methods in Jasenovac, developed over time and became more 
extreme and brutal, based on the same principles of non-humanity and 
non-mercy, in the attempt to cause to the prisoners the utmost suffering 


After becoming a death camp, the Auschwitz killing facilities operated 
ina more sterile way, like a factory production hall, using poisonous gas, 
"Zyklon B* 


The whole crime was based on the following principle: the deportation of 
the potential victims to the camp, in such conditions that they were left 
completely exhausted on arrival, indifferent, unprepared and not capable 
to resist or understand the reality around them. This was achieved through 
deception. After the murders, the murderers tried to get rid of the bodies 
and to ennch themselves with the property of the victims 


Another typical component of the Nazi crime was using Jewish prisoners 
as slave workers in the killing process, slave workers which were 
themselves murdered from time to time, in order not to leave any evidence 
of the crime. 


The mass killing in Auschwitz had an industrial character, replacing the 
system introduced in June 1941. During the Barbarossa Operation, the old 
system, killing by shooting, caused several problems to the perpetrators. 
It was considered too expensive, too slow, and caused psychological 
damage amongst the murderers, who had to see their victims die before 
their own eyes, among them women, children and babies. All these 
problems led to the development of a "modern, mild system" of killing, an 
assembly line, which enabled the killers not see their victims, and which 
was less expensive, less complicated and faster. 


In comparison to Auschwitz, in Jasenovac the Ustasha didn't develop 
industrial methods of killing and preferred to use primitive methods 

of death, these included: burning alive, starvation, torture to the death, 
beating, gassing, removing peoples organs, drowning. In the case of 
women prisoners who were pregnant, their belly was cut and the fetuses 
were removed and killed. 


In addition, both in Auschwitz and Jasenovac women had parts of their 
bodies cut with a knife and were then tortured and murdered in other 
extreme and cruel ways. 


Inthe case of children, the two killing methods were starvation and the 
poisoning of food

kazna bila smrt.

logorima smrti. U kontekstu Aušvica ova pojava se zove ,poricanje 
holokausta", ali isti izraz bi mogao da se iskoristi i u slučaju 
Jasenovca.

Auschwitz and Jasenovac symbolize the extreme policy of 
dehumanization of the body as well as the spirit and the means of 
teaching those goals were mainly terror and humiliation. The sanctity 
of human beings did not exist - the only human beings were the 
murderers themselves, who got the best possible conditions and 
food and enjoyed the property of their victims The dehumanization 
was conducted towards all prisoners in both camps, mainly to Serbs, 
Jews and Roma, and all others who were considered dangerous or 
undesirable or inferior. In certain cases when prisoners were ready to 
collaborate they got better conditions, but with no guarantee that this 
would continue forever 


Both camps had only two kinds of people: the group which had 
everything and the group which had nothing. In both camps, the 
attitude of unnecessary of suffering was used, in order to amuse those 
causing the suffering. Murdering or killing a prisoner without causing 
suffering was not enough for the perpetrators. Unless the prisoner 
was tortured and humiliated, his death was not enough. Unnecessary 
torture is a term developed by the American sociologist Daniel J 
Goldhagen in his book “Hitler's Willing Executloners"!, For these 
purposes, a variety of methods were introduced to prolong the process 
of death, causing the victim horrible suffering on the one hand, and 
amusement for the murderers, on the other hand. In Auschwitz and 
Jasenovac, all repressed, brutal and evil emotions could be expressed 
without any fear of the consequences. 


In both camps, with a system of functionaries in place, some of the 
prisoners got the possibility to torture and kill other prisoners In 
Auschwitz, couples were usually involved in such crimes, while in 
Jasenovac usually the Roma/Sinti. It shows that the staff of both 
camps enjoyed excellent conditions, could get rich with the property 
of the prisoners, could indulge in their aggressive and sadistic 
tendencies without restraint, enjoy their work and luxurious living 
conditions, knowing that the alternative is fighting in the front. For this 
reason, the SS or Ustasha in some cases recruited their relatives, even 
their wives, realizing they could only profit from serving in the camps 


Within the framework of terror, the camp authorities in both places 
tried to implement an extreme policy of punishment for real and 
imaginary crimes. For any form of disobedience, the prisoners were 
punished severely, and very often the punishment was death. 


A point of similarity of camps is that after the war, there were attempts 
at diminishing the number of victims and to characterize the camps 
as slave labor camps and not death camps. This tendency, in the 
context to Auschwitz is called Holocaust denial, but we might use the 
same term concerning Jasenovac. There is a denial of Jasenovac and 
the Ustasha crimes by the young generations, and both unfortunately 
continue to this today. Morally, this phenomenon, can be seen as 

a second murder of the victims. Physically, the denial murders the 
victims for the second time, while ignoring their existence desecrates 
their human dignity and is a murderer of their memory.

OKRUTNOST U JASENOVCU 
THE DEPRAVITY OF JASENOVAC 


Po okrutnosti, po načinu i perverznosti izvršenja, po broju i opsegu 
- zločini u logoru Jasenovac „premašuju svaku ljudsku fantaziju".' 
Ubijanja iz vatrenog oružja bilo je retko. Ubijanja nožem, maljem, 
čekićem, motkama, sjekirama, bradvama, ubijanja vešanjem, 
davljenjem, spaljivanjem, ubijanja radom, glađu, žeđu, ubijanja 
zarazama, trovanjima, ubijanja hladnočom, mučenja i sadistička 
iživljavanja - to je bila svakodnevica jasenovačkih logora.? Postojalo 
je čak 40 vrsta ubijanja. 


Komisija koja je 1964. godine bila zadužena za ekshumacije u 
Jasenovcu, na čelu sa Srboljubom Živanovićem, detaljno je opisala 
načine ubijanja u Jasenovcu. Oni su pobrojali preko 40 načina na koje 
su ljudi ubijani. Najjezivije je verovatno bilo ubijanje žrtava maljem. 
Doktor Živanović je na Sajmu knjiga 2016. godine opisivao strahotu 
ovog logora: 


„Strašno je to što, ukoliko koljač nije uspeo potpuno da prekolje žrtvu, 
ona bi bila bačena u raku da polako umre. Ako bi udarac maljem bio 
direktan, razbila bi se lobanja i nastupila bi momentalna smrt. Ali, 
ako je udarac skliznuo sa strane, kod slepoočnice, povređena bi bila 
samo meka tkiva. Ta žrtva bi umirala u teškim mukama, a smrt bi 
nastupila od posledica gušenja u sopstvenoj krvi ili zbog unutrašnjeg 
krvarenja. Ustanovili smo da je oko 20 procenata žrtava u momentu 
bacanja u masovnu grobnicu bilo živo. To je stravičan broj, kao da 

su dželati namerno hteli da se jadnici što više muče. Mnoge žrtve su 
bile, da tako kažem, preklane do pola. Nije potpuno bila presečena 
vratna arterija, a toliko se užasavam na tu pomisao da nemam snage 
ni da vam kao doktor opišem kako strašno izgleda smrt sporim 
smanjivanjem protoka kiseonika u mozak" 


Dalje tvrdi: 


„Prilikom iskopavanja nailazili su па cucle, kantice za mleko, Stake, 
sve ono što je neko nosio... Nisu stigli ni da ih opljačkaju do kraja, 
samo im je bilo bitno da ih ubiju. Bilo je tu i zlatnika, zlatnih krstića, 
svega... Nacisti su Jevreje u svojim logorima prvo skidali do gola 

i otimali im dragocenosti. Ustaše to nije zanimalo, jedino su želeli 
da što pre ubiju žrtvu. Najstrašnije je to što nikada nećemo saznati 
kako su se zvali svi ti ljudi, kojoj su veri pripadala nerođena deca iz 
utrobi majke... Nikada nećemo saznati koliko je Srba ubijeno tako 
što su živi skuvani u kazanima za kuvanje sapuna u Donjoj Gradini, 
o čemu i danas tamo svedoče materijalni dokazi. Nikada nećemo 
saznati ni koliko je žrtava bilo zakucano za drveće klinovima, gde su 
lagano umirali. Nikada nećemo saznati ni koliko je žrtava spaljeno 
u Pičilijevim pećima (žrtve su u njih žive bacane). Nikada nećemo 
saznati ni koliko je leševa bačeno u Savu, o kojima nije ostalo 
materijalnih dokaza. Ekshumirali smo mnoge leševe koje je voda 
kasnije izbacila, ali nikada nismo utvrdili tačan broj."

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The cruelty and depravity of the manner of executions, their sheer 
number and scope, mean that the atrocities committed in Jasenovac 
"go beyond any human imagination’.' The killing from firearms (rare), 
the killing with knives, mallets, hammers, bludgeons, axes, adzes, the 
killing by hanging, drowning, burning, death as a consequence of hard 
labor, starvation, water deprivation, infection, poisoning, the exposure 
to the cold, torture and sadism - these were everyday events in the 
Jasenovac camps.” 


The Commission that in 1964 was engaged in exhumations in 
Jasenovac, headed by Dr. Srboljub Zivanovié, described in detail 

the methods of killing in Jasenovac. They listed around 40 methods 
employed to murder prisoners. The most horrific was probably the 
killing of victims with mallets. Dr. Živanovič described this method in 
2016 at the Belgrade Book Fair: 


"It is terrible that if the butcher was not able to completely kill the 
victims, then the victim was thrown in a pit to die slowly. If the blow 
with the mallet was direct, the scull would crack, and death would 
come instantaneously. However, if the mallet slipped at the temples, 
only soft tissue would be injured. These victims died suffering terribly 
and death would occur as the result of drowning in one's own blood 
or due to internal bleeding. We established that around 20 percent of 
the victims were alive at the moment of being thrown into the mass 
graves. This is a horrific number. It is as if the executioners wanted 
the victims to suffer as much as possible. Many of the victims were, 
so to say, half-butchered. The neck artery was not cut completely, and 
Гат horrified at the thought, and as a doctor cannot even begin to 
explain the frightfulness of a death caused by the decrease of supply 
of oxygen to the brain.” 


He goes on to explain: 


“During the excavations we found dummies, milk bottles, crutches, all 
those things people carried... They didn't even manage to rob them, 

all they cared about was killing them. There were gold coins, gold 
crosses, all manner of things... In their camps the Nazis stripped the 
Jews naked and took away their possessions. The Ustashas were not 
interested in this, the only thing they wanted was to kill the victims as 
quickly as possible. The most terrible thing is that we will never know 
the names of these people, to what faith the unborn children belonged 
to... We will never know how many Serbs were killed by being boiled 
alive in soapmaking pots in Donja Gradina, which we know about today 
from material evidence. We will never know how many victims were 
nailed to trees, where they died a slow death. We will never know how 
many victims were burned in Picili’s furnaces (victims were cooked 
alive). We will never know how many bodies were thrown into the Sava, 
for which there is no material evidence. We exhumed many bodies 
which the river brought up but we never established a precise number.

SPECIALIZED PART OF THE DEATH CAMP FOR CHILDREN 
"WHEN YOU WANT TO KILL PEOPLE - KILL THEIR CHILDREN" 
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JEDINSTVENI ZLOČIN PROTIV DECE 
UNIOUE CRIME AGAINST CHILDREN 


Vrhunac ustaškog zločina protiv čovečnosti svakako predstavlja 
uspostavljanje posebnog koncentracionog logora smrti za decu. Tri 
takva logora su postojala: Sisak, Jastrebarsko i Jasenovac. U ovim 
logorima oko 20 000 dece je ubijeno ili je umrlo zbog nedostatka 
uslova za život. Takvih logora nikada ranije nije bilo i čak ni nacistička 
nemačka nije osnivala logore samo za decu. 


ideološka pozadina zločina nad decom nacističkog i ustaškog režima 
je istovetna. Ideja vodilja je bila da decu koja pripadaju nepoželjnim 
rasama treba smatrati „biološkom budućnošću" tih rasa i stoga ih 
treba potpuno eliminisati. Jevrejske bebe i srpske bebe bi odrasle 
ijednog dana bi mogle da se osvete Nemcima i Hrvatima i ta 
mogućnost je trebalo da bude potpuno sprečena. Stoga je napad na 
jevrejsku, srpsku i romsku decu bio naročito oštar, bez milosti, bez 
izuzetka i bez kompromisa. Osim toga, na osnovu svedočanstava iz 
Aušvica i Jasenovca, poznato je da su čuvari u oba logora smišljali 
sadističke igre zarad sopstvene zabave, kao što je na primer bacanje 
bebe u vazduh i pucanje u nju, ili razbijanje dečije glave o zid, ponekad 
pred očima majke. U drugim slučajevima, u oba logora zločinci 

su uživali u tome da oduzimaju decu majkama, U Aušvicu kao i u 
Jasenovcu, život nije imao vrednost i život dece je bio još bezvredniji. 


Patnja beba i dece u Aušvicu i Jasenovcu je bila izuzetna, jer deca 
ne znaju da izraze svoju agoniju i ne mogu još uvek da razumeju 
zašto trpe takvo mučenje. Prema svedočenjima, vika i plač dece u 
Jasenovcu bio je neizdrživ za sve koji su morali da ih slušaju. 


0 patnjama jevrejske dece u holokaustu možemo da saznamo iz 
dnevnika koji su pisani, a najvažniji od njih je svakako dnevnik Ane 
Frank, nemačke jevrejske devojčice iz Frankfurta na Majni, koja se sa 
svojom porodicom krila na tavanu jedne kuće u Amsterdamu. Postoji 
još mnogo dnevnika koje su pisala deca a većina mladih autora ovih 
beleški je umrlo u holokaustu. 


Još jedan aspekt nacističke i ustaške ideologije bio je okrutni, 
demonski pokušaj da stvore novu generaciju dece koja bi bila 
obrazovana tako da postanu poklonici ovih zločinačkih ideologija. 
Sistem za postizanje tog cilja uključivao je slanje te dece u posebne 
obrazovne institucije gde je vršena indoktrinacija u tim ideologijama. 
Proces indoktrinacije su sprovodili eksperti koji su ispirali mozgove 
deci, koja nisu imala nikakve odbrambene mehanizme. 


Kao deo procesa pokatoličenja srpske dece i pravljenja dobrih ustaša, 
deci su davana nova imena i morala su da zaborave svoju veru. 
Davana im je nova ličnost. Logor Jastrebarsko bio je mesto gde su 
deca prisilno obrazovana u ustaškoj ideologiji. 


The climax of Ustasha crimes against humanity, was no doubt the 
establishment a special concentration and extermination camp designed 
for children. Three concentration and extermination camp existed: Sisak, 
Jastrebarsko and Jasenovac. In these camps about (number) were 
murdered or died because of a lack of human conditions. Such camps 
have no precedence in history of mankind and even Nazi Germany did no, 
establish camps especially for children. 


The ideological background for the crimes against children on behalf of 
Nazi Germany and on the behalf of the Ustasha are identical. The idea 
was that children who belonged to the undesirable races have to be 
considered the "biological future" of that race and therefore should be 
totally and completely eliminated. Jewish babies as well as Serb babies 
would grow one day and might take revenge against the German or Croat, 
a situation which has to be prevented by all means. As a result, the attack 
against Jewish and Serb and Roma children was especially tough, with 
no mercy with no exceptions and with no compromise. Moreover, based 
on testimonies from Auschwitz and Jasenovac it is known to us that the 
guards in both cases invented sadistic games for their entertainment, for 
example throwing a baby in the air and shooting it, or smashing the child's 
brain against a brick wall, sometimes in front of the eyes of its mother, In 
other cases, in both camps the persecutors enjoyed tearing the baby out 
of his mother's lap. In Auschwitz as well as in Jasenovac, life had no value 
at all, the life of children was even less valuable. 


The suffering of babies and children in Auschwitz and Jasenovac was 
extremely harsh, because children do not know how to express their 
agony and cannot understand why they have to undergo such torture. 
According to testimonies the yelling and screaming of children in 
Jasenovac was unbearable for anybody who had to listen to it. 


About the suffering of Jewish children in the Holocaust we can learn 
about from diaries which they written in various countries during the 
Holocaust, the most famous one being by Anne Frank, a German 
Jewish girl from Frankfurt am Main, hiding with her family in an attic in 
Amsterdam. There are many other diaries which children wrote, most of 
the young authors of these diaries perished during the Holocaust. 


Another shared aspect of the Nazi ideology and the Ustasha ideology was 
the wicked, demonic attempt to produce a new generation of reeducated 
children which would become supporters and followers of these criminal 
ideologies. The system to reach such goal was achieved by sending those 
children to special educational institutions where they were indoctrinated 
in the desirable ideology. The indoctrination process was conducted 

by special experts who brainwashed the children, who had no power of 
resistance. 


As part of the process of converting Serbian children to become good 
Ustashas they were given new names and had to abandon their old 
religion. They were given a new personality. The Jastrebarsko camp 
was the place where children were forcefully re-educated in the Ustasha 
ideology

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Nacisti u Nemačkoj su otišli dalje kada su stvorili strašni „Lebensborn“

plavookih beba, koje su čuvale nacističke sestre i koje su po 
odrastanju imale dužnost da osnuju savršenu arijevsku porodicu sa 
najmanje četiri savršena arijevska deteta. 


Sve gore pomenuto vrlo nam jasno pokazuje da su zločinački režimi 
ustaša i nacista videli jasnu pretnju koju su deca predstavljala a tu 
pretnju je trebalo uništiti nasilno i bez milosti. 


Nazis in Germany went further by establishing a horrifying program, 

the "Lebensborn". In the framework of this project, “Aryan” women, not 
necessarily German ones but also Volksdeutsche were taken to isolated 
places where they were forced to mate with the “Aryan” males in order to 
create the perfect “Aryan” race. As a result of the program, thousands of 
blond and blue-eyed babies were born, treated by Nazi nurses and were 
expected as adults to form a perfect “Aryan” family which had at least four 
perfect “Aryan” children. 


All facts mentioned above show very clearly that the criminal regimes of 
the Ustasha and Nazis, identified the real danger children might become 
in the future after becoming adults, a danger which was to be violently, 
mercilessly destroyed.

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Spašavanje dece iz geta i logora smrti 


The saving of children from ghettos and the death camps 


Zanimljiva zajednička tačka u povesti jevrejske i srpske dece jesu 
pokušaji dobronamernih ljudi u Srbiji i u okupiranoj Evropi, naročito u 
Poljskoj, da spasu jevrejsku i srpsku decu iz sigurne smrti. Upečatljiva 
priča o Jasenovcu predstavlja i časni pokušaj Dijane Budisavljević. 
Ova žena je spasila 12 000 srpske i jevrejske dece, rizikujući sopstveni 
život. Dijana Budisavljević pripada grupi najčasnijih ljudi u istoriji, koji 
nisu mogli da podnesu da mala, nedužna deca umru strašnom smrću. 
Odlučivši da će učiniti sve da ih spase, iskoristila je svoje austrijsko 
poreklo da hrabro spasi decu, koristeći sofisticirane metoda kojim 

bi im dala novi život. Slična priča govori o jevrejskoj deci koja su 

bila zarobljena u varšavskoj getu, gladna i bolesna. Poljakinja Irena 
Sendlerova je odlučila da pomogne deci i to joj je uspelo, spasivši 
2500. Ona je uhapšena u oktobru 1943. i Gestapo ju je ispitivao 

kako bi otkrila imena dece koju je spasila. Ona nije poklekla i nije 
odala njihova imena. Osuđena je na smrt ali je uspela da pobegne, 
potplativši čuvara. Za svoje veliko delo, Sendlerovoj je dodeljena titula 
Pravednik među nacijama koji daje Jad Vašem u Jerusalimu i postala 
je počasni građanin Izraela. 


Obe žene, Budisavljević i Sendlerova, dokaz su da i u mračnim 
vremenima ljudski duh i milosrđe ne umiru. Ove dve žene predstavljaju 
zrak svetla u tami nacizma i ustaštva. 


Irena Sendlerova 


An interesting point of comparison of the fate of Jewish and 

Serbian children is the attempt of good-hearted people in Serbia 

and in occupied Europe, especially in Poland, to save Jewish 

and Serbian children from their certain death. A striking story 
concerning Jasenovac is the glorious attempt of Diana Budisavljević, 
who succeed in saving 12.000 Serbian and Jewish children from 
Jasenovac by risking her own life. Budisavljević belongs to the most 
noble people of mankind who couldn't bear the idea that young 
innocent babies and children were going to die a meaningless death. 
Deciding she would do all she could to save them, using her Austrian 
identity she courageously rescued children in a sophisticated way 
and gave them new life. An amazingly similar story tells about Jewish 
children who were imprisoned in the Warsaw ghetto, who were starved 
and sick. A Polish woman, Irena Sendlerova, decided to save the 
children, and succeeded in saving about 2500. She was arrested on 
October 1943 by the Gestapo and interrogated to give the names of 
the Jewish children she saved but she did not break down and did not 
give their names. She was sentenced to death, but succeeding to bribe 
her guard, she escaped. For her noble deeds, Sendlerova received the 
tittle Righteous Among the Nations from Yad Vashem in Jerusalem 
and the tittle of honorary citizen of the state of Israel. 


Both women, Budisavljevič and Sendlerova, are proof that even in dark 
times the human spirit and mercy do not die. These two women were a 
ray of light in the darkness that were Nazism and Ustashism.

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SVETLO HUMANOSTI U ТАМ! ZLA - DIANA BUDISAVLJEVIĆ, AKCIJA SPASAVANJA DECE 
LIGHT OF HUMANITY IN THE DARKNESS OF EVIL - DIANA BUDISAVLJEVIC 


Diana Budisavljevič (1891 - 1978) 


Pokretač i organizator akcije spasavanja dece bila je i Diana 
Budisavljevič, poreklom Austrijanka, supruga dr Julija Budisavljevič, 
uglednog hirurga i profesora medicinskog fakulteta u Zagrebu. 


Čitavu akciju Diana je opisala u svom Dnevniku koji je vodila na 
nemačkom jeziku od 23. oktobra 1941. do 13. avgusta 1945. godine. 
Njenih 388 dnevničkih zapisa predstavljaju najverniju sliku stradanja 
dece u ustaškim logorim. 


Diana Budisavljević, pokretač i organizator akcije spasavanja dece i 
profesor Kamilo Bresler, načelnik u Ministarstvu udružbe i socijalne 
skrbi NDH, bili su ključne ličnosti u izbavljanju dece iz jasenovačkih 
logora. Ovu humanu akciju Diana je zabeležila u dnevniku, vođenom na 
nemačkom jeziku. 


Ima nešto što se ne može izmeriti. To je bol majke za izgubljenim 
detetom. 


Vest o dečjoj agoniji u jasenovačkim logorima stigla je do humanih 
ljudi u Zagrebu koji su u svom srcu imali dovoljno mesta i hrabrosti da 
povedu bitku za izbavljanje dece iz ustaških kandži. 


Diana Budisavljević je uspela da preko nemačkih vojnih predstavnika 
u Zagrebu izdejstvuje Pavelićevo odobrenje da sa svojom ekipom 9. i 
10. jula 1942. poseti tzv. ,dečju bolnicu" i druge ,dečje nastambe" u 
logoru Stara Gradiška. Od 9. jula do 3. avgusta 1942. u šest navrata 
je odlazila sa svojim saradnicima po decu u Staru Gradišku, Jablanac 
i Mlaku i iz ovih logora izbavila 10.536 dečaka i devojčica, od kojih 

je 3.200 umrlo na rukama spasilaca od posledica zatočeništva u 
ustaškim logorima. 


Da bi sačuvala podatke o identitetu dece izbavljene iz jasenovačkih 
logora, Diana je sa najbližim saradnicima formirala kartoteku u kojoj je 
registrovano više od 12.000 malih talaca. 


Akciju spasavanja malih logoraša životom je platilo jedanaest Dianinih 
saradnika. Ubili su ih isti oni koji su ubijali i decu u kolevkama. 


Diana Budisavljević (1891 - 1978) 


The initiator and organizer of the action of rescuing children 

was Diana Budisavljevič, of Austrian descent, wife of Dr. Julije 
Budisavljević, a reputable surgeon and professor of the Faculty of 
Medicine in Zagreb. 


Diana described the entire act of rescue in her diary, which she wrote 

in German from October 23, 1941 until August 13, 1945. Her 388 diary 
entries represent the most faithful image of children’s suffering in the 
hell of Jasenovac. 


Diana's Diary and "Files of children from Kozara" represent the most 
valuable material on the tragedy of Serbian children in the Ustasha 
camps. 


Diana Budisavljevič, initiator and organizer of the operation of 
rescuing children, and Professor Kamilo Bresler, Chief at the Ministy of 
Social Affairs in the ISC, were the key figures in the rescue of children 
from the Jasenovac concentration camp. This humane act was 
recorded by Diana in her diary in the German language. 


There is something that cannot be measured. It is the pain of a mother 
for her lost child. 


The news of the children's agony in the Jasenovac concentration 
camps reached kind people in Zagreb who had enough room and 
courage in their hearts to start the battle for the liberation of children 
from the Ustashas claws. 


With the help of German military representatives in Zagreb, Diana 
Budisavljevič succeeded in gaining Pavelič's permission to visit, 
together with her team, the so-called "Children's hospital" and other 
“children’s facilities” in the Stara Gradiška camp on 9 and 10 July 
1942. From 9th July to 3rd August 1942. Diana and her team visited 
the Stara Gradiška, Jablanac and Mlaka camps on six occasions. She 
Managed to rescue 10,546 boys and girls from these camps, of whom 
3,200 died in the arms of rescue workers, as a result of being held 
captive in the Ustasha camps. In order to preserve information about 
the identity of the children rescued from the Jasenovac camps, along 
with her closest associates, Diana created files in which the names 
of more than 12,000 small hostages are listed. Eleven of Diana's 
associates paid for the action of rescuing little camp inmates with 
their lives. They were murdered by the same men who killed babies in 
their cradles.

JASENOVAC - A TOMB FOR 19 432 GIRLS AND BOYS 


Ustaški koncentracioni logor Jasenovac osnovan je polovinom 
avgusta 1941. Ovo gubilište na obalama Save zvanično je nosilo naziv 
»Sabirni i radni logor", a u stvarnosti je bio logor uništenja. Jasenovac 
je bio u isključivoj nadležnosti ustaške organizacije i Paveličeve 
države. Ustaše su ovde bile jedine ubice. 


Prema istraženim podacima, od 23. avgusta 1941., kada su u 
Jasenovac dopremljeni prvi, do 22. aprila 1945., kada su likvidirani 
poslednji zatočenici i porušeni logorski objekti, na gubilištima 
jasenovačkog logora ustaše su ubile | na druge načine umorile 
19.432 (10.268 i 9,128 devojčica, a za 36 mališana nije bilo moguče 
utvrditi pol), Njihova prosečna starost iznosila je sedam godina i tri 
meseca. Mali zatočenici doterani su и jasenovačke logore, sa svojim 
roditeljima, iz 1.107 mesta u ustaškoj državi, 


U Jasenovcu umoreno je najviše srpske dece - 11.888, zatim romske 
- 5.469 i jevrejske - 1.911. Medu ubijenim identifikovano je 132 
hrvatske i 17 muslimanske dece, a za 15 nije utvrdena nacionalna 
pripadnost. Sa teritorije Hrvatske ih je bilo 10.064. Najviše ubijene 
dece je s područja Slavonije - 6.107, zatim sa Banije - 1.589, Korduna 
- 1.199, severozapadne Hrvatske - 917, Dalmacije = 147, Gorskog 
kotara - 74 i Like - 31, Iz Bosne i Hercegovine živote je izgubilo 
8.030. Najviše dečjih žrtava je iz Bosanske krajine - 6.130 (medu 
kojima je bilo 5.877 sa Kozare, a samo sa područja tadašnjeg sreza 
Bosanska Gradiška 3.689), zatim iz istočne Bosne - 1.017, iz srednje 
Bosne - 770 i iz Hercegovine - 113. Na ovom gubilištu umoreno je 
11.102 dece iz Srema i 236 mališana koji su rođeni u mestima izvan 
granica NDH. 


Pre više od šest decenija, 10. aprila 1941. godine, pod 
pokroviteljstvom nacističke Nemačke i fašističke Italije, u Zagrebu je 
proglašena Nezavisna Država Hrvatska. Njene granice obuhvatale su 
površinu od 102.000 km2 i područja Hrvatske, Bosne i Hercegovine i 
Srema. Od oko 6,300.000 stanovnika Srbi su činili više od trećine МОН. 


Ostvarivanje programa ,čiščenja hrvatskog prostora" i ,čistoče 
hrvatske nacije" na nacionalnoj, verskoj, rasnoj i ideoloskoj osnovi, 
pretvorilo je Paveličevu državu u poligon za masovno uništenje 
srpskog, jevrejskog i romskog stanovništva. 


U pokoljima širokih razmera ustaše nisu pravile razliku između dece 
i odraslih. Prema poimenično identifikovanim žrtvama u МОН je, 

od aprila 1941. do maja 1945. godine, živote izgubilo 74.762 dece. 
Najmlađa su bila u pelenama, a najstarija su imala 14 godina. Među 
njima je identifikovano 14.528 umrlih i poginulih koji su evidentirani 
kao žrtve rata.

Sa područja Hrvatske ubijeno je 30.305 dečaka i 
devojčica. Najviše ugašenih dečjih života je iz Slavonije - 8.465, 
zatim Korduna - 7.666, Like - 4.612 i Banije - 4.248. Iz Srema je 
ubijeno 1.590, a za 1393 umorenih mališana mesto rođenja nije bilo na 
teritoriji NDH. 
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The Ustasha concentration camp Jasenovac was established in 
mid-August 1941. The execution sile on the banks of the Sava River 
officially carried the title of "collection and labor camp", but in reality 
this was a camp of death and destruction. Jasenovac was under the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the Ustasha organization and Pavelić's state 
The Ustasha were the only killers there. 


According to researched data, (rom 23 August 1941, when the first 
internees were brought to Jasenovac, until 22 April 1945, when the 
last prisoners were executed, and the camp facilities were destroyed, 
the Ustashas murdered 19,432 children at the execution sites of 

the Jasenovac camp (10,268 boys and 9,128 girls, while it was пој 
possible to determine the gender of 36 children). Their average age 
was seven years and three months. The little captives were brought 
to Jasenovac camps with their parents from 1,107 places within the 
Ustasha state. 


The largest number of children killed in Jasenovac was of Serbian 
nationality - 11,888 of them, followed by Roma children - 5,469 ang 
Jewish children - 1,911. Among those killed, 132 Croatian children 
were identified and 17 Muslim children, while it was not possible tg 
establish the ethnicity of 15 children. 10,064 of them were from the 
Croatian territory. Most of them were from Slavonija - 6,107 followed 
by the children from Banija - 1,589, Kordun - 1,199, northwestern 
Croatia - 917, Dalmatia - 147, Gorski Kotar - 74 and Lika - 31. From 
the territory of Bosnia and Herzegovina, 8,030 children lost their 
lives. The largest number of murdered children was from Bosanska 
krajina - 6,130 (5,877 from Kozara and only from the territory of the 
then district Bosanska Gradiška - 3,689), followed by the children 
from eastern Bosnia - 1,017, Central Bosnia - 770 and Herzegovina - 
113. 1,102 child victims originating from Srem were murdered at this 
execution site and 236 children who were born in places outside the 
borders of NDH (ICS). 


More than six decades ago, on April 10, 1941, with the backing of 
Nazi Germany and fascist Italy, the Independent State of Croatia was 
declared in Zagreb. Its borders enclosed 102.000 km2 and the areas 
of what is today Croatia, Bosnia and Herzegovina and Srem. Out of 
about 6.300.000 inhabitants, Serbs made up more than one third of 
the NDH (ISC) population. 


The realization of the program of “the cleansing of the Croatian 
territory” and the creation of a "pure Croatian nation" on a national, 
religious, racist and ideological basis, turned Pavelic's state into 

a territory of mass destruction of the Serbian, Jewish and Roma 
population. 


In the large-scale massacres, the Ustashas did not distiguish between 
children and adults. According to information on identified victims 

in the NDH (ISC), from April 1941 till May 1945, there were 74,762 
murdered children, The youngest were still infants and the oldest were 
fourteen years of age. Among them, 14,528 of dead or killed children 
were identified and registered as “victims of war". A number of 41,474 
children from Bosnia and Herzegovina lost their lives, most of them 
were from Bosanska krajina 24,392 (13,184 from Kozara) and from

A number of 1,590 
children were murdered from the territory of Srem and 1,393 of the 
child victims were born outside the territory of the ISC. 


The most serious forms of genocidal crimes were committed against 
more than 60,234 children. 32,054 boys and 28,012 girls were 
murdered, while it was not possible do determine the sex of 168 
children. 


The lives of 37,139 children were taken at 1,398 execution sites 
throughout the ISC. In the Ustasha, German and Italian concentration 
camps, 23,504 children were murdered. Most of them were Serb 
children - 42,791, followed by Roma - 5,737, Muslim – 5,434, Jewish 
- 3,710 and Croatian children 2,289. The ethnicity of 273 child victims 
has not been established .

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STARA GRADIŠKA (CAMP V) - CHILDREN'S CONCENTRATION CAMP 


Stara Gradiška (Gradina) se prostire na površini od 818 hektara i liči 
na poluostrvo između reka Une i Save. Prekriven bujnim šumskim 
rastinjem, ustaše su ovaj predeo odabrale za masovne pokolje zato 
što su se odavde teško mogli čuti pucnji i samrtni krici žrtava. Uži deo 
ovog terena, gde su neprekidno vršena masovna ubistva, prostirao se 
uz obalu Save i zauzimao je površinu od 117 hektara zemljišta. 


Gradiška je postala glavni likvidacioni centar jasenovačkih logoraša 
početkom 1942. godine, kada je ustaški poručnik Staniša Vasilj 
prevezao skelom preko Save prvu grupu od oko 300 Srba i tamo ih 
likvidirao. Od tada su se masovne likvidacije vršile uglavnom na ovom 
mestu. Osnovni dokazi o stravičnim zločinima, izvršenim nad decom 
u logoru Jasenovac, leže upravo u Gradini. Deca su pokopavana u 315 
gigantskih grobnica. 


Odlukom Ante Pavelića, poglavnika NDH, 10. jula 1942. osnovani su 
logori za male Srbe u koje su razmeštena deca iz ustaških logora u 
Staroj Gradiški, Jablancu, Mlaki i Uštici kod Jasenovca. NDH je jedina 
država koja je imala logore za decu. 


Šmit Zabierov, nemački predstavnik za preuzimanje radne snage, o 
logoru Stara Gradiška je zapisao: ,Zatočenici koji se nalaze u logoru 
regrutuju se od pravoslavaca i to prvenstveno žena. Večina obitelji je 
sa mnogo djece .. mala djeca ostaju na brizi hrvatske države. Nužna 
posljedica toga je odvajanje. U nekom dvorištu vidio sam stotine 
djece, več odvojene od majki i sabijene na nečovječan način, kako 
vapiju za hranom i vodom". 


Kula je bila simbol najstrašnijeg mučilišta žena i dece u logoru Stara 
Gradiška. U starogradiškoj Kuli mala deca odvojena su od roditelja, 
ležala su na mokrim i prljavim podovima. Mnogima je život zgasnuo u 
štalama i oborima logorske ekonomije. 


Razvrstavanje po uzrastu dece u logoru Stara Gradiška imalo je za cilj 
da najmlađi zatočenici što pre zaborave ko su i odakle su. 


U logoru Stara Gradiška od decembra 1941, do aprila 1945. ustaše su 
ugasile život 4.801 deteta. Medu njima je bilo 938 dojenčadi mlade od 
dve godine. 


U julu 1942. godine, dnevno je u proseku umiralo od posledica 
mučenja u logoru Stara Gradiška u Jastrebarskom po dvanaestoro 
dece. Franjo Ilovar, čuvar mesnog groblja, ostavio je svedočanstvo o 
umiranju dece iz prvih transporta koji su iz Stare Gradiške dopremljeni 
u Jastrebarsko. Na prvoj stanici svog ,Dnevnog ukopa" Ilovar je 
zapisao: ,Primio na račun kopanja grobova 10.000 kuna 22/7. 1942. 
za 100 komada djece pokopane". Od 22. jula do 26. avgusta 1942. 
zapisivao je svakodnevno koliko je muške i ženske pokopano. Na kraju 
je zabeležio „Ukupno ukopano 468 djece." 


Stara Gradiška (Gradina) covers an area of 81 acres and resembles a 
peninsula between the Sava and Una River. It is covered by lush forest 
vegetation.The Ustasha chose this area for mass slaughter because 
it was difficult to hear gunfire and screams of the dying victims. A 
small part of the field, where the mass murders were carried out 
continuously, extends along the Sava River and occupied an area 

of 117 acres. Gradiška became the main center of liquidation of 
Jasenovac camp inmates in early 1942, after the lieutenant Staniša 
Vasilj transported by barge across the Sava the first group of about 
300 Serbs, who were executed. From then on, most of the mass 
liquidations were carried out mainly in this location. 


The main evidence of horrifying crimes committed against children in 
the camp Jasenovac, lie precisely in Gradina. The children were buried 
in 315 mass graves. 


By the decision of Ante Pavelič, Head of the ISC, dated July 10, 
1942, camps for little Serbs were founded where children from Stara 
Gradiška, Jablanac, Mlaka and Uštica near Jasnovac were "placed". 
The ISC was the only country which had concentration camps for 
children. 


Schmidt Zabierov, German representative for the procurement of work 
force, wrote the following about the Stara Gradiška camp: "The camp 
prisoners are recruited from the Eastern Orthodox faith, primarily 
women. Most of the families have many children remain under the 
care of the Croatian State. An inevitable consequence is - separation. 
1 saw hundreds of children in one courtyard, already separated from 
their mothers, crammed in an inhuman manner, crying out for food and 
water". 


The Tower was a symbol of the most horrible torture site of women 
and children in the Stara Gradiška camp. Small children, who were 
separated from their parents, had to lie on wet and dirty floors in the 
Tower of Stara Gradiška. Many of these young lives were extinguished 
in the barns and pens of the camp farm. 


The purpose of sorting the children by age at the Stara Gradiška camp 
was to make the youngest ones forget who they were and where they 
came from as soon as possible. 


From December 1941 till April 1945 the Ustashas had taken the lives 
of 4,801 child prisoners in the Stara Gradiška camp. Among them 938 
were infants who were under two years of age. 


In July 1942, on average twelve children died per day as a result of 

torture at the Stara Gradiška camp near Jastrebarsko. Franjo Ilovar, 

the keeper of the local cemetery, left a testimony on the dying of 

children brought in the first transports to Jastrebarsko form Stara 

Gradiška. On the first page of his "daily burials” report Ilovar wrote. 
"Received 10.000 kunas on July 22, 1942 for digging graves for ze 
100 units of buried children." From July 22 till August 26, 1942, the 
gravedigger kept an accurate record on how many male and female XX 
children had been buried. At the end of his report he noted "Total e 
buried - 468 children." *

Itis necessary to emphasize that the second and third generation do 
not bear any guilt. They only bear the collective moral responsibility, 
which includes primarily accepting the facts, and trying to prevent such 
a crime in the future. Manipulating with the number of victims is a very 
dangerous weapon, and it is our moral duty to prevent any distortion 
of the number of the victims. Most historians agree, that in Auschwitz 
the total number of victims was about 1.5 million, 90% of them Jewish 
victims. Other sources use lower numbers, as for instance 1.1 million. 
The multinational memorial site at the end of the ramp of Birkenau 
mentions the number of 1.5 million. The difference in numbers derives 
from the fact that the German authorities of Auschwitz did not register 
those who were selected for immediate death, but only those who 
were to be slaves, which was around 5-15%. The percentage of those 
sentenced to immediate death was 75-90% on average. 


The most reliable historian of Yad Vashem who tried to figure out 

the number of victims by the Ustasha in Jasenovac was the late 
historian Menachem Shelah, who wrote the “History of the Holocaust: 
Yugoslavia"! as part of the major project by Yad Vashem called "The 
Comprehensive History of the Holocaust”. Menachem Shelah was 
considered the most prominent expert of the history of the Holocaust 
in Yugoslavia and was the first to publish the complete history of the

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Jewish Holocaust in Yugoslavia. He refers to the numbers of victims 
using this formulation, "the Croats murdered in Jasenovac many 
hundreds of thousands of Serbs”, by using such a formulation Shelah 
means at least 500 thousand Serbs. The Yad Vashem Institute in its 
reference to Jasenovac on the website mentions the number of 600 000 
Serbs killed in the infamous camp, while the Shem Olam Institute gives 
the number of at least 750 000 Serb victims. This signifies that Israel, 
scholars accept the calculations of The State Commission of Croatia for 
the Establishment of Crimes of the Occupiers and their Collaborators 
from 1945-46. Survivors of the camp in their testimonials after the 

war talked about many hundreds of thousands. For example, Cadik 
Danon, a Jewish survivor of the camp says that there were "hundreds of 
thousands of victims”? The Encyclopedia of Yugoslavia from 1962 say. 
that the number of victims "exceeds 700 000." The State Commission 
of Croatia for the Establishment of Crimes of the Occupiers and their 
Collaborators that was set up in as soon as the war was over and which 
conducted interviews with surviving inmates estimated the number of 
victims to be between 500 000 to 700 000. On the other hand, certain 
Croatian historians and politicians have attempted to reduce these 
numbers, so the president of Croatia during the 1990s, Franjo Tudjman, 
stated that the number of victims does not exceed 3000 to 4000 people. 
The Jasenovac memorial center in Croatia has in the past decades 
teduced the number to 83 000. 


THE NUMBER OF VICTIMS: 


The greatest number of killings in the ISC were committed in Jasenovac, 
The true number is, however, still a matter of debate. According to the 
data of the Land Commission of Croatia for the Establishment of Crimes 
of the Occupiers and their Collaborators, the number of victims ranges 
from 500 000 to 600 000.* The historian Tomislav Dulič says that there 
were 700 000 killed in Jasenovac and adds, correctly in our opinion, that 
if there were more than 100 000 victims then Jasenovac is surely one of 
the largest concentration camps in Europe during WWII,” 


According to Hermann Neubacher, the special envoy of the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs of the Third Reich to Yugoslavia, in Jasenovac more 
than 750 000? people were brutally killed in Jasenovac, while Bulajić

Broj žrtava teško je odrediti iz nekoliko razloga. Prvo, lica koja su 
dovedena u logore prolazila su kroz evidencije ako su imala lične karte 
ili neki sličan dokument. Srbi na njivama, a pogotovo Romi, dokumente 
uglavnom nisu imali. Lica sa osudama prolazila su kroz logorske 
evidencije, koje su, međutim, u dva navrata temeljito uništene". Zatim, 
mnogi ne samo da nisu zavođeni u evidencije, nego nisu ni ulazili u 
logor, već su direktno vođeni na likvidaciju. Takođe, veliki broj nestale 
dece je nepoznat iz razloga što je veliki broj srpske dece pokatoličen i 
odveden u domove ili porodice gde su nasilno pokatoličeni, tako da se 
ne može izračunati koliko je stradalo, a koliko odvedeno. Natporučnik 
Šmit Zabierov, stalni nemački predstavnik u logoru Stara Gradiška, 
angažovan na preuzimanju radne snage za Rajh, u svom izveštaju od 
12.juna 1942, između ostalog navodi: 


„Zatočenici koji se tamo nalaze registruju se od pravoslavaca i uprava 
nije mogla da pruži nikakve podatke o njihovom broju, ali se ceni na 
više hiljada, pretežno žena i dece. Do sada je prebačeno u Nemačku 
na rad u poljoprivredi 2.500 osoba. Kako se mogu uputiti obitelji sa 
starijom decom, ona najmanja su prepuštena brizi hrvatske države. 
Nužna posledica toga je, znači, odvajanje. U jednom dvorištu video 
sam više stotina dece, već odvojenu od njihovih majki, kako čekaju na 
svoju dalju sudbinu. Sanitarnih uređaja nema, deca leže na dvorištu 
pod vedrim nebom i vapiju za vodom i hranom." 


Ljubo Miloš, jedan od komandanata Jasenovca, rekao je: 


»Za to svo vrijeme postojanja ovog logora upute za postupak prema 
zatvorenicima je davao isključivo Luburić, i to Matkoviću, Brkljačiću 

i meni. Poznato mi je da su mnogi transporti stizali u Jasenovac, i 

to većina vezani, odlazili odmah za Gradinu na likvidaciju, te nisu 
provedeni u logoru kroz knjige. Pri osnivanju logora III, od pridošlih 
zatočenika iz logora | i II odvojena je jedna grupa radno sposobnih, 
koja je ostala u logoru III, dok preostali, veći dio zarobljenika, su 
predani Adžiji, Sudaru, Stankoviću i Jusić Mujici, koji su ih likvidirali."'? 


U tom kontekstu bitno je pomenuti da je za slučaj Jasenovaca, kao 
najvećeg koncentracionog logora unutar NDH, prema revizionističkom 
poimeničnom popisu žrtava iz 2013. godine, živote izgubilo 13.116 
Jevreja."

states that the number of victims was over 700 000". The historian 
Vladimir Dedijer guotes the letter of Ernst Fick, general major of the 
German SS troups, sent to Himmler on March 16, 1944. In the letter he 
states that the Ustashas killed between 600 000 and 700 000 people 
in Jasenovac." According to the more recent data of the International 
Commission, more than 800 000 innocent victims were sent to their 
death in Jasenovac and Donja Gradina, exclusively because they were 
Serbs, Jews, Roma or antifascists. 


The number of victims is difficult to establish for several reasons. The 
first is that the people brought to the camps were registered only if they 
had personal identification or other such document. The Serbs gathered 
from the fields, and the Roma in particular, for the most part did not 
have documents. Convicted persons were registered, but these camp 
documents were carefully destroyed on two occasions.” Also, many 
were not only not registered but they did not even pass through the 
camp gates but were taken directly to be killed. Additionally, the number 
of missing children is unknown because a large number of Serbian 
children were forcibly converted to Catholicism and taken to orphanages 
or families. For this reason, it is impossible to estimate how many 

were killed and how many were taken away. First Lieutenant Schmidt 
Zabierow, the permanent German representative in the Stara Gradiska 
camp, whose job it was to obtain laborers for work in the Reich, in his 
report of June 12, 1942 states among other things: 


"The Orthodox prisoners there are registered and the administration 
could not provide any data concerning their numbers, but there are 
estimated to be several thousand, mostly women and children. To this 
point 2500 persons were transported to Germany to work in the fields. 
As families with older children can be sent, the youngest are left to the 
care of the Croatian state. The conseguence of this is separation. In one 
yard | saw several hundreds of children, already separated from their 
mothers, awaiting their fate. There are no sanitary facilities, the children 
lie in the yard, in the open, crying for food and water.” 


Ljuba Milos, one of the commanders of Jasenovac said: 


“During the existence of the camp, the only person who gave orders 
concerning the treatment of prisoners was Luburič, who gave them to 
Matkovič, Brkljačič and me. | am aware than many transports came to 
Jasenovac, and most of them were tied and taken directly to Gradina 

to be executed, so they weren't even registered in the camp. During the 
establishment of Camp no. 3, from the group of prisoners from camps 
no. 1 and no. 2 a group of able-bodied prisoners was selected to remain 
in Camp no. 3, while the rest, the majority of them, were given to Adžija, 
Sudar, Stankovič and Mujica Jusić, who executed them"?

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In this context, Jasenovac is considered the largest concentration camp 
in the ISC, in which, according to the revisionist list of the names of 
victims from 2013, 13 116 Jews lost their lives.” 


In his book, "Bili su samo deca” ("They were only children"), Dragoje 
Lukić identifies the names of 19 432 children who were brutally 
murdered in the infamous camp. 


Hermann Neubacher, in his description of the ISC to Hitler, said the 
following: 


"The recipe for the Orthodox, applied by the Ustasha leader and 
Poglavnik, the President of the Independent State of Croatia, Ante 
Pavelić, reminds one of the bloodiest religious wars: "One third must 
become Catholic, one third must leave the country, and one third must 
die".

On the basis of this brief illustration of what happened in Jasenovac 

it is logical to ask the question: how is it possible to conclude that 
Jasenovac was a labor camp and that there were only 3000 victims 
(according to former Croatian president Franjo Tudman') or 83 000 
(according to the Jasenovac Memorial Center’), which is contradictory 
to the findings of the State Commission of Croatia for the 
Establishment of the Crimes of the Occupiers and their Collaborators. 
Itis interesting to note that the statements regarding the supposed 
number of Jasenovac victims changed in the past decades.

THE USTASHA ETHNOCIDE ' 


The policy of national and racial discrimination in the ISC led to 

the establishment of concentration camps, which were the places 

of incarceration and liquidation of Jews, Serbs and Roma, but also 
Croats who were opposed to the Ustasha regime. As explained in the 
newspapers in the ISC "in the Ustasha Croatian state, created by the 
Poglavnik [Leader] and his Ustashas, one must think in the Ustasha 
way, one must speak in the Ustasha way and most importantly - one 
must act in the Ustasha way. In a word, all life in the Independent State 
of Croatia must be in conducted in the Ustasha мау”? 


In their camps the German Nazis used machinery, gas chambers, 
while the Ustasha Croats killed directly, by cutting, hitting with mallets 
and in other ways, as a personal relation with the victims and hatred 
directed the manner of killings. The primary motivation was not an 
economic one, as later exhumations showed that the victims were 
still in the possession of gold, necklaces and other material objects. 
The main and only motive was ethnocide. The ISC were the only ones 
in Europe without direct intervention of Germany and Italy (there even 
being objections). 


The dangers of fascism are still present today. The victims of 
Jasenovac and other camps have not yet found their peace, while 
the commanders of the camps and their followers and heirs are 
celebrated precisely for their inhumane activities during WWII.

“We entered the concentration camp in the factory. Terrible conditions. 
Masses of people, many women and children, without adequate clothing, 
sleeping on cold stones at night, screams, crying and sobbing everywhere. 
The camp commander - a scoundrel - | ignored, but | told my Ustasha 
guide: This is enough to make a man retch'. 


And then came the worst of all: along the walls of a room, on hay that 

was brought because of my visit, more than fifty naked children are lying, 

half of them dead, the other half dying. It should not be forgotten that the 
inventors of concentration camps were the British during the Boer War. 

However, these camps have reached the pinnacle of abomination here 

Croatia, under the Poglavnik which we put in power. The greatest of evils E 
must be Jasenovac, which an ordinary mortal cannot even imagine." rx

"Duce! 


My utmost loyalty to you will, I hope, permit me to depart from strict military 
protocol. That is why I rush to tell you about an event which I personally 
witnessed three weeks ago. 


During my visit of the local villages Stolac, Čapljina and Ljubinje (between 
60 and 130 kilometers north of Dubrovnik) - I found out from one of our 
intelligence officers that Раке!ќ5 Ustashe committed a crime in a nearby 
village the day before (Prebilovci), and that when the local Serbs hear 

this there will be unrest again. I lack words to describe what | saw. In a 
large classroom | found a butchered teacher and her 120 pupils! Not a 
single child was older than 12 years! The word crime is an inappropriate 
and innocent word - this surpassed insanity! They had cut off the heads 
of many of them and they had arranged them on the classroom desks. 
From the butchered stomachs, the Ustashas removed the intestines and 
like Christmas garlands they hung them from the ceiling and nailed them 
into the walls! A swarm of flies and an insufferable stench did not permit 
us to linger. 1 noticed an opened sack of salt in the corner and with shock 
realized that they had butchered them. The criminals first took turns to rape 
the teacher, a Serb (her name is Svetlana Arnautovic) and then, before the 
children, they killed her. They also raped the eight-year-old girls. During all 
this, a Gypsy band was forcibly brought to sing and play the tambourine. 


To the eternal shame of our Roman church - one man of God, a focal priest, 
took part in all of this! The boy we saved, recovered quickly. As soon as 

his wound healed, through our inattention he escaped from the hospital 
and went back to his village, to look for his relatives. We sent a patrol after 
him but in vain: they found him on the doorstep of his house, butchered! In 
what was a village of about a thousand souls, there are no more! The very 
same day (we found out later) that the crime in the school was committed, 
the Ustashas caught another 700 inhabitants of the Prebilovci village and 
threw them all into a pit or killed them in the manner of animals on the 
road to the pit. Only about 300 men saved themselves: only they were able 
to breach the Ustasha encirclement and escape to the mountains! Those 
300 survivors are stronger than the most elite division of Pavelić. All that 
they had to lose, they lost! Their children, wives, mothers, sisters, houses. 
The butchering of the Serbs is so extensive in that region that many Serbs 
were thrown, reddish water came forth, I have seen this myself! An indelible 
stain will fall on the conscience of Italy if we do not distance ourselves 

in time from the Ustashas and do not prevent that we also be blamed for 
supporting this madness.”

The atrocities committed in Jasenovac and other Ustasha camps were 
later described in many documents. The British brigadier Fitzroy Maclean 
described a scene from everyday life in the ISC mentioning that some 
Ustashas were gouging and collecting the eyes of Serbs and once they 
got "enough" they would send them to the Poglavnik to be inspected, or 
they would proudly show them around with other butchered body parts to 
people in Zagreb cafes. * 


The Nazi general Edmund Glaise von Horstenau described in his book Ein 
General im Zwielicht [A General in the Twilight] his visit to Jasenovac. 


"We entered the concentration camp in the factory. Terrible conditions. 
Masses of people, many women and children, without adequate clothing, 
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sleeping on cold stones at night, screams, crying and sobbing everywhere. 


The camp commander - a scoundrel - | ignored, but | told my Ustasha 
guide: This is enough to make a man retch'. 


And then came the worst of all: along the walls of a room, on hay that 
was brought because of my visit, more than fifty naked children are lying, 
half of them dead, the other half dying. It should not be forgotten that the 
inventors of concentration camps were the British during the Boer War. 
However, these camps have reached the pinnacle of abomination here 
Croatia, under the Poglavnik which we put in power. The greatest of evils 
must be Jasenovac, which an ordinary mortal cannot even imagine.”

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KRAJ LOGORA 
THE END OF THE CAMP 


Jasenovački logori oslobodeni su, tek u završnim operacijama za 
oslobođenje zemlje. Nakon savezničkih bombardovanja logora u 
martu i aprilu 1945. godine, uništeni su mnogi objekti unutar logora, 
ali se intenzivno radilo na iskopavanju | uništavanju leševa ranijih 
žrtava. Luburić je naredio da se likvidiraju svi zatvorenici, a logori 
mesto Jasenovac do temelja sruši i spali, kako bi se prikrili svi tragovi 
zločina, poslednja grupa od 700 žena likvidirana је 21, aprila. Istog 
dana su svi preostali muški zatočenici (na prozivci je bilo još 1073 
logoraša) zatvoreni u zidanu dvospratnicu u istočnom delu logora.? Oni 
su noću 21./22. aprila pokušali da se probiju iz logora. Od njih, proboj 
je preživelo oko 106.’ Oko 470 bolesnih, starih i nemočnih logoraša 
nije učestvovalo u proboju, verovatno su ubijeni, kasnije i spaljeni sa 
logorskim objektima." Isti dan, samo nekoliko sati kasnije, započeo jei 
proboj zatočenika iz Kožare. Od njih 176 spasilo ih se samo 17. 


U napušteno mesto Jasenovac i nedaleko od njega razoreni logor, 2. 
odnosno 3. maja 1945. godine, ušli su bataljoni Jugoslovenske armije 
sa zadatkom da sačuva tragove zločina do dolaska državne komisije 
za utvrđivanje zločina okupatora. U logoru su pronađene sobe za 
mučenje, Pičilijeva peć, leševi, kosturi (delimični i celi) logoraša. 
Uhapšeno je 200-600 pripadnika vojske NOH i srušen je zid dužine 
1,2km, 4m visine, koji je opkoljavao logor. 


Kada se podsetimo stradanja koje se negde dogodilo, obično 
stvorimo ideju o mučeništvu žrtava i o manijakalnim ubicama koje 
pripadaju nekom regionu ili nekom narodu, | time potpirujemo mržnju 

i produbljujemo jaz između naroda. U ovom slučaju, kada su stradanja 
tako velika, vremensko odstojanje tako malo, a rane ne zaceljuju jer se 
stradanje uvek ponavlja, onda se treba setiti nekih činjenica. 


Vidimo da je mali procenat stanovništva dovoljan da napravi strašna 
zverstva. Dovoljno je imati manje od 1% aktivnog, agresivnog dela 
stanovništva, medijski uticaj, ekonomski slabu situaciju i podršku 

sa strane. Početkom devedesetih godina prošlog veka, nakon 
osamostaljivanja Hrvatske, mnoge ulice u raznim gradovima nosile su 
ime ustaškog prvaka Budaka, a neka pozorišta u Hrvatskoj igrala su 
njegove komade. Svaki prigovor je izostao. 


Petog dana novembra ove godine (2017.), veterani HOS-a su u centru 
Jasenovca, nedaleko od bivšeg ustaškog logora, otkrili spomen 
obeležje na kojem je uklesan ustaški pozdrav ,Za dom spremni". 
Ustaški pozdrav je ugraviran na ploči na pročelje zgrade na Trgu 
kralja Petra Svačića, u znak sećanja na 11 poginulih pripadnika HOS, 
koji su stradali na tom području. Slažemo se da je strašno i što je 

tih 11 ljudi izgubilo život, ali ovaj akt je povredio osećanja hiljade i 
oživeo rane stotina hiljada ljudi koji su na ovaj ili onaj način pretrpeli 
strašan gubitak. Ploču su postavili veterani HOS-a Jasenovca i

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The Jasenovac camps were liberated only in the final operations for 
the liberation of the country. Alter the Allied bombing of the camp 

in March and April of 1945, many buildings inside the camp were 
destroyed but extensive excavations and destruction of the corpses 
of victims was taking place. Luburič ordered that all prisoners be 
executed and that the camp and town of Jasenovac be torn down and 
burned to the ground, so as to hide all evidence of the crime. The last 
group of 700 women was killed on April 21.' That very same day all 
the remaining male inmates (on rollcall there were still around 1073 
inmates present) were locked up in a two-story building in the eastern 
sector of the camp.’ In the night of April 21 and 22 they attempted to 
escape from the camp. Only 106 of them survived the camp breach.’ 
Around 407 of the sick, elderly and weak inmates did not participate in 
the breach. They were most likely killed later and burned together with 
the camp buildings.‘ The same day, only a few hours later, the inmates 
from the “Tannery” attempted to escape. Out of 176 only 11 survived.

In the camp, torture chambers were found, as well as Pičili s furnace, 
corpses, skeletons (partial and whole) of inmates, Between 200 and 
600 members of the ISC army were arrested and a wall 1.2 kilometers 
long and 4 meters high surrounding the camp was torn down

When we remember the crimes committed that happened, we usually 
create an idea of the suffering of the victims and the maniacal killers 
who belong to a certain region or a nation. In that way we stoke hatred 
and deepen the rift between peoples. In this case, when the suffering 
is so great and the time distance is so recent, and the wounds do 

not heal because the suffering is repeated, that is when we need to 
remember some facts. 


We can see that a small percentage of the population is enough to 
commit terrible crimes. Itis enough to have 1 percent of an active, 
aggressive segment of society, support of the media, a bad economic 
situation and support from the outside. In the early 1990s, after 
Croatia gained its independence, streets in many tows were called 
after Budak, a prominent Ustasha leader, and some Croatian theaters 
put on productions of his plays. There were no objections to this, 


On the November 5, 2016, HOS veterans unveiled in the center of 
Jasenovac, not far from the former Ustasha camp, a plaque with the 
Ustasha slogan “For the Homeland Ready!" The salute was engraved 
in а plaque that was placed on the front of a building on the Square 
of King Petar Svačič, in remembrance of 11 members of the HOS who 
had been killed. This act, however, insulted thousands and reopened

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udruge dragovoljaca HOS-a Grada Zagreba. Pored imena žrtava, stoji 
i grb jedinice sa ustaškim pozdravom, koji su HOS-ovci početkom 
devedesetih godina preuzeli od NDH. To znači da su rane Drugog 
svetskog rata, koji je bio ipak skoro, kao i skorašnjih ratova, ponovo 
prokrvarile.

the wounds of hundreds of thousands who in one way or another 
suffered terrible losses. The plaque was put up by the veterans of the 
HOS of Jasenovac and the Association of HOS Volunteers of the City 
of Zagreb. Besides the names of the victims, the crest of the unit is 
engraved, next to the Ustasha salute, which the HOS adopted during 
the 1990s. This means that the wounds of WWII, which happened not 
that long ago, as well as the wounds of the more recent wars bled 
again. 


If we connect this to the election of Davor Ivo Stier, the grandson 

of Colonel Ivan Stier, the right hand of the most infamous Ustasha 
leader who was directly responsible for the atrocities committed 

in Jasenovac, Vjekoslav Maks Luburic, to the position of Minster 

of Foreign Affairs in the Croatian government, we can arrive to 

the conclusion that the majority must not forget. The majority is 
responsible for stopping fascism which is undergoing a resurgence. 
For history tramples on those who do not learn from it.

Odmah po proglašenju NDH 10. n 1941, na njenoj teritoriji započinju 
fanije pripremani masovni progoni i pokolji Srba, Jevreja i Roma kako 
bi se stvorio "čist životni prostor" za arijevce, Hrvate i muslimane." 
Istraživanja potvrduju strahovitu "efikasnost" terora nad Srbima, 
Romima, Jevrejima (u poredenju sa sličnim akcijama koje su 
preduzimali nacisti) koji je več od maja i juna 1941. zadobio odlike 
sistematski vršenog депосија. Na osnovu rasnih zakona, več prvih 
dana po uspostavljanju NDH započela su hapšenja, sakupljanja 

i otpremanja Jevreja i Roma u cilju njihove predaje Nemcima ili 
likvidacije u otvorenim logorima širom Hrvatske. 


Od 36 000 Jevreja, koliko je procenjeno da je bilo nastanjenih na 
teritoriji МОН (od toga samo u Zagrebu 12 000), najveći broj je 
uhapšen i upučen u nemačke ili ustaške logore več tokom 1941. 
11942. godine, a posle kraćeg zatišja 1943. uhapšeno je i oko 5 

000 preostalih Jevreja. Smatra se da je uhapšeno njih 28 000, dok 

je oko 4 000 uspelo emigrirati. Prethodno su otpušteni iz državne 
službe i zabranjena im je privredna aktivnost, prenos ili otuđenje 
imovine, a zatim su im oduzeta preduzeća, radnje, imovina. Prema 
podacima Državne komisije za utvrdivanje zločina okupatora i njihovih 
pomagača, u logorima na području NDH stradalo je 25-26 000 Jevreja 
(oko 85% od njihovog ukupnog broja)." Imena jevrejskih žrtava 
većinom su poznata, budući da je njih 20-23 hiljade bilo registrovanih 
u jevrejskim opštinama. Nažalost, holokaust je retko ko preživeo, 
uprkos zalaganju jevrejskih opština na slanju pomoči logorašima i 
prikupljanju zlata za "otkupninu". Jer, već treći dan po zauzimanju 
Osijeka, Jevrejima je nametnut porez od 20.000.000 dinara, dok su 

u Zagrebu bogati Jevreji držani kao taoci sve do isplate otkupnine 

od 10.000 kg zlata. Na sakupljanju tih sredstava radile su jevrejske 
opštine u Zagrebu i Osijeku, zahvaljujući angažovanju lica iz mešovitih 
brakova koja nisu podlegala rasnim zakonima.! Istovremeno su rušeni 
jevrejski verski objekti: od 41 sinagoge, koliko ih je u Hrvatskoj bilo 
1941. uništeno ih je 20, Objekti koji nisu srušeni oduzeti su u korist 
države NOH. Većinom koncentrisani u gradovima (u Hrvatskoj najviše 
u Zagrebu, a zatim u Osijeku, gde su i getoizirani), Jevreji su teško 
mogli da izbegnu hapšenja i deportacije u logore. Isto važi i za 11.583

Shortly after the creation of the Independent State of Croatia on April 
10, 1941, the pre-planned mass persecution and murder of Serbs, 
Jews and Roma began, with the purpose of creating a “pure living 
space” for Aryan Croats and Muslims." Research has confirmed the 
monstrous “efficiency” of the terror against the Serbs, Roma and 
Jews (in comparison with similar activities undertaken by the Nazis), 
a terror which by May and June 1941 had already gained all the 
features of systematic genocide.’ On the basis of racial legislation, as 
soon as the new state was established, the arrests, rounding up and 
transportation of Jews and Roma began, so that they may be handed 
over to the Germans or exterminated in the camps that had been 
created all across Croatia. 


Of 36 000 Jews estimated to be living in the territory of the ISC (12 
000 in Zagreb alone), the majority were arrested and sent to German or 
Ustasha camps in 1941 and 1942. After a brief lull in the persecution 
during 1943, the remaining 5000 Jews were arrested. It is thought 
that 28 000 were arrested, while only 4000 managed to emigrate.? 
Jews were first dismissed from their jobs in the public service and 
were forbidden to conduct business, buy and sell property; then their 
property - businesses, shops and homes - were seized. According 

to the data collected by the State Commission for the Establishment 
of the Crimes of the Occupiers and their Collaborators, between 25 
and 26 thousand Jews were killed in camps on the territory of the 

ISC (around 85% of their total number before the war). The names of 
the murdered Jews are for the most part known, as 20-23 000 were 
registered in their respective Jewish communities. Unfortunately, very 
few survived the Holocaust, despite the efforts of Jewish communities 
to send relief to the camps and collect gold for “ransom”, Three days 
after the occupation of Osijek, the Jews were imposed a tax in the 
amount of 20 000 000 dinars, while in Zagreb, wealthier Jews were 
held as hostages until their ransom, set at 10 000 kg of gold, was 
paid. The Jewish communities in Zagreb and Osijek were involved 

in the efforts to collect the necessary money, thanks to the help 

of persons who were from mixed marriages and therefore exempt 
from racial laws.’ At the same time, Jewish religious buildings were 
destroyed: 20 out of the 41 synagogues that existed in Croatia in 1941 
were torn down. The buildings which were not destroyed were taken 
over by the state. As they mostly lived in cities (in Zagreb and Osijek,

Pretpostavlja se da je Roma na području NDH bilo 40.000, a tokom 
1942. godine su gotovo potpuno poubijani, najviše u jasenovačkom 
logoru.' Početak akcije „konačnog rešenja pitanja Roma" označila je 
naredba Ministarstva unutrašnjih poslova na osnovu koje je Ustaška 
nadzorna služba 19.5.1942. zahtevala od svih županija da se ,izvrši 
prikupljanje Roma" u cilju slanja u koncentracioni logor Jasenovac. Od 
tada su svakodnevno Romi odvođeni u logor i likvidirani. Tačan broj 
žrtava se ne zna, zato što ogroman broj Roma uopšte nije popisan, 
jer nisu uvođeni u logor Jasenovac nego su odmah sprovođeni 

na lokalitet Donja Gradina, gde su u najkraćem roku ubijani." Reč 

je o grupama Roma - Gopta, koji su živeli na području Hrvatske i 
muslimanskim Romima - nomadima iz Bosne, koji su često imali 
samo romska tradicionalna imena, а ne i lične isprave.'? Spisak 
ubijenih Roma u koncentracionom logoru Jasenovac, imenom i 
prezimenom utvrden do 2008. godine iznosio je 17960, a samo 
»brojem" iskazan još 5.273 - ukupno 22.233," Rezultat „konačnog 
rešenja romskog pitanja" u NDH bio je da je veči broj Roma stradao u 
koncentracionom logoru Jasenovac nego u Aušvicu-Birkenau." 


Za razliku od „konačnog“ rešenja jevrejskog i romskog pitanja, 

koje se, u skladu sa ideologijom ustaškog pokreta, svodilo na 
istrebljivanje pripadnika tih naroda, rešenje ,srpskog pitanja" moralo 
je biti složenije, jer su Srbi, kao autohtono stanovništvo, činili trečinu 
ukupne populacije МОН (1 925 000). Stoga su Srbi najpre proglašeni 
»državnim pripadnicima sa ograničenjem u pravima i imovini", a 
potom se pristupilo rešavanju srpskog pitanja na jedan od tri načina: 
proterivanjem, pokatoličavanjem ili istrebljenjem.

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where they were ghettoized), the Jews were not able to escape arrests 
and deportation to camps. The same stands for the 11 583 killed 
Jews who lived in the territory of Bosnia and Herzegovina (that is, 
91% of the total Jewish population), predominantly from Sarajevo and 
Banja Luka, and other towns.* The extermination of Jews, particularly 
civilians, was mostly undertaken in Jasenovac, until August 1942, 
when the ISC authorities started to hand them over to the Germans to 
be transported to Auschwitz. The German consul in Zagreb, Siegfried 
Kasche and police attaché Hans Helm reported to Berlin on April 18, 
1944 that Croatia was one of the few countries where the Jewish 
problem was solved,’ 


The Roma population in Croatia before the war is estimated to 

have been 40 000. By 1942, almost all of them were killed, mostly 

in Jasenovac.' The decree of the Ministry of the Interior of May 19, 
1945, with which the Ustasha Supervisory Agency [Ustaška nadzorna 
služba] ordered all local authorities to "collect all the Roma" so that 
then may be sent to the Jasenovac concentration camp, marked 

the start of the operation to reach the "final solution to the Romani 
question", From that point onwards, the Roma were sent daily to the 
camp, where they were murdered. The precise number of victims is 
not known as the majority of the Romani population had not been 
registered and they never passed through the gates of Jasenovac, as 
they were immediately taken to Donja Gradina where they were killed 
without delay.’ The Romani population included the Gopta, who lived 
in the Croatian territories, and the nomadic Muslim Roma from Bosnia, 
who usually only had traditional names and no personal identification 
document." In 2008 a list of Roma killed in Jasenovac was drawn up 
- 17 960 were identified by name and surname, while 5273 received 
only a number - totaling 23 233." The result of the "final solution to 
the Romani question" in the ISC was that a greater number of Roma 
were killed in Jasenovac than in Auschwitz-Birkenau." 


Unlike the "final" solution to the Jewish and Romani question, 

which in accordance with the Ustasha ideology, came down to the 
extermination of all the members of these populations, the solution to 
the "Serb question" was more complex, as Serbs, as an autochthonous 
population, constituted one third of the entire population of the ISC (1 
925 000). Therefore, the Serbs were declared “nationals with limited 
rights and property", while the solution to the "Serb question" was 
approached in a threefold manner: deportation, catholicization or

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Masovna hapšenja i pokolji Srba, najpre u drniško-sinjskom području, 
a potom | u Bosni i Hercegovini (naročito u području oko Banja Luke) 
od maja do juna već postaju sistematski vid terora i kome učestvuju 
ustašku stožer, policija i domobrani, Poseban vid terora bila su prisilna 
iseljavanja i proterivanja Srba u Srbiju.”

Mass arrests and slaughter of Serbs, first in the Drniš-Sinj region, and 
then in Bosnia and Herzegovina, particularly the region around Banja 
Luka, began in May and June and took the form of systematic terror 
involving the Ustasha General Staff, police and home defense units 
Forced deportation of Serbs to Serbia were a special form of terror," 
These operations started as early as April 18,1941 when the decision 
On the Immovable Assets of so-called Volunteers was passed. This 
decision addressed the land given to volunteers at the Salonika Front 
(Serbs), which was declared state property and confiscated without 
compensation. Following this, Orthodox priests and eminent Serbs 
were deported and in June the ISC proceeded to conduct mass arrests 
of Serbs who were forcibly expelled from the country. Before the 
deportations came the dismissal of Serbs from their jobs in the private 
and public sector, the seizure of their property and businesses and 
the handing over of their holdings to people from Slovenia, Croatian 
Zagorje, Dalmatia and Herzegovina." 


The third method of "solving the Serb guestion" was the forced mass 
catholicization of the 1 500 000 Serbs who remained in the ISC, 
despite the slaughter and deportations. An intensive propaganda was 
developed in which the Serbs are spoken of as Orthodox Croats and 
Vlachs, who should be returned to “true Croatianism" and convert 

to the Catholic faith. Systematic forced mass catholicization was 
conducted in the period from November/December 1941 to Februa 
1942, which involved between 240 000 (according to the report of 
May 19, 1943, sent by Cardinal Stepinac to the Holy See) and 350 000 
Serbs (a number arrived at by Veljko Durič.)" To remain employed 

in public service, receive a pension, continue with one's business 
and even to be allowed to farm the land, Serbs had to convert to 
Catholicism. To achieve the same goal, people were physically forced 
(through beatings, arrests) and threatened with death, If blackmail, 
threats and coercion did not work - death, deportation or exile 
would ensue. In order to make the Serbs convert to Catholicism, first 
Orthodox priests and monks were deported or killed and Orthodox 
churches were destroyed or turned into Catholic churches, 


The forced catholicization had a religious character only on the 
surface - its aim was to denationalize the Serb population, evidenced 
by the catholicization of the children of murdered Serbs. ' Catholic 
priests with Ustasha leanings were the ones who carried the impetus, 
In the process they took full use of the Ustasha terror apparatus as

aprila 1942. godine, kada je osnovana Hrvatska pravoslavna crkva, 
zabranjeno je prisilno pokatoličenje, jer su se aktivnosti državnih vlasti 
NDH usmerile na unijačenje. U tom cilju su pojedini objekti Srpske 
pravoslavne crkve stavljeni na raspolaganje Hrvatskoj pravoslavnoj 
crkvi. 


Kompleks logora Jasenovac najveće je stratište u NDH, u kome je u 
periodu od 1941. do 1945. smrtno stradali više hiljada ljudi." Jevreji i 
Srbi su upučivani u logor na neodredeno vreme bez posebnih odluka, 
samo na osnovu rasističkih zakona, dok su politički protivnici (često 
Hrvati, muslimani) primani u logor na odredeno vreme , po odlukama 
upravnih tela, iako nisu uvek puštani po isteku tog vremena." Romi 
su pak likvidirani odmah po dovodenju. Jedan broj Jevreja različitih 
struka uprava logora je privremeno ,poštedela" da bi radili u logoru, ali 
su oni prvi likvidirani pred zatvaranje logora, a uz njih i Srbi, tako da su 
u poslednjoj grupi ostali većinom katolici."? Od septembra do proleća 
1945. godine u Jasenovac su masovno pristizali zatočenici Hrvati iz 
rasformiranog logora Stara Gradiška, koji su odmah, bez evidentiranja, 
sprovodeni u Donju Gradinu na likvidaciju.” 


Konačna poimenična lista žrtava Jasenovca još uvek nije sastavljena 
i pitanje je da li če je ikada biti." Izvorna istorijska grada iz Jasenovca 
je nedovoljna – iz nje se ne može pouzdano zaključiti koliko je osoba 
u logoru ubijeno, a koliko je umrlo zbog posledica loših smeštajnih 

i životnih uslova. Sistematska istraživanja grobišta u Jasenovcu 

i okolnim mestima nisu preduzimana - jedino je 1964. izvršeno 
sondažno ispitivanje nekoliko masovnih grobnica. Po pisanju Nikole 
Nikolića, bivšeg logoraša, koji je 1947. godine posetio nekadašnji 
logor i fotografisao ga, grobne jame su se mogle zapaziti po ulegloj 
zemlji i tzv. ,heminskim paljevinama" па mestima klanja, na kojima

a means of coercion, which is clearly evidenced in the documents 
published in 1946." From April 1942, when the Croatian Orthodox 
Church was created, forced catholicization was banned, as the 
activities of the ISC authorities shifted towards the creation of a 
Uniate church. To this end, certain Orthodox churches were handed 
over to the Croatian Orthodox Church. 


The Jasenovac camp complex was the largest killing ground in the 
Independent State of Croatia, where between 1941 and 1945 many 
thousands of people were murdered.’ Jews and Serbs were interned 
in the camp indefinitely without any special legal decision, only on 
the basis of racial laws, while political opponents (often Croats 

and Muslims) were sent to the camp for a limited amount of time, 
following a decision by a governing body, although they were not 
always released once the period was over." The Roma were killed on 
arrival. A certain number of Jews of all trades were temporarily saved 
by the camp administration and used as laborers, however, they were 
the first to be killed just before the camp was closed, together with 
Serbs, so that the remaining group of inmates was mostly composed 
of Catholics." From September 1944 to the spring of 1945 large 
numbers of Croats from the disbanded Stara Gradiska camp were 
brought and were taken further on to Donja Gradina to be killed, 
without processing." 


A final list of victims and their names has not yet been established 
and it is uncertain whether it ever will be.? Original historical 
evidence from Jasenovac is insufficient and it is impossible to tell 
how many people were killed and how many died due to poor living 
conditions. Systematic investigations of the graves in Jasenovac 
and nearby localities has not been undertaken - the only research 
being the 1964 sounding of several mass graves. According to Nikola

Procene o obimu i načinu viktimizacije u Jasenovcu učinjene 
neposredno posle rata trebalo bi da su pouzdane, jer su bazirane 

na zapisnički zabeleženim svedočenjima živih bivših zatočenika. 

Sa protokom godina, promenom društvenog uređenja i raspadom 
Socijalističke Federativne Republike Jugoslavije i izbijanjem 
građanskog rata 1991-1992, izneti podaci i broju žrtava su počeli da se 
dovode u sumnju - da se preuveličavaju ili umanjuju, prema zahtevima 
nacionalističkih politika Zaraćenih strana. 


Bez obzira na to što se tačan broj žrtava ne zna, svakako su najbrojnije 
žrtve u logorima Jasenovac bili Srbi Romi i Jevreji, s tim što Romi 

i Srbi često nisu popisivani. Nepotpunost podataka o žrtvama 
doprinosi to što su kartoteke zatvorenika i logorska dokumentacija 
uništavani više puta; decembar 1942 i januar 1943. pre donošenja 
zakonske odredbe o ukidanju Ustaške nadzorne službe, da bi se 
sakrili njeni zločini, i kasnije, u aprilu 1945, kada je, osim uništavanja 
dokumentacije, izvršeno miniranje i paljenje objekata u logoru i mestu 
Jasenovac, spaljivanje iskopanih leševa na lomačama i likvidacija 
preostalih zatvorenika (od 20. do 22. aprila, kada su se preostali 
odlučili na proboj u kome је velika večina izginula).” Pored toga, п 
nekada su brojani samo pristigli transporti i vagoni ljudi koji nisu 
zavođeni u kartoteke nego su noću likvidirani u samom logoru ili na 
okolnim stratistima.25 


Materijalni dokazi nedostaju i zato što su tela ubijenih i poluživih ljudi 
bacana u reku Savu, kuvana za sapun (Donja Gradina) ili spaljivana u 
prepravljenim ciglarskim tzv. Pičilijevim pećima (prema konstruktoru 
Hinku Dominiku Pičiliju (Piccili)) - doduše samo u periodu oko tri 
meseca, zbog neuspešne konstrukcije. Na sudenju Dinku Šakiču, 

koji je bio komandant logora od aprila do novembra 1944, preživeli 
zatočenici svedočili su o masovnim likvidacijama noću, na Graniku 
(drvenoj platformi na Savi sa priručnom dizalicom), na kojoj su 
logoraši direktno ubijani nožem ili maljem bacani u Savu, Svedoci su 
isticali da nema živih očevidaca masovnih zločina u Donjoj Gradini, jer 
su i Grobari s vremena na vreme likvidirani.”* Takođe, objašnjavali su 
da su zatočenici bili vezivani žicom, noću odvođeni i ubijani maljem ili 
klani, dok su iznemogla deca trovana ciklonom.? 


Za razliku od nemačkih koncentracionih logora, u Jasenovcu

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Nikolič, а former inmate, who in 1947 visited and photographed the 
campgrounds, the burial pits could be identified by the sunken earth 
and so-called “chemical burns” present at the places of slaughter, 
where the iron in human blood prevented the growth of plants.” Оп 
order by the Yugoslav authorities, between 1948 and 1951 all trace 
of the camp was to be completely erased. By that time the camp had 
been destroyed several times by Allied bombing in 1945 and then the 
Ustashas themselves in April of the same year. 


Estimates regarding the scale and methods of victimization in 
Jasenovac were made shortly after the war and should be considered 
reliable, as they were based on the testimonies of former inmates, 
With the passage of time, changes in the political climate, the 
dissolution of the Socialist Federal Republic of Yugoslavia and the 
civil war that raged from 1991 to 1992, the number of victims began 
to be brought into question - to be either exaggerated or diminished, 
according to the wishes of the current Nationalist policies of the 


warring sides. 


Regardless of the fact that the true number of victims is not known, it 
is an established fact that the majority of victims were Serbs, Roma 
and Jews, although the Serbs and Roma were often not registered. 
The data on the number of victims is incomplete because the inmates’ 
files and the camp documentation were destroyed several times: 

in December 1942 and in January 1943 (before the passing of the 
legal decree which dismantled the Ustasha Supervisory Agency so 

as to conceal its crimes) and later in April 1945, when besides the 
burning of documentation, the camp and the town of Jasenovac were 
mined and set fire to, dug up corpses were burned and the remaining 
prisoners were liquidated (from April 20 to April 22 the remaining 
prisoners were killed after an attempt to breach the camp walls).** 
Besides this, occasionally only the transports and train carriages were 
counted, while the people were not registered, but were liquidated at 
night in the camp or the surrounding area." 


There is a lack of material evidence also because the bodies of 

dead or still living people were thrown into the Sava, boiled to make 
soap (Donja Gradina) or burned in modified brick kilns, the so-called 
Piccili kilns (named after their inventor Hinko Dominik Piccili). The 
burning in the kilns took place only during a period of three months 
due to the poor construction of the kilns. At the trial of Dinko Sakié, 
who was commander of the camp from April to November of 1944, 
the survivors testified about the mass night liquidations in Granik 

- a wooden platform on the Sava with a makeshift crane, where the 
prisoners were killed by knife or mallet and thrown into the river. They 
stressed that there were no living witnesses of the crimes committed 
in Donja Gradina, as the gravediggers were themselves killed from

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je primenjivana ,primitivna manufaktura (umlačivanje, klanje, 
izgladnjavanje, težak fizički rad)", kako figurativno kaže Nataša 
Mataušič." Prvo, sondažno ispitivanje grobnica na prostoru 
Jasenovca, izvršeno 1961, potvrdilo je i primitivne i „пете“ načine 
ubijanja, pogotovu klanjem specijalno podešenim noževima i 
umlačivanjem maljevima po glavi, pri čemu je oko 20% žrtava u 
momentu bacanja u masovnu grobnicu bilo živo, tako da su povredene 
umirale u teškim mukama.?

Loši životni uslovi u logoru (nedostatak odeće, postelje, pijače 

vode - koristila se prokuvana voda iz kanala, i hrane) pogodovali 

su pojavi smrti od gladi, bolesti ili zaraza, pogotovu od dizenterije i 
tifusa. Najavljeni dolasci međunarodne delegacije u februaru 1942. i 
delegacije Crvenog krsta u posetu logoru 2. avgusta 1944. godine bili 
su povod da se uredi logor, podignu novi objekti i naizgled poboljša 
položaj zatvorenih, ali je istovremeno to bio povod prethodnoj 

teškoj radnoj eksploataciji logoraša i masovnom ubijanju nemoćnih 

i bolesnih.” Delegacijama nije bilo omogućeno fotografisanje i 
slobodan razgovor sa zatvorenicima. Ipak, posle posete delegacije iz 
1942 oslobođeno je 13 zatočenih Srba, koji su po naredbi nemačkih 
vlasti upućeni u Beograd, a svojim izjavama doprineli su da se prvi put 
sazna o zločinima u logoru Jasenovac.?? 


Broj umrlih i ubijenih nije jedini pokazatelj užasa jasenovačkih logora. 
Logor Stara Gradiška bio je mesto masovnog stradanja dece - od 

tek rođene do navršenih četrnaest godina, prosečne starosti sedam 
godina i tri meseca. Tu, kao i u drugim logorima u NDH (Jastrebarsko, 
Sisak, Reka, Gornja Rijeka), deca su ubijana ,klasičnim", ali i nekim 
posebnim metodama: trovanjem ciklonom, kaustičnom sodom 
stavljanom u hranu, stavljanjem u uslove koji pogoduju infekcijama, 
zaraznim bolestima i slično." 


Prema istraživanju Dragoja Lukića, u Jasenovcu je ubijeno 19.432 
deteta, prikupljena iz različitih mesta sa teritorije Hrvatske i Bosne i

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time to time." The survivors also spoke of the inmates being tied 
with wire, taken at night and killed with mallets or butchered, while 
weakened children were poisoned with Zyklon-B.”” 


Unlike German concentration camps, in the expressive words of 
Nataša Mataušič a “primitive manufacture (beating, slaughtering, 
starving, hard physical labor)" was in place in Jasenovac.” The 

first exploratory sounding of the graves in Jasenovac, done in 1961, 
confirmed the primitive and “silent” methods of killing, particularly the 
butchering of people with special knifes and bludgeoning with mallets. 
It was found that around 20% of the victims were still alive when they 
were thrown into the pits, which meant that they died in the most 
horrible agony." From the testimonies of survivors it was possible 

to learn about the bestial ways the inmates were tortured and 

killed, about the morbid competition the Ustashas had in who could 
slaughter the fastest (won by Pero Brzica, a law student and member 
of the Crusaders Fraternity, who during one night in Gradina killed 
1360 people), about the Tower of Death in Stara Gradiška, which was 
a special place for the torture of communists, about the “hunting” 
game in which the Ustasha “hunters” pursued groups of 200 to 300 
prisoners who were the “pray ". 


Bad living conditions in the camp (the lack of clothing, beds, drinking 
water - canal water was boiled -, and food) meant that many died 
due to starvation, sickness and infections (particularly dysentery 

and typhus). The announced visit of an international delegation in 
February 1942 and a Red Cross delegation on August 2, 1944, caused 
а clean-up of the camp, the construction of new buildings and a 
seeming improvement in the living conditions, however, it was also an 
occasion to brutally exploit the inmates for hard labor and conduct a 
mass killing of the sick and weak.” The delegations were forbidden 
from taking photographs and conducting unsupervised conversations 
with the inmates. Nevertheless, following the visit of the delegation in 
1942, 13 Serbs were released and sent to Belgrade on German orders. 
The accounts of these men provided the first information on the 
crimes being committed in Jasenovac." 


The number of dead and murdered people is not the only indicator 
of the gruesomeness of the Jasenovac camps. The Stara Gradiška 
camp was the place of the mass murder of children - from newborns 
to fourteen-year-olds (the average age was seven years and three 
months). As in other camps in the Independent State of Croatia 
(Jastrebarsko, Sisak, Reka, Gornja Rijeka), the children were killed

Posle nemačke na kozarački partizanski odred, juna 1942. godine, 

u sklopu akcije „čišćenja terena" sproveden je pogrom nad Srbima, 

a u logor su upućene žene i deca sa Kozare. Žene su jednim delom 
ubijene, drugim delom upučene na prinudni rad u Nemačku, a deca su 
odvojena od majki, odmah ubijena ili sprovedena u logore. Jedan broj 
te dece spasen je iz logora zahvaljujuću požrtvovanju humanitarke 
Diane Budisavljević, koja je od nemačkog oficira Gustava fon Kocjana 
uspela da dobije dozvolu za oslobađanje dece iz ustaških logora, 

a uz pomoć Kamila Breslera, službenika u Ministarstvu socijalnog 
staranja NOH, Dragice Habazin, glavne sestre Crvenog krsta, i niza 
saradnika/ca, među kojima su se isticali Jana Koh, Tatjana Marinić, 
Vladimir Broz, Velimir Deželić, Ante Dumbović, spasila je preko 
15.000 srpske dece, od čega je 3254 umrlo od iscrpljenosti po izlasku 
iz logora, dok je više od 12.000 preživelo rat pošto su, uz podrški 
Breslera, raspoređeni po bolnicama, kasnije i u hrvatskim porodicama, 
uz podršku katoličkog Karitasa. Zahvaljujući foto-dokumentaciji i 
detaljnoj kartoteci koju je Diana vodila, sa podacima o deci, njihovim 
roditeljima i mestu odakle su preuzeta, bilo je moguće posle rata 
utvrditi pravo nacionalni poreklo i identitet te dece. Kartoteku su 
oduzeli od Diane državni organi 1945. godine."

using "classical" as well as special methods: they were porsoned 
with Zyklon-B and caustic soda put in their food, they were kept in 
conditions that favored the spread of infectious diseases and similar 
methods." 


According to the research of Dragoje Lukić, 19 432 children were killed 
in Jasenovac, collected from various places across the territory of 
Croatia and Bosnia and Herzegovina, as well as Srem. Of these, 11 
868 were Serb children, 5469 were Romani, 1911 were Jewish, 132 
were Croat and 17 Muslim. The greatest number of Romani children 
(brought from Slavonia) were killed in 1942.“ Following the German 
offensive on the Kozara Partisan Squad in June 1942, a “clearing of 
the terrain” was performed, which involved a pogrom of Serbs, during 
which women and children living in the Kozara region were sent to 

the camp. Some of the women were killed immediately while others 
were sent to forced labor in Germany. The children were separated 
from their mothers, killed immediately or taken to camps. A number 
of these children were saved from the camp thanks to the dedication 
of the great humanitarian Diana Budisavljevič, who had managed to 
obtain permission from German officer Gustav von Koczian to free 
children from the Ustasha camps, With the help of Kamil Bresler, 

an administrator in the Ministry of Social Care of the ISC, Dragica 
Habazin, chief nurse of the Red Cross, and a number of associates, 
among whom Jana Koch, Tatjana Marinič, Vladimir Broz, Velimir 
Deželić and Ante Dumbovič stand out, Diana Budisavljević managed to 
save over 15 000 Serb children, of whom 3256 died immediately after 
leaving the camp due to exhaustion. More than 12 000 survived the 
war, after being placed in hospitals through the intercession of Bresler, 
and in Croatian families, with the help of the Caritas, the Catholic relief 
agency. Thanks to the photographic evidence and the detailed files 
Diana kept, containing information about the children, their parents 
and the place from where they were rescued, after the war it was 
possible to establish the nationality and identity of the children. The 
files were taken from Diana by Yugoslav state authorities in 1945."

Savremeni principi pravde za žrtve teških kršenja medunarodnog 

prava, ljudskih prava i humanitarnog prava proklamuju njihovo pravo 

na pristup pravdi, prvo da budu obaveštene o činjenicama vezanim za 
kršenja njihovih prava, garancije da se zločini neče ponoviti i pravo na 
reparaciju koja može da ima različite oblike: uspostavljanje ranijeg stanja, 
naknade štete ili satisfakcije. Po prirodi stvari, ostvarivanju prava žrtava 
moraju da prethode aktivnosti na utvrđivanju ratnih zločina, popisu 

žrtava i kažnjavanju zločinaca. Stoga je još novembra 1943. na Drugom 
zasedanju Antifašističkog veća narodnog oslobođenja Jugoslavije 
odlučeno je da se kao organ tadašnje revolucionarne vlade (Nacionalni 
komitet oslobođenja Jugoslavije) osnuje komisija koja će, pravnom 
metodologijom, sakupljati dokaze o izvršenim zločinima okupatora i 
njihovih pomagača. Već tada, a potom i na Prvom zasedanju posleratne 
skupštine Jugoslavije donete su odluke da se ponište svi akti okupatora i 
kvislinških vlasti. Te odluke su bile osnov da se preživelim i naslednicima 
neposrednih žrtava koje to zatraže, vrati imovina oduzeta od vlasti 

NDH. Međutim, već 1946. su najvećim delom poništeni efekti takve 
restitucije, pošto je usledila nacionalizacija privatne imovine (radnji, većih 
stambenih zgrada preduzeća, građevinskog zemljišta), čime su naročito 
bili pogođeni Jevreji i imućni Srbi, koji su najpre i bili progonjeni u NDH. 


Posledice prinudnog pokatoličenja Srba poništene su odlukom 
Predsedništva Zemaljskog antifašističkog veća narodnog oslobođenja 
Hrvatske od 25. avgusta 1944. u stavu 1. te odluke se navodi: 
.Ustanovljuje se, da је nasiljima okupatora i njihovih pomagača izazvano 
nedobrovoljno i iznuđeno prevođenje izvesnog broja Srba u Hrvatskoj s 
pravoslavlja na katoličanstvo ili koju drugu vjeru, u svojoj osnovi lišeno 
svake moralnosti i opravdanja, da je u suprotnosti sa zajamčenom 
slobodom vjeroispovesti i savjesti, izraženom u t. 5 Deklaracije o 
osnovnim pravima naroda i građana demokratske Hrvatske, te je prema 
tome takvo prisilno prevođenje sa pravoslavlja na katoličanstvo ili koju 
drugu vjeru ništavo i bez svake vrijednosti" (član 1)?. odlukom je naložen 
brzi postupak brisanja nasilnih upisa izvršenih za vreme neprijateljske 
okupacije iz ličnih knjiga kod ureda rimokatoličke crkve i uspostavljanje 
ranijeg stanja iz period do 10.4.1941. u matičnim knjigama parohijskih 
zvanja srpskopravoslavne crkve. 


Tokom 1944/45, pored savezne Državne komisije za utvrđivanje zločina 
okupatora i njihovih pomagača, osnovano je šest zemaljskih republičkih 
komisija, jedna pokrajinska i dve oblasne, a od sredine 1946. godine i 
brojne okružne, sreske i opštinske komisije sa zadatkom da istražuju 
ratne zločine učinjene širom Jugoslavije. Postojalo je i 28 specijalnih 
komisija, zaduženih da utvrđuju posebno teške zločine. Komisije su 
radile po donetom Pravilniku o radu i donosile deklarativne odluke o 
tome ko je ratni zločinac i zbog kojih zločina, a potom su tužilaštva 
pokretala krivične postupke prema učiniocima. U mnogim slučajevima 
kada učinioci nisu bili dostupni organima gonjenja, takve deklarativne

Modern principles of justice for the victims of international crimes 
against humanity affirm the right of the victims to justice, the right to 

be informed about the facts concerning the infringement of their rights, 
guarantees that crimes will not be repeated and the right to reparations 
which can take various forms: the reestablishment of the earlier situation, 
compensation or satisfaction’, The exercising of the rights of the victims 
has to be preceded by activities with the aim of establishing the existence 
of war crimes, a registering of the victims and the prosecution of the 
perpetrators. As far back as November 1943, at the Second Session of the 
Antifascist Council of the Peoples’ Liberation of Yugoslavia, the decision 
was passed that the National Committee for the Liberation of Yugoslavia 
will establish a commission which would collect by legal procedures 
evidence of crimes committed by the occupiers and their collaborators. 
On that occasion, and later, at the First Session of the post-war parliament 
of Yugoslavia, the decisions were passed to annul all the legal acts of the 
occupiers and the quisling governments. These decisions were the basis 
on which the survivors and the descendants of the victims, if they so 
wished, would be given back the property confiscated by the Independent 
State of Croatia. However, by 1946, the effects of the restitution were 
cancelled as a nationalization of all private property was undertaken 
(businesses, larger residential buildings, companies, construction land). 
This affected in particular the Jews and wealthier Serbs, who were the 
first to be persecuted in the ISC. 


The consequences of the forced conversion to Catholicism of Serbs were 
annulled by the decision of the State Antifascist Council for the National 
Liberation of Croatia of 25 August 1944. In Article 1 of the decision it is 
stated: “It is established that through the aggression of the occupiers 
and their collaborators involuntary and forced conversion of a certain 
number of Eastern Orthodox Serbs into Catholicism or another faith was 
performed. This fundamentally immoral and unjustified act is contrary 

to the guaranteed freedom of religion and conscience, established 

by Article 5 of the Declaration on the Basic Rights of the People and 
Citizens of Democratic Croatia, and that such forced conversion from 
Orthodoxy to Catholicism or any other faith is deemed invalid and without 
value thereof" (Article 1).? This decision ordered that the registrations 
performed during the occupation be erased from the personal books in 
the Roman-Catholic church and that the earlier situation in the parish 
churches of the Serbian Orthodox church, prior to 10 April 1941, be re- 
established. 


During 1944 and 1945, besides the State Commission for the 
Establishment of Crimes of the Occupiers and their Collaborators, six 
additional state republic-level commissions were created, as well as 
one for the autonomous region and two regional bodies. From mid- 
1946 numerous county and municipal commissions were created with 
the aim to investigate war crimes committed across Yugoslavia. There 
were also 28 special commissions, tasked with establishing particularly 
serious crimes, The commissions, which operated along a set of official E 
guidelines, reached declarative decisions on who was to be considered — "'*

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odluke komisije o ratnim zločinima ostvarivale su važnu funkciju moralne 
satistakcije žrtava. Komisije su putem naročitih saopštenja obaveštavale 
Javnost o svom radu. Na osnovu te komisijski prikupljene dokumentacije 
sačinjen je i Izveštaj Jugoslovenske državne komisije, koji je korišćen na 
suđenju nacističkim zločincima pred Međunarodnim sudom u Nirnbergu. 
Komisije su prestale sa radom 12. aprila 1948. godine. 


Od 27. maja 1945, otpočela su suđenja ratnim zločincima širom 
Jugoslavije, no veliki deo njih ostao je nedostupan državnim organima. 

U jednom od prvih suđenja na smrt su osuđeni zbog zločina protiv 
naroda i veleizdaje glavni ustaški ideolog Mile Budak i pojedini članovi 
vlade NOH - Nikola Mandič, Nikola Stajfeld, Pavao Canki, Ivan Vignjevič, 
predsednik Prekog suda, Juraj Rukavina, zapovednik Ustaške vojnice, 
Julije Makanac, oficir u ustaškom logoru Bilogora, Vojni sud Komande 
grada Zagreba izrekao je 29. juna 1945. presudu „Ега Sotoni" - Miroslavu 
Filipovicu-Majstorovicu? i „družini“. Slavko Kvaternik, zapovednik vojske 

i ministar domobranstva МОН, 9. septembra 1946. izručen je vlastima 
DFJi, po sprovedenom sudskom postupku, kažnjen smrtnom kaznom. Uz 
njega je osuđen i Osman Kulenović, ,do-prijedsednik” NDH, kao i grupa 
zvaničnika NOH. Oktobra 1946. osuđen je i zagrebački nadbiskup Alojzije 
Stepinac zbog ratnih zločina i saradnje sa neprijateljom tokom rata na 16 
godina zatvora, što je ubrzo zamenjeno kućnim pritvorom. 


Tokom avgusta 1948. suđeno je ustaškim teroristima ubačenim iz 
inostranstva, preko Mađarske, da bi organizovali oružanu pobunu protiv 
vlasti. Njih 20 je osuđeno na smrt vešanjem i trajni gubitak građanskih 
prava. Među njima bili su: Ljubo Miloš, zapovednik svih sabirnih logora, 
i ustaški natporučnik Ante Vrban, komandant logora Jasenovac - Stara 
Gradiška, kao i Božidar Kavran, zapovednik svih ustaša od 1943. godine. 
Ostalih 57 osuđeno je na smrt streljanjem, a ostali na doživotni zatvor 
ilivremenske kazne od 15 do 20 godina. Na suđenjima Milošu i Vrbanu 
saznati su detalji o načinu ubijanja u logoru Jasenovac, posebno o 
usmrćenju dece ciklonom u Staroj Gradiški za vreme zapovedništva 
Vrbana. 


Ipak, poglavnik Pavelić i znatan broj ustaša uspeo je da preko tzv. 
»pacovskih kanala", uz podršku najvišeg katoličkog sveštenstva i samog 
Vatikana i saradnju tajnih obaveštajnih službi SAD i Velike Britanije, 
izbegne hapšenje i sudenje." Jer, u strahu od širenja uticaja SSSR-a 

u Evropi, suprotno proklamovanom stavu Saveznika da ratni zločinci 
moraju snositi odgovornost za zločine u zemljama u kojima su ih izvršili, 
okupacione vlasti u američkim, britanskim i francuskom okupacionim 
zonama Nemačke i Austrije, kao i u Italiji, ometale su pronalaženje, 
hapšenje i izručenje ratnih zločinaca i kolaboracionista u Jugoslaviji 

= štaviše, omogućile su njihovo organizovano prebacivanje iz Italije 

i Španije u južnoameričke zemlje. Već uoči mirovne konferencije u 
Parizu 1946, jugoslovenska Vlada je tražila preko SSSR-a da se Savet

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а war criminal and for what crimes. This was followed by а criminal 
procedure against the perpetrators. In many cases, when the accused 
were not within the reach of the prosecutors, these declarative decisions 
had the important purpose of giving a sense of moral satisfaction to the 
Victims, Through a series of special announcements, the commissions 
informed the public on their work. On the basis of the documentation 
collected by the commissions a Report of the Yugoslav State Commission 
was created, which was used during the Nazi trials in Nuremburg. The 
commissions were dismissed on 12 April 1948. 


From 27 May 1945 the first trials of war criminals began across 
Yugoslavia, however, a large number of the criminals remained at large, [n 
one of the first trials, the chief Ustasha ideologue Milo Budak and certain 
members of the Ustasha government, Nikola Mandič, Nikola Steinfel 
Pavao Canki, Ivan Vignjevič, president of the Military Court, Juraj Rukavina, 
commader of the Ustasha army, Julije Makanac, officer in the Ustasha 
camp Bilogora, were found guilty of crimes against the people and high 
treason and were sentenced to death. The Military Court of the Command 
of the City of Zagreb on 29 June 1945 found guilty “Brother Satan’, 
Miroslav Filipavié-Majstorovié? and "company". Slavko Kvaternik, military 
commander and minister of home defense in the ISC on 9 September 
1946 was extradited to the Yugoslav authorities and following a trial, 

he was executed. Alongside him, also convicted was Osman Kulenovič, 
vice-president of the ISC, as well as a group of ISC officials. In October 
1946, the Zagreb Archbishop Aloysius Stepinac was convicted of war 
crimes and collaborating with the enemy and was sentenced to 16 years 
in prison, shortly after changed to house arrest. 


During August of 1948, the Ustasha terrorists that had infiltrated from 
abroad, from Hungary, in order to organize an armed coup, were tried, 
Twenty of them were sentenced to hanging and a permanent loss 

of citizen's rights. Among them were: Ljubo Miloš, commander of all 
internment camps, Ustasha senior lieutenant Ante Vrban, commander of 
the Jasenovac - Stara Gradiška camps, and Božidar Kavran, commander 
of all the Ustashas from 1943. The remaining 57 were sentenced to death 
by firing squad, life imprisonment or a prison sentence of 15 to 20 years. 
During the Miloš and Vrban trials, many details concerning the manner of 
killing in Jasenovac were made known, particularly the murder of children 
using Zyklon-B gas in Stara Gradiška while Vrban was in command. 


Nevertheless, the Poglavnik [Leader] Ante Pavelič and a considerable 
number of Ustashas were able to escape and avoid trial and conviction 
with the help of "ratlines", high-ranking Catholic clergy and the Vatican 
itself, as well as the secret services of the United States and Great 
Britain." Fearing the spread of the influence of the USSR in Europe, and 
contrary to the official policy of the Allies that war criminals must be 
tried for their crimes in the countries they were committed, the American, 
British and French forces in the occupied territories of Germany,

Posledica takvih spoljnopolitičkih prilika bila je ta da je Jugoslaviji 
izručen vrlo mali broj ratnih zločinaca. Petranović navodi да je kod 
Komisije UN za ratne zločine u Londonu, do početka marta 1947. 
Jugoslavija registrovala ukupno 2.104 ratna zločinca, od kojih 1.123 
Nemca i Austrijanca, 759 Italijana, dok su ostali pripadali drugim 
narodnostima, a da je, na primer, pred povlačenje saveznika iz Italije 
Jugoslaviji bio izručen 121 ratni zločinac, od kojih 115 Nemaca i 
Austrijanaca, a nijedan Italijan." Prema podacima koje navodi Miletič, od 
1945. do 19. januara 1949. godine osudeno je 1.178 ratnih zarobljenika, 
od čega 1.024 nemačkih.? 


Stete koje su u Drugom svetskom ratu pretrpeli država, građani i pravna 
lica koja su poslovala na teritoriji Jugoslavije bile su znatne. Reč je o 
ratnoj šteti koja je nastala u vezi sa oružanim sukobima koji su se razvili 
na okupiranim područjima nekadašnje Kraljevine Jugoslavije tokom 
Drugog svetskog rata. Takva šteta se naknaduje po osnovu mirovnih 
ugovora, iz ratnih reparacija, koje, pored funkcija obeštečenja materijalnih 
i nematerijalnih šteta pričinjenih fizičkim licima i uspostavljanja 

ranijeg ekonomskog stanja u pobedničkim zemljama, imaju i funkciju 
međunarodnih sankcija za pobedene države." Na Pariskoj reparacionoj 
konferenciji za zapadni deo, održanoj u novembru 1945. godine, utvrdeno 
je da Jugoslaviji treba da pripadne iznos od 16,2 milijarde američkih 
dolara na ime reparacije, s tim da taj iznos bude naknaden vračanjem 
oduzetih sredstava u naturi (restitucijom) i plaćanjem u novcu." Glavni 
dužnik bila je Nemačka, koja je na ime reparacije platila nešto više od 
158 miliona dolara, a tokom 1974. godine dala je Jugoslaviji kredit 

v visini jedne milijarde nemačkih maraka sa rokom vračanja od 30 
godina na ime kompenzacije za štete koje su pretrpele jugoslovenske 
žrtve nacističkih logora. Nemačka je smatrala da je time ispunila svoje 
reparacione obaveze prema Jugoslaviji, a Jugoslavija da je to pitanje 

i dalje otvoreno.” Očigledno, bilo je nejasno šta je dogovor postignut 
izmedu predsednika SFRJ Josipa Broza i nemačkog kancelara Vilija 
Branta (Willy Brandt) 1974, poznatiji kao ,Brionska formula naknade 
ratne štete", zaista podrazumevao - da li naknadu za žrtve nacističkih 
zločina ili za žrtve rata, ali je izvesno da је i tako nejasan ratifikovan 

26. decembra 1974. Zakonom o ratifikaciji Sporazuma izmedu SIV 

SFRJ i Vlade SR Nemačke o odobravanju pomoči u kapitalu. Kasnijom 
Deklaracijom o poništavanju dogovora Tito-Brant 1992. godine učinjen je 
neuspeo pokušaj da se Nemačka obaveže na isplatu preostalih iznosa 
ratnih reparacija u korist civila - jugoslovenskih državljana koji su štete 
pretrpeli kao zatočenici nemačkih koncentracionih logora i na prinudnom 
radu u Nemačkoj.

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Austria and Italy, hindered the arrest and extradition of war criminals 

and collaborators to Yugoslavia. In actual fact, they helped organize 

their transfer from Italy and Spain to South America. In the eve of the 
Paris Peace Conference in 1946, the Yugoslav government through the 
intercession of the USSR requested that the Security Council be informed 
of the behavior of certain Polish units under the command of Colonel 
Anders, which while part of the Allied forces, openly helped the Ustashas.* 


The consequence of these international circumstances meant that very 
few war criminals were extradited to Yugoslavia. Petranović states that 
by 1947, Yugoslavia had reported a total of 2104 war criminals at the UN 
Commission for War Crimes in London, 1123 Germans and Austrians, 
759 Italians, the rest being members of different nationalities, but that 
during the Allied retreat from Italy only 121 criminals were extradited to 
Yugoslavia, 115 Germans and Austrians and no Italians.* According to 
Miletič, from 1945 to 19 January 1949, 1179 war prisoners were tried, of 
whom 1024 were German." 


The damages that the state, its citizens and legal entities operating in 
Yugoslavia suffered during World War Il were considerable. The war 
damages were created as a consequence of military conflict in the 
territories of the former Kingdom of Yugoslavia. These types of damages 
are compensated on the basis of peace agreements and war reparations, 
which besides the function of compensating the material and other costs 
incurred to private citizens and establishing the previous state of affairs in 
the countries of the victors, serve the purpose of international sanctions 
against the losing side in the war." In the Paris reparation agreement, 
signed in December 1945, it was established that Yugoslavia would obtain 
162 billion US dollars in reparations, and that the larger part of this sum 
would be restituted in the form of goods and in money’. The principal 
debtor was Germany, which was obligated to pay a little over 158 million 
dollars. In 1974 Germany gave a credit to Yugoslavia in the amount of 1 
billion Deutschmarks, with a repayment term of 30 years, as reparation for 
the damages suffered by Yugoslav victims of Nazi persecution. Germany 
considered that with this credit the reparation to Yugoslavia had been 
competed, whereas Yugoslavia deemed the question still open." It was 
obvious that it was unclear what the agreement reached by the President 
of SFR Yugoslavia, Josip Broz Tito and the German Chancellor, Willy 
Brandt comprised - if the agreement known was the "Brioni Formula for 
War Damages Claims" included compensation for victims of Nazi crimes 
or for the victims of war. However, what is certain is that the already 
unclear agreement was ratified on 26 December 1974 by the Law on the 
Ratification of the Agreement between the Federal Executive Council of 
Yugoslavia and the Government of the Federal Republic of Germany on 
the Providing of Capital Aid. The later Declaration of the Assembly of 
the Republic of Serbia to annul the Tito-Brandt agreement represented 
an unsuccessful attempt to force Germany to repay the remainder of the 
war reparation to civilians - Yugoslav citizens who suffered damages as

S obzirom па to da је NDH bila marionetska država, teritorije podeljene 
na nemačku i italijansku okupacionu zonu, trebalo bi da su žrtve 
Jasenovca mogle biti obeštečene iz nemačkih reparacija. Medutim, to se 
pitanje nikada nije postavljalo zato što Jasenovac nije bio nemački logor, 
lako je očigledno da su Nemci internirali ljude u taj logor i da su mogli 
narediti puštanje iz logora. 


Prema tome, pored jednog dela reparacija isplačenih Jugoslaviji do 1953, 
nemačka je jedino prihvatala svoje materijalne obaveze i to u odnosu na 
lica nad kojima su tokom rata Nemcu vršili eksperimente in vivo (1961) 

i po osnovu socijalnog osiguranja za jugoslovenske gradane koji su 
dobrovoljno radili u Nemačkoj za vreme Drugog svetskog rata (1958), 
dok je u pogledu ostalih obaveza prema žrtvama rata (uključujuči tu i lica 
koja su bila u nemačkim zarobljeničkim logorima) smatrala da su njene 
obaveze izmirene po osnovu sporazuma Tito-Brant. Drugačiji odnos 
nemačka država imala je jedino prema žrtvama holokausta, pošto se 
sopstvenim zakonom obavezala na naknadu štete. 


Sve što je navedeno svedoči o postupnoj promeni odnosa same države 
SFRJ prema ratnim zločinima, zločincima i vlastitim gradanima - 
njihovim žrtvama. Ideološki razlozi i potreba jačanja bratstva i jedinstva 
medu narodima Jugoslavije doprineli su da se pitanje odgovornosti 

za ratne zločine stavi u dugi plan i prekine posao na pronalaženju i 
identifikaciji žrtava. Ne samo da iz reparacija nisu bile naknadene štete 
učinjene fizičkim licima, nego u odnosu na njih država nije ispunila 

ni zakonske obaveze koje je na sebe preuzela opraštajuči Bugarskoj 
1947, godine obaveze po osnovu ratnih reparacija. Sporazum Tito- 

Brant pokazuje kako se osetljivo pravno pitanje reparacija, od velikog 
značaja za državu i brojne žrtve, moglo rešiti dogovorom pojedinaca. Tek 
osamdesetih godina prošlog veka u jugoslovenskoj istoriografiji oživljava 
ponovo interes za dogadaje u Drugom svetskom ratu i stradanja žrtava, 
ali, nažalost, u prilikama koje več nagoveštavaju raspad SFRJ. Kako 

su politički interesi tih godina uticali na promene stava prema ratnim 
zločincima ilustruje afera Valdhajm. 


Kurt Valdhajm je 1947. u Jugoslaviji proglašen za ratnog zločinca, a 
1952. stavljen na listu nepoželjnih. Tek pošto je Valdhajmu prestala 
funkcija Generalnog sekretara UN, obelodanjena je njegova ratna prošlost 
i zatraženi su od Jugoslavije podaci о njegovom učešću u ratu. Pokazalo 
se da je bio pripadnik SS jedinice ,Princ Eugen", koja je sprovodila 
operacije čiščenja" terena i represalije protiv stanovništva Kozare i da 

je učestvovao pri deportaciji Srba na prisilni rad u nemački Rajh, kao i 
Jevreja iz Jugoslavije i Grčke 1943-1944, zbog čega su mu vlasti SAD 
zabranile ulaz u tu državu 27. aprila 1987, a posle toga i Kanada. Afera 
je zataškana, a Valdhajm je kao predsednik Austrije 31. avgusta 1972. 
došao u posetu SFRJ i pri tom je odlikovan Ordenom jugoslovenske 
zvezde sa lentom." 


Izvesnu zakasnelu satisfakciju žrtvama NDH moglo je da predstavlja 
sudenje Andriji Artukoviču, nekadašnjem ministru unutrašnjih poslova 
NDH, u čijoj su nadležnosti bili logori. Jugoslovenske vlasti su od 
1951. neuspešno, u više navrata, od SAD tražile izručenje Artukovića i 
tek 1985. je odobren jugoslovenski zahtev za izručenjem, pošto je sud 
u Kaliforniji najpre utvrdio da je Artuković kriv za zločine koji su mu

prisoners of German concentration camps or forced laborers in Germany. 


Keeping in mind that the ISC was a puppet state, that her territories were 
divided up between Germany and Italy, the Jasenovac victims may have 
been eligible to receive compensation from German reparations. This 
question, however, was never raised as Jasenovac was not a German 
camp, although it was obvious that the Germans interned people there 
and that they had it within their power to order that people be released. 


Therefore, besides a part of the reparation paid to Yugoslavia by 1953, 
Germany only accepted its material commitments in relation to persons 
who were experimented on in vivo during the war (1961) and on the 

basis of social insurance for Yugoslav citizens who worked voluntarily in 
Germany during WWII (1958). Regarding all other claims by war victims 
(including persons who were in German prisoners’ camps) Germany took 
the Tito-Brandt agreement as a recognition of her commitments being 
fulfilled. The victims of the Holocaust were the only ones Germany treated 
differently as they had been guaranteed compensation according to 
German law. 


All these facts demonstrate that SFR Yugoslavia itself changed its 
atlitude towards war crimes, war criminals and its own citizens - their 
victims. Ideological reasons and the need to strengthen brotherhood and 
unity amongst the citizens of Yugoslavia contributed to the fact that the 
question of responsibility for war crimes was given secondary importance 
and that the task of finding and identifying victims was halted. Not only 
were private entities not compensated from war reparations, but the state 
also did not fulfil the legal obligations it had taken over when it absolved 
Bulgaria in 1947 of its reparation commitments. 


The Tito-Brandt agreement shows how the sensitive question of 
reparation, of great importance for the state and the numerous victims, 
could be resolved by an agreement reached by individuals. In the 1980s 
there appeared in Yugoslav historiography a renewed interest in the 
events of WWOO and the sufferings inflicted, unfortunately, colored by 
the circumstances that presaged the dissolution of Yugoslavia. The way 
current political interests influenced a transformation in attitudes towards 
war criminals can be seen in the case of the Waldheim Affair. 


Kurt Waldheim was convicted for war crimes in Yugoslavia in 1947 and 

in 1952 he was declared persona non grata. After the end of Waldheim's 

tenure as Secretary General of the United Nations, his wartime past 

was discovered, and Yugoslavia was asked to submit documents 

which showed his role during the war. It was revealed that he had been 

a member of the "Prinz Eugen" SS division which was engaged in the 

operations of "cleaning" the terrain and repression against the population 

of the Kozara region and that he took part in the deportation of Serbs to 

forced labor camps in the German Reich, as well as Yugoslav and Greek 

Jews during 1943 and 1944, for which the USA banned him from entering 

the country on 27 April 1987. This measure was followed by a similar 

decision by Canada. The affair was hushed up and as president of Austria 
Waldheim came on an official visit on 31 August 1972 to Yugoslavia, On aye 
the occasion he was awarded the Yugoslav Star with Sash medal." ah 


The victims could have been given a certain level of belated satisfaction xx 
by the trial of Andrija Artuković, the former minister of the interior ofthe (7: 
ISC, under whose jurisdiction were the concentration camps. From 1951 ý

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optuinicom stavljeni na teret. Prilikom te rasprave postavilo se pitanje

U drugom sudenju, održanom deset godina kasnije, učinjeno je sve što je 
bilo moguče da se sudski proces obesmisli, da se izbegne jasna osuda 
NDH i ustaške organizacije." | okolnosti su se izmenile, jer je od 1990. 
godine nekadašnjim ratnim zločincima iz NDH dozvoljen povratak u 
Hrvatsku. Tako je i optuženo Dinko Šakić, časnik u Jasenovcu, a jedno 
vreme i zapovednik logora, koji je bio izručen iz Argentine Republici 
Hrvatskoj, prethodno u Argentini fotografisan sa Franjom Tuđmanom, 

a potom je dolazio u Hrvatsku na komemoraciju žrtvama iz Blajburga. 
Tek pošto su ga otkrili saradnici pokreta Simon Vizental, izručen je 
Hrvatskoj i osuđen posle šestomesečnog glavnog pretresa 6.10.1999, 
na 20 godina zatvora zbog toga što je učinio krivično delo ratni zločin 
protiv civilnog stanovništva tako što je naređivao ubijanje, mučenje, 
nečovečno postupanje prema civilnom stanovništvu, zastrašivao, 
kolektivno kažnjavao, te prinuđivao na prisilan rad i izgladnjivao 
zatočenike Jasenovca. U završnoj reči tužilac je istakao da se ponašanje 
okrivljenog može povezati sa delom političke vlasti NDH, koja je 
sprovodila genocid prema Jevrejima i Romima i ,netrpeljivu agresiju" 
prema Srbima. U postupku nisu učestvovali svedoci iz Srbije, niti jedan 
Rom, a oštećenima - rodbini ubijenih i preživelim logorašima uskraćeno 
je da se uključe u postupak jer, po shvatanju suda, nije dovoljno da su 
njihova lična ili imovinska prava povređena u logoru, nego je neophodno 
da su oni poimenično kao oštećeni bili navedeni u optužnici, što nije bio 
slučaj. Nada Šakić (rođena Luburić) koja je takođe bila na spisku ratnih 
zločinaca, oslobođena je optužbe. Protiv Iva Rojnice, Mirka Eterovića i 
drugih zločinaca nisu pokrenuti krivični postupci, iako ratni zločini ne 
zastarevaju. 


Preživele žrtve ustaških zločina učinile su i jedan pokušaj da u postupku 
pred američkim sudom zatraže vraćanje imovine koja im je bila oduzeta 
kao ratni plen. Pasivno legitimisana je bila tzv. Vatikanska banka u 

kojoj su ustaše u periodu 1944. do 1946. pohranili zlato, nakit i vredne 
predmete oduzimane od žrtava tokom rata. Posleratno bekstvo i život 

и emigraciji finansirali su iz te imovine. Preživeli logoraši - američki

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the Yugoslav authorities sought unsuccessfully to obtain an extradition 
of Artuković from the United States. It wasn't until 1985 that the Yugoslav 
request was met, after a court in California first established that Artuković 
was in fact guilty of the crimes he was being accused of by Yugoslavia 
During this trial the question of the application of Helsinki conventions 
and the fact that the accused was made responsible for the deaths of 
tens of thousands of people due to his high political function. The court 
deemed that such a large number of private lawsuits would certainly 
cause great problems regarding the accused's right to due process 

and allowed only the investigation of cases in which Artuković could 
personally be held responsible." After his trial for war crimes against 
civilians and war prisoners, Artukovič was sentenced to death on 14 

May 1986." The death sentence was never carried out due to the senile 
dementia of the convict, who later died a natural death in the prison 
hospital in Zagreb in 1988 


In another trial, held ten years later, everything was done to undermine the 
Court process and avoid a clear denouncement of the ISC and the Ustasha 
organization." The circumstances had also changed as from 1990, 
former ISC war criminals were allowed to return to Croatia. One of them 
was Dinko Šakič, an officer in Jasenovac and for a while the commander 
of the camp, who had had his photograph taken with Franjo Tudjman in 
Argentina. Sakié came on more than one occasion to the commemoration 
in Bleiburg. Only after he had been discovered by the associates of 

Simon Wiesenthal, was he extradited to Croatia and sentenced after 

a six month-long hearing on 6 October 1999 to 20 years in prison for 
committing war crimes against the civilian population by ordering the 
killing, torture and inhumane treatment of civilians, having been found 
guilty of intimidation, collective punishment, forced labor and deliberate 
starvation of the prisoners of Jasenovac. In his closing, the prosecutor 
emphasized that the behavior of the accused can be linked to the part 

of the ISC government which had engaged in genocide against the Jews 
and Roma and “hostile aggression" against the Serbs. Absent from the 
trial were witnesses from Serbia, and members of the Roma community, 
while the injured parties - the relatives of the killed and surviving inmates 
were denied the right to take part in the case as the court deemed that it 
was not enough that their personal and ownership rights were violated 

but that it was necessary for them to be listed by name in the indictment, 
which was not the case. Nada Šakič (née Luburič), who was also on the 
list of war criminals, was acquitted. No criminal procedures were started 
against Ivo Rojnica, Mirko Eterović and other criminals, although there is 
not statute of limitations on war crimes. 


The survivors of Ustasha crimes made an attempt in US courts to regain 
the property that had been taken away from them as war spoils. The 
Vatican Bank (Instituto per le Opere di Religione) was where the Ustashas 
between 1944 and 1946 placed the gold, jewelry and valuable objects that 
they had taken from their victims during the war. Post-war fugitives were 
financed from these funds. The surviving inmates - American citizens, 
who were joined by associations for the protection of the rights of Roma,

Several decades after WWII the data base containing the names of all 

the victims of Jasenovac and the ISC has not been completed. This is 

the first condition that has to be met in order for generations that did not 
personally experience the horrors of war to gain awareness of the need 

to confront similar evils, if they should arise in the future. Unfortunately, 
the civil war that followed the dismemberment of Yugoslavia in 1991- 
1992 and its consequences lead to the conclusion that this lesson has 
not been learnt by the peoples of Yugoslavia. In order to prevent political 
manipulation, the victims of Jasenovac, the ISC and all other victims from 
former Yugoslav territories need to become “visible”. 


International reparations and the right to compensation through court 
trials have not safeguarded the rights of the victims of the ISC, and 
particularly the victims of Jasenovac. It does not seem likely that the 
Ustasha treasures kept in the Vatican Bank will ever be returned to the 
descendants of the victims. Only partial satisfaction was achieved by the 
first trials against war criminals, as a large number of the perpetrators 
managed to escape from justice. Public apologies were never given to 
the victims and the civil war in Yugoslavia from 1991 to 1995 left no room 
for hope that such a symbolic act would ever be forthcoming. And who 
might give such an apology? In Croatia, as well as in Serbia, the crimes 

of the communists are increasingly being given more air time and court 
rehabilitations of persons who were considered victims of political and 
ideological movements are becoming commonplace. Among these 
persons are also those whom the State Commission had once marked as 
war criminals. Human justice remains elusive for their victims - all they 
have left is divine judgement.

Čak ni poznati slikar Sava Šumanovič koji se u Parizu družio s čuvenim 
Modiljanijem i bio jedan od predvodnika kubizma u ovom delu sveta nije 
bio pošteden od ustaškog etnocida.

Not even the great painter Sava Sumanovié, who in Paris had been 
friends with the famous Modigliani and was one of the first cubists in 
the region, was spared during the Ustasha ethnocide. 


By 1934 he had created 410 works of art and was an established artist 
Not only in his homeland, but also in France and the rest of Europe. 
However, when he returned to his hometown, he was not spared 
because his home was occupied by the ISC. As was their custom, the 
Ustashas tortured the famous painter by cutting off his hands before 
shooting him. 


Šumanovič was arrested on August 28, 1942 and was killed two days 
later on August 30, in Sremska Mitrovica, together with 150 other Serbs.

The first president of the Republic of Croatia after the dissolution of Yugoslavia, Dr. Franjo Tuđman, is still a controversial 
figure as according to some biographers, before joining Josip Broz Tito in 1942, he had worked at the Ministry of Defense 
of the Independent State of Croatia. In this sense, it is not surprising that as the founder of the ultranationalist party, the 
Croatian Democratic Community (HOZ) and the head of state, he awarded medals of honor to two former ministers of 
the [SC who had fled to Argentina after WWII.

The remaining members of the Head Ustasha Directorate who reached 
Argentina were Stipe Matijevič and Ivan Čelan, adjutant Ivan Oršanič, 
the head commander of the Ustasha Youth, adjutant Mira Vrljičak, 
commander of the Female Ustasha Youth, together with her husband 
Kazimir, the Ustasha consul in Madrid. Several district-prefects also 
came to Argentina, including Ivan Asančaič (Baranja), Tomiša Grgič 
(Hum, Prokupje), Miroslav Sušić (Vinodol-Podgorje) and Ivan Babič 
(Laštva and Pliva). 


The Ustasha statesmen in Argentina continued to fight the cause 

of the Independent State of Croatia and the “rebirth of a truly 
independent and sovereign Croatian state” (as it is stated in the text 
“Croats in Argentina’). The number of Croatian emigrants is estimated 
to be from 5 to 20 thousand and the latest data comes from the book 
by Nikola Glamuzina “The Geography of Argentina” who says that “the 
total number ranged from 5000 to 10 000, these being mostly political 
emigrants and families of the members of the Ustasha movement”. An 
investigation of official Argentine census data gives a number of less 
than five thousand. 


Many military commanders followed the political leaders. One of 
the most prominent was Colonel Eugen Dido Kvaternik, the Director 
for Public Order and Safety and the chief of the Ustasha Supervisory 
Board, who conducted the racial persecution until his clash Pavelič 
in 1943. The others who reached Argentina were Dinko Šakič, the 
commander of the Stara Gradiška and Jasenovac camps, who was 
extradited to Croatia in 1998 and the infamous commander of the 
Jadovno camp, Ivan Devčić Pivac. 


Argentina also became the home of General Ivo Herenčič, Colonel 
Danijel Crljen, who took part in the Bleiburg negotiations with the 
British, and General Matija Čanič, Fedor Dragojlov and Dragutin Rubčič, 
Colonels Slavko Cesarič, Ćiril Čudina and Ivan Stier, the grandfather of 
the HDZ MP Davor Ivo Stier, former minister of foreign affairs of the 
Republic of Croatia, as well as many other lower-ranking officers of 
the ISC army. 


Amongst the many lower-ranking Ustasha officials, there is a 
considerable number who would later rise to prominence for their 
work in emigration, such as Ivan Korscu, Franjo Nevistič, Ivo Rojnica 
and Vinko Nikolič.

The gazette "Croatian Nation" published on April 15, 1941 that 
Germany and Italy recognized the Independent State of Croatia. 
Hitler's cable on the occasion states: "It is a great joy and pleasure 
for me to inform you that the German Reich has recognized the 
Independent State of Croatia at the moment the Croatian people have 
found their long-desired freedom through the victorious advance of 
the Axis forces". 


The European Axis, above all Germany, as the strongest power and 
leader of the Axis interpreted the military collapse of the Kingdom of 
Yugoslavia in April, 1941 as a destruction of the Yugoslav state as 
such. Contrary to the international law, according to which occupation 
of a certain country is considered a temporary act that does not affect 
the identity and the legal continuity of that state, the Axis, under the 
pretext of debellation, divided the Yugoslav territory amongst Germany 
and its allies. In a part of the apportioned and divided territory of 

the Kingdom of Yugoslavia, by will of Italy and Germany, a satellite 
Independent State of Croatia was created on April 10, 1941. The 
Independent State of Croatia covered an area of approximately 120 
000 sq.km. About 6 300 000 inhabitants lived on that territory in 1941. 
The Serbian population made over one third of the total population 
and was spread over 60-75 percent of the territory. 


The satellite Independent State of Croatia was founded on the 
principles of the ideology of the “Ustasha movement", a separatist, 
terrorist and ultra-nationalist organization formed as far back as 1929, 
with its headquarters being in exile in Fascist Italy. At the head of the 
organization was Ante Pavelić, later the Leader ['Poglavnik"] of the 
Independent State of Croatia. From the very beginning of its creation, 
the organization was characterized by a blind chauvinist hatred and 
repulsion towards everything that was not “purely Croat”. In a specific 
conjunction with clericalism, the “Ustasha movement” imitated the 
Nazi concept of a racially pure state.

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FASCIST ITALY AND THE INDEPENDENT STATE OF CROATIA 


Musolini je podržavao Pavelića i njegov separatistički pokret, sa 
svojim planom za razbijanje Jugoslavije od 1929., a prva Ustaška 
vojna baza je bila osnovana u Italiji 1931. godine, Nakon ubistva 
jugoslovenskog kralja Aleksandra | и Marselju 1934, godine, skoro 
sve ustaše raseljene po Evropi izbegle su u Italiju.

After the assassination 
of King Alexander | of Yugoslavia In Marseille in 1934, almost all 

the Ustashas that were scattered across Europe came to Italy. The 
Ustasha soldiers were dressed in modified old Italian uniforms and 
were equipped with Italian weapons. However, after the Axis invasion 
of Yugoslavia in 1941, Pavelié and the newly formed independent 
State of Croatia were in fact more closely influenced and controlled b 
Nazi Germany because Hitler did not want Italy to control the Balkans 
and to expand in that direction. 


Until the Italian Armistice in 1943, a part of Dalmatia was directly 
controlled by Fascist Italy. In this region of modern-day Croatia, unlike 
what happened in the rest of the Independent State of Croatia, Serbs 
were not ethnically persecuted and exterminated, and most of the 
Jews that fled there survived the war in fascist concentration camps 


Despite being allies, many Italians were horrified by the crimes 
committed by the Ustashas, leaving accounts in their letters and 
diaries. In some cases, they prevented massacres and engaged in 
armed conflict against Ante Pavelič's militias. Gradually, the Italian 
presence in Croatia began to be seen as an obstacle for the realization 
of the Ustasha plan, as can be read in the letters of protest written by 
representatives of the Independent State of Croatia.

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FASCISM 


A political system of the extreme right which radically restricts human 
rights. Fascism is opposed to democracy, political pluralism, but also 
conservatism, individualism, liberalism, materialism and pacifism. 
The name comes from the Italian word fascio, denoting a bundle of 
rods; with an axe in the middle, the image is the symbol of centralized 
power. 


NAZISM 


Nazism is the ideology based on the belief of the superiority of the 
Aryan race, in particular, the Germanic peoples. During Hitler's rule, 
the Nazis advocated the establishment of a strong, centralized 
government under the control of the Führer, claiming that this was 
needed to defend the German people (including Germans outside 
Germany) from the so-called "Jewish conspiracy". 


The ultimate goal of the Nazis was to create a homogeneous, 
autarchic ethnic state which would incorporate the ideas of pan- 
Germanism. 


USTASHISM 


The “Ustasha Movement”, together with fascism and Nazism, is a 
typical example of ideological fanatism. The main features of this 
movement are ethnocentrism, national hatred, national prejudices, 
stereotyping and religious fanaticism. According to this ideology, 
anything "alien", that is, belonging to a “lower race" needs to be 
destroyed.

The first to be addressed should be Ante Starčevič, who is considered 
by many Croats the father of their nation, and whose image can be 
seen on the largest banknote in Croatia today. Who was this 19th 
century man, about whom Croatian historian Mirjana Gross says that 
he was a poorly educated and narrow-minded person’, while another 
contemporary Croatian researcher Nedo Paveškovič says something 
completely different?! 


In his 1876 book "The Slavonic-Serb Race in Croatia" ("Pasmina 
Slavoserbska po Hervatskoj'], Ante Starčević speaks about the 
migrations of Orthodox Vlachs to Croatian lands during the Ottoman 
conquests. The people that Starčevič names after the Roman word 

for slave and whose status as a nation he rejects, are mixed together 
with Gypsies?. He explains that they were more exposed to the Greek 
spirit, which was always more inferior to the Roman spirit and that 
this, according to Starčevič, was always reflected in the clash between 
the Roman-Catholic and Eastern-Orthodox churches.* Starčevič goes 
on to say that the customs and rituals of the latter church are more 
similar to Judaism than Christianity’, that theft and adultery are 
familiar to them, that their clergy, particularly the monks, fast publicly 
while breaking the fast in private." Starčevič repeats that these people 
were brought to the lands by the Romans as slaves (Servetium, 
Serviae, Serbi, Serbi...) and that until these schismatics do not learn 

a bit of morals, their oaths and testimonies cannot be accepted. 

The Nemanjié dynasty and Milos Kobilié are considered Croats by 
Starčević.” The animosity Starčević feels for the Serbs, i.e. the Vlachs, 
or the Serbian race, is very strong and very clear and this feeling is 
continued by a significant number of his political and ideological 
followers in the Croatian Justice Party. There are some Croatian 
analysts and historians who, on the other hand, believe that under 

the term "Slavonic-Serb race" Starčevič did not include what is today 
the Serbian people, but a personality trait which can be seen among 
Croats themselves, according to Starčevič." Some authors claim that 
the word "Slavonic-Serb" ["slavoserb"] does not designate а nationality 
but a political category: that the "slavoserbs" are supporters of the 
regime, the slaves of foreign anti-people's governments, and double

tačkom 7 istakla: ,Mladohrvatstvo kao najistaknutiji predstavnik 
radikalne velikohrvatske propagande služiče se poglavito usmenom 
agitacijom i štampom, te osnivanjem kulturnih institucija, ne žacajuči 
se u krajnjim slučajevima ni drugih sredstava”? Ostaje nam samo 

da nagadamo kojih se to drugih sredstava i metoda starčevičevska 
omladina neče ustezati u krajnjem slučaju, kada dode vreme, a 
vreme je, čini se, došlo upravo 1941. godine. Ta godina je, dakle, ipak 
započela trideset godina ranije = 1911, godine pa na neki način i 

pre toga, onda kada je Starčevič pisao o ,Pasmini slavoserbskoj po 
Hervatskoj", a što je od strane znatnog dela njegovih čitalaca bilo 
shvačeno kao poziv na (genocidno) uništenje srpskog naroda. 


V tom smislu treba imati u vidu ono što je jedan Hrvat, dr. Zdravko 
Kovačevič, pisao 1921: "Manipulisano je vekovima stvarnom 
netrpeljivošću između Hrvata i Srba, gde se huškalo protiv Srba""! 

a svakako treba imati u vidu eskalaciju antisrpskog govora mržnje 

i propagande genocida, koja se naročito razbuktala tridesetih 

godina dvadesetog veka. Izraz koji dotični Kovačević upotrebljava - 
»huškanje", vrlo je upečatljiva i rečito govori o propagandi genocida 

i genocidnoj nameri. Već u prvom broju lista „Ustaša ~ Vijesnik 
hrvatskih revolucionara" iz veljače 1932, u uvodniku pod naslovom 
„Ropstvo je dodijalo", s potpisom „Poglavnik“, verzalom je napisano: 
NOŽ, REVOLVER, BOMBA | PAKLENI STROJ, idoli su koji imaju povratiti 
Hrvatskoj slobodu, i da će u toj borbi biti upotrebljena najkrvavija 

i najokrutnija sredstva." Te iste 1932. Mijo Babić, Pavelićev bliski 
saradnik, piše ,da će se kapljice krvi pretvoriti u čitave mlazove i rijeke, 
da svaki ustaša čeka na poziv da se baci na neprijatelja da ga kolje", a 
u rujnu 1932. verzalom se poziva: »BEŽTE PSINE PREKO DRINE". 


„Logori su se počeli formirati odmah, već prvih dana po uspostavljanju 
ustaške vlasti u NDH, a prema jednom izveštaju Zigfrida Kašea, 
nemačkog poslanika u NDH, planove za izgradnju jasenovačkog logora 
izradio je Maks Luburić, još dok je bio u emigraciji." Već 30. aprila 
(travnja) donesene su tri zakonske odredbe o rasnoj pripadnosti, 
prema kojima je državljanin NOH mogla biti samo osoba arijevskog 
m Naredba Ministarstva gospodarstva NDH o otpuštanju svih 
idova iz službe u NDH doneta je 17. maja (svibnja) 1941. Zakonskom 
odredbom 25. aprila (travnja) 1941. zabranjena je upotreba ćirilice, 
3. maja (svibnja) doneta je zakonska odredba o prelazu s jedne na 
drugu vjeru, a prema naredbama MUP-a NDH, 10. maja (svibnja) 1941. 
doneta je naredba kojom je trebalo otpustiti sve Srbe koji su se doselili

slaves (sclavi and serbi)." These interpretations seem to us strained. 
However, one thing is certain. Not entering into the subject whether 
Starčevič was thinking of the Serbs in the modern meaning of the 
word, his statements had a toxic and populist influence on a certain 
(significant) part of Croatian political circles, Consequently, in 1911, 
pro-Staréevié youths in their Young Croatian program stressed the 
following in Article number 7: “Young Croats, as the most prominent 
representatives of the radical Great Croatian propaganda, will 
principally employ oral agitation and the press, the founding of cultural 
institutions, not being averse to other methods if need be." One can 
only guess what these other methods were that the pro-Starčevič 
youths were not averse to employing when the time came, and the 
time came, it seems, in 1941. The events of 1941 started thirty years 
earlier, and possibly even before, when Starčevič wrote about the "Serb 
Race in Croatia" and when his readers understood his writings as a 
call to the (genocidal) destruction of the Serb people. 


In this sense, it is important to bear in mind the words of one Croat, 
Dr. Zdravko Kovačevič, who in 1921 wrote: "The intolerance that 

for centuries had been stirred between the Croats and the Serbs 

was being manipulated, there was incitement against the Serbs"." 
Also to be considered is the growth of anti-Serb hate speech and 
genocidal propaganda, which flared up in the 1930s. The phrase used 
by Kovačevič "incitement" illustrates well the genocidal propaganda 
and genocidal intent. In the very first issue of the newspaper 

"Ustaša - Vjesnik hrvatskih revolucionara" from February 1932, the 
editorial entitled "Servitude is over", signed by “Poglavnik”, contains 
the capitalized words: "KNIFE, REVOLVER, BOMB AND INFERNAL 
MACHINE are idols which will bring back Croatia her freedom, and in 
this struggle, the bloodiest and cruelest methods will be employed."? 
The very same year, Mijo Babič, close associate of Pavelič, wrote: 
“drops of blood will become streams and rivers and every Ustasha 

is waiting to be called to throw himself at the enemy and begin the 
slaughter. In September, the newspaper carried the summons іп 
capital letters: "RUN, DOGS, ACROSS THE DRINA"." 


The concentration camps began to be established from the earliest 
days of the Ustasha rule in the ISC.'S According to a report by 
Siegfried Kasche, the German ambassador to the ISC, the plans 

for the establishment of the Jasenovac camp were made by Maks 
Luburić, while he was still an émigré." As early as April 30, three legal 
decrees were passed regarding racial origins, according to which only 
a member of the Aryan race could be awarded citizenship of the ISC. 
The decree issued by the Ministry of Economy regarding the dismissal 
of all Jews from employment in the ISC was approved on May 17,

Sve u svemu, ovde sa na drugi način vrlo javno potvrduje ono o 

čemu je Gordon Olport pisao: najpre šale '*, zatim izbegavanje, zatim 
pojedinačni sukobi i napadi na pojedince, zakoni, te na kraju logori. 

U slučaju NDH ideologije: najpre ide priča o ,slavoserbima", zatim 
tekstovi u emigrantskoj štampi o rekama krvi, nakon toga zakonske 
odredbe o zabrani čirilice i otpuštanju sa posla, te na kraju zapaljeni 
sveštenik Ilija Tintor, zaklani seljaci u crkvi i Glini, leš silovane devojke 
u Savi, te košarica srpskih očiju u knjizi Kurcija Malapartea." O 
Jasenovcu i sporenjima oko samog broja ubijenih ljudi, ovde ne treba 
posebno trošiti reči. 


Dok su Pavelić i njegovi u emigraciji, list „Ustaša“, 1932. objavljuje 
članak pod naslovom: „Treba klati", Ра kud ćete bolji, jasniji 

i očigledniji primer za propagandu genocida, za podsticanje 
najstrašnijih zločina od toga. Bez obzira na to što u to vreme, te 1932. 
godine, pravno nije bilo regulisano pitanje genocida i propagande 
genocida, ovo je u svakom moralno-psihološkom i socio-političkom 
smislu evidentna propaganda da treba ubijati Srbe, zapravo direktno 
podstrekivanje u jednom čistom krivično-pravnom smislu.

1941. The legal decree of April 25, 1941 banned the use of the Cyrillic 
alphabet. On May 3, the legal decree on religious conversion was 
passed and on order by the ministry of the interior of May 10, 1941, all 
Serbs were to be dismissed if they had come to Croatia after January 
1, 1900.” 


All in all, these measures confirm what Gordon Allport" writes about: 
first there are jokes", then there is avoidance, then there are lone 
incidents and attacks on individuals, then come the laws, and finally 
the concentration camps. In the case of the Ustasha ideology: first 
came the "slavoserb" narrative, then texts published by the émigré 
press about rivers of blood, followed by legal decrees to ban the 
Cyrillic alphabet and dismissal from employment, finally came the 
burning of the priest Ilija Tintor, the slaughter of peasants in the 
church in Glina, the body of the raped girl in the Sava, and a basketful 
of Serbs' eyes in the novella of Curzio Malaparte. Jasenovac and the 
number of victims need not even be discussed here. 


While Pavelič and his henchmen were in emigration, the "Ustaša" 
paper published іп 1932 the article entitled "Slaughter is necessary"? 
There is no clearer and more evident example of the existence of 
genocidal propaganda and incitement to commit the most horrendous 
crimes. Regardless of the fact that in 1932 the question of genocide 
and genocidal propaganda had not yet been regulated in the legal 
sense, these examples clearly demonstrate the moral, psychological 
and socio-political presence of the propaganda that Serbs should be 
slaughtered and what should be considered incitement in the criminal 
sense. In the editorial of April 11, 1941, the newspaper "Hrvatski 
narod" speaks of the age-old enemies of the Croats, "the Serbs and 
Serbians, whom the justice-loving Croatian people will judge". This 
also cannot be interpreted as indirect incitement but as a very direct 
call to commit the most serious crimes. 


The Extraordinary Court was established in Zagreb as early as April 

17, 1941.22 If an Ustasha wished to obtain a Serb or Jewish business, 
all that was necessary was that he accuse the owner of sabotage, 

who would be taken to court and given the death sentence. All that 
was necessary was for an Ustasha to accuse a democratic Croat - a 
communist, a Radič supporter or an independent - of being against 
the Ustasha regime and the former would be taken to the Extraordinary 
court where he would be found guilty of high treason and executed.** 
One of the most prominent Croatian historians Fikreta Jelič-Butič 

says that the "political campaign of the Ustasha leaders against 

the Serbs was in the true sense of the word a public call to enact a 
concrete policy of terror against the Serbian population". ** In 1992, 
Fikreta Jelic-Butió and her husband, historian Ivan Jelić, who had been 
publicly branded for daring to speak about the number of victims in

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Jasenovac, died in a fire in their flat in Zagreb. No questions were 
raised whether the fire might have been lil by a political match.” 


On May 10, 1941 the newspaper "Hrvatski narod" published the decree 
that all Jews and Serbs must leave the northern part of Zagreb in 

the space of 8 days. The movement of Serbs and Jews was also 
limited between 9 pm and 6 ат.“ On June 4, during the meeting 

of Siegfried Kasche and Slavko Kvaternik it was decided that the 
Slovenes from Styria would be moved to the Independent State of 
Croatia and that the Serbs from the ISC would be deported to Serbia 

in the period between July 4 and October 31, 1941. On July 20, 1941, 
the Department for the Relocation of People was created within the 
Department for Colonization.” 


Besides mass deportations, the ISC also undertook a mass seizure of 
Serbian and Jewish property. As early as May 5, 1941" the Traders’ 
Association gave the Ustasha authorities a list of businesses whose 
owners were Jews”, while the bureaucrats of the Velika Zupa Bilogora 
prepared for the celebration of the anniversary of the ISC in early 
1942 with a report that in the area they had issued 10 000 permits to 
convert from the Eastern Orthodox faith to Catholicism.” 


The policy of religious conversion, that is, the massive conversion of 
the Orthodox population to Catholicism, was also part ofa Previously 
elaborated plan and precise genocidal intent. In this sense, shortly 
after the creation of the ISC in 1941, in Zagreb a special Department 
for the Destruction of Orthodox Churches was created, headed by 

a certain Dr. Dragan Dujmović. This Department issued special 
instructions to all Ustashas on how to proceed in the destruction of 
churches: all valuable objects, relics in particular, were to be removed 
before the building was destroyed. The Croat Nikica Barič writes 
about this subject in the journal published by the Catholic institute in 
Croatia." In other words, Croatian Catholics speak of this themselves. 
Coupled with the existence of a department for the destruction of 
Orthodox churches, all this sounds truly bizarre: the official existence 
of a department for the destruction of anything, even if these are 
illegal secular buildings, let alone churches - religious buildings, 


This illustrates several points: the godless immorality of these 
people and their state, the systematic approach to the annihilation of 
everything Serbian and Orthodox. One year after its creation, in 1942 
the Department was dissolved, following the creation of the Croatian 
Orthodox Church." The catholicization of the Serbian Orthodox 
population was part of the genocidal intent of the Croatian Ustashas 
against the Serbs,

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tajniku Vatikana, obavestavajuti ga da nasilno privođenje pravoslavnih 
koje provodi Pavelićev režim nema versku, nego političku pozadinu.” 
U velikoj meri je mladi kler pristajao i oduševljavao se ustaškom 
idejom ??, Prisilno pokatoličenje, zabrana ćirilice, osnivanje Ureda za 
rušenje pravoslavnih crkava, pri čemu su sve te aktivnosti započete 
odmah nakon uspostavljanja NDH, sasvim rečito govore o tome da

The words of the Croatian American Jozo Tomaševič guoted above 
might be just the words to conclude this text about the genocidal 
intent of the Ustashas. Entire volumes have been written about the 
genocide committed in the ISC. One of these is the book written by 
a Frenchman who investigated genocides in WWII. The book is by 
Edmund Paris, Genocide in Satellite Croatia, 1941-1945: A Record of 
Racial and Religious Persecutions and Massacres, translated by Lois 
Perkins, Chicago: American Institute for Balkan Affairs, 1961. 


Those who are not burdened with hate and prejudice, which we 

have shown often lead to hate speech and hate crimes, know and 
understand what we have been talking about in these lines. The 
others, those who are beset by hate and prejudice are not ready to see 
the truth, to accept the arguments and speak openly about the Subject. 
In no way did we wish to deepen the old wounds and hatred, although 
it is clear that these old wounds and hatred came to the fore during 
the unfortunate events of the war in Yugoslavia in the 19905, 


One might ask the guestion: is it perhaps better not to speak a lot 
about history, about crimes from the past, all in the name of a better, 
brighter future. In the 1990s it became very clear that this was not 
correct reasoning and policy. Primarily because the ignoring of 
historical lessons is wrong. Since ancient times it has been said that 
"history is life's teacher’, but besides this point, another thing should 
be considered, and this is hatred, which is the essence of genocidal 
intent. If we were to describe and define hatred, then we would

certainly have to liken it to fire, something flammable”, sparks that 
have not been snuffed, a fire that has been left to smolder, having not 
been put out but merely covered with ash, only to flare up again. That 
is why remembrance of these tragic events of the past has its purpose 
and this purpose is preventative, for it shows us what we need to 
avoid. 


With this text we have also attempted to show how short the road 
can be from inflammatory speech which stokes genocide to the 
burning inferno of actual genocide. And perhaps most importantly, 
the hushing up of crimes (genocide) is in way a crime (genocide)in 
itself, It represents an inhumane treatment of the victim, which has 
to go through suffering and victimization once again. Most of the 
survivors are long gone, but there are a few that remain, as do the 
victims’ descendants and their compatriots, whose feelings should 
be respected, so as to prevent these feelings from becoming a new 
hatred and a passion for revenge which might spread the hatred 
further. Surely it would be better to squeeze the puss out of a wound, 
rather than remain silent and fool oneself and others. 


It was not our intention to count the dead. By presenting a few of the 
bestial crimes which the Ustashas committed in the ISC, we showed 
the depth of the hatred of the criminals and the bitterness and pain 
which the victims had to face during the war and after it. We have also 
attempted to show the extent and range of the negative words and 
propaganda which created the hatred and caused pain and suffering 
to the victims.

ost dangerous political opponents of the Croatian State were 
Hare desired to unite the south Slavs, not calling them Croats, 
These were the "Slavo-Serbs". Ante Starčević often gave the Serbs 
different derogatory names, stoking hatred between the Croats 
and Serbs. During one period of his life in particular he promoted 
hatred for and the negation of the Serbian nation, calling them “the 
damaging obstructive factor", going so far as to claim “that they 
are not even Slavs” but that they “descend from the barbaric tribe 
of the Tribals”. According to him, they held no civilizational values, 
they were liars, thieves, robbers, murderers and rapists. They were a 
“lower breed” and the Croats were a “higher, lordly breed”. 


In today’s Republic of Croatia many political parties draw inspiration 
from the ideology of the Party of Justice, the foremost being the 
Croatian Party of Justice.

The year that marks the culmination of the entire Ustasha ideology 
and movement was the year of the creation of the Nazi satellite state, 
the Independent State of Croatia. The ideology of Ustashism, fascism 
and hatred was implemented during the 1940s. The immediate 
adoption of racial legislation which called Serbs, Jews and Gypsies 
undesirables and the enemies of the Croatian state and nation. This 
was followed by the seizure of property, mass arrests on the basis of 
ethnicity, race, ideology or religion and the transportation of people 
to death camps. A large number of people were killed in their homes 
as well as on the way to the camps. One of the most infamous camps 
was Jasenovac, which will be described in detail in this book. A 
special form of Nazism was developed by the Croatian clergy, so- 
called clerical-fascism, whose frontrunner was

ustaški pokret je zasnovan na načelima nacizma i fašizma, a zagovara 
nacionalnu, rasnu i versku isključivost. Akcioni plan ovog pokreta 
podrazumeva masovnu likvidaciju ne-Hrvata ili nasilno pokatoličavanje 
sa ciljem stvaranja etnički čiste Nezavisne Države Hrvatske i čiste 
hrvatske nacije da bi NDH postala božija nacija.

USTAŠKI POKRET 


"ustaški pokret", uz fašizam i nacizam, tipičan je oblik ideološkog 
fanatizma. Bitne karakteristike tog pokreta su etnocentrizam, 
nacionalna mržnja, nacionalne predrasude, stereotipi i verski 
fanatizam. Sve što nije hrvatsko i katoličko treba, po ideologiji tog 
pokreta, iskoreniti. Samim tim svo koji nisu Hrvati i katolici ima

Ustasha movement is based on Nazism and fascism and advocates 
national, racial and religious exclusiveness. The action plan is massive 
liguidation of Non-Croats or forced conversion to Catholicism with the 
aim of creating an ethnically pure Independent State of Croatia and 

of a "clean Croatian nation" to make the ISC "The Nation of God". The 
Ustasha are equivalent to the SS in Nazi Germany during WWII. 


The Independent State of Croatia was a Croat fascist state led by its 
"Poglavnik" (Fuhrer), Ante Pavelic, who along with another lawyer, 
Andrija Artukovic, created the Croatian fascist party, the Ustashe, in 
1927. Artukovic, called "the Himmler of the Balkans" by Nazi Hunter 
Charles Allen, served as Interior Minister and was responsible for the 
creation and operation of about 30 caps and killing sites. 


THE USTASHA MOVEMENT 


The "Ustasha movement", together with fascism and Nazism, is 

a typical form of ideological fanaticism. The main characteristic 
of that movement are ethnocentrism, national hatred, national 
prejudices, stereotypes, and religious fanaticism. According to 
the ideology of this movement, anything not Croatian or Catholic 
should be destroyed. Because of that, everyone who is not a Croat 
or a Catholic must be exterminated from the "Croatian land". The 
Muslims were proclaimed "the flower of Croatian nation" as they 
were, ostensibly, Croats who had changed their faith, i.e. accepted 
the Islam. No means or ways for extermination of those who were 
not Croats or the "flowers of Croatianship" were spared. Not only 
forced conversion and cruel expelling from centuries-old homes 
were allowed but genocide as well. The "Ustasha movement", 
namely the ISC, wanted ethnically cleansed area. The "Ustasha 
movement", proceeds from the German Nazi ideology "call of 
blood, race and land". All the ruthlessness of the Ustasha state 
towards the Serbs, Jews and Roma people originates therefrom. 
However, the Ustasha dagger is a Damocles' sword over the heads 
of those Croats who opposed the movement and its intentions. 


Even Aristotle said that the "aim of a state us a happy life of its 

citizens". For Shiller, a state is the means and not the purpose, it 

is a "condition under which purpose of mankind can be fulfilled 

and that purpose of mankind is nothing else but development of 

all man's powers". The Ustasha ideology recommended a state in 

the form and with the features of the "Ustasha movement". If until 

1941 the movement even had the aim to dorm its own Croatian 

state, the creation of the ISC showed that the aim had turned into 

a means of physical destruction of all those who were not Croats, 

and the Croatian state, in the form of ISC, was, in fact, a state of 

ethnically cleansed areas ruled by madness and obscurantism. E 
The ISC was a state of non-freedom, a monster state, an inhuman 

state and an "armed injustice" (Aristotle). "If you want to know XX 
what a state and its government are like and what is their future e 
just try to find out how many honest and innocent people there are

Ante Pavelié (Bradina, 14. jul 1889 - Madrid, 28. decembar 1959) bio je hrvatski, fašistički 
političar i osnivač i voda ekstremnog desničarskog ustaškog pokreta.

Alojzije Stepinac (Brezarić, 8. maj 1898. - Krašić, 10. februar 1960.) bio je zagrebački 
nadbiskup i kardinal i blaženik Katoličke crkve. Jugoslovenske komunističke vlasti su ga 1946. 
godine osudile zbog saradnje sa ustašama, nakon čega je ostatak života proveo u kućnom 
pritvoru i u zatvoru. 


Aloysius Stepinac (Brezarić, 8 May 1898 - Krašić, 10 February 1960) was the Archbishop of 
Zagreb and the Cardinal and Blessed of the Catholic Church. The communist authorities of 
Yugoslavia convicted him of collaboration with the Ustashas in 1946. He spent the rest of his 
life in jail and under house arrest. 


Slavko Kvaternik (1878. - 1947.) bio je maršal (Bojskovoda) oružanih snaga Nezavisne države 
Hrvatske. Osuden je na smrt zbog ratnih zločina. 


Slavko Kvaternik (1878 — 1947) was the Commander of the armed forces of the Independent 
State of Croatia, He was sentenced to death for war crimes. 
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Andrija Artuković (1899 - 1988) je bio ustaški političar i ministar u vladi NDH. Kao ministar 

je potpisao brojne zakone protiv Srba, Jevreja i Roma i bio je nadležan za niz koncentracionih 
logora u kojima je na stotine hiljada ljudi mučeno i ubijano. Posle rata je pobegao u SAD, gde je 
živeo sve dok nije izručen Jugoslaviji 1966., kada je osuđen za ratne zločine počinjene protiv 
civilnog stanovništva u vreme Drugog svetskog rata u NDH. 


Andrija Artuković (1899 – 1988) was an Ustashe politician and cabinet minister in the ISC. 
During his term as the minister he signed numerous laws against Serbs, Jews and Roma people 
and was responsible for a series of concentration camps where tens of thousands people 

were tortured and killed. After the war he fled to the USA where he lived until his extradition to 
Yugoslavia in 198, when he was convicted for war crimes against civilians during World War Il 
in the ISC.

What baffles is, however, his strong connection to the Ustasha 
regime, as he was a member of the Parliament and the Military 

Vicar of the Independent State of Croatia, whose main armed forces 
were the Ustasha. One of Stepinac's duties was to preside over the 
committee for the forcible conversion of Serbs. For this dedication to 
the "State", he was given the Order of Merit, the highest decoration of 
the Independent State of Croatia. 


The titles above might sound as mere names, however, these roles 
show the powerful influence he had, or could have had, in his "state". 
The Magnum Crimen showed in this book happened under his 
episcopacy: he was not only an instrument to religiously justify the 
Independent State of Croatia and persuade a part of its population, 
but he also actively supported the regime and passively watched the 
slaughters and deportations.

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Stepinčeva uloga u Nezavisnoj Državi Hrvatskoj (NDH) 


Stepinac je stvaranje NDH dočekao kao zagrebački nadbiskup i 
ličnost od ogromnog verskog i nacionalnog autoriteta medu tadašnjim 
katoličkim hrvatskim življem. Samim tim, njegove reči i postupci imali 
su ogromnu težinu i odjek u tadašnjim društveno-političkim prilikama. 
Alojzije Stepinac dočekao je uz pozdrave i čestitke formiranje NDH, 
kao tvorevine nastale rasparčavanjem tadašnje Kraljevine Jugoslavije 
pod naletom nacističke Nemačke, smatrajuči taj dan prekretnicom 

i činom Božje providnosti. Sam Stepinac ne samo što je formalno 
veličao ovaj dogadaj, več se zalagao da Vatikan formalno prizna NDH.

1oga, 27. aprila 1941. godine, beleži, nakon susreta sa Pavelićem, da 
na svemu ide na ruku Rimokatoličkoj crkvi, kao i da je reč o ličnosti 
koja neće tolerisati druge religije. Iz iznetih podataka uistinu je jasno 
da se sud o postojanju tenzije između Pavelića i Stepinca, a na osnovu 
podataka da se na određenim mestima nisu susretali, nikako ne može 
smatrati relevantnim.

THE ROLE OF STEPINAC IN THE INDEPENDENT STATE OF CROATIA (ISC) 


When the ISC was created, Stepinac was the Archbishop of Zagreb and 
considered an important religious and national authority amongst the 
Croatian Catholics at the time. For this very reason, his words and actions 
carried great weight in social and political circles. 


Aloysius Stepinac greeted happily the creation of the ISC, which sprang 
from the dismemberment of the Kingdom of Yugoslavia by the invading 
Germans, regarding the day as a watershed moment and an act of God's 
providence. Not only did Stepinac formally celebrate the event, he also 
worked to obtain recognition of the ISC from the Vatican. E. Gitman 
states that after his private visit to the Vatican, Pavelič, who had not been 
received as a part of a formal audience, exerted pressure on Stepinac, 
whom he wanted to use his influence with the Holy See to get the ISC 
formally recognized. This statement, however, cannot be corroborated by 
any relevant source or proof. The literature on the subject also mentions 
the existence of "tensions" between Stepinac and Pavelic, supported 

by the claim that Stepinac did not come to meet Pavelič on his retum 

at the train station on April 13, 1941. To this is also added the fact that 

in four years, Pavelić attended mass in the Zagreb Cathedra! only on 

one occasion. When subjected to closer scrutiny, these statements are 
spurious. In the lack of clear proof that this was a form of boycott, the 
fact that Stepinac did not come to the train station do indicate any form 
of animosity. The same stands for Pavelič's absences from mass in the 
Zagreb Cathedral. Contrary to these, il is a fact that Stepinac had his 

first contact with Pavelič before his final downfall, while the war was still 
raging in Yugoslavia. To this should be added, that in his welcoming of the 
proclamation of "young Croatian state", he called the clergy to "protect 
and advance the ISC". During the occasion he said: "We believe and 
expect that in the resurrected state of Croatia the Church will be able to 
proclaim the imperishable principles of eternal Truth and Justice". 


On June 25 and 26, 1941, Stepinac and the entire episcopate were 
received by Pavelič, who was greeted as "its state leader, with the promise 
of sincere and loyal cooperation for the brighter future of out homeland". 
Prior to this, on April 27, 1941, Stepinac writes in his journal after meeting 
Pavelič that the Roman Catholic church will seeing better days and that 
Pavelic is a person who will not tolerate other religions. These facts make 
it clear that the thesis that there were tensions in the relationship between 
Pavelič and Stepinac, based on the facts that on certain occasions they 
did not meet, cannot in any way be considered relevant. To the contrary, 
from the public statements of Stepinac, it is clear that he had a positive 
attitude towards the ISC and its eternal leader Pavelic. 


Shortly after the creation of the ISC, the true nature of the regime and its 
attitude towards the non-Croat population became crystal clear. As early 
as April 25, before Stepinac's recognition of Pavelič's positive relationship 
towards the Roman Catholic Church and his intolerance of other religions, 
the use of the Cyrillic alphabet was banned, and all schools run by 

the SOC were closed. The property of the Karlovac Archdiocese was 
confiscated, the adjectives "srpski" (Eng. Serbian) and "sremski" (Eng. 
from Srem) were removed from the names of places and were substituted 
by the adjective "hrvatski" (Eng. Croatian). Orthodox Serbs in Zagreb were 
required to wear blue armbands, while Jews had to wear a yellow badge 
with the letter "Z". The Office for the Demolition of Orthodox Churches 
was established, continuing its work until the Croatian Orthodox Church 
was formed. Concentration camps were established, murders and other 
hideous crimes were committed, and cultural monuments were destroyed.

S druge strane, ističu se pozitivni potezi Stepinca. Tako postoje 
svedočenja da je u određenim slučajevima Stepinac spasavao 
nehrvatsko stanovištvo (Srbe i Jevreje) izložene progonu", Diana 
Budisavljević, austrijska heroina koja je učestvovala u spašavanju 
hiljada | hiljada dece iz ustaških logora, međutim, navodi da je 
Stepinac tek od 1943, godine počeo pružati ozbiljniju pomoč, a da se 
pre toga ili pravdao da ne može pomoći ili u prazno obećavao, ali se 
može smatrati nespornim da je u određenim situacijama pomagao u 
spašavanju. 


U nekim momentima, pa čak i na samom početku, ukazivao je na 
određene pojave u NOH. Tako je u pismu ministru unutrašnjih poslova 
od 22. maja 1941. godine ukazivao na ,sve strože | strože odredbe 
koje jednako pogađaju | krive ! nedužne". Takođe, 30. maja 1941. 
godine, ukazivao je u pismu, takođe Artukoviću, da rasni zakoni ne 
bi trebalo da se odnose na katolike nearijevce, odnosno Jevreje koji 
su prešli u katoličanstvo, U pismu Paveliću, 21, jula 1941. godine, 
Stepinac ne dovodi u pitanje transport u logore, već apeluje na 
potrebu za humanim pristupom15. Ova tri pisma vrlo često se ističu 
kao svedočanstvo Stepinčeve pobune protiv ustaških zločina. No, 

u suštini, Oni su dosta mlaka sugestija, pre nego kritika tadašnjeg 
režima. Uistinu, ovaj pristup se često pravda diplomatičnošću i 
zalaganjem Stepinca da poboljša položaj progonjenih. No, suštinski 
javna podrška, a blaga sugestija koja ne dotiče meritum problema, 
Jasno je, ne izdvajaju Stepinca kao nekog ko je rovario i iznutra radio 
protiv tadašnjeg režima. Njegova nešto oštrija kritika izražena je u 
pismu Paveliću tek 24. februara 1943. godine, kada, nakon ubistva 
sedam slovenskih sveštenika, Jasenovac karakteriše kao ,sramotnu 
ljagu za NDH". 


Postoje tvrdnje | da je Stepinčev život zbog njegovih istupa bio 
ugrožen. Međutim, ne postoje ozbiljni dokazi koji potkrepljuju 
ove tvrdnje. Naprotiv, Stepinac je 1944. dobio odlikovanje ,Red 
za zasluge - Velered sa zvijezdom", uz obrazloženje u Narodnim 
novinama, službenom glasilu NOH: ,Što se kao metropolit zagrebački 
odlučno uzprotivio odnarodnjivanju medimurskog hrvatskog 
pučanstva posredstvom stranih svećenika i što je prosvjedovao zbog 
neprijateljskog bombardiranja nezaštićenog zagrebačkog građanstva. 
Što je kao nadbiskup raskrinkavao u zemlji i izvan zemlje odmetnike s 
„ye Područja Nezavisne države Hrvatske." Takođe, iako je dva puta (1970. 
45 11994.) podnet predlog memorijalnom izraelskom centru Jad Vašem 
Xx (Yad Vashem) da se Stepincu zbog toga što je spasao odredeni broj 
Jevreja dodeli nagrada „Pravednik medu narodima", oba predloga su 
e odbijena, jer je za ovu nagradu potrebno da je prilikom spašavanja bio 
x ugrožen njegov život. 


Stepinac se često optužuje da zapravo nije podigao glas u dovoljnoj 


On January 20, 1942, Pope Pius XII made Stepinac the vicar of the 
Ustasha, the homeland defenders and the Italian army. That same year, 
Stepinac became a member of the Croatian State Assembly (Hrvatsi 
državni sabor). During the opening ceremony he held a speech in whi 
he praised Pavelić: “Leader! The rebirth of the Croatian assembly is 
proof of your deep and vibrant consciousness, responsibility and a great 
burden which you wish to share with your compatriots. This rebirth wi 
be in the prayers of the Church and in our hearts: may the Eternal Judge. 
who governs the fate of nations, carve with his almighty right hand 

into the foundations of the Croatian Assembly and the hearts of all our 
compatriots the same deep and vibrant consciousness and esponsibility 
so that you, the Leader of the Independent State of Croatia, may feceive 
help in the rebirth and rebuilding of our dear homeland on the foundations 
of the evangelical principles of Christ 


On the other hand, the positive actions of Stepinac are emphasized. There 
are accounts by witnesses that in certain cases Stepinac saved non- 
Croats (Serbs and Jews) from persecution. However, Diana Budisavljević, 
the Austrian heroine who saved thousands and thousands of children 
from Ustasha death camps, claims that only in 1943 did Stepinac start 
providing more concrete help and that prior to this he had given excuses 
or empty promises, but thal on certain occasions he without doubt aideq 


the persecuted. 


Even at the very beginning, he would sometimes draw attention to certain 
occurrences in the ISC. In his letter to the Minister of the Interior of 

May 22, 1941, he mentioned that “the ever-harsher decrees hurt equally 
the guilty and the innocent”. Also on May 30, 1941 in another letter to 
Artuković he says that the racial laws should not include Catholic non- 
Arians, namely Jews who had converted to Catholicism, In his letter 

to Pavelić of July 21, 1941, Stepinac does not put into question the 
transportation to concertation camps but does appeal to the use of 
humane approaches. These three letters are frequently cited as examples 
of Stepinac's opposition to the Ustasha crimes. However, they are a 
lukewarm suggestion, rather than a criticism of the regime. Truth be told, 
this attitude is interpreted as his tactfulness and a desire to help the 
persecuted. Nevertheless, strong public support and gentle suggestions 
which do not probe the essence of the problem clearly do not make 
Stepinac a person who worked hard to resist the regime from the inside, 
A somewhat harsher criticism can be found in his letter to Pavelić of 
February 24, 1943, when after the murder of seven Slovene priests, he 
calls Jasenovac a “shameful stain on the ISC". 


There are claims that the life of Stepinac was endangered because of 
his stance. However, there is a lack of serious evidence to cotroborate 
these claims. On the contrary, in 1944 Stepinac was awarded the "Order 
of Merit - Grand Order with Star", accompanied by the explanation in 
the Narodne novine daily, the mouthpiece of the ISC: "Because as the 
Zagreb Archbishop he stood firmly against the denationalization of the 
Medjimurje Croats by foreign priests and because he protested against 
the enemy bombing of the defenseless Zagreb citizenry, Because as 
Archbishop he exposed in the country and beyond the enemies of the 
Independent State of Croatia.” It bears mentioning that although there 
were two petitions (in 1970 and 1994) that Stepinac be awarded the 
“Righteous among Nations" title by Yad Vashem for saving a certain 
number of Jews, both of these were denied as one of the requirements 
to receive this award is to have placed oneself in the line of danger while 
saving others, 


Stepinac is accused of never raising his voice against the Ustasha crimes. 
His defenders, however, say that in the circumstances he could not have 
done more. Nevertheless, the letter of Stepinac to Cardinal Maglione of

ukazuje da su zločini incidenti neodgovornih pojedinaca, mimo znanja 
rukovodstva NDH ili čak u suprotnosti sa njihovim odlukama. Takođe, 
u pismu govori o ,srpskoj propagandi", a spominje i srpska zla, i to u 
jednom osetljivom momentu kada se Srbi u tadašnjoj NDH brutalno 
zatiru. 


U vreme NDH, problem prelaska nehrvatskog stanovištva u 
katoličanstvo predstavljao je jedan od glavnih problema. Stepinac je 
uistinu često podržavao proces pokrštavanja, ,zato postoje i uputstva 
koja su slata iz nadbiskupske kancelarije i dvora". ,Ali on je bio veliki 
protivnik zločina i prinude na koji se to radilo, drugim rečima - načinom 
na koji se narod prisiljavao da se prevede u drugu veru. On je smatrao 
da taj narod treba da bude pripremljen za to, da zna šta je katolička 
vera. Medutim, ustaše u tom pogledu nisu imale mnogo ni strpljenja ni 
obzira prema njemu." 


Zanimljiva je promemorija koju su u Beogradu 1. marta 1942, godine 
Vatikanu uputili slovenske katoličke starešine koje žive u Srbiji, a gde 
se, izmedu ostalog, kaže i sledeče: ,Svaki nepristrasni promatrač 
prilika u Hrvatskoj mora priznati da se prelazak pravoslavnih u 
katoličku vjeru vrši u znaku najgoreg političkog nasilja, što ga čovjek 
uopće može zamisliti. Između ostalog, za dokaz neka posluži poziv 
štampan u biskupskoj štampariji u Đakovu u kojem se pozivaju 
pravoslavci da se 'čim prije jave u katoličku crkvu', jer će tobože 'kao 
katolici moći ostati u svojim domovima' te će se nesmetano posvetiti 
svojim domovima i odgoju svoje djece." 


U predstavci Paveliću od 20. novembra 1941, Stepinac piše da ,rad 
na vjerskim prijelazima treba biti povjeren hrvatskim katoličkim 
biskupima", koji su jedini pozvani, ,da tim svetim radom dirigiraju na 
dobro i korist svete Katoličke crkve i hrvatskoga naroda ujedinjenog 
i oslobođenog u Nezavisnoj državi Hrvatskoj". Jasno je, međutim, da 
zalaganje za dobrovoljni prelazak u katoličanstvo jeste stanovište 
potpuno odeljeno od realnosti u momentu kada zapravo smrt 
predstavlja drugu alternativu. 


Stepinac je, nesumnjivo, bio istaknuta i uticajna ličnost u NDH. On 
nije imao visok vojni, pa donekle ni politički položaj, iako je bio član 
Hrvatskog sabora, dakle deo tadašnjeg političkog sistema, ali je bio 
najviši crkveni velikodostojnik tada dominantne religije u državi koja je 
želela istrebljenje zasnovano ne samo na nacionalnoj, već i na verskoj 
razlici. Njegov uticaj je nesumnjivo bio bitan, a njegov glas imao 

je izrazitu težinu. Zvanično, on je podržavao nesumnjivo zločinački 
režim, U privatnim prepiskama i razgovorima blagim sugestijama je 
ukazivao na propuste, a ponekad, istina, oštrije kritikovao pojave. 
Međutim, ne postoji dokaz da je njegova kritika zahvatila suštinu 
problema, uzrok i krajnje inspiratore i vodeće političke ličnosti NDH.

Keeping in mind that at the time 
the Vatican was receiving numerous protests against the Ustasha crimes 
and the role of the church in the territories of the ISC, in his letter Stepinac 
denies the role of the Catholic Church, saying that church was in fact 
defending the persecuted, adding that the incidents were the handiwork 
of irresponsible individuals, who were acting without the knowledge of the 
authorities of the ISC and even against their orders. In his letter he also 
speaks of “Serbian propaganda” and mentions Serbian crimes, at the very 
moment when the Serbs in the ISC were being brutally exterminated. 


In the ISC, the problem of the conversion of non-Croat citizens to 
Catholicism represented one of the main problems, Stepinac did indeed 
support the process of conversion, “that is why there are instructions 
which were sent from the Archbishopric office and court’. “However, 
he was a great opponent of the criminal and forceful way this was 
conducted, in other words, with the way people were made to convert 
to another faith. He believed that the people must be prepared for such 
an act and that they should get to know the Catholic faith. However, 
regarding this matter, the Ustashas did not have much patience and 
Consideration for his wishes.” 


Worthy of note is the promemoria that on March 1, 1942 the members 

of the Slovene Catholic Church in Belgrade sent to the Vatican. Among 
other things they said: “An unbiased observer of the situation in Croatia 
must admit that the conversion of the Orthodox to Catholicism is being 
conducted in the form of the worst kind of political violence that can be 
imagined. Among other thing, proof of this can be seen in the publication 
issued by the Bishopric press in Djakovo in which a summons is issued to 
all Orthodox to report as soon as possible to the Catholic church’ because 
as ‘Catholics they will be able to stay in their homes’ and that they will be 
EUR to devole themselves freely to their homes and the rearing of their 
children: 


In his petition to Pavelić of November 20, 1941, Stepinac writes that 

"the work on religious conversion must be given to Croatian Catholic 
bishops”, who are the only ones who should be entrusted with “directing 
this sacred work, to the benefit of the holy Catholic Church and the united 
and freed Croatian nation of the Independent State of Croatia". It is clear, 
however, that the efforts to make conversion voluntary ware completely 
disconnected from reality as the only other alternative to this at the time 
was death. 


Stepinac was undoubtedly a prominent and influential person in the 

ISC. He did not have a high military or even political position, although 

he was a member of the Croatian Assembly, and therefore was most 
certainly a part of the political system. Nevertheless, he was the leader 

of the dominant religion in a country which sought to implement mass 
exterminations on the basis of not only race but also of faith. His 
influence was undoubtedly significant, and his opinions carried a certain 
weight. Officially, it is without doubt that he supported the criminal 
regime. In his private correspondence and conversations he offered gentle 
suggestions to correct certain defects, and, it must be added, sometimes 
admonished more sternly certain events, However, there is no evidence 
that his criticism was aimed at the essence of the problem, the causes 
and the ultimate inspirators and leading political figures in the ISC. The 
debate on the need for voluntary conversions when a knife is hanging 
above one's head, or discussing the need to punish only the guilty, at a 
moment when the only criterion of a crime was the perpetrator's faith or 
nationality, represent mere drops of conscience in a desert of crimes 
Besides this, in his letter to Cardinal Maglione of May 23, 1943, when 
presented with the opportunity to actively Influence the current situation 
through the Vatican, Stepinac actually played down the crimes, defending 
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Vatikana, da suštinski utiče na tadašnje prilike, Stepinac zapravo 
ublažava tadašnje zločine, braneći vlast NDH, čime definitivno 
pokazuje da ni iskreno, u sebi, on nije raskrstio sa zločinačkim 
režimom NOH. Ovo pismo je upravo zato možda i njegova najteža 
optužnica. Takođe, u izveštaju Ambasade Velike Britanije iz Beograda 
od 1953. godine, ističe se da je Stepinac održavao ,nepotrebno 
srdačne odnose" s nemačkim i italijanskim okupacijskim vlastima, 
kao i s ustašama, kao i da nije zauzeo javan stav protiv masakra nad 
Srbima i Jevrejima. 


OBJEKTIVNA ODGOVORNOST ALOJZIJA STEPINCA 


Kada govorimo o Alojziju Stepincu, neodoljivo se nameću asocijacije 
na japanskog admirala Tomojuki Jamašitu, koji je od 1941. do 1945, 
upravljao Filipinima, odnosno bio tamošnji guverner i kome je 1. 
oktobra 1945. započelo suđenje na osnovu paragrafa 29 Posebnog 
naređenja broj 120, donetog od strane Glavnog štaba Kopnene vojske 
SAD. Sud koji mu je sudio i koji ga je na kraju osudio na smrt, utvrdio je 
da je, naročito za vreme evakuacije Manile, bila izvršena čitava serija 
zločina, tzv. silovanje Manile, a da je Jamašita to morao znati, jerje 

to bila notorna stvar. Jamašita nije učinio ništa, odnosno nije učinio 
dovoljno da spreči te zločine, te je tada zauzet stav da se nadređeni 
(a pod time se ne podrazumeva samo vojni nadređeni, uostalom 
Jamašita tada više Više nije bio vojnik, već civilni službenik - guverner) 
ima smatrati odgovornim i za dela svojih potčinjenih, ukoliko su ti 
zločini očiti, notorni. Slučaj japanskog generala Jamašite postao je 
tada, na neki način, standard u međunarodnom humanitarnom pravu, 
standard koji je i danas aktuelan, uprkos tome što mu se mogu izreći 
brojne kritičke primedbe. lako se, po mišljenju mnogih, ni odgovornost 
najviših nacističkih zločinaca ne bi mogla tako lako dokazati da su 

se primećivali klasični principi krivičnog prava o umišljaju, nehatu, 
nameri, prosto zato što su nedostajali pisani tragovi, dokumenta koji 
bi nedvosmisleno dokazivali da je u nekom konkretnom slučaju zbilja 
bilo izdato naređenje za činjenje zločina. Uzima se takođe da je, u tom 
smislu, ovde značajan i slučaj komandanta Virca (Wirtz) u američkom 
građanskom ratu, u logoru Andersonvil (Andersonville), gde je jedna 
od tačaka optužnice bila i ta da dotični nije preduzeo nikakve mere 

da spreči zločine protiv svojih zarobljenika. Takođe treba pomenuti 
i,Lajpciška suđenja" nakon Prvog svetskog rata i dva slučaja 
»Landovery Castle Case" i ,Dover Castle Case", gde su, u oba slučaja, 
kažnjeni komandanti nemačkih podmornica zato što nisu sprečili niti 
kaznili svoje potčinjene za ubijanje neprijateljskih brodolomnika29. 


Ovde svakako treba pomenuti i jednu presudu Vrhovnog suda SAD, 

a povodom ,Torture Victims Protection Act", prema kojoj se smatra 
odgovornim ne samo lice koje direktno sprovodi torturu nad nekim, 
već, isto tako, i bilo koje drugo lice koje se nalazi na nekom višem 
položaju faktičke društvene vlasti, a koje Zna, ali pri tome ipak toleriše 
ili ignoriše činjenice o sprovođenju torture u nekom konkretnom 
slučaju. Asocijacije koje se ovde nameću, odnosno pitanja koja se 
postavljaju, tiču se pre svega moralne odgovornosti nadbiskupa 
Stepinca, koji je po svom faktičkom položaju i uticaju vodećeg 
crkvenog velikodostojnika imao zaista posebnu odgovornost. 


Ako bismo striktno primenjivali ,Jamasita kriterijume", kriterijume koje 
je u ovovremenim uslovima u dobroj meri primenio i Haški tribunal, 
kardinal Alojzije Stepinac bi nesumnjivo bio odgovoran zato što je 
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the ISC authorities. In this way he patently showed that in his own being 
he had not come to terms with the criminal regime of the ISC. For this 
reason, this very letter might be his most serious indictment. 


A report issued by the Embassy of Great Britain in Belgrade in 1953 states 
that Stepinac maintained “unnecessarily close relations" with the German 
and Italian occupying authorities, as well as the Ustashas, and that he 
never clearly and publicly condemned the massacres Committed against 
the Serbs 


THE OBJECTIVE ACCOUNTABILITY OF ALOYSIUS STEPINAC 


When speaking of Aloysius Stepinac, it is easy lo draw parallels with the 
Japanese General Tomoyuki Yamashita, who from 1941 to 1945 was the 
governor of the Philippines, On October 1, 1945 the admiral was put on 
trial on the basis of Paragraph 29 of Special Order No. 120 issued by the 
General Command of the United States Army. The court that tried and 
consequently sentenced the General established that a series of crimes 
had been committed, particularly during the evacuation of Manila, the so- 
called “Manila Massacre’, crimes that Yamashita must have known about, 
as they were a well-known fact. Yamashita had done nothing, that is, not 
enough to prevent the crimes, so he was accused of being responsible, 

as the person in command (this included not only military command 

but civilian as, at the time, Yamashita was a civilian governor) for the 
atrocities committed by his subordinates, which were well-known and 
obvious. The case of the Japanese General Yamashita became a standard 
in international humanitarian law, still current to this day, although as a 
standard it is flawed. 


Many believe that even the responsibility of the highest-ranking Nazi 
criminals could not be proven easily if the classical principles of criminal 
law were applied regarding premeditation, negligence and intent, simply 
because of a lack of written evidence and other documents which 
would prove that in a specific case an order had been issued to commit 
atrocities. In this context, the case of Commandant Wirtz from the 
American Civil War and the Andersonville camp is significant. In this 
instance, one of the charges was that the Wirtz did not undertake any 
Measures to prevent the committing of war crimes against his prisoners, 
Also worthy of mention are the "Leipzig Trials” after WWI and the 
Landovery Castle Case and the Dover Castle Case. In both these cases, 
the German U-boat commanders were found quilty of failing to prevent 
their subordinates from murdering enemy shipwreck survivors, 


Another case worth mentioning is the decision of the Supreme Court 

of the Unites States regarding the "Torture Victims Protection Act", 
according to which responsibility is ascribed to not only the person who 
directly conducts the torture, but also to any person higher in the chain of 
command who is aware of the crime being committed but nevertheless 
fails to act or ignores the torture. 


The associations which are apparent and the questions which are raised 
concern primarily the question of the moral responsibility of Archbishop 
Stepinac, who due to his position and influence as the highest-ranking 
church dignitary truly had a particular kind of duty. 


If we were to apply strictly the "Yamashita Standard’, a set of criteria 

that in modern times have been applied at the Hague Tribunal, Cardinal 
Aloysius Stepinac would without a doubt be found responsible, due to the 
fact that he had knowledge or may have been aware of the serious crimes 
and grievous violations against international humanitarian law and had 
failed to do anything to prevent these acts. 
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Argument da u vreme Stepinca nije bio uspostavljen, tj. nije postojao 
institut komandne odgovornosti ne stoji, jer ni u vreme Jamašite 
takav vid odgovornosti nije postojao, pa ipak to nije bila prepreka da 
Jamašita bude proglašen odgovornim i osudenim. Argument čitavog 
medunarodnog krivičnog i humanitarnog prava za Nirnbeška i Tokijska 
sudenja sastoji se, u dobroj meri, u tome da se radi o tako teškim, 
masovnim i masivnim kršenjima ljudskih prava, o takvim zločinima 
da klasični principi kao Sto je princip ,zabrane retroaktivnosti" ne 
mogu i ne smeju biti respektovani u nekoj posebnoj meri. Ako je to 
opšti argument kojim se opravdavao rad Nirnberškog i Tokijskog 
suda, zbog čega taj princip ne bi mogao biti primenjen i na Stepinca, 
makar u jednom čisto moralnom smislu, odnosno u smislu njegove 
moralne odgovornosti, koju mi ovde prevashodno imamo u vidu. 
Najbitnije od svih pitanja čini se pitanje da li je Stepinac tada, za 
vreme Drugog svetskog rata, uistinu Znao i mogao znati za ono što 
se dešava u Jasenovcu i na širokom prostoru čitave NDH. Može li 
čovek da zna ono što se dogada daleko od njega, izvan njegovog 
neposrednog vidokruga. ,Jamašita standard" kaže da kada su zločini 
masovni i notorni, onda se zapovednik, vrhovnik uopšte, ne može 
pravdati time da nije znao. No kvantitet i intenzitet zločina, kao i 
sistemsko, čak zakonsko normiranje zatiranja Srba i Jevreja, pa i 
sama pisma u kojima Stepinac blago kritikuje odredene pojave, jasno 
ukazuju da je on znao manje-više realno stanje stvari. Stepinčeve 
sugestije i određenja kritika predstavljaju ,pontijepilatovsko pranje 
ruku", jer u suštini on se ni jednog momenta ne odriče, niti kritički 
odnos prema NDH. njegova kritika odnosi se na izvesna skretanja i, 
u večini slučajeva, pre je stilskog karaktera. Stepinac definitivno nije 
tvrda struja NDH, niti postoje dokazi koji bi ga povezali direktno sa 
zločinima, pa ni sa slavljenjem zločina iza kojih stoji NDH. Međutim, 
on definitivno jeste čovek sistema NDH, koje se ne odriče niti je 
kritički posmatra. 


Drugo suštinsko pitanje kada bismo govorili o odgovornosti Stepinca 
jeste da li je on mogao uticati i sprečiti činjenje određenih krivičnih 
dela, odnosno da li je njegov uticaj bio takav da je mogao uticati da 
se tako teški zločini ne dese. Uistinu, on nije imao faktičku vlast. 
Međutim, njegova pomenuta prepiska sa kardinalom Maljoneom od 
23. maja 1943. godinu, u kojoj Stepinac ublažava sistemske zločine 
počinjene u NDH i brani postojanje ove države i njene čelnike, pokazuje 
i da kada je imao uticaj on ga nije koristio da iscrta liniju razdvajanja 
između sebe i zločinačkog režima NDH. Imajući u vidu tadašnji 

uticaj Vatikana, Stepinac, ako i nije imao dovoljno lične hrabrosti da 
u javnom životu ili ličnim susretima i prepiskama sa čelnicima NOH 
utiče na smanjenje zločina, nesumnjivo je kao izaslanik Svete stolice 
mogao da realno prikaže stanje stvari i na taj način posredno utiče na 
stvaranje pritiska kojim bi se smanjila brutalnost zločina. 


Može se primetiti da je i pre И svetskog rata Stepinac bio izrazit katolik 
i nacionalista koji se zalagao za prava hrvatskog naroda. Analiza 

i Stepinčevih dnevničkih beležaka i njegovih istupa jasno ukazuju 

da je Srbe i Hrvate posmatrao kao konkurentne političke cy6jekte u 
Kraljevini Jugoslaviji, kao i odnos katoličanstva prema pravoslavlju. 
Takođe, isticao je da bi Srbi trebalo da se okrenu katoličanstvu. Takvi 
stavovi, iako svakako ekstremni, mogu se i prihvatiti kao legitimni, 
sve do onog momenta kada svoje otelotvorenje nisu našli u ustaškom 
pokretu. Možemo reći da postoji apsolutni konsenzus, koji se ne 
može ustanoviti ni povodom jednog drugog istorijskog događaja, o 
zločinačkom karakteru nacizma i fašizma, kao jednim od najmračnijih 
projekata zla u svetskoj istoriji. Zločini počinjeni pod ustaškim 
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The argument that during Stepinac's lifetime the institution of command 
responsibility had not been established is not valid, as such a form 

of responsibility was non-existent in the case of Yamashita, who was 
nevertheless found responsible and convicted. The entire argument of 
the criminal and humanitarian law practiced in the Nuremburg and Tokyo 
trials rests in great measure on the understanding that the atrocities 
committed were of such gravity and enormity and that human rights 
were so grossly violated that classical principles such as the principle 
of "non-retroactivity" cannot and need not be abided by. If this is the 
general argument which justified the work of the Nuremburg and Tokyo 
trials, what is the reason for not applying the principle in the case of 
Stepinac, even in the purely moral sense, that is, in the sense of his moral 
responsibility, which is what we are dealing with? 


The most important question is whether Stepinac knew or could have 
known what was happening in Jasenovac and the rest of the territory of 
the ISC during WWII. Can a person know what is happening far away from 
him, beyond his most immediate surroundings? The "Yamashita Standard" 
states that when crimes are committed on a massive scale and when they 
are known, then the commander, or any leader, cannot claim ignorance. 
However, the quantity and intensity of the crimes, as well as the systemic 
nature and even legalization of the extermination of Serbs and Jews, and 
even the letters in which Stepinac mildly criticizes certain occurrences, 
clearly indicate that he was, to a greater or lesser extent, aware of the true 
situation. The suggestions and occasional criticisms offered by Stepinac 
represent a washing of hands of Pontius Pilate, as essentially he never 
rejects the ISC or assumes a critical position towards it. His criticism 

is directed at certain incidences and remain purely stylized. Stepinac 
definitely was not a hardline representative of the ISC, nor is there any 
evidence that would link him directly to crimes, nor even a glorification 
ofthe crimes committed by the ISC. However, he undoubtedly was a 
representative of the system that was the ISC, which he never divorces 
himself from or condemns. 


The second fundamental question regarding the responsibility of Stepinac 
is whether he could have influenced events and prevented certain crimes, 
that is, whether his influence was of such a nature that he could have 
indeed helped stop the atrocities. Truth be told, he did not have any actual 
power. However, the mentioned letter to Cardinal Maglione of May 23, 
1943, in which Stepinac tones down the systemic crimes committed in 
the ISC and defends the existence of the state and its leaders, shows that 
even in situations where he could have exercised his influence, he did not 
use it to draw a clear line of separation between himself and the criminal 
regime. Keeping in mind the authority enjoyed by the Vatican at the time, 
even though he may not have had enough personal courage to publicly 
and personally challenge the leaders of the ISC, as an emissary of the 
Holy See Stepinac undoubtedly could have presented a realistic picture of 
the situation and in this way indirectly help create pressure which might 
have lessened the brutality of the crimes. 


It is evident that even before WWII, Stepinac was an ardent Catholic and 

a nationalist who fought for the rights of the Croatian people. An analysis 
of his journal entries and public appearances clearly shows that he saw 
the Serbs and Croats as competing political subjects in the Kingdom 

of Yugoslavia, whose faiths, Catholicism and Eastern Orthodoxy were 
similarly incompatible. He also believed that the Serbs should become 
Catholics. These beliefs, although certainly extremist, could have been 
accepted as legitimate up until the moment when they found their 
embodiment in the Ustasha movement. We might say that there is almost 
absolute consensus (something which no other historical event enjoys) 
that Nazism and fascism were the darkest projects of evil ever to have

MOŽE LI STEPINČEVO STRADANJE VODITI KA ISKUPLJENJU 


Tema ovog spisa nije Stepinčev život nakon II svetskog rata. Ali je, 
sa dogmatskog aspekta njegove kanonizacije, nemoguče ne ispitati 
tezu da je njegovo stradanje zapravo iskupljenje, odnosno postaviti 
pitanje da li je pokazao pokajanje koje ga uzdiže izvan profanog 
medu svete. Mi nećemo ulaziti u analizu suđenja kome je bio izložen. 
Suštinski gledano, Stepinac je nakon II svetskog rata došao u sukob 
sa komunističkim vlastima. | kritičari njegovog dela stanja su da su 
njegova osuda i zatvaranje posledice njegovog protivljenja novim 
vlastima i političkog sukoba između Vatikana i Jugoslavije. No, 
suštinski, njegov stav prema komunizmu odavno je bio negativan. 
Tako je još 1937, nakon što je Papa Pije XI objavio encikliku Divine 
redemptoris, u kojoj osuđuje komunizam, Stepinac, tada nadbiskup, 
održao antikomunistički govor. Ključan test za Stepinca bio je njegov 
odnos prema nacističkoj tvorevini NDH, čiji je deo sistema bio, i 
postojanje, odnosno nepostojanje katarze kada je reč o tom delu 
njegove biografije. Dokazi o pokajanju su ono što takođe nedostaje u 
njegovoj biografiji. 


SLUČAJ DITRIHA BOHNEFERA KAO MODEL SUPROTAN 
STEPINCU 


Ditrih Bonhefer (Dietrich Bonhoeffer) nemački je evangelistički 
sveštenik koji se oštro protivno progonu Jevreja, smatrajući da 
hrišćani ne mogu ostati nemi i podržavati progone kojima su izloženi 
Jevreji. Ovaj doktor teologije bio je ugledni protestantski sveštenik, 
međutim, smatrao je da crkva koja kolaborira sa nacističkim režimom 
nema dodira sa iskonskim hrišćanstvom, pa je osnovao ispovedajuću 
crkvu. Isticao se javnom kritikom nacističkog režima, zbog čega mu 
je zabranjen javni rad. Takođe je učestvovao u spašavanju Jevreja. 
lako ga || svetski rat zatiče u Americi, Bonhefer odlučuje da se vrati u 
Nemačku. Nastavljajući protivljenje nacističkom režimu, 1943. godine 
biva odveden u zatvor, a zatim prebačen u koncentracioni logor. 
njegovu težnju da bude na strani progonjenih ni životna ugroženost 

ni nacistički logor nisu mogli zaustaviti, niti slomiti duh pravednosti 

i pobune u njegovoj duši. Tako je pred sam kraj rata, zbog učešća u 
organizaciji atentata na Adolfa Hitlera, usmrćen. 


Poseban kuriozitet u njegovoj biografiji predstavlja činjenica da ga 

je Drugi svetski rat zatekao u SAD, gde je učestvovao na teološkom 
seminaru u Njujorku. lako je bio nepomirljivi protivnik nacizma, odlučio 
je da se vrati u Nemačku. Njegovi prijatelji ubedivali su ga da ostane, 
znajući kakvoj se opasnosti izlaže. Bonhefer je odbio njihove molbe 
njegov izbor najbolje izražava odgovor koji je dao jednom svom — 
prijatelju: ,Shvatio sam da sam pogrešio dolaskom u Ameriku. Ovaj 
težak period u našoj nacionalnoj istoriji, ja moram da proživim zajedno 
sa narodom Nemačke. Nemam nikakvo pravo da učestvujem u obnovi 
hrišćanskog života u Nemačkoj, ako sada ne podelim iskušenje moje 
pastve. Hrišćanstvo u Nemačkoj se suočava sa strašnim izborom. 

lli će porazom njene nacije hrišćanska civilizacija preživeti ili će 
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occurred in the history of the world. The crimes committed under the |; 
regime are the very darkest corners of this project. Having a role in such 
a system simply means that a person was on the wrong side of history it 
is possible that Stepinac did not celebrate the crimes of the ISC, but it i; 
evident that he did not rise above the tide of historical events that Swept 
over him, never even showing resistance to this tide. 


CAN THE SUFFERING OF STEPINAC LEAD TO REDEMPTION? 


The subject of this paper is not Stepinac's life after WWII. However, from 
the dogmatic aspect of his beatification, it is impossible not the examine 
the theory that his suffering was a form of atonement, begging the 
question whether Stepinac showed the repentance which would elevate 
him from the prophane to the saintly. We shall not enter into the analysis 
of the trial which he was subjected to. Essentially, after WWII Stepinac 
was persecuted by the communist authorities. Even the critics of Stepinac 
admit that his conviction and imprisonment were the consequences of 
his resistance against the new rule and the political conflict between 

the Vatican and Yugoslavia. However, his attitude towards communism 
was always negative, As early as 1937, when Pope Pius XI issued his 
encyclical Divini Redemptoris, condemning communism, Stepinac, who 
was archbishop at the time, gave an anti-communist speech. The Principal 
test for Stepinac was his attitude towards the Nazi puppet-state, of which 
he was an integral part. What is missing from his biography is a catharsis 
regarding his role in the ISC, and proof of his repentance. | 


THE CASE OF DIETRICH BONHOEFFER AS А MODEL 
DIAMETRICALLY OPPOSITE TO STEPINAC 


Dietrich Bonhoeffer was a German evangelical priest who strongly 
opposed the expulsion of Jews, saying that Christians cannot remain 
silent and support the persecution to which the Jews were subjected, 
This doctor of theology was an influential protestant priest who believed 
that a church which collaborated with the Nazi regime had divorced itself 
from true Christianity, which is why he created the Confessing Church. He 
was an outspoken critic of the Nazi regime and was consequently banned 
from performing public work. He also participated in the saving of Jews. 
Although he was in the USA when WWII broke out, Bonhoeffer decided 

to return to Germany. He continued his opposition to the Nazi regime 
and in 1943 he was imprisoned and later transferred to a concentration 
camp. His determination to be on the side of the persecuted could not 
be weakened neither by the danger to his life he faced nor the Nazi 
deathcamp. His spirit of righteousness and rebellion could not be 
diminished, That was why towards the end of the war he was accused 
of participating in the organization of an assassination attempt on Adolf 
Hitler and executed. 


The part of his biography which is particularly thought-provoking is 

the fact that when WWII broke out he was in the USA participating in 

a theological seminar in New York. Although he was an implacable 
opponent of Nazism, he decided to return to Germany. His friends tried to 
persuade him to remain, knowing that he would be exposing himself to 
grave danger. Bonhoeffer refused to consent to their pleas, explaining his 
choice with the words: "I have made the mistake in coming to America. 

1 must live through this difficult period of our national history with the 
Christian people of Germany. | will have no right to participate in the 
reconstruction of Christian life in Germany after the war if | do not share 
the trials of this time with my people. Christianity in Germany will face the 
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pobeda nemačke nacije značiti razaranje hriščanstva. Znam koju od 
ovih alternativa moram izabrati.

Imajuči u vidu težinu zločina počinjenih u NDH, kanonizacija Stepinca 
ima zaista elemente sekundarne viktimizacije žrtava i njihovog 
potomstva.

morao stati na stranu obespravljenih i progonjenih, poput nemačkog 
sveštenika Bonhefnera. Oportunizam i proračunatost u tim strašnim 
momentima imanentni su prosečnim ludima, ali ne i svecima. 
Nedostatak pokajanja i više razumevanja koje Stepinac u pismu 
kardinalu Maljoneu od 23. Maja 1943. godine nalazi za dželate, pre 
nego za žrtve, nisu kompatabilni sa hriščanskim etosom. Zločini i 
progon kojima je bilo izloženo nehrvatsko stanovništvo po brutalnosti 
je slično progonima ranih hriščana, koje nobelovac Sjenkjevič opisuje 
u svome delu Ouo vadis. | upravo još jedna parabola, vezana za 
apostola Petra, podseča na hriščanski etos. Kada je apostol Petar 
bežao iz Rima od brutalnih progona kojima su bili izloženi hriščani, 
sreo je Hrista kojih je išao u suprotnom smeru. Na pitanje apostola 
Petra: Quo vadis, Domine3, Isus je odgovorio da ide u Rim kako bi ga 
ponovo razapeli. Postiden odgovorom, Petar se vratio u Rim, gde je 
mučen i ubijen, a u njegovu čast je podignuta crkva Quo vadis. Mogyče 
da biblijske parabole deluju kao pretežak kriterijum za obične ljude, ali 
ne bi trebalo da su preteške za svece. Taj izbor i susret sa Ouo vadis 
parabolom imao je nemački sveštenik Bonhefner, izabravši hrišćanski 
elos i ispisavši svoju biografiju dostojnu biblijskih velikomučenika. 
Bonhefner ne samo što nije ćutao i što nije podržavao; ne samo što 
nije prećutkivao i žmurio; ne samo što je odabrao da napusti sigurnost 
Amerike i vrati se u Evropu zahvaćenu paklom nacizma; on se aktivno 
i javno suprotstavio stajući na stranu progonjenih. Čak i zatočen, 

pod pretnjom smrti, on nastavlja da iscrtava granicu između sebe i 
zločinaca, na kraju je utemeljujući svojom krvlju. 


Sličan primer ostavili su nam Edit Štajn, Jevrejka koja je primila 
katoličanstvo i zbog mučeništva u logoru Aušvic postala Sv. Tereza 
Benedikta od krsta, kao i Otac Rupert Majer i Biskup Klement August, 
grof fon Galen.

IN LIEU OF AN ENDING 


Bearing in mind the enormity of the crimes committed in the ISC, the 
beatification of Stepinac truly does have the elements of a secondary 
victimization of the victims and their descendants. For this reason, this 
question cannot be a gesture of reconciliation in an age of ecumenical 
dialogue and cooperation. 


There is no need to paint a dark portrait of Stepinac. It is possible that 

his behavior was merely the norm in historical storms, when spirit and 
character are bent and broken. Regardless of his great intellect, it is 
obvious that the youngest bishop in history was not up to the task which 
history presented him with and cannot be counted amongst its heroes. 

The Christian in him never defeated the nationalist. This may not be 
controversial, nor are the two in permanent conflict. However, in moments 
when the embodiment of one’s national and political aspirations is 

founded on a criminal Nazi project such as was the ISC, all bonds with 

true Christianity are severed. Simply, as a Christian he was dutybound to 
stand up for the disenfranchised and persecuted, like the German priest 
Bonhoeffer did. Opportunism and calculation in these terrible moments 

are immanent to average the average person, but not to saints. A lack of 
remorse and the greater compassion Stepinac showed for the executioners 
than for their victims in his letter to Cardinal Maglione of May 23, 1941, are 
not compatible with the Christian ethos. The atrocities and persecution that 
the non-Croat population was subjected to in its brutality resembled the 
persecution suffered by the early Christians, described by Sienkiewicz in his 
novel Quo vadis? 


A parable with Apostle Peter reminds us of the Christian ethos. When Peter 
was fleeing Rome because of the brutal persecutions of the Christians, he 
met Christ who was going in the opposite direction. Peter asked his Lord: 
Quo vadis, Domine?, to which Jesus responded that he was going to Rome 
to be crucified again. Shamed by this answer, Peter returned to Rome, 
where he was tortured and killed and in his honor the Church of Domine 
Quo Vadis was later constructed. 


It seems that biblical parables might be too high a standard for ordinary 
men. They should not be so for a saint. This choice and the parable of 
Quo vadis was one faced by the German priest Bonhoeffer, who chose 

the Christian ethos, leaving behind a biography worthy of biblical martyrs. 
Not only did Bonhoeffer not remain silent and complacent, not only did he 
not turn a blind eye, not only did he choose to leave the safety of America 
and return to Europe engulfed by the horror of Nazism he actively and 
publicly chose to side with the persecuted. Even when he was imprisoned, 
threatened by death, he continued to draw a line of separation between 
himself and the criminals, ultimately fortifying the gap with his own blood. 


Another example of such sacrifice were the lives of Edith Stein, a Jewish 

woman who converted to Catholicism and who for her martyrdom in 

Auschwitz was beatified as St. Theresa Benedicta of the Cross, as well as 
Clemens August, Count von Galen. aje

Stepinac writes that already in the territory of NOH about 
250.000 Orthodox Serbs were converted to Catholicism Stepinac justified himself for not pub- 
licly speaking out against the Ustashe's anti-Serb policy as the Vatican would then send him to 
a ‘wherefrom he would not be able to save 7000 mostly Serb orphans.

Persecuted, quaufying the crimes as incidents of iresponsible Individuals, without the know\-

Пример блаженог католичког бискупа Клеменса Августа грофа

нацисти после добијеног рата да се коначно обрачунају са 
бискупом Галеном, кога за време рата нису смели да дирну. јер су 
се бојали да ће изгубити лојалност Католика краја над којим је 
бискуп Гален био надлежан. Упокојен је 1946. а од 2005. године 
бива проглашен блаженим. 


Едит Штајн, Са. Тереза Бенедикта од Крста 

(12,10.1891-9.8.1942) 

Едит Штајн. Јеврејка која је 1922. године прешла у Католичанство и 
која се замонашила, обратила се већ 1933. године, недуго након 
што ће Хитлер преузети власт и одмах почети са својим 
антисемитским програмом, писмом тадашњем Папи Пију XI ca 
молбом да јавно протестује против нацистичког прогона Јевреја. 
Наиме. Штајнова је писала. да се сви они који су верни и одани 
цркви, и који отворених очију посматрају прилике у Немачкој. боје 
најгорег за углед Цркве, ако се настави са ћутањем. Едит Штајн је 
касније била приморана да напусти нацистичку Немачку и 
настанила се у Холандији, где ју је Гестапо 1942. године ухапсио. 
Тада је депортована у концентрациони логор у Аушвицу, где је 
почетком августа исте године уморена у гасној комори, заједно са 
њеном сестром Едит је одбијала у ранијим приликама да себе 
спаси (пошто је требала да остави саму своју сестру), и још 1939. 
године у свом тестаменту је написала да је спремна ради крста да 
погине на све могуће начине. Тако је хтела одлучно. и посвећена 
Богу и својој вери, да подели судбину јеврејског народа. коме је 
припадала. Од 1998. године Ватикан је Едиту Штајн прогласио 
светитељком Католичке цркве и мученицом вере. 


ПРИМЕР СРПСКОГ СВЕЦА „ЈАСЕНОВАЧКОГ НОВОМУЧЕНИКА 
ВУКАШИНА МАНДАРАПЕ ИЗ КЛЕПАЦА“ 


Српска православна црква је 1998. године донела одлуку да 
Вукашина Мандрапу прогласи за свеца. Био је мученичка жртва

Father Rupert Mayer 

(2311876-1111945) 

German Catholic priest Rupert Mayer recognized early on the dan- 
gers the Nazi movement was fraught with. and brought his obser- 
vation to public attention. The Nazis arrested him for the first time 
in January 1937. requesting him to stop attacking the Nazis in his 
public sermons, which Mayer refused. For this courageous act. he 
was sentenced to six months in prison. He was arrested again in 
1938. for being unwilling to disclose the name of his confessors. 
Because of "conspiratorial contacts’, he was arrested again in No- 
vember 1939. convicted several times and taken to the Sachsen- 
hausen concentration camp, where he was held for seven months, 
whereafter he was released from the camp in August 1940, due to 
his deteriorated health condition. Until the end of the war in 1945. 
Rupert Mayer was interned in a monastery in Ettal, under the 
watchful eye of Gestapo. In the post-war period, Mayer went back 
to his work in Munich; however. due to fragile health. he died while 
holding a Mass in а Munich church, on 1 November 1945. For his 
steadfastness, remaining true to his faith, and courageous resis- 
tance to Nazis, he was venerated in 1987. 


Bishop Clemens August Graf von Galen 

(1631878-22 31946) 

The example of the blessed Catholic Bishop Clemens August Graf 
von Galen testifies to the fact that in the midst of Nazism in Germa- 
ny. there were members of the Catholic clergy who raised their 
voices against the inhuman Nazi realization of the plan to kill the 
so-called .worthless lives’, instead of being arrested or deported to 
concentration camps. At first, this Bishop saluted Hitler's drive into 
the then Rhine demilitarized zone in 1936. but it was not long 
before he became a bitter opponent of Hitler and Nazism. Conse- 
quently, in 1937, Bishop Galen disseminated the Pope's encyclicals 
which strongly condemned the racist and anti-clerical Nazi policy 
of Hitlers regime. In 1941. Bishop Galen preached many widely 
known sermons in public, in ferce condemnation of Nazi plans for 
euthanasia and killing the so-called „burdensome lives'(useless 
eaters). His sermons ended with exclamation that it is „better to die 
than to sin’, for which he became known in history. As a result of 
these courageous sermons, the Nazis had discontinued, for some 
time, the practice of so-called euthanasia, because the German 
people raised their voices against it Propaganda Minister Goeb- 
bels noted in his diary that. after winning the war, the Nazis would 
eventually settle accounts with Bishop Galen whom they could not 
deal with during the war, fearing that they would thus lose the loy- 
alty of the Catholic area over which Bishop Galen had jurisdiction. 
He died in 1946, and was beatified in 2005, 


Edith Stein, St. Teresa Benedicta of the Cross 
(12101891-981942) 

Edith Stein, a Jewish woman who embraced the Catholic faith and 
joined the monastic order in 1922. addressed a letter to then Pope 
Pius XI, in 1933 - not long after Hitler came to power and at the be- 
ginning of his anti-Semitic programme - urging his public protest 
against the Nazi persecution of Jews. Namely, Stein wrote that all 
those who were religious and devoted to the Church. observing the 
developments in Germany with their eyes wide open, feared that 
the reputation of the Church would reach its lowest point if the 
Church remained silent about it. Edith Stein was later forced to 
leave Nazi Germany. and settled in the Netherlands where she was 
arrested by Gestapo in 1942. and deported to Auschwitz concen- 
tration camp, where she and her sister were killed in a gas cham- 
ber, at the beginning of August that year. Earlier on, Edith refused to 
save herself (because she would have had to leave her sister 
alone), and left a will, back in 1939, noting her readiness to die for 
the cross, in any possible way. In her dedication to God and her 
faith, she was resolved to share her destiny with the Jewish people, 
where she belonged. In 1998, the Vatican canonized Edith Stein, 
declaring her a Catholic Church saint and a martyr. 


EXAMPLE OF A SERBIAN SAINT "A NEW JASENOVAC MARTYR 
VUKASIN MANDARAPA OF KLEPCI" 


The Serbian Orthodox Church decided, in 1998. to canonize Vuka- 
sin Mandrapa. He was a martyr victim of Jasenovac - the most 
brutal and notorious extermination camp, among the worst exter- 
mination camps in World War Il. Mandrapa was subjected to sadis- 
tic torture, whereafter he was brutally dismembered and barba- 
rously killed in Jasenovac. 


These victims and saviours who had risked their lives were rightly 
beatified by the Serbian Orthodox Church, and according to the 
Catholic nomenclature based on universal moral and ethical princi- 
ples. Thus far, not a single World War II criminal. murderer, culprit or 
accomplice in the perpetration of gravest mass crimes against hu- 
manity has been beatified/canonized. Therefore, canonization of 
Stepinac would constitute a highly dangerous precedent.

IV 1918, zanimanjem 
brijač, nastanjen u Zavidovičima, bez imovine, nije osudivan. 
Iskazuje slijedeče: 


Ja sam 1. 8. 1941. zatvoren u Zavidovićima u zatvor Kotarske 
ispostave. Mene je zatvorio Ante Dragičevič iz Zavidoviča, ustaša, 
koji je kako sam čuo, kasnije poginuo. Kad sam bio doveden u zatvor 
sabralo se je toga dana oko 35 do 40 (četrdeset) ljudi, sve Židova i 
Srba. Točno se sječam da su samnom bili zatvoreni: Danon Samuel, 
Danon Moritz, Kabilja Jozef, Elisa, Izrael, Rafael, Izak, Makso, Albert, 
Albert Jožef, Ehša Izakov (svi Kabiljo), Stermberger Karlo, ing. Stern 
Rudi, Stern Karlo, od porodice Musafija Haim, Rafael i Jozef, Salamon, 
Avram Schuster Siegfried, Ledorer Drago, Zohr, Pali, Naesto Aron, 
Boris Ganson, Sonenfold Pavao, Schmuckler Silvije, Rosner Fritz, 
Weiss Aleksandar, Schwarber Jozef, Ardenovič Bogdan, Smiljanič 
Lazo, Vlainič Aco, Markovič Košta, Ajadinovič Branko, Bojanič Pero, 
Pekar Spaso, kojemu prezime neznam, Savič Aco i njegov otac. 


Svi navedeni kao i ja bih smo u kotarskoj ispostavi u zatvoru. Šef 

tog zatvora bio je Kulenovič, koji je u to vrijeme bio i šef Kotarske 
ispostave. On nam je tog dana rekao da odlazimo svi za Zagreb i da 
čemo biti pušteni kući. Nama su rođaci donijeli u taj zatvor najnužnije 
stvari, jer smo mi bili dignuti s posla. 


Na večer smo svi otpremljeni u vlak, i to za Bos. Brod. Kad srno došli 
u Brod bili smo iskrcani iz vagona š našim stvarima i tu su nas obkolili 
ustaše i neki civili, koji su bih na stanici u Bos. Brodu. Naši vodiči 
ustaše bili su postavljeni od ovih ustaša na čelu povorke, valjda radi 
toga da ne vide, što če se dalje dogadati. Za vrijeme puta od stanice 
Bosanski Brod do stanice Slavonski Brod ustaši i civili koji su kraj 

nas išli a sve te smo našli u Brodu, počeli su nas tuči kundacima, 
pendrekom i ujedno oduzimati nam stvari, sve što je bilo vredno. 


Kod tog ističem da je neki nadzornik kola, koji je bio mlad čovjek u 
seljačkoj uniformi, mršav i dosta visok, udarao pojedine zatvorenike 
Čekičem. Tako je i mene udario. Ovaj postupak opazio je i sprovodnik 
našeg transporta neki žandar narednik, koji je rekao ustašama, neka 
prestanu tući, jer da njih nije nitko zvao i da če on cijeli transport vratiti 
natrag ako se ovaj postupak nastavi. Na to je prestalo mlačenje i ovi 
ustaše iz Broda povukli su se jedan po jedan. Iza tog smo vlakom 
upućeni u Zagreb, gdje smo sproveli 2 dana u zboru, a odatle smo

Approaching: Jakob DANON, born in Olef, 2 IV 1918, barber, resident 
of Zavidoviči, no property, no convictions. States the following: 


On August 1, 1941 | was arrested in Zavidovići and put in the prison of 
the Kotar precinct. | was arrested by Ante Dragičevič from Zavidovići, 
an Ustasha, who I heard later had been killed. When | was brought 

to the prison, there were another 35 to 40 men who were also 
brought, all of them Jews and Serbs. | remember clearly that locked 
up with me were: Samuel Danon, Moritz Danon, Jozef, Elisa, Izrael, 
Rafael, Isak, Makso, Albert, Albert Jožef, Ehša Izakov, all of them 
Kabiljo, Karlo Stermberger, engineer Rudi Stern, Karlo Stern, from the 
Musafijia family Haim, Rafael and Jozef, Salamon, Avram Schuster 
Siegfried, Drago Ledorer, Zohr, Pali, Naesto Aron, Boris Ganson, Pavao 
Sonenfeld, Silvije Schmuckler, Fritz Rosner, Aleksandar Weiss, Jozef 
Schwarber, Bogdan Ardenovič, Lazo Smiljanić, Aco Vlainič, Košta 
Markovič, Branko Ajadinovič, Pero Bojanič, Spaso the Baker, | don't 
know his name, Aco Savič and his father. 


All those named were like me in the Kotar precinct prison. The warden 
of the prison was Kulenovié, who at the time was the head of the 
Kotar precinct. That day he told us that we were all leaving for Zagreb 
and that we would be sent home. Our relatives brought us some 
necessities to the prion, because we had been taken while at work. 


In the evening we were taken by train to Bosanski Brod. When we 
reached Brod were taken off the carriages with our things and some 
Ustashas and some civilians surrounded us, who were at the station in 
Bosanski Brod. Our Ustasha guides were put by these Ustashas in the 
front of the line, maybe so that they wouldn't be able to see what was 
to happen next. During our journey from the station in Bosanski Brod 
to the station in Slavonski Brot, the Ustashas and the civilians who 
Went besides us, and all of them we had met in Brod, started to hit us 
with the butts of their guns, truncheons, at the same time, taking our 
things, all that was valuable. 


| want to point out that there was a supervisor in the carriage who 

was a young man in a peasant's uniform, thin and quite tall, and he 

hit some prisoners with a hammer. He hit me was well. This act was 

seen by the supervisor of our transport, a police sergeant, who told n 
the Ustashas to stop hitting us because he would return the whole sk 
transport back if this continued. That stopped the beatings and those xx 
Ustashas from Brod retreated one by one. After that we were sent by D

U Gospiču su nas smjestili u biv. ovčaru. Tamo smo več zatekli neke 
zatvorene ljude, tako da nas je bilo oko 500. Medu tom skupinom bilo 
Je muškaraca, žena | djece. Ističem da su muškarci bili Židovi a žene 
pravoslavke | Židovke, dok su pravoslavci koji su samnom zajedno 
zatvoreni bih još u Zavidoviču od nas rastavljeni več u Zagrebu. Čuo 
sam da se je u to vrijeme sve pravoslavce transportiralo za Gospić u 
poseban zatvor, a odanle su ih u to vrijeme vodili na likvidacije preko 
Velebita na neko mjesto Slano gdje inače nije nitko stanovao ni živio, 
nalazio se je to mjesto Slano. Navodno je tamo bio logor, odakle su se 
pravoslavci transportirali za likvidaciju u Jadovno. 


Zapovjednik logora na Ovčari bio je ustaški poručnik Dragutin Pudič. 
Ja sam bio odreden za rad u selu Barleta i Lički Ribik, gdje sam sa još 
80 zatočenika radio seljačke poslove, jer su iz tih mjesta pravoslavni 
seljaci pobjegli pred ustašama, Sječam se dobro kad sam se tako 
jednog dana vratio s posla, u logor u Ovčaru padala je jaka kiša. 
Preostali logoraši koji nisu išli na posao izvan logora, žene i djeca | 
muškarci stajali su izvan Ovčare na kiši sa svim stvarima. Iza toga je 
Dragutin Pudić sve nas pokisle natjerao na tavan i tamo smo morali 
ostati cijelu noč, a da nismo mogli ni sjedjeti jer je bilo premalen 
prostor i sve natrpano. Razlog za takav postupak nije postojao, jer 
nitko od zatočenika nije bio ništa učinio. Dne. 19. 8. 1941. bilo nas je 
u ovom logoru več oko 900 ljudi i tada nam je rekao ustaša nadzornik 
rada da cijeli logor ide za Gospič, a onda kuči. Zaista 21. 8. 1941. 
upučen sam ja i svi ostali pješke za Gospič, a odatle vlakom do 
Jaske. U Jaski je jedan dio, oko 300 zatočenika ostao, a nas oko 600 
upućeni smo u Jasenovac. 


Na kolodvoru u Jasenovcu došla je ustaška straža iz Jasenovca, 
počela nas tuči kundacima, noževima, šakama, otimati nam stvari 
rekavši da moramo sve predati. Oduzimali su zlatninu, odjeću, obuću, 
sve što je vrijedilo. To nije bila samo 1 stvar, več je stvar dolazila u 4 
partije-grupe | svaka je isto činila tj. tukla i otimala. 


Ovi ustaše bojnici kod otimanja su govorili, da se o tome šuti. 
Napokon je odnekud pristupio neki Beretin, a kojega su svi zvali ing. 
Beretin. On je bio nadzornik rada. Navodno je isti bio iz Zagreba. Isti 
Beretin vodio je poslove rada kroz vrijeme od 1941. godine do poprilici 
svibnja mjeseca 1942, a kasnije je opet otišao u Zagreb, gdje je 
navodno bio u ustašredarstvenoj službi (ustaškoj obrani). U to vrijeme 
logor Jasenovac bio je jedna velika poljana ogradena žicom i drvenim 
izvidnicama, koje su imale oblik tornja. U tim tornjevima bila je 
ustaški straža. Samo zapovjedništvo logora bilo je u selu Jasenovac. 
Zapovjednik tog logora i straže je ustaški vodnik Prpič Mihovil, a 
kasnije satnik. Ovaj logor ima naziv Jasenovac br. 2. U tom logoru 
sabralo nas se je kroz 2 do 3 dana oko 1.200 ljudi, sve ukupno. Taj 
logor je imao dvije drvene barake u koje je moglo stati u svaku po 
150 ljudi. Naravno je da su ustaše smjestili u svaku pojedinu mnogo 
više ljudi, dok su ostali morali spavati pod vedrim nebom, bilo ljepo 
ili kiša. Mi smo u tom logoru bili oko 8 dana. Kroz to vrijeme dobivala 
se je kao hrana samo nekakva voda sa par zrna graha, a mi zatočenici 
živjeli smo od onoga što nam je još preostalo od naših vlastitih 
živežnih namirnica, koje smo sa sobom donijeli. Za ovo vrijeme pleli 
smo peterostruku žicu oko logora, kopali jame, zabijah stupove, 
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train to Zagreb, where we spent 2 days in a collection center, and from 
there we were sent again by train to Gospič 


In Gospić they put us in what used to be a cote [Ovčar]. There we 
met some other people, which meant that there were now 500 of 
us. Amongst those people there were women and children. | say 
emphasize that the men were Jews and the women were Orthodox 
and Jews, while the Orthodox men which were arrested with me in 
Zavidovič were separated from us in Zagreb. | heard that at the time 
all Orthodox were being transported to Gospić to a special prison, 
from where they were taken to be liguidated across the Velebit, to 

a place called Slano, where nobody resided or lived, there was this 
place Slano. Supposedly there was a camp there, and from there the 
Orthodox were transported to be liguidated in Jadovno. 


The commander of the camp at Ovčar was the Ustasha lieutenant 
Dragutin Pudić. | was set to work in the village Barleta and Lički Ribnik, 
where with another 80 prisoners | did peasant work, because the 
Orthodox peasants who lived there had escaped from the Ustashas 

1 remember clearly one day when І came back from work and it was 
raining heavily in the camp in the Ovčar. The prisoners who did not 

go to work outside the camp, women and children and men, were 
standing outside the Ovčara [cote] in the rain with all their things. After 
that Dragutin Pudić forced all of us wet from the rain up to the attic 
where we had to spend the night, and we couldn't even sit down as the 
space was so small and cramped, There was no reason for such an 
act, because none of the prisoners had done anything. On August 19, 
1941. there were already around 900 of us in this camp and then an 
Ustasha told us that the whole camp was going to Gospič and then 
home. And really, on 21 August 1941, | and all the rest were sent on 
foot to Gospič, and from there by train to Jaska. In Jaska some of us, 
around 300, remained, and around 600 of us were sent to Jasenovac, 


At the station in Jasenovac Ustasha guards from Jasenovac came 
and started to beat us with the butts of their guns, with knives, 
with their fists, taking our things and telling us that we had to hand 
over everything. They took away our gold, our clothes, shoes and 
everything that was of any value. It wasn't a matter of only one thing, 
there were 4 parties - groups, and every one of them did the same, 
that is, beat us and took our things. 


These Ustashas told us while they were taking our things that we 

had to keep quiet. Finally, a certain Beretin came and he was called 
by all Engineer Beretin. He was the labor supervisor. Supposedly he 
was from Zagreb. This same Beretin headed the labor from 1941 to 
probably May 1942, and then he went back to Zagreb, where he was 
supposedly in the Ustasha defense. During that time, Jasenovac 

was a large field with a wire fence and wooden watchtowers. The 
commander of the camp and guards was Ustasha Sergeant Mihovil 
Prpič, later captain. This camp was called Jasenovac no. 2. In this 
camp in the space of 2 or 3 days around 1200 people were rounded 
up, in total. This camp had two wooden barracks in which around 150 
people could fit. Of course, the Ustashas put many more people in 
each one of them, while the rest had to sleep in the open, whether 

it was dry or rainy. We were round 8 days in that camp. During that 
time we would get for food only some water with a few peas, and we 
prisoners lived off what food we had left from what we had brought 
with us. During this time we were weaving a five-fold wire around the

9 su nas na javnom nastupu prebrojah 600 ljudi, te smo zajedno 
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nasim stvarima pod ustaški 


Su majstori, koji su za to bili uzeti i 

z aka bio je Arčevič Stevo iz sela Uštica kod 
Jasenovca, Mi smo u ovom logoru živjeli tako, da smo išli na rad i to 
oni koji donekle Su sposobni raditi, Rad se је sastojao u krčenju šume 
I popravljanju nasipa Savinskog rukava imenom: Struga. Nadzornik 
rada bio je ustaša ing. Beretin, Svaki puta kada smo išli na rad putem 
su zatočenike ustaška pratnja (koja se je sastojala od 30 do 40 
ustaša) kundačili, a naročito one koji su uslijed slabosti ili starosti 
bili iznemogli. Uvijek smo morali u trčečem stavu polaziti na posao. 
Kod tog polaska na rad događala su se i veća zločinstva nego što je 
kundačenje. Tako napr. znadem da je zatočenik Gomboš prigodom 
polaska na rad zaostao, jer je imao preslabo srce, pa je nestao tj. bio 
likvidiran. Na isti način nestajala bi još po trojica kojih više imena 
neznam. Za ovu četvoricu tvrdim da su pobijeni i to zato jer sam znao 
da su isti pošli s nama na rad a kad smo se mi vratih u logor s rada, 
manjkali su. To se je desilo u razdoblju između polovice IX 1941. i X 
1941. 


Isto tako u istom razdoblju dogodilo se je i slijedeće zločinstvo: Kad 
smo polazili na rad ustaška pratnja zapucala je u nas zatočenike 
vičući „brže, brie» i pri tome ubila 2 zatočenika kojima imena 
neznam, a ranili u leđa Pesah Salamona, kojeg je onda potajno 
liječio zatočenik dr Perić. U istom razdoblju činila su se zločinstva 
i prigodom samog rađa i to na taj način da ako bi se koji zatočenik 
odmorio koju sekundu od rada, dotle ga je već pogodio metak ustaški 
vojnika. Na taj je način poginuo u gor. Razdoblju brijač Kabiljo iz 
zle Zagreba i 2 brata Levija iz Bijeljine. Krojač Sitern iz Zagreba ubijen 
^^. je u tom razdoblju zato, jer se је išao napiti vode, što mu je bilo 
XX dozvoljeno po jednom vojniku, a drugi ga je ustaški vojnik za to ubio. 


Napokon ističem da smo u tom istom razdoblju jednog dana išli s : 
gx posla naša ustaška pratnja je putem pucala u zrak, u stabla. Nato je 
dojurio Ljubo Miloš ustaški poručnik i odmah je zamjenio našu stražu 
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сатр, we dug pits, raised poles for the wire. During all this time, the 
prisoners were not beaten or killed. 


On one occasion we were beaten while entering camp 2, with the butts 
of guns, with wooden sticks and with the handles of knives. In that 
cam there were only men as the women and children which had been 
with us in Ovčara and been left in Jaska, and (rom there the women 
were supposedly taken to Loborgrad. After 8 days there was an 
assembly and around 600 of us were taken out. An Ustasha sergeant 
Sarié, whose name I don't know, came before us. He was tall, strong, 
dark, with a beard, and on the left side of his cheek and neck he hada 
scar. This Šarić beat the prisoners with a wooden stick and finally Dr, 
Loen Perič, a physician. This Dr. Perič was with me in the Jasenovac 
Cam until the spring of 1942 when he was taken to the Stara Gradiška 
camp. When the Stara Gradiška camp was evacuated in April of 1945 
Dr. Perić retreated with the army and the wounded all the way to 
Jasenovac, but here he was killed. | think this is what happened, as 


nobody heard of him again. So, Dr. Perič was killed on 22 or 23 April 
1945. 


So at our public assembly | counted 600 people and all of us with our 
things set off under Ustasha escort into the unknown. They took us 
through the village of Krapje further along for another kilometer to 
a field, where we saw 3 unfinished barracks, which had no roofs or 
floors. This was camp No. 1. We were the first inmates of that camp. 
These unfinished barracks were built by hired workers who were 

Paid for this. The man who was in charge of building the barracks 
was Stevo Arčevič from the village of Ustica near Jasenovac. In this 
camp we lived like this that those who were in any way able to work 
went to work. The work involved clearing a forest and improving an 
embankment on a branch of the Sava named the Struga. The foreman 
was the Ustasha engineer Beretin. Every time we went to work the 
workers were beaten by the Ustasha escort (some 30 or 40 of them), 
and particularly those who were weakened by illness or age. We 
always had to run to work. When we would set off there worse crimes 
happened than beatings. For example, | know that prisoner Gomboš 
fell behind because he had a weak heart so he disappeared, that is, 
he was liquidated. In the same way other three men disappeared, 
whose names | don't know. Regarding these four | state that they were 
Killed because | know that they had set off to work with us and when 
we came back to the camp they were missing. This happened in the 
period between mid-September 1941 and October of 1941, 


Similarly during that same period the following crime also happened: 
when we were setting off to work the Ustasha escort fired at us 
prisoners shouting “faster, faster” and they killed two prisoners 
whose names | don't know, and they wounded in the shoulder 
Salamon Pesah, who was later secretly treated by Dr. Perič. During 
that same period there were crimes happening during work and 
they involved prisoners being shot if they stooped to rest for even 
a second. That was how Kabiljo the barber from Zagreb and the two 
brothers Levi from Bijeljina died. Sitern the tailor from Zagreb was 
also killed during this time because he went to drink some water, 
which one soldier allowed, but another Ustashas killed him because 
of this. 


Finally, | emphasize that during that same period once we were coming 
back from work and our Ustasha escort shot up into the air and trees, 


—

da radimo. Na to je Ljubo Miloš odgovorio da za to ne treba pucati, jer 
da svaki ustaški vojnik ima nož, pa neka nožem zakjolje zatočenika 
koji neče da radi. Iz ovog tvrdim da je Ljubo Miloš u to vrijeme bio 
glavni zapovjednik logora Jasenovac 2 i 1 jer je prije svega izdao 
gornje upute a drugo je izmjenio stražu. Konačno i iz odnosa ustaški 
vodnik koji je bio u neku ruku zapovjednik logora broj 1, vidilo se je 

da i Šariču zapovjeda ustaški poručnik Ljubo Miloš. Hrana u logoru i 
kroz ovo vrijeme je bila: 3 skuhana krompiriča u ljuski na dan. Kruh su 
dobivali samo oni, koji su radili i to neredovito, a i to 1 kruh od najviše 
2 kg. na 20 ljudi. Iz logora br. 1 je nas oko 60 bilo upućeno u logor 3 
(Ciglana) i bili smo smešteni na ekonomiji na tavanu. Tamo smo več 
našli drugove i bilo je nas u to vrijeme svega skupa oko 150. 


U razdoblju od prve polovice mjeseca X. do konca XI. 1941. mi 

smo u logoru 3 Ciglana koji smo bili smešteni na ekonomiji, radili 
raznovrstan posao, tako u lančari, ciglani, na bajeru i konačno kod 
podizanja pekare. Za to vrijeme su logoraši iz logora 2 radili na 
takozvanom Malom nasipu i dovršili ga. Upravo kod te gradnje malog 
nasipa dogadala su se kroz to vrijeme zločinstva i to na taj način 

da se je zatočenike tuklo, a i kod samog rada ubijalo ako su stali od 


iznemoglosti. 


Koliki je broj zatočenikaubijen ne mogu reči, jer se to tačno ne može 
utvrditi. Svakako je bilo dosta. Isto tako u mjesecu XI. 1941. dogodilo 
se je teški zločin u logoru br. 1, gdje je u noči bio sazvan nastup 
zatočenika, te su ustaški stražari iz strojarnica pobili oko 50 ljudi.

Ovo zločinstvo izvršeno je tako, da su 
zatočenici tučeni maljevima po glavi ili zaklani nožem. Tko je izvršio 
samo ovo zločinstvo, nisam mogao videti, jer sam ja bio u opasnosti, 
ali je svakako za isto odgovoran Ljubo Miloš, jer je bio u ono vrijeme 
upravitelj logora. 


Isto tako u godini 1941. u zimi jašio je Ljubo Miloš po logoru i 
prolazeći kraj tunela ciglane vidio je 2 električara, kojima se imena ne 
mogu sjetiti, kako ga isti gledaju, i iz toga jednog od njih bez ikakvog 
razloga ubio iz revorvera.

2, 3 i 1 odgovorni su Luburić Maks kao 
zapovjednik svih logora, i Ljubo Miloš kao upravitelj logora.

bio je zapovjednik logora Ivica Matkovič, ustaški poručnik a kasnije 
satnik.

Another crime which | saw with my own eyes happened on 23 
December 1941 when Ljubo Miloš, the Ustasha lieutenant, called a 
public assembly of all prisoners in the area between the command 
and the chain factory and held a speech in which he said that some 
liberal called Branko, a prisoners, in a drunken state pointed a gun at 
an Ustasha soldier supposedly wishing to kill him and to prevent such 
things happening and as retribution 25 people were to be shot. 


The people were chosen by Ljubo Miloš and Modrič, an ensign from 
Bosnia, a small, dark man with a bony face. Twenty Orthodox and 5 
Jews were chosen, | don't know their names, and Ljubo Milos didn't 
know their names because he forgot to ask who they were before 
the shooting. All 25 of them were killed personally by Ljubo Miloš by 
gunshot. On Christmas day in 1941 the following crime took place: to 
the Jasenovac camp 50 prisoners were brought. Who they were and 
from where they came | do not know, but as soon as they came to the 
camp they were slaughtered by Joco Matijevič, ensign, with a knife, 
He would stab them with a bayonet and push them to Ljubo Miloš, 
and Miloš would slit the throat of the man. The prisoners who were 
the gravediggers would immediately bury the butchered man. | don't 
know whether all 50 were killed or whether one or 5, or any survived, | 
cannot say for sure. It's certain that he killed 45 of them. This event 

| observed from the drafting room which was opposite the command 
where the crime was taking place. 


Also in December of 1941 the prisoners from Olovo were killed and 
these were Sado Levi, Majer Levi, Julijo Frinet and his father, Avram 
Ozmo, Elijas Ozmo, Leon Ozmo, engineer Pokorni and his son, 

and Avram and Isa Ozmo. The crime was performed like this: the 
prisoners were beaten with mallets on their heads or butchered with 
knives. Who did this crime | couldn't see, because I was in danger, but 
it's certain that Ljubo Miloš was responsible, because during that time 
he was the commander of the camp. 


Similarly, in the winter of 1941 Ljubo Miloš was riding around 

the camp and passing by the tunnel of the brick factory he saw 2 
electricians whose names | can't remember and as these two looked 
at him he shot one without any reason. Maybe he did it to show what a 
good shot he was. This was what the surviving electrician told me, the 
brother of the deceased. These two brothers were from Zagreb. 


For all these crimes that | have described that happened in 
Jasenovac camps 2, 3 and 1, the ones responsible were Maks 
Luburič, as commander of all the camps and Ljubo Miloš as the 
manager of the camp. 


During 1941, and from January 1942 up to 23 March 1943 the 
commander of the camp was Ivica Matkovič, the Ustasha lieutenant 
and later captain. During this time, the commander of the Labor 
service was engineer Hinko Picilli, who remained at the position until 
the end of the camp. 


During the winter of 1942, probably in January the brick furnace 
was adapted to become a crematorium. This was done under the 
supervision of engineer Picilli. From then on, the furnace served this 
special form of liquidation where the traces of the crimes were to be 
destroyed. Namely, throughout the winter of 1942, which lasted until 
May 1942, they brought women and children from Gradiška and other

Daljnja masovna zločinstva izvršena su od proljeća 1942, godi

Još su prigodom likvidacije 
Cigana u Gradini sudjelovali: Josip Friganović zvan ,Zile», ustaški 
poručnik, i Maričić mislim Jure (Anto) zatim Kojić Anto, ustaški 
poručnik, Brzica Pero, ustaški poručnik, inače student prava iz 
Hercegovine. 


Zatim se sjećam da je kod te likvidacije Cigana sudjelovao Alilović 
Frano, Alilović Ivan, ustaški dočasnici Pehar Petar, Galici tri Budimir 
kojima imena neznam, jer im je Budimir prezime, sve ustaški vojnici, 
kasnije dočasnici, zatim Sošić i mnogi drugi ustaški vojnici i dočasnici, 
kojima se imena ne mogu sjetiti. Posebno je odgovoran i Miro Filipović 
Majstorović fratar, ustaški nadporučnik, koji je u proleće 1942. postao 
upravitelj. Naravno je da je za ovu likvidaciju također odgovoran Maks 
Luburić i Ivica Matković, prvi kao zapovjednik svih logora, a drugi kao 
zapovjednik logora. Ukupno je likvidirano oko 20.000 Cigana. 


U proleće 1942. izvršeno je strijeljanje na jav. nastupu nad 5-oricom 
zatočenika i to: Diamantstein Brunom, Sohrom, Kertnenom, Spilerom, 
i Pajtašem, radi neke švercerske afere koja meni nije pobliže poznata. 
Iznosim ovaj slučaj radi postupka Pudić Dragutina, koji je za vrijeme 
saslušanja gornje 5-orice pred zvonarom Pajtašu sa nožem odrezao 
uho i dao mu isto da ga jede. Tog Pajtaša su mučili oko 10 dana

brought in that way were not needed or were not able to work so they 
were liquidated by being hit with a mallet and then burned in the 
furnace, 


From our camp people were also liquidated in that way, although 

less, and these were mostly those who reported that they were ill. 

How many people were killed during these 4 to 5 months cannot be 
established but this happened almost daily, and we knew this by the 
black smoke which belched out of the chimney of the furnace and the 
smell. Proof that this happened is also the fact that during the winter 
bricks aren't baked at all, and finally, | was told about these crimes by 
an eyewitness, the gravedigger Dudica Barar, who put the murdered 

in the furnace together with eight other men, 


These gravediggers were called group D and all of them were later 
liquidated, so that they wouldn't be able to talk. Responsibility for 
these mass crimes lies with Maks Luburić, as commander of all 

the camps and Ivica Matkovič, as commander of the camp, and 
particularly with Ljubo Miloš, the Ustasha lieutenant, who supervised 
all the burnings, and finally with engineer Picilli, who built and adapted 
the furnace, knowing for what purpose. 


Further mass crimes happened from the spring of 1942 to August 
of the same year against Gypsy men, women and their children. The 
Gypsies were brought over steadily from across the country, and 
the women and children were liquidated immediately, while the men 


were killed gradually as they were used to work on the embankment 
between Kušutarica and Jasenovac. 


The liquidation of Gypsies men and women was performed in the 
village of Gradina, usually with a mallet, and after that the Gypsies 
were buried by other Gypsies. The men were put in the so-called 

camp 3c, which was in a field, surrounded by wire, between the brick 
factory, the railway track and he newly constructed barracks for former 
prisoners, To this camp 3c other prisoners who weren't Gypsies were 
alter brought. During the time of the liquidation of Gypsies, from 
spring to August of 1942 the commander of camp 3c was Marinko 
Polič, Ustasha ensign from Derventa. 


Regarding the liquidation of Gypsies in Gradina, the chief organizer 
was Dragutin Pudič, then Senior Lieutenant, whom | saw for the 

first time in Ovčara in Gospič, as commander of the camp there. 
Taking part in the liquidation of Gypsies in Gradina were also: Josip 
Friganovič called ,Žile", Ustasha Lieutenant, and Maričič, | think Jure 
(Anto), then Anto Kojić, Ustasha Lieutenant, Pero Brzica, Ustasha 
Lieutenant, a law student from Herzegovina. 


| remember that also taking part in the liquidation of Gypsies were 
Frano Alilovič, Ivan Alilovič, Ustasha petty officers Petar Pehar, 

three Galicians Budimir, | don't know their names but Budimir was 
their surname, all Ustasha soldiers, later petty officers, then Sošič 
and many other Ustasha soldiers and petty officers, whose names 

| can't remember. Specially responsible for this was Miro Filipovič 
Majstorovič, the friar Ustasha Lieutenant who in the spring of 1942 
became the commander. Of course, also responsible for this crime is 
Maks Luburič and Ivica Matkovič, the former as commander of all the 
camps and the latter as camp commander. All in all, around 20 000 
Gypsies were liguidated.

Za vrijeme upravitelja Mire Majstorovića Filipovića, a koji je bio 
upraviteljem logora od proljeća do kasne jeseni 1942. g. vršila se 

je danomice likvidacija zatočenika u Gradini, Но na 1aj način da su 
zatočenici bili maljem zatučeni. Kod same likvidacije glavni likvidator 
bio Je sam Majstorović, Ti zatočenici koji su išli na likvidaciju bili su 
zatočenici iz našeg logora-ciglane, a koji su stalno dolazili pa bi ih 
obično najprije odveli, na jedan prostor kod Gradine koji je bio omeđen 
žicom, a odatle su se izvodih u Gradinu na likvidaciju. 


U ljeto 1942, zloglasni Majstorovič sjedio je pred blagovaonom i 
ručao.

Ujesen 1 942. izvršena je velika, likvidacija grupe zatočenika sa 
ekonomije. Joze Cupić, ustaškog por, iz Slavonskog Broda, Nekić 
Ivo, ustaški vodnik i Tominac, zatočenik iz Siska, vršili su izbor onih 
koje treba likvidirati, Likvidacija je obavljena na poznaiti način u 


Gradini. Znadem da je tom zgodom likvidiran Srećko Tkalčič, Ungar i 
neki Fuchs. 


Napose ističem da je Tominac kriv u toliko, što on nije bio kao 
zatočenik primoran da vrši izbor ljudi za likvidaciju, več se jeon 
dobrovoljno tog posla prihvatio, da bi imao bolje privilegije u logoru. 
Takvih je bilo više, samo im se ne sečam imena. 


Čuo sam da je taj Tominac sada vojnik Jugoslovenske vojske u činu 
nekakvog komesara, a isti je pobjegao iz logora 1943. g.

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In the spring of 1942 five other prisoners were executed at assembly 
and these were: Bruno Diamantstein, Sohro, Kertnen, Spiller and 
Pajtaš, because of a bootlegging affair which | know little of. 
mention this case because of the behavior of Dragutin Pudič, who 
during the interrogation of the five near the bell tower cut off the ear 
of Pajtaš and gave it to the man to eat. This Pajtaš was tortured for 
about 10 days by Ustasha officers, then he was sent to be treated 
and then he was tortured again. When the five were taken out to be 
executed, Pajtaš was brought out all covered in bandages because he 
had been tortured and wounded so they bandaged him to hide this, He 
was carried because he couldn't walk. After that all five were publicly 
executed at the assembly by Ustasha officers, When Spiller was shot, 
Rašid Užičanin, an Ustasha officer, ran up to him and cut Spiller with 
a knife and drank his blood, All this happened before all the prisoners 
at the public assembly. | don't know the names of the executors 
except Rašid Užičanin, from Brčko, and Dragutin Pudić. 


During the time when Miro Majstorovič Filipovič was commander, 
from spring to late autumn of 1942, there were daily liguidations of 
prisoners in Gradina. The prisoners were killed with mallets. The chief 
liquidator was Majstorovič himself. These prisoners were inmates of 
our camp, the brick factory, who kept coming so they would be taken 
to an open space near Gradina, fenced off with wire, and then they 
would be taken to Gradina to be killed. 


In the summer of 1942 the infamous Majstorovič was sitting in front of 
the dinning room having lunch. Two prisoners were nearby collecting 
cigarette butts behind him. Majstorović saw this, took out his revolver 
and killed them, so both of them fell on the ground not 2 meters away 
from Majstorovič who just continued to finish his lunch. 


Similarly in the summer of 1942, one morning two prisoners who were 
working in the sawmill argued. This was seen by Anto Altarac, Ustasha 
ensign from Drvar, so he called an assembly of all the workers at the 
sawmill and shot one of them by making him kneel and then shooting 
him in the back of the nec from behind, without telling anything about 
this beforehand to the camp commander. | don't know the name of the 
man who was killed. | only know that he was about 20 years old. 


In the autumn of 1942, a large liquidation of a group of prisoners 
from the farm was performed, Jose Cupič, Ustasha lieutenant from 
Slavonski Brod, Ivo Nekič, Ustasha sergeant and Tominac, a prisoner 
from Sisak, selected those who were to be killed. The liquidation was 
done in the usual manner in Gradina. | know that on that occasion 
Srečko Tkalčič, Ungar and a certain Fuchs were killed. 


I state that Tominac was also guilty because as a prisoner he was not 
forced to chose the people for liquidation but he volunteered to do so, 
so as to gain privileges in the camp. There were many like that, but | 
don't remember their names. 


| heard that this Tominac is now a soldier of the Yugoslav army with 
the rank of commissar and that he escaped from the camp in 1943. 

1 don't know the name of this Tominac but he has two brothers. One 
of them was killed in the camp and the other escaped. So I correct 
my former statement because | don't know whether this one that 
escaped was the aforementioned informant because | also heard that 
now there is a Tominac who is a commissar in Sisak and it should be 
checked whether it is the same one that I talked about before.

glađu. Tu su pojedini zatočenici jeli mrtve drugove, pričalo se je tako 
o tom u logoru. Ja to nisam vidio da su jeli živi mrtve, jer nisam imao 
prilike, ali znam da zatočenici nisu dobivali hrane nikakve. 


Za sva ova navedena zločinstva odgovoran je Maks Luburič, 
Majstorovič Miro, Matkovič Ivica, prvi kao zapovjednik svih logora, 
drugi kao upravitelj logora, a treći kao zapovjednik logora. 


U prolječe 1943, god. nekako dan ili 2 

e 194 pred Josipovo pa sve do 23. III. 
1943. trajalo je u logoru pravo bezvlašče, a nastalo je usled toga što 
je logor ostao bez zapovjednika, naime zapovjednik Matkovič prestao 


je biti zapovjednikom, a novu dužnost još nije primi i i 
Brkljačić Ivica, ustaški bojnik. još nije primio novoimenovani 


Ustaški časnici, dočasnici i vojnici su tih dana izvršili 

mlaćenje zatočenika, a pri tom su im pomagali i kriminalci 
zatočenici, razni policijski agenti, i ustaši, koji su bih poradi kriminala 
zatvoreni u logoru. Tih dana ranjeno je mnogo zatočenika s letvama, 
kundacima, cjepanicama, šakama, noževima, a możda je koji i j 
poginuo. Napose ističem da je tih dana bio tučen u zatvoru logora 
Stern Drago iz Zagreba, koji je bio obskrbnik blagaone, a kojeg su 
toliko tukli da JE meso na njemu počelo trunuti. Tukli su ga Nikola 

Fi išberger, ustaški vod., Stojčič Jozo, tada ustaški poručnik a mislim 
i Brzica Petar ustaški poručnik, Taj Brzica Petar i Nikola Fišberger 
bili su »Stručnjaci» za davanje takozvanih 25 batina po stražnjici 
zatočenika, Tih dana su hteli i mene smjeniti s brijačkog posla 

gore navedeni kriminalci, ali im to nije uspelo, jer sam ja bio dobro 
renomiran kao dobar stručni radnik, i tako sam se nekako spasio, 


Za taj zločin masovnog mlačenja odgovoran je: Maks Luburič, 
Matkovič Ivica, jer je potonji bio stvarno još zapovjednik. 


23. 3. 1943. primio je dužnost zapovjednika logora Brkljačič Ivica 
ustaškog satnik. U to vrijeme nekako a možda malo poslije a svakako 
još u proleće 1943 preuzeo je dužnost povjerenika za sve logore, Šarac 
bankarski činovnik iz Mostara, dok je Maks Luburič smjenjen. Šarac je 
bio povjerenik do konca 1943 a zatim je opet došao za zapovjednika 
svih logora Luburič Maks. 


Brkljačič Ivica bio je zapovjednik logora Jasenovac do proljeća 1944. 
Za vrijeme uprave Brkljačiča i zapovjednika bio je nadzor. logora 
Pavlovič Marko, ustaški pukovnik, koji je ujedno bio zapovjednik 
ustaškog zdruga. 


Ističem da je za razdoblje Šarčevo nastupilo znatno poboljšanje to 
jest nije bilo više masovnih ubijanja. Iz te činjenice zaključujem da su 
se sva ona masovna ubijanja dogadala znanjem i po nalogu Maksa 
Luburiča. Kad bi bilo obratno to jest kad bi se radilo mimo znanja 
zapovjednika svih logora, onda bi se masovna zločinstva događala | 
za vrijeme dok je bio zapovjed. svih logora Šarac, a tome nije bilo tako. 


U ljetu 1943. pobjegla su 25 zatočenika a možda i više sa raznih 
vanjskih radova i tada je po nalogu Pavlović Marka, nadzor. logora 
određeno da svi zatočenici koji idu na vanjs. rad imaju biti u okovima 
na nogama. Osim toga svim zatočenicima zabranjeno je primanje 
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In late autumn of 1942 a special crime was the liquidation of so- 
called camp 3c. Namely, the remining people in camp 3c, who hadn't 
been liquidated in Gradina, were killed is this manner: a board was 
put up in front of camp 3c with the sign "spotted typhus" so no one 
went to that camp so the 50 some prisoners were killed mostly by 
starvation. Some of the prisoners ate their dead companions, so was 
the story around the camp. | did not see whether the living ate the 
dead, as | did not have the chance to, but I know that the prisoners did 
not get any food. 


Responsible for all these crimes are Maks Luburić, Miro Majstorović, 
Ivica Matkovič, The first as commander of all the camps, the second 
as camp manager and the third as camp commander. 


In the spring of 1943, a day or two before St Joseph's day, until 23 
March 1943 there was a state of lawlessness in the camp because the 
camp was left without a commander. Namely, commander Matkovié 
stopped being commander and the new commander, Ustasha Major 
Ivica Brkljačič had not yet assumed his new position. 


During those days the Ustasha officers and soldiers performed mass 
beatings of prisoners and they were helped by the "criminals" amongst 
the inmates, various police agents and Ustashas who had been sent 
to the camp for crimes they'd committed. During those days many 
prisoners were injured by sticks, rifle butts, logs, fists, knifes and 
perhaps some died. Finally, | mention that during that time, Drago 
Stern from Zagreb was beaten in the prison. He was the quartermaster 
and he was bealen so badly that the his flesh started to rot. He was 
beaten by Nikola Fishberger, Ustasha sergeant, Jozo Stojčič, then 
Ustasha lieutenant, and | think Petar Brzica, Ustasha lieutenant. 

This Petar Brzica and Nikola Fishberger were “experts” in giving the 
prisoners 25 blows on the behind, During those days these criminals 
wanted to remove me from the job of barber but they did not succeed 
as | was well known as a good professional worker, and somehow | 
Was spared. 


For this crime of mass beatings those responsible were: Maks 
Luburič, Ivica Matkovič, because the former was still in reality camp 
commander. 


On 23 March 1943 Ustasha Captain Ivica Brkljačič became camp 
commander. During that time and possibly a little later, but definitely 
during the spring of 1943 Sarac, a bank clerk from Mostar became in 
charge of all the camps, while Maks Luburič was replaced. Šarac was 
in charge until the end of 1943 and after that Maks Luburič was once 
again commander of all the camps. 


Ivica Brkljačič was commander of the Jasenovac camp until the spring 
of 1944. During the time of Brkljačič'S command, the manager of the 
camp was Marko Pavlovič, Ustasha Colonel, who was also commander 
of the Ustasha security forces. 


1 emphasize that during the command or Šarac there was a significant 
improvement, that is, there were no more mass killings. From this 
fact | can conclude that all those mass killings happened with the 
knowledge and on orders from Maks Luburič. If the opposite were 
true, namely, if these things happened without the knowledge of 

the commander of all the camps, then the mass killings would have 
definitely happened during the time when the commander of all the 
camps was Sarac, which was not the case. 
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paketa kroz mjesec dana, kao i pisanje kući, i umanjen je dnev. obrok 
za 10%.

Za sve ovo snosi krivnju: Šarac, Brkljačič Ivica i Pavlovič Marko, 
ustaški dužnosnici, obzirom na njihove funkcije u logoru za to 
vrijeme. Pod konac 1943, g. nekako u mjesecu prosincu izvršene su 
2 likvidacije zatočenika na taj način da su odaslani u grupi od 801 
oko 60 njih na rad u šumu, zatim inscenirani napad i bjekstvo, a da 

se nije nitko od njih povratio. Treća takva likvidacija pada početkom 
siječnja 1 944. u grupi od 20-30 ljudi, Predpostavljam vam da je ovim 
likvidacijama kriv Luburić Maks, jer je on opet nastupio svoju funkciju 
zapovjednika svih logora, 


Krivi su za ovo Brkljačić Ivica, Pavlović Marko i Maks Luburić. Na 
Badnjak 1943. u 10 sati navečer izvršeno je zločinstvo nad obitelji 
Stolzer i Eisenstadter. Obitelj Stolzer sastojala se je od muža žene 

i kčerke Vivijane, dok se je obitelj Eisenstadter sastojala od majke 
Erne i kćerki Bozane, Zorice i Lele. Te 2 obitelji bile su neznam iz kojih 
razloga, valjda kao Zidovi, internirani u Jasenovac tj. tamo su stanovali 
i slobodno se kretali obrađujući zemlju. Ovu likvidaciju su izvršili 
koliko smo čuli: Josip Matijević ustaški natporučnik, poručnik Jele 
(dalmatinac) iz Šibenika, Maić Krešimir, satnik iz Hercegovine. 


U noći od 3 na 4 sječnja 1944. likvidirani su Ivan Begović i njegova 
žena Gertruda, Weiner Bernard i žena mu Elizabeta, te 3 djeca i stari 
mu otac. Tko ih je ubio od ustaša, to neznam. Ovi ubijeni bih su 
slobodnjaci i stanovali u kući kraj logora. Osam dana nakon ovoga 
ubijen je po meni nepoznatim ustašama brat ubijenog Bernarda, 
Weiner Arnold, a koji je bio zatočenik u logoru i radio u lančari. Ubijen 
je vjerojatno radi toga da ne bi kasnije ev. svjedočio o zločinstvu nad 
bratom Bernardom. 


Početkom VI. 1944. pobjegao je zatočenik Wollner Ivan iz Zagreba, 
student, ali je isti kod Dubice ulovljen i ubijen, te njegovo mrtvo tijelo 
dovedeno u logor Jasenovac, gdje je sazvan ,javni nastup» svih 
zatočenika. U to vrijeme bio je upravitelj logora Šakić Dinko ustaški 
nadporučnik, koji je takvim postao nekako u proljeće 1944. i vršio tu 
dužnost do jeseni iste godine. Za vrijeme dolaženja zatočenika na 
ovaj nastup, tukao je korbačem Pajo Mihić, ustaški satnik zatočenike, 
govoreči im „stupite bliže, da vidite Wollnera». Iza toga je bilo 
odabrano 20 ljudi kao represalija na bijeg Wollnera i to u glavnom 
Židova, a odabrao ih je uprav. Šakić Dinko. Za ovo vrijeme odabiranja 
dvojica zatočenika su se nasmijala. To su bili mladiči oko 18 godina i 
Šakić Dinko ih je odmah po tome osobno ubio oba iz revolvera. 


Medu ono 20-oricom spominjem: prof. Samlaiča, brata mu Danon 
Jakoba iz Sarajeva. Ovih 20 zatočenika nisu bili pred nama streljani, 
več su bili odvedeni u zvonaru, pa su na pr. nekog Albarija koji je 
takoder bio odreden za streljanje inače nezamjenjiv tokar u logoru, 
zamjenili su s drom Slavkom Goldschmidtom, isto tako zamjenili su 
limara Weissa s nekim inženjerom, kojemu imena neznam. Nakon 
takve učinjene zamjene odabrani su likvidirani, samo neznam točno na 
koji način. Za ovo zločinstvo krivi su: Luburić Maks kao zapovjed. svih 
logora Šakić Dinko kao uprav, logora, Pavlovič Marko nadzornik logora. 


U ljetu 1944, učinjeno je masovno ubijanje žena zatočenica u selu 
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In the summer of 1943, 25 prisoners and maybe more escaped from 
the work outside the camp, so on order of Marko Pavlovič, commander 
of the camp, all the prisoners who went outside the camp to work had 
to wear chains on their legs. Besides this, all prisoners were forbidden 
from receiving packages for a months, as well as writing home 

and their daily servings of food were decreased by 10 percent. The 
packages thal came during the time were confiscated by the Ustasha 


officers 


All of this is the responsibility of: Šarac, Ivica Brkljačić and Marko 
Pavlovič, Ustasha officers, taking into account their positions in 

the camp at the time. In late 1943, in the month of December, 2 
liquidations of prisoners took place. Groups of 60 to 80 of them 
were taken to work in the woods and then an attempted escape was 
made up, so none of them returned. The third liquidation of this sort 
happened in January 1944 to a group of 20 to 30 men, | suppose that 
Maks Luburié was guilty of these liquidations because he had again 
assumed the position of commander of all the camps. 


Guilty of these crimes are Ivica Brkljačič, Marko Pavlovič and Maks 
Luburić, On Christmas Eve of 1943, at 10 o'clock at night, the crime 
against the families Stolzer and Eisenstadter was committed, The 
Stolzer family consisted of a husband, wife and their daughter Viviana, 
while the Eistenstadter family consisted of the mother Erna and the 
daughters Bozana, Zorica and Lela. | don't know for what reason, 
perhaps because they were Jews, these families were interned in 
Jasenovac, that is, they lived there and were allowed to move freely 
and cultivate the land. As we heard, this liquidation was performed 
by Josip Matijevič, Ustasha Senior Lieutenant, Lieutenant Jele, a 
Dalmatian from Šibenik, Krešimir Маје, a Captain from Herzegovin 


In the night of 3 and 4 January 1944 Ivan Begović and his wife 
Gertruda, Bernard Weiner and his wife Elizabeta, his three children 

and his father were liguidated. Who killed them | don't know. These 
people were freemen and they lived in a house near the camp. Eight 
days after this, some Ustashas unknown to me killed the brother of the 
murdered Bernard, Arnold Weiner, who was a prisoner of the camp and 
who worked in the chain factory. He was probably killed so that later 
he wouldn't testify of crimes committed against Bernard. 


In early June 1944, Ivan Wollner, a prisoner from Zagreb escaped, 

a student, but on the very same day he was caught near Dubica 

and killed. His dead body was brought to the camp where a public 
assembly of the prisoners was called, During that time Ustasha 
Senior Lieutenant Dinko Šakič was camp commander. He was on 
this position from the spring of 1944 to the autumn of the same 
year. While the prisoners were coming to the assembly they were 
whipped by Pajo Mihič, Ustasha Captain, who shouted “come closer 
to see Wollner". After that 20 people were chosen as a punishment 
for Wollner's escape, mostly Jews, and they were chosen by Dinko 
Šakič himself. While the prisoners were being selected, two prisoners 
laughed. These were two 18-year-olds and Dinko Šakič personally 
killed them because of this. 


Amongst the 20 selected | mention: Prof. Samlaič and his brother, 
Jakob Danon from Sarajevo. These 20 prisoners were not shot before 
us but were taken to the bell tower, so, for example, a certain Albari, 
who was also selected to be shot and who was an indispensable lathe

ulovljene 2 grupe zatočenika: 1. grupa zatočenika od njih 21 
osumnjičene je, da je imala veze s partizanima u šumi. Među tim su 
se nalazili: Laei Matea, veterinar, Dr. Mile Boškovič, liječnik Nikola 
Pejinovič iz Siska, Tomo Marič iz Zagreba, Musarfija Heinrich, 
Boškovič ing. Mitar iz Zagreba, Rebac Remzija, neki Boro, kojome 
prezimena neznam, dak iz Daruvara, dr Branko Konič, sudac dr 
Milanovič, zubar. Ovo su bili zatočenici, a drugih se ja ne sječam. 


K tome su bili toj grupi povezani neki ustaše i to. Dr Jurčevič Marin, 
Satnik liječnik u bolnici, i njegova žena, zatim nadporučnik Belušič, 
Jankovič Žarko i Rukavina Franjo, oslobodeni zatočenici, pisari | 
logora. Svi navedeni osumnjičeni su kao komunisti i da imadu veze 
s partizanima. Svi su oni strahovito mučeni i tučeni nekoliko dana. 
Istragu je vodio neki Prpič, ustaški sanik inače krvolok. Pomagali 
su mu kod mlačenja i mučenja Mile Sudar, ustaški vodnik Primorac 
Silvestar, ustaški zastavnik Pavičić Pero, ustaški vodnik Neoričič, 
ustaškog vod. Kvesič Stipe, ustaški vodnik Šakič Dinko, upravnik 
logora, Nikola Pehar (Pudo), ustaški zastavnik 


Da su svi ovi sudjelovali kod mlačenja i mučenja gornjih znam po tome 
što smo ih mi zatočenici vidjeli, gdje idu u zgradu zapovjedništva, 

sa pletenim žicama i jer smo pojedine osumnjičene vidjeli kada 

su ih vodili s preslušavanja da su tučeni. Kod tog preslušavanja 
upotrebljeno je kao specijalno sredstvo paljenje tijela sa ,lot» lampom 
(za lotanje). Na ovaj način naročito je mučen Rebac Remzija, jer mi 
je pričao grobar, koji ga je pokopao da je vidio kada ga je svlačio, 

da je sav izgoren od plamena te lampe po cijelom tijelu. Šakić je 
nazvao to sredstvo mučenja „У 1», jer je to javno rekao u brijačnici 
„V 1» je uspio. Zajedno s ovom istragom vodila se je istraga i protiv 
5-опсе zbog četništva. Među tim osumnjičevim nalazio se je: Branko 
Vojnović, i neki Hadžija, Lubara Jovo, a petog se ne sjećam. Sigurno 
su i ovi isto ovako mučeni i tučeni. Та takozvan. komunistička grupa 
napred navedena obješena je, njih 21 na broju dne. 23. IX. 1944. ito 
zatočenici u logoru pred našim nastambama a ustaše i slobodnjaci u 
selu Jasenovac. 

Drugi dan obješeno je navedenih 5 zatočenika (pravoslavci). Ovo sam 
drugo vješanje morao ja gledati, jer me je na to prisilio Dinko Šakič. 
Navedene pravoslavce vješali su: Neorčič Laičo, Stipe Kvesič i drugi 
ustaški dočasnici. 

Kod tog vješaja pitao je Primorac Silvestar zatočenika Hadžiju „dali 
Mu oprašta (halali) što ga je tukao», a ovaj mu je odgovorio da mu 
neče nikad oprostiti. Još je taj Silvestar Primorac rekao Hadžiji kad 
je istomu bio več konop oko vrata ,dovidenja na drugome svijetu». 

To navodim radi toga da se vidi, kako su se svi ustaški banditi rugali 
ornima, koji če za par sekundi biti mrtvi. 


U 1944. godini svakako nakon ovog vješan ja obješena su još 3 
zatočenika i to električara. Obješeni su se zvali: Altarac Avram iz

After these changes, the selected men were liguidated, | just don't 
know how. For this crime those responsible are: Maks Luburič as 
commander of all the camps, Dinko Šakič, as manager of the camp, 


and Marko Pavlovič, as camp warden. 


In the summer of 1944 there was a mass killing of women prisoners 
in the village of Mlaka, who worked at the camp farm. This crime 
was perpetrated by Dinko Šakić with his faithful assistant Marko 
Mihaljevič, Ustasha ensign, and other Ustasha officers. When I 
reporled Marko Mihaljevič to Ozna in May of 1945 in Maribor, he 
confessed to having led the liguidation of around 50 to 60 women. 


a great affair broke out in the camp. 
Supposedly, two groups of prisoners were caught: one group of 21 
prisoners were suspected of colluding with he partisans in the forest. 
Among them were: Mateo Laei, a veterinarian, Dr. Mile Boškovič, 

Dr. Nikola Pejinovič from Sisak, Tomo Marič from Zagreb, Heinrich 
Musafija, engineer Mitar Bošković from Zagreb, Remzija Rebac, a Boro 
whose surname | don't know, a student from Daruvar, Dr. Branko Konič, 
a judge, Dr. Milanovič, dentist. These were the prisoners, and the 


others | don't remember 


Some Ustashas were connected to this group, a Dr. Marin Jurčevič, 
Captain and doctor at the hospital and his wife, Senior Lieutenant 
Belušič, Žarko Jankovič and Franjo Rukavina, also freed prisoners and 
camp clerks. All were suspected of being communists and having 
connections with the partisans. All of them were brutally tortured 
and beaten for several days. The investigation was led by a certain 
Prpič, Ustasha Captain, a bloodthirsty criminal. In the beatings and 
torture he was helped by Mile Sudar, Ustasha sergeant, Silvestar 
Primorac, Ustasha ensign, Pero Pavičič, Ustasha sergeant Neoričič, 
Ustasha sergeant Stipe Kvesič, Ustasha sergeant, Dinko Šakič, camp 
commander, Nikola Pehar (Pudo), Ustasha ensign. 


| know that all of these took part in the beatings and torture because 
we prisoners saw them going to the command building with woven 
wire and because we saw some of the suspects being beaten as 

they were led to the interrogation. During the interrogation a special 
method was used for burning the body, a solder lamp. In this way 
Remzija Rebac was tortured in particular, the gravedigger who buried 
him told me as while he was undressing him he saw burns from this 
tool all over his body. Sakié called this method of torture "V 1", as he 
said publicly in the barber shop that “V 1" had succeeded. At the same 
time an investigation against 5 others suspected of being chetniks 
was being conducted. Amongst the suspects was: Branko Vojnovič, a 
certain Hadžija, Jovo Lubara, and | can't remember the fifth. They were 
also tortured and beaten for sure. This so-called group of communists 
was hanged, 21 of them, on 23 September 1944, the prisoners in 

the camp, in front of our guarters and the freemen in the village of

On the second day the mentioned five prisoners (Orthodox) were XX 
hanged. | had to watch this second hanging because Dinko Šakič ра 
made me. The hanged Orthodox were hanged by Laičo Neoričič, Stipe e 
Kvesič and other Ustasha officers. zA. 
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At the second hanging Silvestar Primorac asked Prisoner Hadžija 
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Zemuna, Izrael iz električ, centrale u Fojnici, a imena mu neznam, te 
električar iz Zagreba, kojemu ni imena ni prezimena neznam. Obješeni 
su za to jer je onaj treći obješeni električar iz Zagreba dobivao pakete 
s hranom preko jednog domobranskog časnika, koji je bio na službi 
kod Jasenovca u artiljeriji. 


Za ovo djelo odgovoran je Luburič Maks, kao zapovjednik svih logora, 
ing Pičili Hinko kao zapovjed. logora, Marko Pavlovič kao nadzor, 
logora. Ističem kod tog da je ing Pičili preuzeo funkciju upravitelja 
koncem IX. 1944. 


U jesen 1944. i to 24. X. zatvoreni su zatocenici koji su radili 

u ustaškoj bolnici i to gotovo svi. Sječam se sledečih lica: Tito 
Weiss, medicinar, dr. Klein, liječnik, Dr Leindorfer, liječnik, 
Siegfried Schuster, dr Sattler, liječnik, Mijo po zanimanju kuhar 
u ustaški bolnici, dr Katič, zubar iz Daruvara i ostali drugi, kojih 
se imena ne mogu više sjetiti. Ove je zatvorio Krešić Tvrtko, 
satnik i Pavličevič ustaški satnik. Vidio sam ih zatvorene u 
bivšoj crtaoni. Bili su svi vezani okovima na nogama. Navedene 
su optužili da su imali nekakvu ,paklenu mašinu», ah je ovo 
bila vjerojatno ustaška priča u cilju da mi čujemo i da imaju 
opravdanja za likvidaciju istih. Svi navedeni su likvidirani, ali 
ne u jedan mah, nego kroz više dana. Računam da ih je bilo 
likvidirano oko 30-tak, a zadnji su bili likvidirani dr. Klein i dr 
Leindorfer. 


Za ovo djelo je odgovoran: ing Pičili Hinko, kao zapovjednik logora, 
Maks Luburič kao zapovjedni svih logora, Marko Pavlovič kao nadzor, 
logora, kao i sami saučesnici: Kresič Tvrdko i Pavličevič. Sam način 
likvidiranja nije mi poznat, ali je likvidacija bezdvojbeno slijedila jer ih 
više nije nigdje bilo u logoru. 


Iza ovog nastupa posebno razdoblje, koje traje po prilici 1 mjesec 
dana a početak mu ide od mjeseca listopada, a svršetak u mjesecu 
studenom 1944. godine. Tu je uveden novi sistem masovnih 
likvidacija na takozvanom Graniku. Kroz taj mjesec vršila se je 
likvidacija veoma često, i to skoro svakog dana po 50—60 ljudi, iz 
našeg logora i ženskog logora, pridošlica te su svi bili odvedeni na 
Granik (dizalicu) kod Save istučeni tvrdim predmetom, te zatim bačeni 
u rijeku. Da je bio tvrdi predmet znadem po zvuku, koji se je čuo kod 
nas sve do logora u jeki tup. . . tup. . . їр... 


U tim likvidacijama učestvovali su Miličević Nikica, ustaški vodnik, 
Zrinušić Ante, ustaški zastavnik, Neorčić Vlado (Laićo) ustaški 
vodnik, Mile Sudar mlađi, Mile Sudar, stariji obojica ustaški vodnici, 
Prpić Stipe ustaški nadporučnik, Primorac Silvestar ustaški zastavnik 
Hodžić Latif, ustaša, Alaga Gjurkić, ustaškog vodnik, Martinović 
Slavko ustaškog vodnik, Perković Marko ustaški zastavnik Markotić 
Stanko ustaški vodnik, Pavičić Petar, ustaški vodnik, Novosel Stjepan, 
ustaša, Frković Mile, vodnik, Mihaljević Marko, zastavnik-emigrant. 


Koje su pojedine funkcije ili točnije radnje kod tih likvidacija vršili 
navedeni ustaškog časnici i dočasnici, neznam, jer nisam mogao 
vidjeti, ali je sigurno da su svi ovi učestvovali kod likvidacija jer su u 
to vrijeme tamo odlazili i zadržavali se. Kod tih likvidacija na Graniku 
sudjelovali su zato još naročito pozvani: Marković Ante, ustaškog 
dočasnik i Gjokić ustaša. 
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whether he forgave him for the beating and he said he would never 
forgive him. This Silvestar Primorac said to Hadžija when the noose 
was around his neck "See you in the land beyond". | say this so that it 
is clear how the Ustasha bandits mocked those who were to die a few 
seconds later. 


In 1944, after these hangings, another 3 prisoners were hanged, 
electricians, The men hanged were called: Avram Altarac, from Zemun, 
Israel from the electrical plant in Fojnica, | don't know his name, and 
an electrician from , Zagreb, whose name and surname | don't know. 
They were hanged because the third hanged electrician from Zagreb 
received packages with food through the intercession of a homeland 
defense officer who was serving near Jasenovac in the artillery. 


Responsible for this crime was Maks Luburić, as commander of all 
the camps, engineer Hinko Picilli, as commander of the camp, Marko 
Pavlović, as supervisor of the camp. | stress that on that day engineer 
Picilli assumed the position of camp manager, in late September 
1944. 


In the autumn of 1944, on 24 October, prisoners who were working 
in the Ustasha hospital were locked up, almost all of them. 1 
remember the following names: Tito Weiss, medic, Dr. Klein, doctor, 
Dr Leindorfer, Siegfried Schuster, Dr. Sattler, Mijo, the cook in the 
Ustasha hospital, Dr. Katič, a dentist from Daruvar and others, whose 
names | can't remember. They were locked up by Tvrtko Krešič, 
Captain, and Marko Pavličevič, Captain. 1 saw that they were locked 
up in what used to be the drafting room. They were shackled. They 
were accused of having some sort of “hellish machine”, but this 
was most likely an Ustasha tale for us, so that they would have an 
excuse to kill them. All of those named were liquidated, but not all 
at once, but during several days. I think that around 30 of them were 
liquidated, and the last to be killed were Dr. Klein and Dr. Leindorfer. 


Responsible for this crime were engineer Hinko Picill, as camp 
commander, Maks Luburič, as commander of all the camps, Marko 
Pavličevič, as camp warden and the perpetrators themselves Tvrtko 
Krešić and Pavličevič. | don't know the exact way in which they were 
killed, but their liquidation was doubtless as they could not be seen in 
the camp after that. 


After this came a special period, which lasted for about one month 
during the month of October and ended in November of 1944. Anew 
system of mass liquidations was started at the so-called Granik. 
During that month there were frequent liquidations, every day almost 
50 or 60 people were killed, from our camp and the female camp, 
newcomers, all were taken to the Granik (a crane) on the Sava, they 
were bludgeoned with a blunt object and thrown into the river. | know 
it was a blunt object by the sound which reached the camp, a blunt 
thud... thud... thud... 


Taking part in these liquidations were Nikica Miličevič, Ustasha 
sergeant, Ante Zrinušič, Ustasha ensign, Vlado Noričič (Laičo), 
Ustasha sergeant, Mile Sudar the younger, Mile Sudar the elder, both 
Ustasha sergeants, Stipe Prpič, Ustasha senior lieutenant, Silvestar 
Primorac, Ustasha ensign, Latif Hodžič, Ustasha, Alaga Gjurkic, 
Ustasha sergeant, Slavko Martinović, Ustasha sergeant, Marko 
Perkovič, Ustasha ensign, Stanko Markotič, Ustasha sergeant, Petar 
Pavičić, Ustasha sergeant, Stjepan Novosel, Ustasha, Mile Frković,

U toj likvidaciji na Graniku poginulo je oko 3.500 ljudi, a to 
znadem po (tome što je na početku te likvidacije prema iskazu 
pisara zatočenika brojčano stanje zatočenika u logoru bilo oko 
7.500, a nakon toga oko 4.000. — 


Za ovo djelo osim samih izvršilaca odgovorni su Maks Luburič, Marko 
Pavlovič i ing Hinko Piccili. 


U godini 1945, bilo je pojedinačnih likvidacija, o kojima ne mogu ništa 
potanje reči. 30. III, 1945, bio je bombardiran logor Jasenovac u 2 
maha, a isto tako i 5. IV. 1945, i konačno iza toga nekoliko dana još 
jedanput ali ovaj puta bez učinka. 


Kod prva dva bombardiranja uništili su Lančaru (lančaru) pogon, 
zatvor, dio stražare, a osim toga nastao je požar na ciglani. Prigodom 
bombardiranja stradalo je životom oko 40 zatočenika, a stanoviti broj 
je i ranjen. Kod prvog bombardiranja kada je nastao požar na ciglani, 
ustaše su terali sve zatočenike na gašenje požara. Kod toga je bio 
veoma okrutan postupak ustaša, a naročito su se istaknuli Zrinušič 
Anto, ustaški zastavnik, koji je dvojicu zatočenika ustrelio revolverom 
ito sam vidio na svoje oči a isto sam tako vidio da je Zovko Stanko, 
ustaški dočasnik pucao na zatočenika, ali neznam dali ga je pogodio. 
Tom prilikom je poginuo Wolf, radnik — zatočenik iz lančare, ali 
neznam dali od metka Zrinušića, Zovka ih kog drugog. 


Drugi dan bilo je čišćenje logora od ruševina i tu su ustaše ponovno 
tukli zatočenike letvama, a naročito se je kod toga istaknuo Marko 
Mihaljević ustaša zastavnik, kao i Marko Perković ustaški zastavnik. 


Još jednom doživio sam masovno ubijanje zatočenika, a to je 
ono koje se je vršilo od 8. IV. do 22. IV. 1945. godine. To je 
zapravo bila opća likvidacija gotovo svih zatočenika, koji su se 
u to vrijeme nalazili još u logoru, a tih je bilo oko 3.000. 8. IV, 
1945. godine započela je ta zadnja zloglasna likvidacija na taj 
način da su Pudić Dragutin, ustaški časnik i Josip Sudar (Joja) 
ustaški satnik zatražili popis iz kancelarije svih preostalih 
zatočenika. 


Istoga dana Oko 7 sati navečer izabrali su 10 zatočenika Židova za 
koje znam: Boro Levija-ibrijača iz Bjeljine, Kabiljo Rafu iz Visokog 

i nekog Sterna dok se drugih ne sjećam. Njima je naređeno da sa 
stvarima stanu pred kancelariju, a odatle da će na rad. Na večer su ih 
odveli i o njima više ništa neznam, jer su likvidirani. 


9. IV. 1945. u jutro izabrano je 10 ljudi pravoslavaca da idu na rad sa 
stvarima. Istoga dana određeno je daljnjih 20 ljudi u podne da idu 

na rad bez stvari. Tih 20 vidio sam kako su prošli u pravcu Gradine. 
Opazio sam te večeri na 3 mjesta gusti dim na Gradini koji nije 
prestajao da se puši sve do mog odlaska iz Jasenovca t. j. 22. IV. 
1945. Kažu, — tako se je pričalo da je taj dim dolazio od kostiju ljudi 
koje su ondje palili, a koje su izvukli iz zemlje, kao i od lješina koje su 
kasnije u zadnjem ovom razdoblju pogubili i odmah palili da ne ostanu 
tragovi zločinstva. 


Slijedeće dane isto se je to ponavljalo samo s tom razlikom da su se 
grupe za likvidaciju povećale brojčano. U to vrijeme valjda pred pad 
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sergeant, Marko Mihaljevič, ensign - emigre. 


What particular acts were performed by the listed Ustasha officers 
during these liguidations | do not know, because | could not see, but 
itis certain that all of them took part in the liguidations because 
they would go in there and stay a while. Taking part in the Granik 
liquidations on invitation were also Ante Markovič, Ustasha officer, 
and Gjurkič, Ustasha. 


In these liguidations at the Granik around 3500 people were 
killed, and | know this because according to the clerk, before 
the liguidation, there were around 7500 prisoners in the camp 
and after that there were only around 4000. 


Besides the actual perpetrators, responsible for this crime are also 
Maks Luburić, Marko Pavlovič and Hinko Picilli. 


In 1945 there were also individual liguidations, about which | cannot 
say anything in detail. On 30 Marth 1945 the Jasenovac camp was 
bombed twice, and also on 5 April 1945, and finally once again after 
this, but without any effect. 


During the first two bombings the chain factory was destroyed, the 
prison, part of he watchtower, and besides this, there was a fire in the 
brick factory. During the bombing, around 40 prisoners were killed, 
and a significant number were wounded. During the first bombing, 
when a fire broke out in the brick factory, the Ustashas forced all the 
prisoners to put out the fire. This was a very cruel act of the Ustashas, 
and Anto Zrnušič, Ustasha ensign, stood out particularly, as he shot 
two prisoners and | saw this with my own eyes. | also saw that Stanko 
Zovko, Ustasha officer, shot a prisoner, but I don't know whether he hit 
him. During this Wolf, a worker - prisoner from the chain factory died, 
but | don't know if it happened because of the bullet of Zrnušič, or 
Zovko, or anybody else. 


The second day, we had to clear the camp of the debris and the 
Ustashas beat the prisoners again with wooden planks, and Marko 
Mihaljevič, Ustasha ensign, was particularly zealous as well as Marko 
Perkovič, Ustasha ensign. 


1 lived through another mass liquidation of prisoners, the one that 
took place between 8 April and 22 April 1945, This was in fact the 
total liquidation of almost all the prisoners who still remained in 
the camp, of whom there were about 3000. On 8 April 1945 the last 
infamous liquidation started when Dragutin Pudič, Ustasha officer, 
and Josip Sudar (Joja), Ustasha captain, requested a list of all the 
remaining prisoners from the office. 


On the same day, around 7 o'clock, they chose 10 prisoners, Jews 

whom | knew: Boro Levi, a barber from Bjeljina, Rafo Kabiljo from 

Visoko and a certain Stern, while the others | don't remember. They 

were ordered to take their things and stand in front of the office, from 

where they were to go to work. In the evening they took them and I sle 
know nothing of them, because they were liguidated. Е 


On 9 April 1945 ten Orthodox were called to work with their things. Оп x 
the same day, a further 20 people were told to go to work without their e 
things. | saw those 20 going off in the direction of Gradina, | noticed 

that evening thick smoke coming from the direction of Gradina in three 
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Sarajeva dovedeno je u logor oko 400 Sarajlija, što muški što ženskih 
te su muški stavljeni u zgradu koja je trebala biti izgrađena za mesnicu 
ali nije dovršena, a ženske su stavljene u zgradu upraviteljstva. | ove 
Sarajlije kako muške, tako i ženske likvidirani su u ovom razdoblju jer 
ih više kasnije nismo vidjeli. Kod te zadnje likvidacije naročito su se 
isticali Pudić Dragutin, Josip Sudar, Ljubo Miloš, Primorac Silvesitar, 
svi ustaše časnici. Za to vrijeme do 21. IV. 1945. likvidirano je od 
3.000 zatočenika sve po poprilici 1.200 zatočenika. 


Ja sam 18. IV. 1945. određen po zastavniku Liscu za ustašku bolnicu 
u samom Jasenovcu, te sam toga dana otišao u Jasenovac u ustašku 
bolnicu. 


U ustaškoj bolnici bili su od zatočenika slijedeća lica: dr Kohn, zubar 
dr Spizer — internista, dr Lipković Rudi, kirurg dr Zora Frajst-kirurg, dr 
Jonič Ivo okulista, Mr. ph. Joža Senoer, Buki Salom (Buki je nadimak 
a ime mu neznam) dentista Finzi Jozef (Čučo) Altarac Maminko, 

iz Zenice, električar, Danon Jakob, (tj. ja potpisani) Danon Šalom, 
Margita Fiirst, Gordana Mandič, Dorica, Katica Vidojika, Jula Olga 
(kojima prezime neznam) i zatim Repac imenom iz Nove Gradiške te 
još 3 muškarca kojima se imena ne mogu sjetiti. 


21. IV. 1945. nastala je jaka pucnjava u noči 22. IV. koja je 
trajala cijelu noč a zapravo je bila inscenirama od strane samih 
ustaša kao tobožnji neki napadaj u cilju da se preostatak ljudi, 
kojih je još bilo oko 1.200 može likvidirati. Ujedno je te moči 
logor Jasenovac miniran i stanoviti djelovi logora su dignuti u 
zrak. 


Ujutro su zatočenici pokušali prodor iz Jasenovca i to njih oko 
1.200. Kako je isti učinjen i sa kakvim uspjehom to neznam iz 
vlastitog opažanja, ali znam da mi je jedan ustaški poručnik 
rekao dana 22. IV. popodne, a koji je došao iz logora Jasenovac 
da logora više nema. Tog dana pred večer likvidirama je kožara, 
koja se također nalazila u samom mjestu Jasenovac tako da je 
nastala opasna pucnjava i vidio se je veliki dim, a čulo se je da 
su zatočenici kožare njih oko 150 pokušali prodor. Dali je isti 
uspio, koliko i kako neznam? Mi preostali u ustaškoj bolnici 

u Jasenovcu pomogli smo kod seljenja bolnice u nepoznatom 
pravcu. Liječnici napred navedemi, odvezeni su također sa 
bolničkim stvarima a s njima i Margita Fürst i Gordana Mandić, 
a na dne. 23. IV. 1945. na večer došao je neki Kocijan ustaša, 
bolničar, to se je rijetko nalazilo među ustašama, te je rekao 
nama upravo žalosnim glasom da moramo ići na nastup u 
zarazno odeljenje u prvi sprat same bolnice. 


Tamo nam je Joja Sudar rekao da ćemo biti otpremljeni za Lonju ali da 
će nas povezati radi toga što su zatočenici kožare prigodom prodora 
zaklali jednog ustaškog časnika. Iza toga došao je Tomić ustaški 
poručnik, inače zapovjednik oružničkog voda u Jasenovcu te je sa 
svojim ljudima izvršio vezivanje zatočenika t. j. nas. Nakon toga ovako 
vezani jedan za drugim upućeni smo dalje. Ja sam bio kao i moj otac 
Šalom među zadnjima. Kada sam sišao u prizemlje ustaške bolnice 
kod izlaza opazio sam Ljubu Miloša. Meni je bilo jasno da se radi o 
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spots. This smoke never stopped until I left Jasenovac, on 22 April 
1945. They say that this smoke came from the bones that were burned 
there, which they had dug up from the ground, as well as from the 
corpses which they had killed during this last period and which they 
burned immediately so that no trace of their crimes would be left. 


This was repeated during the following days but with the difference 
that these liquidation groups got larger. During this time, probably 
after the fall of Sarajevo, around 400 Sarajevans were brought, male 
and female. The men were put in a building that was supposed to be 
a slaughterhouse but was never finished. The women were brought 
to the command building. These Sarajevans, men and women, were 
all liquidated during this time because we never saw them again. 
During this last liquidations Dragutin Pudič, Josip Sudar, Ljubo Milos, 
Silvestar Primorac, all Ustasha officers, were particularly active. 
During this time, up until 21 April 1945, of about 3000 prisoners, 
around 1200 were killed. 


On 18 April 1945 I was sent by Ensign Lisac to the Ustasha hospital in 
Jasenovac itself, and on that day I went to Jasenovac to the Ustasha 
hospital. 


In the hospital there were the following prisoners: Dr. Kohn, dentist, 

Dr. Spitzer, internist, Dr. Rudi Lipkovié, surgeon, Dr. Zora Frajst, 
surgeon, Dr. Ivo Jonié, oculist, M.Ph. Joža Senoer, Buki Salom (Buki 

is his nickname, | don't know his name), Jozef Finzi, dentist, Maminko 
Altarac from Zenica, electrician, Jakob Danon, that is, me, the 
undersigned, Shalom Danon, Margita Fiirst, Gordana Mandič, Dorica, 
Katica Vidojika, Jula Olga (whose surname | don't know), and Repac by 
name, from Nova Gradiška, and three other men, whose names | can't 
remember. 


On 21 April 1945 there was shooting and all through the night 
of 22 April 1945, and, in fact, it was faked by the Ustashas as 
a so-called attack which gave them the excuse to liguidate 
the remaining 1200 people. At the same time, Jasenovac was 
shelled and some parts of the camp were blown up. 


In the morning the prisoners tried to break out of Jasenovac, 
around 1200 of them. Whether this was a success | don't know 
from my own observations, but | do know that one Ustasha 
lieutenant who had come from the camp on 22 April in the 
afternoon told me that there was no more camp. On that day, 
the leather factory was destroyed, which was also in the town 
of Jasenovac, so there was dangerous shooting and you could 
see smoke, and it was said that the prisoners in the leather 
factory, around 150 of them, had tried to escape. Whether 

this was a success, | do not know. We who remained in the 
Ustasha hospital in Jasenovac helped to move the hospital to 
an unknown location. The abovementioned doctors were also 
taken with the hospital eguipment and with them also Margita 
Fiirst and Gordana Mandič, and on 24 April 1945 in the evening 
a Kocian came, who was an Ustasha medic, which was rare 
among the Ustashas, and he told us with a sad voice that we 
had to go to assembly in the infectious ward on the first floor of 
the hospital. 
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našoj likvidaciji a to zato jer su zatočenike iz ustaške bolnice vezali 

u ovom odjelu, u odjeći u kojoj su se tog momenta nalazili a to ne bi 
učinili da su htjeli odvesti nas onamo odnosno njih u Lonju, jer bi tada 
najprije odredili da se ljudi spreme na put a prema tome i obuku. 


Neki od navedenih zatočenika vezani su u samoj košulji, bez kaputa. 
Radi toga sam znao o čemu se radi. Kad sam opazio Ljubu Miloša i 
rekao sam mu: ,Gospon Ljubo, da li sam ja to zasluzio», a on је па 
to odvratio neka idem dalje. Zatim se je odmah čulo sve onako iduči 
dalje kako je Miloš Ljubo nekog upitao ,dali je to brico» a kad mu je 
jasno odgovoreno, rekao je nek se vratim natrag. Ja sam povukao 
napolje i тод oca napolje. 


Meni su odmah odvezali ruke, a ja mom ocu. Te noći spavao sam sa 
ocem u ustaškog bolnici. 


Ja napominjem da sam vidio i djevojke zatočenice iz bolnice, kako 

su izašle iz bolnice napolje u nepoznatom pravcu, samo one nisu 

bile vezane, ali su sve bile pod oružanom pratnjom. Drugi dan ujutro 
dolazili su ustaše i govorili mi kako sam ja imao sreću, i da sam 
sigurno nekome nešto učinio dobra, kad sam toliko sreće imao. Iz tog 
zaključujem, da su svi ostali zatočenici ustaške bolnice likvidirani. 
Ovo slijedi iz riječi Kocijana bolničara, koji je kritične noći odnosno 
predvečerja molio Miloš Ljubu, neka pusti Vidojku bolničarku, jer 

da mu je rođakinja, i ako mu nije bila, rođakinja, ali je Ljubo Miloš 
odgovorio ,ne može? te je postupak Ljube Miloša mogao jedino značiti 
da su navedeni zatočenici i zatočenice bih određeni za likvidaciju jer u 
protivnom nebi Kocijan molio. 


Dne 23. IV. 1945. odvezen sam s ocem i sa ustaškim bolničarom u 
Lonju. Prema tome izjavljujemo da su 24. 4. 1945. likvidirani Joža 
Senoer, Buki Salom, Finzi Josef, Altarac Maminko, Dorica, Olga, Kata, 
Vidojka I Jula, kojima ženskima prezimena neznam, Repac iz Nove 
Gradiške i još tri muškarca kojima imena i prezimena neznam. 


U Lonji sam našao naše liječnike zatočenike i naše 2 bolničarke tako 
da nas je sada svega skupa bilo oko 9 t. j. dr. Kohn Dr. Spitzer, Dr. 
Lipković Rudi, Dr. Zora Fajst, Dr. Jonić Ivo, ja Danon Jakob, Danon 
Salom, Margita Fiirst, i Gordana Mandić. Mi smo ostali u Lonji 4 dana 
zatim produžili za Sisak. Kod toga ističem da nam je pomogao Dr. 
Fabijanac po zanimanju liječnik — kirurg koji je kratko vrijeme prije 
toga bio mobilisan za ustašku bolnicu u Jasenovcu. 


On je prije svega spasio nas prvi put na taj način što je zaprijetio da 
se zatočenici iz ustaške bolnice pošalju natrag u logor, a na njihovo 
mjesto postave liječnici i bolničari ustaše. Isto tako je taj dr. Fabijanac 
na putu pazio na nas devetoricu, što više otpratio nas u Sisak, osobno 
da nas ne bi možda putem pobili ustaše Stojčić i Jurčić (zvani učo) 
jer su ova dvojica bili vođe naše pratnje, a inače poznati banditi. Da 
se vidi razlika u poštenju ističem da se prije dolaska dr. Fabijanca u 
ustaškog bolnici bio upravitelj dr. Komerski ustaša, koji čim je došao 
počeo je raditi na tome, da se zatočenici na službi u ustaškoj bolnici 
natrag upute u logor, a na njihovo mjesto upute ustaški bolničari i 
liječnici. Tako je dvojicu liječnika i dvojicu bolničara po imenu Kraljica 
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That was where Joja Sudar told us that we would be transported to 
Lonja but that they would tie us up because the prisoners from the 
leather factory killed an Ustasha captain during the breach. After that 
came Tomič, an Ustasha lieutenant, the commander of the armory 

in Jasenovac, who with his soldiers tied up the prisoners, that is, us. 
After this, we were sent away. | and my father Shalom were amongst 
the last. When I went to the ground floor of the Ustasha hospital, 
near the entrance | saw Ljubo Miloš. It was clear to me then that we 
were going to be liquidated because the prisoners from the Ustasha 
hospital were tied up in this area, in the clothes they were wearing that 
day, and this would not happen if they wanted to take us to Lonja, as 
they would have first told the people to prepare for a journey and get 
dressed. 


Some of the mentioned prisoners were tied up in their shirts, without 
coats. That is how I knew what was happening. When | saw Ljubo 
Miloš, | said to him: "Mr. Ljubo, did | deserve this" and he told me to 
move on. Then | could hear as | was walking away that Ljubo Miloš 
asked someone "Is that the barber" and when he was given the 
affirmative, he said І should return. I pulled my father away as well. 


My hands were untied, and | untied my father's. That night I slept 

with my father in the Ustasha hospital. | also saw girl prisoners from 
the hospital as they left the hospital going in an unknown direction, 
they were not tied, but they were under armed escort. The next day, 
Ustashas came to me and told me | was lucky and that | must have 
done something good to someone to be so lucky. From this | conclude 
that all the other prisoners from the Ustasha hospital were liguidated. 
This is also confirmed by the words of Kocijan the medic, who on that 
critical night begged Ljubo Miloš to release a nurse Vidojka, who he 
said was his relative, or who maybe was not his relative, but Ljubo 
Miloš said "no" and this decision of Ljubo Miloš could only have meant 
that all the prisoners were going to be liquidated, because otherwise, 
Kocijan would not have asked this. 


On 23 April 1945 | was taken with my father and an Ustasha medic to 
Lonja. At that time, | state that on 24 April 1945 the following were 
liguidated: Joža Senoer, Buki Salom, Josef Finzi, Maminko Altarac, 
Dorica, Olga, Kata, Vidojka and Jula, women whose surnames I don't 
know, Repac from Nova Gradiska and another three men whose names 
| don't know. 


In Lonja | found some more doctors prisoners and 2 nurses, so we 
were 9 in total, that is, Dr. Kohn, Dr. Spitzer, Dr Rudi Lipkovič, Dr. Zora 
Fajst, Dr. Ivo Jonič, myself, Jakob Danon, Shalom Danon, Margita 
Fürst, i Gordana Mandič. We remained in Lonja 4 days and then 

we went on to Sisak. | should mention that we were helped by a Dr. 
Fabijanac, a surgeon, who was mobilized to the Ustasha hospital in 
Jasenovac. 


He saved us the first time by stopping all the prisoners from the 
Ustasha hospital to be sent back to the camp, and replaced by 
Ustasha doctors and medics. That Dr. Fabijanac also looked after 

us nine by escorting us to Sisak, in particular, so that we wouldn't be 
killed on the road by Stojčič and Jurčič (called Učo), because these 
two were the leaders of our escort and were famous bandits. In order 


to emphasize the difference in morality | mention that before Dr. k 
Fabijanac came, the chief of the Ustasha hospital was a Dr. Komerski, 
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u logor a na njihovo mjesto došli su ustaše. Taj Komerski proveo bi и 
cjelosti na taj način likvidaciju svih nas 9-orice, ali je srećom došao za 
upravitelja dr. Fabijanac, koji je odmah energično zauzeo stav da smo 
mi svi prijeko potrebni, Iz Siska smo otpremljeni u Zagreb, gdje smo 
ostali 5. 5. 1945. a odakle smo takozvanim. bolničkim vlakom 7. 5. 

45. krenuli za Sloveniju u pravcu Maribora. Dvije stanice prije Maribora 
oslobođeni smo po Jugoslavenskoj Armiji. Ova dana smo bila u logoru 
zajedno sa ustašama i njihovim obiteljima. 


Iza toga smo dali našima vlastima da uhapse Marka Mihaljevića 
ustaškog zastavnika, Svaguš Andriju, ustaškog zastavnika, Brkljačić 
Ivicu, ustaškog bojnika (bivšeg sveštenika), Juričić (Učo) ustaškog 
nadporučnika, Jozu Stojčića ustaškog nadpor. Dr. Simu Cvitanovića, 
pukovnika, Prpić Mihovila ustaškog zastavnika Naletić Božo, ustaškog 
nadpor. Marijana Zivanovića, prof. Janjića ustaškog satnika i druge 
kojih se sada ne mogu točno sjetiti. 


Opisavši i tako u glavnom što sam proživio dodajem još i neke 
pojedinačne slučajeve likvidacije. 


U vrijeme 1944. godine kada je počela zloglasna likvidacija na 
Graniku, došao je jedne noći Nikola Bračić ustaški dočasnik po dva 
zatočenika | to: Leona Papu iz Breze i Rafu Altarca iz Zagreba. Leon 
Papo se je odupro t. j. nije ga htio slijediti našto su priskočili u pomoć 
Nikoli Bračiću Mile Sudar mlađi i Luka Cop, obojica ustaški dočasnici. 
Prema pričanju logoraša Leon Papo zaklan je po Nikoli Bračiću odmah 
na licu mjesta. 


Isto tako je likvidiran i Rafo Altarac, samo neznam na koji način, ali 
ga od onog vremena nije bilo nikad u logoru. U jeseni god. 1943. 
posumnjao je Kolarić Zlatko, ustaški nadporučnik iz Zagreba, da 
Spasoja Jovanović zatočenik inače podvornik kod navedenog 
nadporucnnika, krade njemu cigarete. Radi toga je Nikola Hišbelger 
ustaškog zastav, vodio istragu na taj način, da je Spasoja Jovanovića 
tukao i na koncu mu dao 3 naboja revolverska u promjeru 9 mm da 
proguta, to je ovaj i učinio. Nakon toga je Spasoje Jovanović dobio 
jake bolove, pa je otišao liječnicima, koji su mu pomogli, Spasoja 
Jovanović izgubio je život 1944. na Graniku. 


U logoru u mljekari radio je neki Kajmaković iz Bjeljine, veoma pošten 
čovjek. Jedne zgode u ljeti god. 1943. uzeo je 15—20 dkg maslaca i 
oko 40 kg kruha, htijući to prebaciti ženskim zatočenicama, koje su 
bile preko puta mljekare smeštene u barake. Tom prilikom naišao 

je Brkljačić Ivica ustaša, upravitelj logora i strpao ga u zatvor. Iza 
toga saznao je Brkljačić Ivica pročitao je optužnicu i osudio ga na 

50 batina, rekavši ,sada ti broji ako se zabuniš, dobit češ iznova». 

Iza toga je Brkljačić Ivica izabrao najjače zatočenike, nekog tesara iz 
Zagorja, kojem imena i prezimena neznam, odredivši ga kao izvršitelja 
osude. 


Ed Kajmakovié je skinut do gača. Brkljačič Ivica napose je rekao tesaru 
ale da mora dobro udarati, jer бе ga inače na mjestu ustreliti. Tesar je 
xx počeo volovskom žilom batinati Kajmakoviča, a kad mu je odrapio 
e 7 batina izjavio je Kajmakovič Brkljačiču: ,Streljajte me». A Brkljačić 
je odgovorio „Ме neću te strijeljati». I kazna se izvršila do kraja. Kod 
Jr tog batinanja da bi bilo što bolnije, držao je Nikola Hižberger ustaški 
zastavnik glavu stisnutu medu nogama Kajmakoviču iza toga je 
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an Ustasha, who as soon as he came started working on sending all 
the prisoners working at the hospital back to the camp and replacing 
them with Ustasha doctors and nurses. That was how he sent two 
doctors and two medics, named Kraljica and Dr. Korgič (doctors) and 
the medics Stern and Albert Maestro, back to the camp, replacing 
them with Ustashas. That Komerski would have seen that all nine of 
us were liquidated but luckily, Dr. Fabijanac became the chief of the 
hospital, and he immediately made it very clear that we were badly 
needed, From Sisak we were taken to Zagreb, where we remained 
until 5 May 1945. Two stations before Maribor we were liberated by 
the Yugoslav Army. We spent two days with the Ustashas and their 
families in the camp. 


After that we went to the authorities to get the following arrested: 
Marko Mihaljevič, Ustasha ensign, Andrija Svagus, Ustasha ensign, 
Ivica Brkljačič, Ustasha major (formerly a priest), Juričič (Učo), 
Ustasha Senior Lieutenant, Joza Stojčič, Ustasha Senior Lieutenant, 
Dr. Sima Cvitanović, colonel, Mihovil Prpić, Ustasha captain, Bozo 
Naletič, Ustasha Senior lieutenant, Marijan Živanović, Prof. Janjić, 
Ustasha captain and other І can't remember right now. 


Having described what | lived through | also add the following 
individual cases of liguidation. 


During 1944 when the infamous liguidations at the Granik started, 
one night Nikola Bračič, Ustasha officer, came to get two prisoners: 
Leon Papo from Breza and Rafa Altarac from Zagreb. Leon Papo 
fought back and didn't want to follow him so Mile Sudar the younger 
and Luka Cop came to the aid of Nikola Bračič. According to the 
prisoners, Leon Papo was slaughtered by Nikola Bračič immediately. 


Rafo Altarac was also killed but | don't know how, but from then on he 
was nowhere to be seen in the camp. In the autumn of 1943 Zlatko 
Kolarič, Ustasha Senior Lieutenant from Zagreb, suspected that 
Spasoja Jovanovič, a prisoner and the said lieutenant's attendant, 
was stealing his cigarettes. Because of this Nikola Hišberger, Ustasha 
ensign, conducted an interrogation in this way, by beating Spasoja 
Jovanovié and finally making him swallow three 9mm bullets, which he 
did. After that Spasoja Jovanovič was in great pain so he went to the 
doctors, who helped him. Spasoja Jovanovič lost his life at the Granik 
in 1944, 


In the camp dairy a certain Kajmakovič from Bjeljina worked, a very 
honest man. On one occasion in the summer of 1943 he took around 
15-20kg of butter and around 40 kg of bread, wanting to give it to 

the women, who were in barracks opposite the dairy. Ivica Brkljačič, 
Ustasha, camp commander came and put him in prison. | found out 
that Ivica Brkljačič read the indictment and sentenced him to 50 
blows saying "now you count and if you make a mistake, we'll start 
again". For this | know Ivica Brkljačić chose the strongest prisoners, a 
carpenter from Zagorje whose name and surname | don't remember, 
ordering him to carry out the sentence. 


Kajmakovič was stripped to his underwear. Ivica Brkljačić told the 
carpenter that he had to hit well otherwise he would kill him on 

the spot. The carpenter started beating Kajmakovié with a leather 
truncheon, and after 7 blows Kajmakovič said to Brkljačič "shoot me". 
And Brkljačič answered "No, | won't shoot you". And the punishment 
was carried out to the end. So as to make the beating more painful, 
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Kajmakovič odveden u zatvor 3 dana, a nakon toga bačen na teški rad 
na Bajer. 


Da bude cinizam još veči Corpus Delicti t. j. maslac i kruh dobio je 
za nagradu spomenuti tesar pred nama na nastupu. Kajmakovič 
je likvidiran koncem 1943. g. u prvoj šumskoj grupi, o kojima sam 
posebno govorio napred. Isticem napose Kajmakoviču u svijetlu 
uspomenu, da je mnogo puta pomogao nama zatočenicima dajući 
mlijeka, a osobito za bolesne zatočenike. 


Godine 1944. u jesen doveden je Finzi Moritz rodom iz Sarajeva a 
koji je bio kao zatočenik podvornik brzog sklopa u Jasenovcu. Isti je 
mlačen cijele noči u hodniku zatvora toliko, da se njegova vriska čula 
u naše nastambe. Ustaše su širile vijest da je Finzi htio dići u zrak 
brzi sklop, što ne može odgovarati istini, jer bi se tražili saučesnici t. 
j. duže bi morala trajati istraga, a toga svega nije bilo. Kako se u jutro 
o Finziju nije više ništa znalo, sigurno je likvidiran nakon mučenja. 
Predpostavljam da je kod mlačenja istoga sudjelovao Primorac 
Silvestar, Miličevič Nikica i druge ustaše. 


U jesen 1944. jednog dana dovedeni su u logor 5 partizana u odorama. 
Njih su dočekale ustaše tako, da su odmah tukli i to svi, a naročito 

se je istakao Ante Zrinušič, koji je jednog partizana posjeo na stolicu 

u zakrajak kod skladišta cigle i razgovarao s njim, a zatim ga tukao 
ispečenom zemljanom cijevi (rohr) toliko, da je isti bio po glavi sav 
krvav i pao u nesvijest. Tomu su partizani kasnije povili glavu. Kod 

tog mlačenja partizana još se je posebno isticao Nikola Pehar (Pudo) 
ustaški zastavnik. Ovi partizani bili su u logoru u zatvoru oko 15 dana, 
a onda su odvezeni kamionom u nepoznato. 


1944. u jesen Altarac Jakob zatočenik, inače iz Sarajeva radio je kod 
jedne pumpe kod ekonomije i radi toga je dobio hranu iz ekonomije, 

a nije imao pravo tamo primati hranu, več u centralnoj kuhinji. To je 
prijavio zatočenik Dangubič koji je bio radi kriminala zatvoren u logoru 
a inače strah i trepet svim u logoru kao konfident. | to na taj način, 

da se je počeo sa Altarcem Jakovom svadati, našto je prišao Nikola 
Bračič ustaški dočasnik te počeo tuči Altarca i zaklao ga javno oko 
podneva. 


1941. ili početkom 1942. prišao je Jusić Saban, ustaški dočasnik iz 
Bihača Aitarac Nisimu zatočeniku, inače brijaču iz Sarajeva te mu htio 
nožem izvaditi zlato sa zubiju. Aitarac mu je rekao,, neka pričeka, da 
će on to sam izvaditi, te je izvukao 8 komada zlatnih zuba sa zlatnim 
mostom. 


U Jasenovcu kroz cijelo vreme što sam preboravio, bio je običaj 
ustaša, a da svakog kojeg likvidiraju, ako ima zlatne zube da mu prije 
pokapanja iste povade. Na koncu dajem pregled ustaških funkcionera 
i vojnika, koji su se osobito istakli svojim banditskim postupkom u 
logoru Jasenovac. 


1.) Luburić Maks, zapovjednik svih logora od 1941. do proljeća 
1943, i zatim ponovno u istoj funkciji od siječnja 1944. do likvidacije 
Jasenovca. 


2.) Šarac (neznam mu imena) civil iz Mostara, bankov, činovnik, star 
oko 40 g. zapovjednik svih logora od prolječa 1943. do konca 1943. 
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Nikola Hišberger, Ustasha ensign, held Kajmakovič's head between his 
legs and after this Kajmakovič was taken to prison for three days and 
later taken to forced labor in the Bajer. 


To make things even more cynical. The corpus delicti, that is, 

the butter, was given to the carpenter as a prize at the assembly. 
Kajmakovič was killed at the end of 1943 in the first forest group, 
which | talked about before. | mention Kajmakovič as a bright 
example, that he helped us prisoners many times by giving us milk and 
especially for the sick prisoners. 


In 1944, Moritz Finzi from Sarajevo came. He was the attending of 
the armored corps of Jasenovac. He was beaten in the hallway of the 
prison and his screams could be heard in our quarters. The Ustashas 
spread the rumor that Finzi wanted to blow up the regiment, but this 
cannot be the truth as they would have looked for his accomplices, 
there would be a longer investigation, and there was none of this. | 
suppose that Silvester Primorac took part in the beating, as well as 
Nikica Miličevič and other Ustashas. 


In the autumn of 1944 five partisans in uniforms were brought to 

the camp. They were greeted by the Ustashas by being beaten and 
particularly zealous was Ante Zrinušič, who put one of the partisans 
on a chair in the corner of the brick warehouse and talked to him, then 
he beat him with a baked clay pipe (rohr) with such force on the head 
that the partisan fell down unconscious. The partisans bandaged 

their friends head later. Nikola Pehar (Pudo), Ustasha ensign, was 
particularly active in this beating. These partisans spent 15 days in the 
camp prison and then they were taken away by truck into the unknown. 


In the autumn of 1944 Jakob Altarac a prisoner from Sarajevo was 
working on a pump at the farm and because of this he got food from 
the farm but he wasn't allowed to get food from there but from the 
central kitchen. This was reported by prisoner Dangubič who was 

in the camp because of crime but feared by everyone in the camp 
because he was an informant. It happened that he started to argue 
loudly with Jakob Altarac and then Nikola Bračič came and started 
beating Altarac and then he publicly slaughtered him around noon. 


In 1941 or in early 1942 Šaban Jusic, Ustasha sergeant, from Bihać 
came up to Nisim Altarac, prisoner, a barber from Sarajevo and tried 
to take out his hold teeth. Altarac told him to wait a and that he would 
take them out, so he took out 8 gold teeth with a gold bridge. The 
whole time I was in Jasenovac it was the habit of the Ustashas to take 
out the gold teeth of anyone they killed. 


Finally, 1 give a list of the Ustasha functionaries and soldiers who were 
stood out in their bandit behavior in the Jasenovac camp. 


1) Maks Luburič, commander of all the camps from 1941 to the spring 
of 1943, and then again from January 1944 to the liquidation of 
Jasenovac. 


2) Šarac (I don't know his name), a civilian from Mostar, bank clerk, 
around 40 years of age, commander of all the camps from the spring 
of 1943 to the end of 1943. 


3) Ljubo Miloš, Ustasha captain, from somewhere in the Ljubuš region, 
around 25 years of age, unmarried, according to his own words he 
was a sometime correspondent of Politika. Large, wears glasses, dark 
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mršav, smeđe rijetke kose, naočale 


5.) Ing. Pičili Hinko, ustaz 
„ust or

1 Danon Jakob je svoj zapisnik dopunio 28. maja 1945. u sledećem: 


.Među ustaškim zločincima u logoru Jasenovac, koji su se naročito 
isticali svojim krvološtvom, bio je i Užičanin Rašid. To je bio mladić od 
po prilici 21 godinu, rodom iz Brčkog, musliman, sin posjednika, nešto 
iznad srednje veličine, dosta jak, kestenjaste kose. Bio je strah i trepet 
u logoru, jer je učestvovao u svim krvoprolićima, tukao je i mučio 
zatočenike i lično ih ubijao. Prije svog dolaska u logor bio je u Bičkom 
član ustaškoga stožera. Jednom zgodom nalazio sam se u časničkoj 
sobi u logoru, a u istoj sobi bio je Užičanin, koji me nije vidio, Tom 
prilikom on je pričao nekim drugim ustašama iz Brčkoga, kako je u 
Brčkom ubijao Srbe i Židove i očekivao je da za to bude promaknut u 
čin natporučnika. 


Užičanin je bio u Jasenovcu po prilici od ranog proleća 1942. do kasne 
jeseni 1942 a zatim je prebačen u logor u Gradišku. Za vrijeme dok 

je on u Jasenovcu vršio dužnost ustaškog dužnosnika, izvršeni su u 
Jasenovcu ovi veći pokolji:

1 On 28 May 1945 Jakob Danon added the following to his statement: 


"Amongst the Ustasha criminals who stood out for the bloodlust was 
Rašid Užičanin. He was a young man of about 21 years of age, born in 
Brčko, a Muslim, son of a landowner, of medium height, guite strong, 
auburn hair. He was feared in the camp because he took part in all the 
slaughters, he beat and tortured the prisoners and personally killed 
them. Before he came to the camp he was part of the Ustasha staff 

in Brčko. On one occasion | was in the officers’ room in the camp and 
Užičanin, who didn't see me, was also there. He was talking to another 
Ustasha from Brčko, telling him how he killed Serbs and Jews in Brčko 
and how he was expecting to be promoted to rank of senior lieutenant 
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Ovih je bilo oko nekoliko hiljada. Većinom su te žrtve ubijene na 
Gradini i to maljem. Kod svih ovih zločina Užičanin je direktno 
sudjelovao», kao i 17. Marta 1947. u kojem je između ostalog rekao: 


Ja sam bio zatočenik zloglasnog logora mučilišta i klaonice 
Jasenovac kroz cijelo vrijeme njegovog postojanja tj. od 21. kolovoza 
1941. do 23. aprila 1945. G te mi je vrlo dobro poznat svirepi i 
zločinački postupak svih funkcionera logorske uprave i straže počev 
od raznih upravnika logora pa do poslednjeg stražara koljača. 


Tako vrlo dobro poznam i očevidac sam teških i okrutnih zločina koje 
su počinili ustaški funkcioneri Brkljačić Ivica, bakic Dinko, Mateja 
Josip, braća Penović i ostali, U pogledu Brkljačić Ivice znam da je on 
bio upravnik logora Jasenovac od 20. marta 1943. pa do proleća 1944. 
godine. Kao i njegovi predčasnici tako je i on mada je u građanstvu 
bio ranije katolički bogoštol nastavio sa sistematskim mučenjima, 
zlostavljanjima, mučenjima glađu i masovnim likvidacijama nesretnih 
žrtava osobito Srba i Jevreja. Od mnogobrojnih njegovih zločina koje 
je lično počinio ili je dao nalog da se izvrše sjećam se dobro slučaja 
kada je u ljeti 1943. god. pred nastupom zatočenika pročitao neku 
presudu kojom je osudio 6 zatočenika Srba na smrt navodno što bi, 
oni bili pokušali organizirati bjeg. 


Presuda je odmah izvršena pred svim zatočenicima a samo streljanje 
su izvršili ustaški koljači Zrinušič Ante i Pavičić Pero. 


Isto tako ostao mi je dobro u pameti slučaj kada je u jeseni 1943. g. 
zločinac Brkljačić pred nastupom svih zatočenika dao teško mrevariti i 
zlostavljati zatočenika Kajmaković Milana iz Bjeljine, samo zato, što je 
ovaj pokušao dati jednoj gladnoj zatočenici komadić kruha. Za vrijeme 
tog bestijalnog batinjanja žrtve Kajmaković nemogavši više izdržati 
udarce molio je da ga strijeljaju da se oslobodi muka. Međutim, 
zločinac Brkljačić sarkastički mu je odgovorio ,nećemo te ubiti, radije 
ćemo te batinama dotuči», 


Nakon ove kazne upravnik logora Brkljačič odredio je žrtvu na 

najteže radove na ,bajeru» pa je sa grupom od 80 zatočenika i ovaj 
Kajmakovič likvidiran. Za vrijeme dok je zlikovac Brkljačič bio upravnik 
logora po njegovom nalogu u jesen 1943. izvršeno je više masovnih 
grupnih likvidacija zatočenika koji su bili u grupama od po 80, 40 i 20 
slani na rad van logora ali se nisu nikad više vračali što je običajnoj 
praksi značilo da su svi svirepo maljevima ili noževima zatučeni 
odnosno zaklani. 


Nekako u prolječe 1944. datuma se tačno ne sječam Brkljačič je 
otišao iz logora u Zagreb, a na njegovo mjesto tada je došao još 
veči koljač i krvnik zloglasni ustaški nadporučnik Šakič Dinko, šogor 
monstruoznog zlikovca Maksa Duburiča. 


Ovaj Šakić Dinko več je od ranijega bio u logoru kao šef općeg 

odjela. On je bio poznat kao sadistički mučitelj nebrojenih žrtava — 
zatočenika. Vodio je istragu | davao naloge za strijeljanje a često se 
dešavalo da je na logorskom krugu pred nastupom svih zatočenika 
lično iz svog pištolja strijeljao zatočenike. Tako je sjećam se baš da je 
bilo 4. juna 1944. god. pozvao sve zatočenike u nastup radi pokušaja 
bjega studenta Valnera koji је tobože na bjekstvu ubijen i njegov lješ 
doveden pred zatočenike. Tada je zločinac Sakić Dinko pitao ostale 
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"užičanin was in Jasenovac from early spring of 1942 to late autumn 
of 1942, when he was moved to the Gradiška camp. During his time 
in Jasenovac he was an Ustasha official and these larger slaughters 
took place: 


"In May or June of 1942 prisoners from Gradiška were brought to 
Jasenovac and killed, almost all of them Jews, women and children. 
After that, in June and July around 25 000 - 30 000 Gypsies were 
killed, In August and September of that year Serb women and 
children which were caught during the Kozara offensive were killed. 
There were several thousand of them. Most of them were killed in 
Gradina with a mallet, Užičanin took part in all of these crimes." 


He also gave a statement on 17 March 1946 adding: 


"| was a prisoner of the infamous Jasenovac torture site and 
slaughterhouse during the entire time of its existence, that is, from 
21 August 1941 to 23 April 1945 and | am very familiar with the cruel 
and criminal behavior of all the officials in the camp administration 
and guards, from the various managers of the camp to the very last 


butcher guard. 


"Therefore, | know very well and was an eyewitness to the serious and 
cruel crimes committed by the Ustasha functionaries Ivica Brkljačič, 
Dinko Šakić, Mateja Josip, the Penavič brothers and others. Regarding 
Ivica Brkljačič, | know that he was manager of the Jasenovac camp 
from 20 March 1943 until the spring of 1944, Like his attendants, 
although when a civilian he was a Catholic priest, he participated 

with systematic torture, abuse, starvation and mass liguidations of 
innocent victims, particularly Serbs and Jews. Of his many crimes 
which he personally committed or gave the order for, | remember very 
well one case when in the summer of 1943 he read a verdict in front of 
the prisoners which condemned 6 Serb prisoners to death, supposedly 
because they attempted to escape. 


"The sentence was carried out immediately in front of all the prisoners 
and the shooting itself was done by the Ustasha butchers Ante Zrnušič 
and Pero Pavičič. 


“| also remember very clearly the case when in the autumn of 1943 
the criminal Brkljačić ordered that Milan Kajmakovič from Bjeljina 

be brutally tortured and abused during the prisoner assembly, only 
because he tried to give a starving woman prisoner some bread. 
During the bestial beating of the victim, not being able to withstand 
the beating Kajmakovič begged to be shot and released from 
suffering. However, the criminal Brkljačič sarcastically answered “we 
won't shoot you, we would rather kill you by bludgeoning". 


"After his punishment, camp commander Brkljačič sentenced the 

victim to hard labor in the "Bajer" and later with a group of another 80 
prisoners this Kajmakovič was liquidated. During the time the criminal, 
Brkljačič was commander of the camp, in the autumn of 1943 several Ed 
mass group liquidations of prisoners took place, in groups of 80, 40 Xx 
and 20 they were sent to work outside the camp grounds but they 

never returned, which meant that they had all been brutally killed with e 
mallets and knives, beaten and butchered. * 


"In the spring of 1944, | don't remember the exact date, Brkljačič went 
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zatočenike ko је sudjelovao Код bjega studenta Valnera. Na ovo su se 
u stroju nešto gurnuli dva dječaka zatočenika 16—17 god. našto ih je 
zlikovac Sakič pozvao iz stroja i odmah na licu mjesta lično ustrijelio. 
Osim toga odredio je još 25 taoca izmedu zatočenika i to na taj način 
što je jednostavno iz prozivnika od reda pročitao 25 imena te ih sve 
dao likvidirati. 


Pored navedenog zlikovac Sakič kao upravnik logora Jasenovac u 
septembru 1944. god. rukovodio je istragom i lično dao strijeljati 
grupu intelektualaca na čelu sa poznatim dr. Milom Boškovičem, 
liječnikom iz Crne Gore i ing. Dmitrom Boškovičem. Ova grupa u 

kojoj je pored spomenutih Boškoviča bilo je još 19 drugih zatočenika 
većinom intelektualaca. Uhapšeno je i svirepo zlostavljano radi tobože 
pokušane organizacije i veze sa partizanima. Svi oni su ukupno njih 

21 dana 21. septembra u prisustvu svih zatočenika i samog zločinca 
Šakić Dinka po njegovom nalogu u logorskom krugu povješani na 
telefonske bandere tako da su po trojica visjela na jednoj, jedino je 
strijeljan dr. Mile Bošković koji je kao Crnogorac neka ga se strijelja a 
ne vješa, našto je zločinac Sakić lično ga iz pištolja ubio. Poznato mi 
je još da je ovaj zločinac Šakić lično vršio masovne likvidacije u selu 
Mlaka koje je također spadalo u djelokrug logora Jasenovac gdje 

je on masovno ubijao naročito žene i djecu. Sjetio sam se još daje 
sutradan nakon vješanja grupe Boškovića na istom mjestu još daljnje 
petorice zatočenika, među kojima se sjećam Lubura Jove. Hadžija 
bivši aktivist jugoslovenski oficir, Peinović tehničar građevine, a drugih 
se ne sjećam. 


Poznam također i zločinca Mataja Josipa zvani Hadžija iz Bosanske 
Krupe, star 35 god. po zanimanju mašinista-automehaničar. On je 

bio lični šofer zlikovca Luburića Maksa i. došao je u logor već po 
osnutku istog. | ovaj Mataja bio je poznat kao ustaški koljač koji se 
uvjek kretao u krugu funkcionera logorskih uprava poznatih zločinaca 
Matković Ivice Miloša Ljube i ostalih te je izvršavao noćne likvidacije 
zatočenika. Ubrzo <kao pripadnik ustaškog obrambenog zdruga 

u logoru Jasenovac postao ustaški bojnik i komandant tzv. brzog 
sklopa (motorizovana jedinica). Sa ovom jedinicom zločinac Mataja 
koja je bila formirana mahom od okorelih ustaških koljača većinom 
Hercegovaca Imoćana i «bivših legionara sa istočnog fronta, Mataja je 
vršio često kaznene ekspedicije na srpska sela s jedne i druge strane 
Save od Siska pa do Novske. Tako je on u jesen 1944. Do temelja 
popalio, uništio i pobio sve stanovništvo sela Crkveni bok osim rijetkih 
koji su uspjeli pobjeći. 

Isto tako popalio je, uništio i postreljao stanovništvo srpskih sela Šaš, 
Zivaja u okolini Sunje. Kad god su bila vršena masovnija likvidiranja u 
samom logoru Jasenovac zločinac Mataja iz svoje jedinice je davao 
veći broj koljača za tu svrhu među kojima dobro poznajem ustaški 
nadporučnika Kolarić Zlatka ustašu Dogića, Marković Antu i Nikolu 
Hišbergera i Matijević Josu. 


Što se tiče zločinca Runjaš Mirka isti koliko mi je poznato nije djelovao 
u logoru Jasenovac nego u logoru Stara Gradiška. Međutim čuo sam 
od nebrojenih zatočenika koji su dolazili ili prebacivani iz Gradiške 

u Jasenovac da je Runjaš Mirko bio jedan od najokorelijh zlikovaca 
koljača koji je vršio masovna zlostavljanja i mučenja i likvidiranja 

27 zatočenika naročito zatočenica Srpkinja i Jevrejka u tzv. ,Kuli» и 

y logoru Stara Gradiška. 
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from the camp to Zagreb, and he was replaced by an even greater 
butcher and criminal, the infamous Ustasha senior lieutenant Dinko 
Šakić, brother-in-law of the monstrous criminal Maks Luburić. 


"This Dinko Šakić was already the head of the general department 

of the camp. He was well known as a sadistic torturer of countless 
victims - prisoners. He conducted investigations and gave orders for 
executions, and it happened frequently that in the central area of the 
camp he would personally shoot prisoners form his gun. | remember 
that on 4 June 1944 he summoned all the prisoners to assemble 
regarding the attempted escape of the student Valner, who had 
supposedly been killed while escaping and whose body was brought in 
front of the prisoners. That was when the criminal Dinko Šakić asked 
the other prisoners who took part in the escape of the student Valer. 
Two prisoners, 16 or 17 years old, shoved each other at this and the 
criminal Šakič called them and immediately shot them. Besides this 
he ordered that 25 other prisoners be selected, simply by reading 25 
names from the list, and then he had them liquidated. 


“Besides the events described above, as manager of the Jasenovac 
camp the criminal Sakié in September of 1944 conducted an 
investigation and personally ordered the execution of a group of 
intellectuals, headed by the famous Dr. Milo Boškovič, a doctor 

from Montenegro and engineer Dmitar Boškovič. This group, which 
besides the mentioned Boškovičs, included 19 other prisoners, mostly 
intellectuals. They were arrested and brutally tortured because of 
so-called attempted organization and collusion with the partisans. All 
of them, 21 in total, were hanged off telephone poles, three hanging 
on one, in the presence of all the prisoners and the criminal Šakič 
himself, on his orders in the camp circle. Only Dr. Mile Boškovič, 

as a Montenegrin, asked to be shot and not hanged, to which Šakič 
himself killed him with his pistol. I also know that this criminal Šakić 
personally performed mass liquidations in the village of Mlaka, 
which also fell within the camp jurisdiction, where he committed 
mass murders of women and children. | remember that the day after 
the hanging of the Boškovič group, another five prisoners were killed, 
of which | remember Jovo Lubura, Hadžija, a former Yugoslav officer, 
Peinovič, a construction technician, and others | don't remember. 


"| also know the criminal Josip Mataja called Hadžija from Bosanska 
Krupa, 35 years old, car mechanic and machinist by trade. He was the 
personal chauffeur of the criminal Maks Luburič and he came to the 
camp as soon as it was established. This Mataja was also know as 
an Ustasha butcher, who was always around the camp functionaries 
and famous criminals Ivica Matkovič and Ljubo Miloš and the other, 
and he performed night liquidations of the prisoners. As a member 
of the defense regiment in the Jasenovac camp, he became a major 
and commander of the so-called armored vehicle unit. With this 

unit, consisting of mostly hardened Ustasha butchers, mostly from 
Herzegovina and Imok, former legionaries of the Eastern front, the 
criminal Mataja went on punitive expeditions to Serb villages on both 
banks of the Sava, from Sisak all the way to Novska. So in autumn 

of 1944 he burned to the ground, destroyed and killed the entire 
population of the village of Crveni Bok, from where only very few 
managed to escape. 


“Similarly he burned, destroyed and shot the inhabitants of the 
Serb villages of Šaš, Zivaja, in the region of Sunja. Whenever mass

bring from his unit a large number of butchers, amongst them I knew 
of the Ustasha senior lieutenant Zlatko Kolarič, Ustasha Dogič, Ante 
Markovič, Nikola Hišberger and Jozo Matijevič. 


Regarding the criminal Mirko Runjaš, as far as | know he did not 
operate in the Jasenovac camp but in the Stara Gradiška camp. 
However, | heard from many prisoners who came or were moved 

from Gradiška to Jasenovac that Mirko Runjaš was one of the most 
hardened criminals and butchers who committed mass abuse, torture 
and liguidations of prisoners, particularly Serb and Jewish women, in 
the so-called "Kula" ["Tower"] in the Stara Gradiška camp. 


| also know the Ustasha butchers from Jasenovac the Penavič 
brothers, Mato and Tomica. | know that Mato was for a while a student 
of the Franciscan high school in Široki Brijeg so | conclude that the 
brothers were from Herzegovina, from around Mostar or Široki Brijeg. 
The criminal Mate Penavič came to the Jasenovac camp in the spring 
of 1942 with his company which he brought from the Dakovo camp, a 
famous torture chamber for the Jews and Serbs, and in the Jasenovac 
camp he performed the duty of camp guard with his company. 


This company performed liguidations of prisoners and among them 
Drago Boras particularly stood out. The other brother, Tomica Penavič 
was the commander of the 3rd Ustasha Novska Company with the 
tank of lieutenant. His company was always at the so-called Gradina, 
across the Sava, on the Bosnian side, across from the Jasenovac 
camp, and they escorted the prisoners to work. Besides this, it was 
precisely in Gradina that the mass liquidations of prisoners took 
place, their bodies burned or thrown into the Sava. | know that later, 
in 1944, | think, the criminal Tomica Penavié went from Jasenovac to 
Savski Marof with his company.

LUBURIČ Makso, Ustasha captain and the chief commander of the 
Jasenovac and Stara Gradiška concentration camps in 1942 ordered 
the murder and torture of hundreds of thousands of men, women and 
children in these camps. Concrete examples: 


In the month of June of 1942 while | was in Stara Gradiška thousands 
of children, women and men that had been evacuated from Kozara 
were killed. 


Participating in these crimes were Oreškovič, Mile, Ustasha senior 
lieutenant, commander of the Stara Gradiška camp at the time, Vrban, 
Ante, Ustasha lieutenant, who would because of two corn cobs or 
two potatoes killed prisoners on the spot, Gadič, Nikola, Ustasha 
ensign, Stanko Bevanda, Ustasha sergeant and Boro Grubišič, Ustasha 
sergeant. 


In May 1942 Lieutenant Vrban removed from the attic of the Stara 
Gradiška camp farm several inmates who had typhus to be killed. 
The same day, Sargeant Grubišič went around the camp and the farm 
and collected all the sick and weak prisoners to be killed. All these 
prisoners were taken by trucks (Black Marica) to Jasenovac and there 
they were liquidated. 


In Stara Gradiška in August 1942 Ustasha Sergeant Korenički caught 

a prisoner bringing 2, 3 corn cobs from the outside, where he had 
taken the livestock out to pasture. He took him to the Command, 
where Lieutenant Vrban was. After 5 minutes we heard a shot from the 
revolver and the young man fell dead, killed by Vrban.

ali još uvijek ne tako očito i otvoreno, nego zakrinkano. Tako na 
primjer vidio sam, da su veće grupe rekonvalescenata od pjegavca, a 
bilo je među njima i takovih, koji su po malo počinjali i raditi, slagali 
u kamione, pokrivali ih gunjevima i mlatili po njima maljevima, dok je 
prestao svaki znak života, a tada bi ih odvozili. 


Koncem septembra 1942. prebačen sam u ekonomiju u Staru 
Gradišku. Vidio sam na svoje oči daje Majstorović-Filipović ubio 
dva Zidova. U to doba vršila su se mnogo ubojstva na pustari kod 
Orahovice pod izlikom pokušaja bjegstva. Znam jedan slučaj kada je 
pobijeno 42 Židova i 17 pravoslavaca. Ističem, da je u to doba bilo 
mnoštvo samoubojstava, a i sami stražari su ubijali ljude kao muhe 
pod izlikom da su pokušali bijeg i nije im se nikad ništa događalo.

SUMMARY: 


The following witnesses came forth to the Commission and were 
promptly interviewed: 


Julio Bing, 39 years of age, apprentice shopkeeper, married, Jew, born 
in Virovitica, resident of Zagreb, gives the following statement:' 


On 16 September 1941, in the midst of the Ustasha rampages and 
persecutions of Jews and the Orthodox | was arrested and transported 
to the Jasenovac camp. First | was placed in the infamous Camp II, 
where mass killings were taking place. The most active killer was 
Ljubo Miloš. 


| would like to add that in this camp in 1941 the inmates were 
separated by religion and nationality, and that they were later mixed. 


In 1942, on 13 October, | was moved to Gradiška. Mass killings 

were also taking place here, but not yet as openly and clearly, but 
clandestinely. For example, ! saw that larger groups of people 
recovering from typhus, and among them there were those who had 
already started working a little, were placed in trucks, covered in 
blankets and hit with mallets, until all sign of life would stop, and then 
they would be taken away. 


Atthe end of September 1942 | was moved to the farm in Stara 
Gradiška. | saw with my own eyes Majstorović-Filipović kill two Jews. 
At the time, many murders were being committed on the wasteland 
near Orahovica, under the pretense that these were fugitives. I know of 
a time when 42 Jews and 17 Orthodox were killed. I stress that at the 
time there were many suicides as well but that the guards were killing 
people like flies saying that they had tried to escape, and nothing ever 
happened to them. 


Usually as a punishment for these supposed escapes around 25 
people would be killed. While | was working at the farm, | woke early 
and saw that 500 women were taken in the direction of Jablanac, none 
of them to return and be heard of again.

Takoder se sječam, da se jednom prilikom čula iz ženskog odjela vika i 
zapomaganježena i vapaji za vodom. Pričalo se, da im ustaše nisu dali 
5 dana vode, tada da su im dali preseljeni krompirov gulaš, uskrativši 
im opet vodu. 


U ožujku 1943. prebačen sam u Gredane, jedno odjeljenje logora u 
Jasenovcu. Tamo sam ostao do jula iste god. Vidio sam, da su tu 
zaklali jedno bolesno dijete, koje je bilo određeno za transport u 
Njemačku. 


Od jula iste godine premješten sam u logor broj III u Jasenovcu. Ovdje 
je sada prestalo ubijanje noževima i maljevima, već su se ubojstva 
vršila na t. z. ,graniku», gdje bi između 8 do 9 sati u večer žrtve udarali 
komadom željeza po glavi i onako omamljene ili mrtve pobacali u 
Savu, a kako je jedan drug vidio i pričao mi, ustaše bi ranom zorom 
ispirali krv sa granika i oko njega. U tom periodu danomice bi u 
trajanju od 14 dana bilo pobijeno po 50 ljudi, a onda nakon izvjesne 
pauze nastavilo bi se opet to ubijanje. 


Najaktivniji su u tome poslu bili nadporučnik Dinko Šakić i bojnik Pićili 
Dominik (u civilu inžinjer), a isticali su se također i Marko Mihaljević, 
emigrant star oko 35 godina, Ivan Frković vodnik, Ante Zrinjušić i drugi, 
kojih ne poznam imena. 


U Gradinu smo išli po šljunak u jednoj brodici, u njoj su ustaše 
običavali mučiti i saslušavati Židove, a činili bi to obično tako, da bi 

ih gnjurali u hladnu vodu i nagonili ih, da piju benzin i naftu; nakon 
toga su onako mokri i po hladnom vremenu gonjeni na rad. Svi ustaše 
iz pratnje jednako su svirepo postupali za zatočenicima, a najgore 

su zvjeri bili pripadnici brzog sklopa pod komandom Josipa Mataje 
zvanim ,Aždaja» ustaškog satnika. 


Godine 1944, bio sam prepraćen u lančaru kao pomoćni bravar i 
vanjski radnik, pa sam imao zgode da vidim i ustanovim, da su velike 
grupe zatočenika dolazile vlakovima. Po noći bi ih istovarivali i 
odvodili u Gradinu na likvidaciju, a njihove stvari i uprtnjače ostajale bi 
na kolosjeku. 


U novembru godine 1944. ponovo su započeli sa masovnim 
likvidacijama. Radi velikog vodostaja ubijali bi ih na graniku jer ih 
nisu mogli prevoziti preko Save u Gradinu. Sve do velikog petka bio 
je relativni mir. U to vrijeme bilo je u logoru svega 4.000 do 4.500. 
zatočenika, ali još su pridolazile razne veće ili manje grupe. 


U godini 1945. do velikog petka također su vršena dnevno klanja, ali 
ne u tolikom opsegu ikao u 1944. godini. 


Na veliki petak 30 ožujka o. g., bilo je bombardovanje logora, te 

je očito i to dalo povoda upravi logora za konačnu likvidaciju svih 
zatočenika. Djelovalo je na tu odluku dakako i sve veće približavanje 
Jugoslovenske Armije logoru. Počele su se odvoditi sve veće grupe u 
Gradinu gdje se danomice dizao plamen i dim. 
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| saw with my own eyes once in Stara Gradiška when the undertakers 
loaded trucks with the bodies of children. There was talk that an 
officer, whose name | don't know, poisoned around 500 children with 
Zyklon-B. 


| also remember that once | heard coming from the women’s quarters 
screams and cries for water. People were saying that the Ustashas 
had not given them water for 5 days and that then they had given them 
over-salted potato broth, denying them water again. 


In March of 1943 | was moved to Gredjane, a section of the Jasenovac 
camp. I remained there until July of the same year. | saw there that 
they butchered a sick child who was designated to be transported to 
Germany. 


In July of the same year | was moved to Camp III in Jasenovac. Here 
there was no more killing with knives and mallets but the murders 
were committed at the so-called "Granik", where between 8 and 9 in 
the evening they would hit the prisoners with iron bars on the head 
and they would throw them dazed or dead into the Sava. A friend saw 
and told me how the Ustashas would wash the blood of the "Granik" in 
the early morning. During that period in a fortnight around 50 people 
would be killed, and then after a break, the killing would start again. 


The most active were Senior Lieutenant Dinko Šakič and Major 
Dominik Piccili (an engineer as a civilian), also Marko Mihaljevič, an 
immigrant around 35 years old, Corporal Ivan Frković, Ante Zrinjušič 
and others whose names | don't know. 


We would go to Gradina in a little boat, which the Ustashas used 

to torture and interrogate Jews. They would do this by submerging 
them in the cold water and then make them drink petrol and oil; after 
that they would send them wet and cold to work. All the Ustashas 
that escorted us were equally cruel in their treatment of the inmates, 
and the worst beasts were the members of the quick regiment under 
the command of Ustasha Captain Josip Mataja, called the “Aždaja” 
("Dragon"). 


In 1944 | was taken to the chain factory as an assistant locksmith and 
outside worker, so | had the opportunity to see and establish that large 
groups of prisoners were brought by train. In the night, they would be 
taken to Gradina to be liquidated and their belongings and bags would 
remain on the train tracks. 


In November of 1944 they stated the mass liquidations again. Because 
of the high water-levels they would kill them at the Granik because 
they couldn't transport them over the Sava to Gradina. Until Good 
Friday there was relative peace. During that time in the camp there 
were only about 4000 to 4500 prisoners, but larger or smaller groups 
continued to arrive. 


In 1945 until Good Friday there were also daily slaughters, but not as 
big as those in 1944. 


On Good Friday on 30 March the camp was bombed, and this gave the 
excuse to the camp administration perform do a final liquidation of all 
the prisoners. This decision was also influenced by the approach of 
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Takoder su počeli iskapati lješine odnosno kosti i u bačvama ih tamo 
prenositi i spaljivati kako bi uništili tragove.

21. aprila 1945. ispraznili su našu nastambu i nas 1.400. zatočenika 
premjestili u novu. Toga dana poslije podne prepračeno je u Ušticu 60 
radnika, a zamjenik zapovjednika Rade Soldo uzeo je inž. Salamona, 
60 pari lanaca, čekič i nakovanj i poslao to po kovaču Aniču Josipu, 
koji je kao i Salamon bio zatočenik. 


Seleči u novu nastambu izmedu 7 i 8 sati na večer istog dana vidili 
smo, kako prevode u Gradinu oko 950 žena odnosno sve ženske 
zatočenice, koje su se tada nalazile u logoru. Većinom su te žene bile 
katolikinje, te su iduči u koloni pjevale, makar je svima bilo jasno da ih 
vode u smrt. 


Isto veče vratio se kovač Anič i rekao nam, da su za onih 60 radnika u 
Uštici iskopali veliku jamu. Tih 60 radnika nije se vratilo. 


U noči od 21. na 22. aprila o. g. obukli su se ustaše u civilna odela i 
zapalili naše stare barake. Videči sva ova klanja i pripreme, bilo nam je 
jasno, da mi iz naše barake dolazimo na red, a naročito nas je uvjerila 
u to činjenica što je isto veče zastavnik Lisac odveo sve grupnike i 
pisare, te smo odlučili, da se po Sto po to pokušamo probiti makar i 
golim rukama. 


22./4. oko 10 sati grupa od 500 do 600 ljudi, u kojoj sam i ja bio, 
izvršila je napad na stražu, otela jedan mitraljez, te bacajuči opeke 
probila se kroz paklenu vatru kroz vrata. Na tom bijegu izginulo je 
sve osim 80 do 100 ljudi. Sto je bilo s ostalima, a koji su bili u našoj 
nastambi, a nisu s nama bježali, ja ne znam. 


Za vrijeme moga zatočeništva nisu nas odvajali ni po nacionalnoj ni 
po političkoj pripadnosti. To, je bio slučaj samo onda, kada bi u logor 
trebala doči kakova komisija, kao što je bio slučaj dolaska komisije 
Medunarodnog Crvenog Krsta iz Ženeve. 


Kada je došla ta komisija, nama su zabranili, da ona šta s njom 
govorimo, a tada su nas označili sa trakama prema nacionalnoj 
pripadnosti. Napominjem da su komunisti bili označeni posebnom 
trakom bez obzira na nacionalnu pripadnost, ali znam i to, da su iz 
komisije pitali, da li ima komunista i da je jedan ustaša uhvatio prvoga 
zatočenika na koga je naišao, pribio mu oznaku za komuniste i odveo 
ga pred komisiju. 


Čuo sam od nekih zatočenika, da su ustaše prilikom dolaska jedne 
komisije inscenirali napad na brod kojim se vozila komisija htijuči time 
prikazati, kako se logor nalazi u jednoj opasnoj zoni i da su radi toga 
potrebne sve one mjere, koje su ustaše primjenjivale. 


To je u glavnom sve, što ja znam o strahotama jasenovačkog logora. 
Ja ne mogu tačno reči, koliki je broj žrtava koje su likvidirane u 
Jasenovcu, ali vjerujem da se taj broj kreče možda i do milijon i pol 
ljudi. Tačan broj ne mogu kazati zato, jer su mnogi ljudi likvidirani 
odmah pri dolasku, a da nisu uopče razmještani ovamo u logor i 

mi smo samo sutra dan mogli vidjeti njihove stvari i znali smo, da 


the Yugoslav Army to the camp. Larger and larger groups were taken 
to Gradina from where fire and smoke could be seen daily. 


They also started to dig up the corpses and throw the bones into 
barrels, take them there and burn them so as to destroy evidence. 
Whoever was taken to Gradina, would not return, so it was obvious 
that a final liguidation was being prepared. 


On 21 April 1945 they evacuated our quarters and 1400 of us inmates 
were moved to new accommodation. On that day, around 60 workers 
were taken to Uštica and the deputy commander Rade Soldo took 
engineer Salamon, 60 pairs of chains, a hammer and anvil and sent 
them by the blacksmith Josip Anič, who like Salamon, was also a 
prisoner. 


Moving to our new quarters between 7 and 8 in the evening of the 
same day, we saw them take to Gradina around 950 women, that is, 
all the women inmates who were in the camp at the time. Most of the 
women were Catholic and they sang while they were walking, all being 
aware that they were being taken to their deaths. 


The same night the blacksmith Anič returned and told us that for 
those 60 workers in Uštica a pit had been dug. Those 60 workers never 
returned. 


In the night between 21 and 22 April of that year the Ustashas dressed 
in civilian clothes and burned our barracks. Seeing all this slaughter 
and preparations, it was clear that our barracks were next and we wer: 
convinced of this by the fact that Ensign Lisac took all the kapos an 
clerks so we decided that we have to try and escape with our bare 
hands if nothing else. 


On 22 April around 10 o'clock a group of around 500 to 600 men, 

me included, attacked the guards, gained possession of a machine 
gun and throwing bricks managed to escape through hellish fire 
through the door. During the run, all but 80 to 100 men survived. What 
happened to the rest who were in our quarters and did not escape with 
us, | do not know. 


During my interment they did not separated us according to religion 
or political affiliation. This was only the case when any kind of 
commission was supposed to come, like when the commission of the 
International Red Cross from Geneva came. 


When the commission came, we were forbidden to speak to them, 
and then they marked us according to nationality. | add that the 
communists were marked with a special band, regardless of their 
Nationality, but | also know that the commission asked whether there 
were any communists and that an Ustasha grabbed the first prisoner 
he found, stuck the mark for communists on him and took him to the 
commission. 


| heard from some prisoners that when the commission came the 
Ustasha arranged a feigned attack on the boat that brought the 
commission, wanting to show them that the camp is in a dangerous 
zone and that this was why all the security measures of the Ustashas 
were necessary. 
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su takvi zatočenici odmah likvidirani. Isto tako mnogi su odvođeni 
na rad, gdje su likvidirani { nisu se povratili nazad. U logoru medu 
zatočenicima bili su kako Srbi tako Hrvati, Zidovi, cigani, Muslimani i 
Crnogorci.

2.) Svjedok Živković Jovan, 30. god. star, rodom iz Bačkog Gradišta, 
srez Stari Bečej boravištem iz Zemuna, Srbin, opomenut iskazuje: 


Bio sam uhapšen 2/4. 1943., a 2/7. stigao sam u Gradišku, te sutradan 
u Jasenovac, odmah sam dodijeljen u građevinsku grupu i kroz čitavo 
vrijeme radio sam kao brico. 


U jesen su iz Stare Gradiške prebacili Srbe i Zidove u Jasenovac, a 
Hrvate u Gradišku. U to vrijeme mnogo su ljudi bili batinati i držani 

u okovima, pa se sjećam, da je pukovnik Marko Pavlović držao u 
okovima cijeli logor, a umrlo je tom prilikom od batinjanja oko 60 ljudi. 


Za vrijeme moga boravka u logoru vršila su se likvidiranja na razne 
načine, a naročito odvođenjem na rad i u Gradinu, od kuda se više 
nikada mije nitko vraćao, a inscenirani su i kojekakove tobožnje 
pobune, pa je tako prigodom pogibije logornika Vinera, također 
zatočenika, kojega su ustaše ubili, pobijeni Glušac Vlado i Micić 
Slobodan kao tobožnji organizatori pobune. 


U jesen nakon napadaja na Banja Luku preseljeni su iz Gradiške Srbi, 
Hrvati i Zidovi i tom je prilikom potučeno oko 200 Srba. U isto vrijeme 
iz Novske i okolice, dotjerano je oko 800 ljudi, žena i djece a iz Živaje 
oko 150, pa su i oni likvidirani. Za ove iz Živaje, znam, da su bili u 
okovima cijelo vrijeme, dok ih nisu likvidirali. 


Krešo Majić, zapovjednik mjesta u Novskoj, sve je povratnike iz 
Njemačke odmah slao u logor. Svi su ti ljudi tečajem jeseni pobijeni. U 
Novskoj mu je pomagao pri dovođenju povratnika iz Njemačke u logor 
nadporučnik ustaškog oružništva Njavro, koji je te nesretnike redom 
pljačkao. 


Ubijanja su se vršila noću, većinom odvođenjem u Gradinu, a kada 

bi voda nadošla na granik, tu bi ljude skidali gole, vezivali ih i tukli 
željezom i maljevima, te pobacali u Savu. Po pričanju i prema onome, 
što sam ja mogao dokučiti, pobijeno je te zime oko 5.000 do 6.000 
ljudi, a u znatnoj mjeri je harao i tifus, jer su higijenske prilike bile 
očajne. Svi likvidirani su otpisivani u spiskovima kao umrli od tifusa. 


Osim likvidiranja na gore opisani način, radili su i prijeki sudovi, 

te se sjećam, da su bili optuženi zbog pokušaja neke pobune Dr. 

Marin ustaški satnik i upravitelj ustaške bolnice i Bjelušić, ustaški 
nadporučnik sa grupom od još 29 zatočenika među kojima navodno i 7 
ustaša. Svi su povješani. 


Među ovima znam, da su bili Dr. Mile Bošković, asistent medicinskog 
fakulteta iz Beograda, inž. Mitar Bošković iz Zagreba, a inače _ 
Crnogorac, Nikola Pejnović grad. poduzetnik iz Siska, Stevan Živković, 
student iz Mitrovice, Sekulić Bora iz Vukovara, mislim da je bio 

neki intelektualac, Remzija Rebac Musliman električar, neki Kovač, 
električar, pa neki Marić Tomo iz Broda, Koniić Brena sudac iz Novog

This is almost all | know about the horrors of the Jasenovac camp. | 
cannot say for certain, what the number of victims killed in Jasenovac 
was, but | believe that this number goes up to a one million and a half, 
1 cannot say the exact number because many were killed on arrival 
without being taken into the camp and the next day we could only see 
their things and we would know that these prisoners had been killed 
immediately. Also, many were taken to work, where they were killed, 
never to return. In the camp amongst the prisoners there were Serbs 
as well as Croats, Jews, Gypsies, Muslims and Montenegrins.

Witness Jovan Živkovič, 30 years of age, born in Bačko Gradište, Stari 
Bečej county, resident of Zemun, Serb, gives the following statement: 


| was arrested on 4 February 1943 and on 7 February | arrived in 
Gradiška. The following day | was taken to Jasenovac and then placed 
in a group of builders. During all my time | worked as a barber. 


In the autumn they moved the Serbs from Stara Gradiška to Jasenovac 
and the Croats to Gradiška. During that time many people were beaten 
and held in chains and | remember that Colonel Marko Pavlovič held 
in chains the whole camp and during the beatings around 60 people 
died. 


During my time at the camp liquidations were done in various ways, 
especially by taking the prisoners to work in Gradina, from where 
nobody ever returned, and they feigned all sorts of so-called rebellions 
so when camp leader Viner, also a prisoner, who the Ustashas killed, 
Vlado Glušac and Slobodan Micič were also killed as so-called 
organizers of the rebellion. 


In the autumn after the attack on Banja Luka, all the Serbs, Croats 
and Jews were moved from Gradiska and about 200 Serbs were killed 
on that occasion. At the same time, from Novska around 800 people, 
women and children were brought, and around 150 from Zivaja, and 
they were all killed. About these people from Živaja | know that they 
were in chains the whole time, until they were liquidated. 


Krešo Majič, commander of Novska, sent all those returning from 
Germany straight to the camp. All those people were killed during the 
autumn. In Novska he was helped in sending all those from returning 
from Germany by Senior Lieutenant of the Ustasha armory Njavro, who 
stripped those poor folks from all their possessions. 


The killings took place at night, mostly by taking people to Gradina, 
and when the water would rise to the level of the pier, they would strip 
the people, tie them, beat them with iron bars and mallets and throw 
them in the river. By what was said and what | could figure out, during 
the winter around 5000 to 6000 people were killed, and there was 
also typhus, because the sanitary conditions were so awful. All those 
liquidated were registered as having died of typhus. 
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Sada, Grbić Milan, Bosanac, inače činovnik iz Mitrovice, Pero Krainovič 
iz Zagreba, Lubura Jovo, radnik, mislim Bosanac, te neki Rajić 
srednjoškolac iz Sarajeva, Musafija Rafael iz Sarajeva, neki Hadžija, 
takoder Bosanac, te konačno neki Vojnovič Branko, opet Bosanac. 


Predsjednik toga prijekog suda bio je Dinko Šakič ustaški natporučnik 
iz Bosanskog Broda; on je Dr. Boškovića lično ustrijelio pred nama 


svima. 


Jednom prilikom donijeli su neki spisak i izabrali 20 Židova, koje su 
ubili. Među ovima poginuli su iz Zagreba neki Slavko Goldšmit i Hugo 
Berger. U logoru je bilo nekih 6 do 7 samica. Tko je dospio tamo, nije 
više živ izlazio i pogibali su većinom od gladi, a bilo je i slučajeva 
samoubojstva. Tako se sjećam samoubojstva nekog inž. Špingla iz 
Zemuna. 


Nakon bombardiranja na veliki petak 1945. počela je likvidacija 
ubrzanim tempom, a osobito radi toga, jer se približavala 
Jugoslavenska Armija. Danomice su odvođeni zatočenici u Gradinu, 


kamo su odvožene veće količine koksa i nafte, pa držim, da je do 20/4. 


oko 1.200 zatočenika tamo odvedeno i spaljeno, jer sam ja viđao 
kako danju i noću gore tri do četiri vatre. Ovih dana dovođene su u 
logor grupe kažnjenika iz ustaških kazniona iz Sarajeva, Vinkovaca, 
Lepoglave itd. i tu su svi likvidirani. Znam da je samo iz Sarajeva 

iz zatvora dovedeno 440 zatvorenika, među kojima je bilo oko 70 
ženskih, i svi ovi su likvidirani. 


Uto vrijeme bila je određena evakuacija bolesnika i djece u Sunju u 
osam vagona. Vagoni su stajali kod destilacije i po noći su se čuli 
jauci, a neki vodnik Markić bio je ujutro krvav. Strojovođa Maksimović 
također zatočenik, koji je imao voziti te vagone, pričao je, da uopće 
nije vozio. Vagona ujutro na stajalištu nije bilo. Među odvedenima 

u vagone, odvedeni su Dr. Kurajdoa Braniko, liječnik iz Šibenika, dr. 
Polak Ladislav iz Vinkovca i Karlo Levi iz Zemuna. Ovi vagoni odvezeni 
su iz logora između 5 i šest/h, ali su bili prazni, a nijednog od ovih 
zatočenika nismo nigdje vidjeli. Ovih zatočenika bilo je oko 400. 


Neki Saferovič, desetar iz automehanike, takoder zatočenik, koji je 
tamo u blizini radio, vidio je noču, da su žive zatočenike na jedna 
vagonska vrata uvodili, a na druga, koja su bila otvorena prema Savi, 
odvodili. Dva vagona stvari su ostala. 21/4. po podne objesilo se 
desetak zatočenika, kada su videli, šta se radi. Medu ovima poznavao 
sam Isu Kopermana, inž. iz Sarajeva, Krtiniča iz Mitrovice i Vučićević 
Dokicu iz Sida. U toku dana određeno je stotinjak ljudi nekuda na rad, 
aja sam se nekako izvukao. U večer istoga dana odredili su, da se svi 
zatočenici, kojih je u logoru preostalo nešto preko hiljade, premjeste u 
zidane nastambe ograđene žicom. 


Prigodom toga premještanja ja sam se sakrio u jednu rupu, gdje sam 
ostao pet dama i pet noći, tako, da ne znam, šta se u međuvremenu 

u logoru događalo, ali sam čuo neke pucnjave. Jedne noći izvukao 
sam se iz rupe, te provukavši se kroz straže, uspeo sam doći do Save i 
izbjeći iz logora plivajući. 

Struja me je nizvodno nosila i izvan zida logora kod velikog nasipa 
izašao sam na istu obalu Save i oko mene sam vidio i osjetio više 
lješeva. 
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Besides the mentioned ways of killing, there were also courts martial, 
and | remember that Dr. Marin, an Ustasha Captain and chief of the 
Ustasha hospital, and Bjelušič, an Ustasha Senior Lieutenant, were all 
accused of mutiny with a group of 29 prisoners, among which there 
were supposedly 7 Ustashas as well. They were all hanged. 


1 know that among these was Dr. Mile Bošković, a teaching assistant 
at the Medical Faculty in Belgrade, engineer Mitar Boškovič from 
Zagreb, a Montenegrin, Nikola Pejnovič, a building contractor from 
Sisak, Stevan Živkovič, a student from Mitrovica, Bora Sekulič from 
Vukovar, I think ће was an intellectual of sorts, Remzija Rebac, Muslim 
electrician, a certain Kovaé, electrician, and a certain Tomo Marič, 
from Brod, Brena Konijié a judge from Novi Sad, Milan Grbić, a Bosnian 
clerk from Mitrovica, Pero Krainovič from Zagreb, Jovo Lubura, a 
worker, | think Bosnian, and a certain Rajić, a schoolboy from Sarajevo, 
Musafija Rafale from Sarajevo, some Hadžija, also a Bosnian, and 
finally a certain Branko Vojnovič, another Bosnian. 


The president of the court martial was Dinko Šakič, a Senior 
Lieutenant from Bosanski Brod. He personally killed Dr. Bošković 


before our very own eyes. 


On one occasion they brought a list and chose 20 Jews, whom 

they killed. Amongst them there were a Slavko Goldšmit and Hugo 
Berger from Zagreb. In the camp there were about 6 to 7 solitary 
confinements, Who got into one, never came out, most of them dying 
from hunger, but there were also cases of suicide. | remember the 
suicide of a Engineer Spingl from Zemun. 


After the Good Friday bombing in 1945 the liquidations picked up 
speed and particularly because the Yugoslav Army was approaching. 
Daily, prisoners were taken to Gradina, from where large quantities 

of coke and oil were taken, and | believe that by 20 April around 1200 
prisoners were taken there and burned, as | saw that night and day 
three or four fires would burn. During this time groups of prisoners 
from Ustasha prisons from Sarajevo, Vinkovci and Lepoglava were 
also brought and killed. | know that only from the Sarajevo prison 
around 440 prisoners were brought, amongst them 70 women, and all 
of them were liquidated. 


During this time, an evacuation of patients and children from Sunj was 
ordered in eight train carriages. The carriages were stationary near 
the distillery and at night you could hear screams, and in the morning 
Sargent Markič was all bloody. Regiment commander Maksimovič, 
also a prisoner, who was ordered to drive the train, said that he didn't 
drive at all. There were no carriages at the platform in the morning. 
Amongst those taken to the trains were Dr. Braniko Kurajdoa, a doctor 
from Šibenik, Dr. Ladislav Polak from Vinkovci and Karlo Levi from 
Zemun. The carriages were driven out of the camp between five 

and six o'clock, but they were empty, and we couldn't see any of the 
prisoners anywhere. There were about 400 of these prisoners. 


A certain Seferovič, a corporal from the automobile workshop, an 
inmate as well, who worked in the area, saw that at night they would 
take live prisoners in one door of the carriage and out the other facing

žene, koje su u logoru preostale. Kada sam pobjegao iz logora, ja sam 
se svratio kod Tome Mareniča iz Košutarice i njegova kčerka Marija 
pričala mi je, da je ona tih dana gledala sa krova svoje kuče, kako su 
ustaše u Gradini ubijali one zatočenike, koji Siu tamo bili zaposleni na 
spaljivanju zatočenika i kada su te posljednje zatočenike likvidirali, 
kojih je bilo oko 150, ustaše su se međusobno grlili i ljubili. Ista mi je 
pripovijedala, da je videla 24 aprila, kada su ustaše bacali u vatru žive 
zatočenike. 


Ja tačno ne znam koliko je zatočenika u Jasenovcu likvidirano, ali 
je bilo opšte uvjerenje među zatočenicima, da taj broj prelazi i jedan 
milijun. 


Logor je bio predviden za normalan broj od 3.000 zatočenika. Ponekad 
taj broj je dosizao i do 6.000., ali čim bi nadolazili novi zatočenici, 
logor se stalno čistio likvidiranjem stotina zatočenika i to prvenstveno 
nemoćnih starijih i bolesnih.

3./ Marić Mihajlo, pok. Nikole, star 27. god. rodom iz Bjelovara, selo 
Obrovnica, boravištem iz Zagreba, Srbin, opomenut izkazuje: 


Ja sam u logor u Jasenovac došao 31/10. 1941. sa još 
tridesetsedmoricom zatočenika, te su odmah prigodom našeg dolaska 
u logor bila od ove grupe odvojena 33 zatočenika, koji su stavljani u 
takozvanu „zvonaru» i ja njih nisam nikada poslije toga u logoru vidio, 
pa su sigurno odmah likvidirani. 


U logoru sam proveo ukupno 42. mjeseca t. j. do 22. aprila 1945. 
Kroz to vrijeme zaposlen sam bio najvećim dijelom u radioni lanaca a 
kasnije kao radnik u ustaškoj bolnici. 


Glede načina života u logoru, likvidiranja žrtava i t. d. iskazuje posve 
suglasno kao preslušani svjedoci Bing Julijo i Živković Jovo, te 
nastavlja: 


„Nakon bombardiranja na veliki petak i sve većeg približavanja 
Jugoslovenske Armije ustaše su odlučili da likvidiraju preostale 
zatočenike u logoru. Na dan bombardiranja brojno stanje logora 
„ус iznosilo je od prilike 3.000. Od tog dana pa do 22 aprila likvidirane su 
Ed svakog dana grupe od 50 pa do 200 ljudi. 


Xx 21/4. likvidirane su sve žene to jest 960. žena, medu kojima je bilo i 
oko 50—60 djece. Toga dana su sve preostale zatočenike pa tako i nas 
radnike, koji smo inače stanovali u posebnim zgradama, premjestili

the Sava. Two carriages of belongings were left behind. On 21 Арп in 
the afternoon, around ten prisoners hanged themselves when they saw 
that was happening. Among these | knew Iso Koperman, and engineer 
from Sarajevo, Krtinič from Mitrovica and Dokica Vučičevič from Šid. 
During the day, around 100 people were sent to work somewhere, but 

! somehow got out of it. In the evening of the same day, they ordered 
that all of the inmates, of whom there were a little over one thousand 
in the camp, to be moved to brick buildings secured with wire fencing, 


During this moving | managed to hide in a hole, where | remained for 
five days and nights, so | don't know what happened in the camp in the 
meantime, but | heard shots. One night | sneaked out of the hole and 
slipping past the guards ! managed to reach the Sava and escape from 
the camp by swimming. 


The current carried me beyond the walls of the camp and near a large 
embankment | got out on the same side of the river where | saw and 
smelled many corpses. 


1 know that on 21 April the Ustasha dug up the camp graveyard from 
which 20 prisoners removed all the corpses buried there during 1941 
and 1942, which they burned in a nearby ditch so as to hide all trace of 
their crimes. | saw this with my own eyes. 


| know that on 21 April a group of about 500 women were killed, that 
is, all the women that remained in the camp. When | escaped from 
the camp, | went to Toma Marenič from Košutarica and his daughter 
Marija told me that during those days she could see from the roof of 
her house the Ustashas in Gradina killing all those prisoners who had 
been made to burn the prisoners and that when they liquidated those 
last prisoners, of whom there were around 150, the Ustashas kissed 
and hugged each other. She also told me that on 24 April she saw the 
Ustashas throw living prisoners in the fires. 


I don't know exactly how many prisoners were killed in Jasenovac but 
it was generally believed by the prisoners that this number is more 
than one million. 


The camp was meant to hold 3000 prisoners. Sometimes this number 
would reach 6000 but as soon as new prisoners came, the camp was 
cleared by killing hundreds of inmates, mostly the elderly and the sick. 
Every single guard, even the lowest ranking, was permitted without any 
responsibility to butcher prisoners according to his will.

Mihajlo Marié, son of the late Nikola, 27 years of age, born in Bjelovar, 
village of Obrovica, resident of Zagreb, Serb, gives the following 
statement: 


" came to the Jasenovac on 31 October 1941 with 37 other prisoners 
and as soon as we came, 33 men from our group were taken away 
and put in the so-called "Zvonara" and | never saw them again, so they 
must have been killed immediately. 
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posljednjoj nastambi, dana 21. aprila u večer moglo nas je biti od 
prilike 1.300. 


Po noči došao je ustaški zastavnik Lisac Slavko, te pozvao sve pisare, 
grupnike, stručno osoblje samih zatočenika, njih od prilike 250, te 

su iste noći i oni odvedeni dereglijom preko Save u Gradinu i tamo 
likvidirani i spaljeni. Videči sav ovaj užas i znajući sigurno da smo 

i mi na redu da će mo biti likvidirani, te noći smo odlučili da pošto 
poto pokušamo makar i goloruki borbu na život i smrt sa ustaškim 
stražama te da se probijemo kroz logor. 


Sutra dan ujutro kod jutarnjeg raporta utvrđeno je da je još preostalo 
svega 1.067. zatočenika. Nastamba, nije bila otvorena a niti su nam 
dali bilo kakovo jelo. Zatočenik Ante Bakotić kazao nam je da na 
njegov znak treba da svi provalimo iz zgrade. Oko 10 sati mi smo 
nahrupili silom na izlazna vrata i na prozore te sve porazbijali i počeli 
jurišati na prve stražare oko zgrade i četvoricu stražara koji su bili 
oko zgrade uspjeli smo svladati i pobiti, oduzeti im oružje, a zatim 
smo jurnuli prema izlaznim vratima, samog logora. 


Napominjem da svi zatočenici koji su sa nama pošli u napad jer 
većina od onih koji su ostali bili su uslijed izglađenosti nemoćni 

ili bolesni. Jurišajući na bunker kod izlaznih vrata ustaše su nas 
obasipali mitraljeskom vatrom tako, da su mnogi drugovi poginuli. Od 
nas oko 700 uspjelo se spasiti i pobjeći u obližnju šumu od prilike 80 
do 100. 


Kad smo već izašli iz logorske žice i zida ustaše sa protivne obale 
Save također su iz bunkera obasuli mitraljeskom vatrom, i tu je 
također mnogo drugova poginulo. U samoj šumi dočekivala nas je 
opet jedna ustaška zasjeda, ispod Košutarice, ali smo mi varkom, 
bacajući cigle i vičući ,bacaj bombe» uspjeli da ih otjeramo. Kao 
posmatrač i očevidac svih strahota koje su se događale u Jasenovcu 
mogu mirne duše kazati da je u toku četiri godišnjeg postojanja 
logora na razne načine umlaćeno ili umrlo od bolesti ili gladi oko 
milijun i četiri stotine hiljada zatočenika od kojih je bila ogromna 
većina Srba zatim Židova, cigana a dosta i samih Katolika.

4./ Duzemlić Milan, 25 god. rodom iz Drenovog Boka, srez Novska, 
boravištem iz Krapja, Hrvat, opomenut iskazuje: 


Ja sam bio namješten kao općinski bilježnik u Jasenovcu te sam 
dana 21. decembra 1943. bio uhapšen i odmah strpan u logor. Moje 
uhapšenje uslijedilo je po prijavi Kukor Marice iz Plesma kraj Novske 
koja se sada udala ali neznam za koga. Osumnjičen sam bio radi 
osnivanja odbora МОО te davanja pomoći i raznih drugih usluga МОО. 


Ističem da je uprava logora Jasenovac vodila zapisnike o pojedinim 
slučajevima smrti zatočenika te je jedan primjerak takovog 
zapisnika odnosno spisa dostavljala općinskoj upravi u Jasenovac, 
čiji je načelnik bio Lazarin Nikola ustaški natporučnik. U svim tim 


"| spent 42 months in total in the camp, that is, until 22 April 1945 
During all that time | mostly worked in the chain factory and after that 
as a worker in the Ustasha hospital.” 


Regarding the life in the camp, the killing of prisoners, etc. the witness 
agrees fully with the testimonies of Julio Bing and Jovo Živkovič, and 
continues: 


“After the Good Friday bombing and the approaching Yugoslav Army, 
the Ustashas decided to kill all the remaining prisoners in the camp. 
On the day of the bombing, there were around 3000 prisoners in the 
camp. From that day to 22 April, every day groups of 50 to 200 people 
were killed. 


On 21 April all the women were killed, 960 of them, together with some 
50 to 60 children. On that day all remaining prisoners and we, workers, 
who lived in different buildings, were moved to a two-story building 
secured with wire. In these last prisoners’ quarters, on 21 April in the 
evening, there must have been around 1300 of us. 


During the night, the Ustasha Ensign Slavko Lisac came, he summoned 
all the clerks, kapos, professionals amongst the prisoners, around 250 
of them, and that night they were all taken by barge across the Sava to 
Gradina where they were killed and burned. Seeing all this horror and 
knowing for certain that we were next and that we would all be killed, 
that night we decided to try to fight unarmed with the Ustasha guards 
and break free from the camp. 


The next morning during roll-call it was established that only around 
1067 prisoners remained. The building was not opened, and we 
weren't given any food. Inmate Ante Bakotič told us that on his 
command we should all break out of the building. Around 10 o'clock 
all of us charged at the door and the windows, breaking them all, and 
started running at the first guards around the building and the four 
guards who were around the building, who we managed to overpower 
and kill and take their weapons. Then we ran to the camp gates. 


I say that all the prisoners went with us to the attack and most of 
those who remained did so because they were either too weak or 
sick. Running to the bunker at the gate, the Ustashas covered us 
with machine gun fire and this is where many comrades died. Out of 
7000f us who managed to escape to the near by forest, only 80-100 
survived. 


In the forest we were met by another Ustasha ambush, near 
KoSutarica, but through deception, by throwing bricks and shouting 
“throw the bombs” we managed to chase them away. As a witness 
of all the horrors that happened in Jasenovac | can with a clear 
conscience say that during the four years of the camp's existence, 
around one million and four hundred thousand prisoners were beaten aye 
in various ways, killed by disease or hunger, most of them Serbs, a 
followed by Jews, Gypsies and also a lot of Catholics.

od tifusa, | raznih drugih bolesti. Do dana moga uhapšenja t. j. 21. 
decembra 1943. bilo je kod općine Jasenovac takovih zapisnika oko 
900.000. odnosno po spisku prijava slučajeva smrti bilo je 900.000 
takvih žrtava. Pošto sam ja bio općinski bilježnik, imao sam prilike 
da posmatram te spiskove i ovo sam vidio svojim očima, što sam 
iskazao. 


Ove spiskove vidio je također i blagajnik Risović Stjepan, ali je on 
mrtav, jer je likvidiran u Jasenovcu u logoru po prijavi Marice Kukor. 


Po dolasku u logor bio sam strpan u takozvanu zvonaru gdje sam 
proboravio 22 dana, a nakon toga smješten sam u samicu, gdje 

sam proboravio mjesec dana. Za vrijeme boravka u samici bio sam 
mučen po ustašama i to na taj način, što su mi palili tabane, boli 

me iglom pod nokte tukli, žicom, koja je bila omotana gumom i što 
su mi stavljali na prsa dasku, po kojoj su ustaše skakali. Na taj isti 
način mučeni su bili također i drugi zatočenici od kojih se čuo vapaj i 
zapomaganje. Osim toga mene su boli noževima, pa tako još i danas 
imadem na obema rukama vidljive ožiljke (ustanovljuje se da svjedok 
imade na nadlaktici desne ruke ožiljke u veličini bivše dvodinarke 
eleptičnog izgleda, a na lijevoj ruci analogan ožiljak jednakog oblika, 
samo nešto manji). 


Osim mene u istoj prostoriji mučili su također i ostale zatočenike, 
a tako napose Sertić Đuru iz Puške, kotar Novska, Hrvata, kojem su 
rezali meso sa bedara noge i samu ranu solili, a to isto činili su i na 
rukama. 


Ovog zatočenika su ustaše nakon šest mjeseci polili benzinom 

i zapalili. Zatočenika Đogaš Josipa rodom iz okolice Bjeline, po 
zanimanju financa iz Novske, mučili su na taj način, Što su mu vezali 
ruke i noge u klupko, a zatim ga valjali po jednoj daski, na kojoj su 
bili zabijeni čavli. On se nalazio u samici čitavih pet mjeseci. | kada 
je pušten na slobodu u samom logoru, te je nakon dva mjeseca opet 
strpan u samicu u kojoj se nalazio sve do bombardiranja logora. 


Za njegovu sudbinu ne znam. 


Vidio sam vlastitim očima i sa nekolicinom ostalih zatočenika mjeseca 
decembra 1944. kako su se Luburić Maks, Matković Ivica, Ljubo Miloš, 
Stojčić i Kordić zabavljali u jednoj prostoriji na taj način, što je pred 
njima stajala potpuno gola, kao od majke rođena, devetnaestogodišnja 
djevojka zatočenica Lončarević Marica iz Plesma koju su tada povalili 
na zemlju odnosno pod stol, te istu tamo razapeli, raširili noge i u 
spolni organ potresali pepeo cigareta. Istu djevojku nitko nije poslije 
toga više vidio. 


Poznavao sam partizana druga Tomšič Valenta, koji je sa još 
četvoricom drugova doveden mjeseca jula 1944. iz Zagreba iz Savske 
ceste ovamo u logor te je bio zaposlen kao radnik na ciglani, a istome 
su u mjesecu decembru 1944. ustaše odrezali jaja, te je od toga i 
umro, dok su ostalu četvoricu koji su s njime u logor došli, ustaše 
streljali. Ovakvih i sličnih slučajeva bilo je bezbroj. 


Glede masovnog likvidiranja zatočenika iskazuje posve suglasno 
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Milan Duzemlić, 25 years of age, born in Drenov Bok, county of 
Novska, resident of Krapje, Croatian, gives the following statement: 


| was immediately made the municipal clerk and on 21 December 
1943 | was arrested and sent to the camp. My arrest came after 
being reported by Marica Kukor from Plesam near Novska who is 
now married but | don't know to whom. | was accused of working 
to establish a People’s Liberation Board, providing help and other 
services to the People’s Liberation Board. 


The Jasenovac camp administration kept files on certain cases of 
prisoners’ death and one copy of these files was sent to the municipal 
administration of Jasenovac, whose head was Nikola Lazarin, the 
Ustasha Senior Lieutenant. In all these files it was stated that these 
prisoners died a natural death, that is, typhus and various other 
illnesses. To the day of my arrest, that is, 21 December 1943 the 
municipality of Jasenovac received around 900 000 of these files, that 
is, there were 900 000 cases of these kinds of deaths. As I was the 
municipal clerk, | had the opportunity to see these lists and | saw with 
my own eyes these things | have recounted. 


All these lists were also seen by the bursar Stjepan Ristovié, but he is 
dead now, having been killed in Jasenovac where he was sent after 
being reported by Marica Kukor. 


As soon | сате to the camp | was put in the so-called “Zvonara’, 
where | spent 22 days. After that | was put in solitary confinement, 
where | spent a month. During my stay in solitary confinement | was 
tortured by the Ustashas who burned the soles of my feet, stuck 
needles under my nails, beat me with wire, covered with rubber, and 
put a board on my chest and then jumped on it. Other prisoners 

were also tortured in these ways, whose cries and pleadings | heard. 
Besides this they also cut me with knives and to this day | have visible 
scars on both my hands (the commission establishes that the witness 
has on his right upper arm a scar the size of a former two-dinar coin, 
elliptical in shape, and on his left arm he has an analogous scar of the 
same shape, somewhat smaller). 


Besides myself, they also tortured other prisoners, among them Đuro 
Sertič from Puška, Novska kotar, a Croat, whose flesh they cut off the 
tights and then put salt on his wounds, doing the same on his arms, 


After six months the Ustasha poured petrol on this inmate and 
burned him. Prisoner Josip Dogaš from around Bjeljina, employed 

as a financier in Novska, was tortured by tying his arms and legs in 

a ball and then rolling him on a board with nails. He was in solitary 
confinement for a whole five months and when he was released in the 
camp, he was put in solitary confinement after only two months where 
he remained until the bombing of the camp. 


1 do not know what happened to him. 


| saw with my own eyes and with some other prisoners that in 
December 1944 Maks Luburič, Ivica Matkovič, Ljubo Miloš, Stojčič and 
Kordić had fun in a room by taking the completely naked nineteen- 
year-old girl Marica Lončarević from Plesam, putting her on the floor, 
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kao i napred preslušani svjedoci time, da je on lično vidio kako su 

n. pr. Zatočenika Soinenšajna Hugu vodili na likvidiranje | pri tom ga 
tukli gvozdenim motkama. U tome se naročito isticali Alaga Zulkič 
iz Bihaća, Horvat Matija iz Daruvara po zanimanju bačvar, Zrinušič i 
Matkovič. 


Za vrijeme moga boravka masovno likvidiranje započelo je bilo od

Znam da je u logoru bila peć za sagorevanje zatočenika. Ja nisam 
nikada u tu prostoriju ulazio, ali sam čuo krikove zatočenika, koji su 
odvođeni u tu peć i spaljivani. 


Znam da su nekoga muzičara Voinera iz Zagreba odveli iz logora i rekli 
su da je poginuo pri bijegu, ali kad su doveli mrtvoga u logor, ja sam 
vidio da je bio zaklan. Radi ovoga slučaja streljano je 22 Židova. 


Što se tiče posljednjeg događaja u logoru, ja neznam ništa, jer sam u 
januaru 1945. izašao iz logora. Što se tiče likvidiranja djece u logoru ja 
znam i vidio sam kada su ustaše jedno dijete od godine dana bacali u 
zrak i dočekao ga je jedan ustaša na bajonetu tako, da је na taj način 
poginulo. 


Čuo sam, da su ustaše a naročito poručnik Matković dovodili mlade 
zatočenice u svoju kancelariju, gdje su ih silovali, a poslije toga ubijali. 


Nemoguće je opisati sve načine na koje su ustaše ubijale i mučile 
zatočenike. 


Vidio sam n. pr. slučaj, kada je Nikola Bračić, ustaški vodnik zaklao 
zatočenika Sulekić Ivana iz Kozarice i pio mu krv. Ovakovih slučajeva 
bilo je više.

Anketna komisija nakon izvršenog uviđaja samog logora, liječničkog

1 knew a partisan comrade Valent Tomšič, who was brought with four 
other comrades in the month of July 1944 from Zagreb, Savska street, 
there to the camp where he was made to work in the brick factory. In 
December 1944 the Ustasha cut of the balls of this fellow who died 
later, while the other four with 


Regarding the mass liquidations of prisoners, the witness fully agrees 
with the previously interviewed witnesses, adding that he personally 
saw prisoner Hugo Soinenšajn being taken to be killed while being 
beaten with iron bars. Alaga Zuklič from Bihač, Matija Horvat from 
Daruvar, a cooper by trade, Zrinušič and Matkovič were particularly 
engaged in this. 


During my time in the camp, the bass liquidations started from 18 
August 1944, Daily around 100, 200 and even 1000 people were taken. 
| had the opportunity to ascertain this by going to the camp offices 
and seeing the reports and | was able to establish how many prisoners 
went missing daily. This office was an office for the prisoners and in it 
were kept the lists of prisoners. 


The bloodiest days were those when the infamous Luburié came and 
went; on those days there were mass liquidations. 


| stress that the during the liquidations, the Ustashas were always 
intoxicated. 


1 know there was a furnace for burning prisoners in the camp. | never 
went in that room, but | heard the screams of the prisoners who were 
brought there and burned. 


| know that they took this musician Voiner from Zagreb out of the 
camp and said that he'd been killed while escaping, but when they 
brought him dead to the camp I saw that he had been slaughtered. For 
this case, 22 Jews were killed. 


Regarding the final event in the camp, | don't know anything because 
in January 1945 | left the camp. Regarding the killing of children in the 
camp | know and | saw when one time the Ustashas took a one-year- 
old child and threw it up in the air and then one Ustasha caught it with 
his bayonet, so that the child died. 


| heard that the Ustashas, especially Lieutenant Matkovič brought 
young female prisoners to their office where they raped them and 
killed them. 


Itis impossible to describe all the ways in which the Ustashas killed 
and tortured the prisoners. 


| saw, for example, when Nikola Bračič, the Ustasha commander 
butchered the prisoner Ivan Sulekič from Kozarica and drank his 
blood. There were more cases like this.

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The interviewing commission, on inspecting the camp itself, obtaining 
physicians’ findings and the opinion of a court examiner, and following 
interviews with witnesses establishes: that the crimes committed 

in the infamous Jasenovac camp, one of the most notorious sites 

of torture and slaughter of prisoners, not only in our country but in 
Europe, are in their cruelty, method and perversity, number and scope 
Surpass all that the most vivid imagination could produce. 


The cruelty demonstrates all the characteristics of the wildest sadistic 
abuse and only psychopathological elements can explain all the 
denying of food and water in special cages, sticking iron pegs under 
nails, cutting of living flesh, putting salt on wounds, using the vagina 
of a living woman as an ashtray for cigarette butts (the case of Marica 
Lonéarevié from Plesam, Novska kotar, in whose genital organs the 
Ustasha criminals Luburič, Matkovič, Ljubo Miloš, Stojčič and Kordič 
(hrew ashes and cigarette ends, after tying her up and spreading her 
legs on the table), the burning of living people in brick furnaces, the 
removal of genitals, the throwing of children in the air and catching 
them with bayonets, the breaking of bones, hanging, drowning in 

the Sava, etc. In its scope and number of crimes, the most dreadful 
speculations were surpassed. In the four years of the existence of this 
human slaughterhouse, according to the witness accounts, around 

1 400 000 people were violently killed (statement given by witness 
Milan Duzemlié). Most of these victims were killed in the town of 
Gradina, across the Sava on the other side of the camp. The victims 
were mostly killed not by shooting but by being beaten on the head 
with wooden or iron mallets or iron bars, by knife stabs in the neck or 
belly, by tying the victims’ hands and legs and attaching a weight and 
throwing them into the Sava and finally by burning. 

The commission establishes that the victims of the camp were 
members of all our nations and from all regions of Yugoslavia (Serbs, 
Jews, Croats, Montenegrins, Macedonians and others). People were 
brought to the camp just because their religion or “race” was different 
from that of their torturers or if even the slightest doubt existed that 
they did not agree with the Ustasha reign of terror.

Na početku, dopustite mi da se predstavim. Moje ime je Jaša 
Almuli. Imam 87 godina. Moji roditelji su srpski Jevreji, Sefardi, i 
ja sam bivši predsednik Jevrejske opštine u Beogradu. Tokom mog 
mandata, ovaj spomenik koji ste upravo videli je podignut - Menora 
u plamenu. Podignut je u sečanje ubijenih beogradskih Jevreja, 
glavnih žrtava nacista. Uticajna grupa srpskih intelektualaca i 
umetnika predložila je gradskoj skupštini Beograda da se podigne 
spomeni. Oni su to odobrili. Grad Beograd je finansirao ceo 
spomenik a otkriven je 1990. godine kada smo pozvali predsednika 
izraelskog Kneseta, g. Dova Šilanskog, potom predsedavajuću 
Zajedničkog distributivnog komiteta iz SAD i gdu Maksvel iz 


Londona. Onaje bila potpredsednica Saveta hrišćana i Jevreja. Palo 
mi je na pamet da bi Srpska pravoslavna crkva i jevrejske verske 
institucije i protestanti trebalo da se zbliže. 


Elem, g. Bibić me je pozvao da pričam o Jasenovcu, koji mnogi od 
nas Jevreja koji smo preživeli, smatramo najgorim logorom smrti 
u Evropi. Geografski, nisam povezan sa Jasenovcem ali preko 
svog posla jesam. Zapravo, u poslednjih 15 godina napravio sam 
snimke intervjua sa 170 preživelih, 100 iz Jugoslavije i 70 iz Grčke 
- Soluna, Atine i sa Krfa. A medu mojim sagovornicima bilo je i 
petnaestoro koji su preživeli Jasenovac - Jevreja i Srba. Dakle, 
upoznat sam sa ovom horor-pričom. Sada pišem knjigu, svoju treću 
knjigu, pod nazivom , Jevreji u Jasenovcu".

"To Jewish victims of Nazi genocide in Belgrade and Serbia 1941 
to 1944. The People of Serbia, the City of Belgrade and the Jewish 
community" 


21/10/91 


In the beginning, let me introduce myself. My name is Jasha Almuli, 
Гат 87 years old. My parents are Serbian Jews, Sephardic, and І 
am a past president of the Jewish community in Belgrade. During 
my mandate the monument was erected that you have just seen 

= the Menorah in Flames. It was erected in memory of the slain 
Belgrade Jews, main Nazi victims. An influential group of Serbian 
intellectuals and artists proposed to the town assembly of Belgrade 
to erect this monument. They approved it. The town of Belgrade 
financed the whole monument and in 1990 it was inaugurated, 
unveiled. We invited the president of the Israeli Knesset, parliament, 
Mr Dov Shilanski, then the chair lady of the Joint Distribution 
Committee from the US and also Ms Maxwell from London. She 
was vice president of the Council of Christians and Jews. | had 

the idea that the Serbian orthodox church and Jewish religious 
institutions and protestants should become close. 


Now, I was invited by Mr. Bibic to talk about Jasenovac, which 
many of us surviving Jews consider the worst death camp in 
Europe. Geographically | am not connected with Jasenovac but by 
my work | am. In fact, in the last 15 years | videotaped interviews 
with 170 holocaust survivors, 100 in Yugoslavia and 70 in Greece - 
Thessaloniki, Athens and Corfu. And among the interviewees were 
15 who survived Jasenovac, Jews and Serbs. So | am familiar with 
this horror story. Now presently I'm writing a book, my third book, 
entitled "The Jews in Jasenovac". And now to tell you something 
about it. 


First of all, Jasenovac belongs to the neglected Holocaust. The 
main living bodies of the Jewry in America, Western Europe, South 
America do know much about the destruction about the Polish 
Jews, Russian Jews, Ukrainian Jews, Baltic Jews, of central 
European Jews, but very little about the fate of the Jews in some 
tiny countries in southeast Europe like Yugoslavia, like Bulgaria, 
Rumania, Greece. Greece, just to say you, belongs to the neglected 
holocaust, lost 50,000 Jews in Salonika, which was an outstanding 
center of Sephardic culture in Europe. And also, in Greece you 

had the old Jewish inhabitants from the classical Roman and 
Greek times. They were called the Romaniots. Their culture, their 
language, their traditions - that was all destroyed.

Zajedno sa nemačkim trupama, došlo je 300 ekstremnih 
članova emigracije iz Italije. Ja njih smatram klerofašistima. Oni su 
preuzeli vlast u zemlji čije je ukupno stanovništvo bilo 4,4 miliona, 
od kojih su 1,9 miliona bili Srbi, oko 45.000 Jevreji. Bilo je i Roma 

i ostalih. Kako bi uspostavili kontrolu nad takvom zemljom, oni su 
uspostavili princip čiste nacionalne zemlje i odlučili su, i otvoreno 
objavili, da jedna trećina Srba treba da bude ubijena, jedna trećina 
prognana a jedna trećina pokatoličena. A ja smatram da je ta ista 
rasistička, ekstremno ksenofobična politika čiste zemlje satrla sve 
Jevreje. Ova nezavisna hrvatska država, koju su stvorile Nemačka 

i Italija, zvala se Nezavisna država Hrvatska i pored Hrvatske, 
uključivala je i Bosnu i Hercegovinu, gde je bilo oko 14.000 Jevreja. 
U samoj Hrvatskoj bilo je oko 25.000. Elem, ovo je zapostavljeni 
holokaust i većina Jevreja izvan naše zemlje i Balkana ne zna šta se 
desilo. 


Nabrojaću tri glavne karakteristike. NDH je bila jedini nacistički 
satelit i saveznik koja je ubila svoje Jevreje, sopstvenim rukama. 
Oni nisu imali tuđu pomoć. Čak se i u Slovačkoj, koja je imala neke 
sličnosti sa Hrvatskom - jak katolicizam - priča odvijala drugačije. 
Slovaci su se zadovoljili sa time da predaju svoje Jevreje Nemcima 
koji su ih deportovali u logore smrti. Čak su i platili Nemcima 

za svakog deportovanog Jevrejina. Ali nije bilo logora smrti u 
Slovačkoj, gde su slovački Jevreji ubijani. U Mađarskoj, do proleća 
1944. godine, Jevreji su preživeli. Nije bilo politike uništenja. Tek 
kada su Nemci zbacili vladu i zavladali zemljom u martu 1944, 
počela je deportacija mađarskih Jevreja. Ali Nemci nisu imali 
dovoljno vremena da ih sve ubiju.

150 hiljada. Reči ću vam šta se desilo u Bugarskoj. U Bugarskoj 

se vlada i car Boris nisu se povinovali Nemcima i nisu im predali 
svoje Jevreje, njih oko 50,000.

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In Yugoslavia the holocaust developed in various ways because 
the country was divided by the invaders. It split in six or seven 
parts. In Serbia, where I lived, the occupiers were the German army 
and about 14,000 Serbian Jews were destroyed by the Germans, 
without Serbian participations. The destruction of Jews in Croatia 
developed in a quite different way. In Croatia the Germans and 
Italians formed a puppet state, a satellite state, which became their 
allies and even declared war on America and western countries. 
With the German troops came 300 extreme emigres from Italy. | 
consider them clerico-fascists, who now took power in a country 
whose total population was 4.4 million, out of which 1.9 were 
Serbs, about 45,000 Jews. Then you had Gypsies and others. In 
order to get control of such a country and they proclaimed the 
principle of pure national soil and decided, and declared openly, 
that one third of the Serbs will be killed, one third expelled and one 
third converted to Catholicism. And 1 consider that the same racist, 
extreme xenophobic policy of a pure land swept away all of the 
Jews. This independent state of Croatia, created by Germany and 
Italy, was called the Independent State of Croatia and in addition 
to Croatia included Bosnia and Herzegovina, where you had about 
14,000 Jews. And there were more than 25,000 in Croatia proper. 
Now, #15 a neglected holocaust and the majority of Jews outside 
our country and the Balkans ignore what happened. 


1 will innumerate three main features. The ISC was the only Nazi 
satellite and ally who killed their own Jews on their own soil with 
their own hands. They didn't have anyone else. Even in Slovakia 
which had some similar traits as Croatia - strong Catholicism - the 
story developed in another way. The Slovaks were happy to hand 
over their Jews to the Germans to deport them to the death camps. 
Even they paid the Germans for each deported Jew. But no death 
camps were established in Slovakia where Slovak Jews would have 
been killed. In Hungary, up to the spring of 1944 the Jews could 
survive. No destruction policy. Only when the Germans overthrew 
the government they took control of the country in March of 1944, 
the deportation of Hungarian Jews started, but the Germans did not 
have time enough to kill them all. In Rumania, another ally of the 
axis powers, the government didn't harm physically, didn't develop 
a destruction policy of the Jews in the old country. They behaved 
barbarically only in the part they annexed. That is Ukraine. A part of 
Ukraine, including the Crimea, the important port of Odessa became 
Rumanian property. The Rumanian army there was fighting the 
Russians and the Rumanian army killed in a short span of time 150 
Jews in Odessa and the Crimea. But not the Jews in old Rumania 
proper. 


150 or 150 thousand? 


150 thousand. I will tell you what happened in Bulgaria. In Bulgaria 
government and the emperor Boris did not yield to the Germans 
and did not hand them their own Jews, about 50,000. They were 
sent to forced labor, they had after a while to carry the yellow band, 
they were displaced from the capital of Sofia. But Boris and the 
government said: “No, you won't touch our Jews, who are good 
citizens.” Nevertheless, they made a concession to the Germans. 
They handed over Jews from annexed territories, which they gained 
by joining Germany in the war. Those were the Jews in Greek part 
of Thrace, Trakia they call it, and the Jews of Macedonia, Yugoslav

Jevreji su preživeli rati i posle rata su emigrirali u Izrael. 


lako je Bugarska bila... 


lako je Bugarska bila saveznica Nemačke, pridružila se nemačkim 
trupama kada su napali Jugoslaviju, dobila teritorije i u Grčkoj i u 
Jugoslaviji, Makedoniju i Trakiju. Ti Bugari su predali oko 10.000 
Jevreja iz novoosvojenih teritorija ali spasili su živote svojih 
Jevreja, koje su smatrali dobrim građanima. 


Dakle, ako panoramski pogledate sve te male saveznike Nemačke, 
niko nije uradio ono što je urađeno u NDH. 


Tek kada se Italija predala, kapitulirala u septembru 1943. i kada 

su Nemci ušli u Italiju sa severa, politika se promenila i Nemci su 
počeli da proganjaju Jevreje, koji su se krili, ali nisu uspeli da i nađu 
mnogo. 


Dakle, kao što znate - iako se Musolini u jednom trenutku u leto 
1942. povinovao nemačkom pritisku i rekao ,Nemam ništa protiv 
nemačke deportacije Jevreja koji su došli u Italiju kao izbeglice" 
- italijanski generali, italijanske diplomate, italijanski visoki 
zvaničnici, odbili su da sprovedu takvu politiku, i zaista, Jevreji 
treba da budu zahvalni Italiji. Oko 50,000 u južnoj Francuskoj, 
sa jugoslovenske obale, iz Atine i dela Grčke, bilo je spašeno 
zahvaljujući italijanskom stavu. Oni su živeli u delovima koje je 
Italija okupirala. 


Dakle, prva karakteristika onoga što se desilo u NDH jeste da su 
oni učinili nešto što niste bili prinudeni da uradite. Ako ste bili 
nemački saveznik, ako ste učestvovali u ratu, to nije značilo da 
automatski morate da sprovodite genocid. 


- Ovo je prvi put da čujem ovu razliku u opisu zemalja iz 
jugoslovenskog okruženja. Mislim na Madarsku, Rumuniju - dobro, 
Rumunija je bila drugačija - Bugarsku i Italijane. Hvala. 


A onda je druga karakteristika, vreme. Jer malo je ljudi svesno 
da su u NDH lokalni klerofašisti zvani ustaše započeli uništenje 
lokalnih Srba i Jevreja pre nego što su to učinili Nemci u Nemačkoj. 
Kažem vam, NDH je osnovana 10. aprila 1941. Več u maju, junu, 
prvi logori smrti su uspostavljeni u okolini grada Gospiča, blizu 
Jadranskog mora. Recimo, svi članovi jevrejskog sportskog 
kluba Makabi poslati su u logore tamo. Intervjuisao sam neke od 
preživelih. Iz Gospiča su poslati na veliku, ogromnu planinu koja 
se zove Velebit, blizu dalmatinske obale. Tamo su Jevreji bacani 
u jame, planinske jame, udarani, stavljani na ivicu jame, udarani u 
glavu i ubacivani u jame. Užasno! Onda su slani na ostrvo Pag i u 


Macedonia. About 7000 Jews were deported to Treblinka in March 
of 1943 and all without any selection sent directly to the gas 
chamber and killed. 


Now, let's go on and mention the case of Italy. 


Excuse me, would you be so kind to tell me, how many Jews 
were killed in Bulgaria. 


No, in old Bulgaria, preserved 50,000 Jews and all these Jews 
survived the war and after the war emigrated to Israel. 


- Even though Bulgaria was... 


Even though Bulgaria was an ally Germany, joined the German 
troops when they attacked Yugoslavia, gained territory both in 
Greece and Yugoslavia, Macedonia and Thrace. Those Bulgarians 
handed over about 10,000 Jews from the newly acquired territories 
but kept the lives of their own Jews, which they considered good 
citizens. 


So if you make a panoramic view of the little allies of Germany, 
nobody did what was done in ISC. 


Only when Italy surrendered, or capitulated in September 1943 
and Germans entered Italy from the north, the policy changed, and 
the Germans started chasing the Jews, who were hiding, but the 
Germans were not able to catch many. 


So, Italy as you know - although Mussolini at one moment in 
summer 1942 yielded to German pressure and said "I have nothing 
against the German deportation of the Jews which came as 
refugees to Italy" - Italian generals, Italian diplomats, Italian high 
officials refused to carry out such a policy, and really the Jews 
should be thankful to Italy. About 50,000 in southern France, on the 
Yugoslav littoral, in Athens and part of Greece, where saved thanks 
to the Italian attitude. They lived in the parts occupied by Italy. 


So, the first characteristic of what happened in the ISC is that they 
did something which you were not bound to do. By being an ally 
of Germany, participating in the war, that did not mean that you 
automatically had to carry out genocide. 


. This is the first time I hear this distinction of description 
of the surrounding countries of Yugoslavia, meaning Hungary, 
Rumania - well Rumania was different - Bulgaria, the Italians. 
Thank you. 


And then the second characteristic, the timing. And few people 
are aware that in the ISC the local clerico-fascists called Ustashas 
started the destruction of the local Serbs and then also Jews 
before that was done by the Germans in Germany itself. | tell you, 
the ISC was established on 10 April 1941. Already in May, in June 
the first death camps were established in a region called Gospič, 
around the town of Gospič, towards the Adriatic Sea. Let us say, 
all the members of the Jewish sport club Maccabi were sent to the 
camps there. | interviewed some survivors. From Gospić they were 
sent to a big, huge mountain called Velebit, near the Dalmatian 
coast, where Jews were thrown into pits, mountain pits, hit, put 

on the verge of the pit, hit on the head and thrown down. Terrible! 
Then they were sent to an island of Pag and in a place called Slano, 
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mesto koje se zove Slano, gde su živeli u logoru, radili u užasnim 
uslovima i gladovali. To se dešavalo i to је započelo ovu politiku 
uništenja več u maju | junu 1941. godine, a nemačkim Jevrejima 
je tek u oktobru 1941 naređeno da nose žute trake. Tek su ih U 
oktobru 1941. Nemci slali, deportovali u geta u Poljsku. Iz tih geta 
su kasnije slani u logore smrti. 


Da se vratim ponovo na tajming. Nemci su bili okrutni prema 
Jevrejima iz Poljske posle 1939. godine, posle početka rata i 
okupacije Poljske, ali prava politika genocida nije počela do juna 
1942, kada je Nemačka ušla u sovjetsku Rusiju i osvojila delove 
Ukrajine, delove same Rusije. A onda znamo o ajnzacgrupama, 
koje su bili posebni detašmani koje su činili nemački policajci i SS 
milicija. A verujem, ako se dobro sećam, bilo je oko 6 ili 10 takvih 
ajnzacgrupa. Oni su išli za vojskom i njihovo naredenje je bilo da 
unište Jevreje. Za pet meseci ove ajnzacgrupe su uništile oko 
pola miliona Jevreja. Užasno! Jer rekli su: ,Jevrejin, neprijatelj, 
komunista, boljševik, sve je to isto; uništiti sve." Ali ta politika je 
započeta u julu. Do tog trenutka, več je mnogo ubistava počinjeno 
u Hrvatskoj. Dakle, možete delimično uporediti ono što se desilo u 
Hrvatskoj sa onim što su ajnsacgrupe učinile u delovima okupirane 
sovjetske Rusije. 


E sad, pored ove dve karakteristike - da je NDH bila jedina 
satelitska država koja je ubila sopstvene Jevreje na svojoj teritoriji, 
svojim rukama, i činjenice da su to činili pre nego što su Nemci 
započeli to isto sa nemačkim Jevrejima - treča odlika koju treba 
dodati je neverovatna brutalnost. Ne bih to nazvao ni životinjskom 
brutalnošču. To je paklena brutalnost. Jer Nemci jesu učinili nešto 
bez presedana: osudili su na smrt celu jednu naciju i ubili su više od 
6 miliona ljudi. Ali Nemci su to učinili na organizovan i sistematičan 
način, jer to je bio veliki zadatak i pristupili su mu veoma pažljivo. 
Nisu hteli da uplaše svoje žrtve. Politika je bila da prevare svoje 
žrtve, da sakriju ono što se dešava na kraju pruge. Kada su vozovi 
stizali u Aušvic, obično nije bilo pasa da laju ili čuvara da viču i 
udaraju zatvorenike. Naprotiv, onima koji koji su poslati u gasne 
komore, nudeni su kamioni. U jednom svedočenju, jedan kojeg sam 
intervjuisao rekao mi je: „Imao sam mladog prijatelja, advokata, 35 
godina, Madar, Jevrejin iz Jugoslavije i on je odlučio da ne može da 
ode do logora peške i rekao je, ‚Ići ču kamionom. | rekao mi je 'Vidi 
kako su dobri ovi Nemci, nude kamione starima, deci, bolesnima." 
Taj kamion ga je odveo direktno u gasnu komoru. Kada bi došli do 
prostorije ispred gasne komore, Nemci su ih još uvek lagali. Imamo 
natpise na šest ili sedam jezika „kupatilo“, „tuševi“. U gasnim 
komorama na plafonu su postojali lažni tuševi. Davan im je lažni 
sapun. Upozoravani su da treba da zapamte gde su stavili odeću da 
bi je lakše našli kad završe sa kupanjem. Zašto su to Nemci radili? 
Da ne bi stvarali paniku. Da ne bi ometali proces proizvodnje smrti. 


Hrvatski klerofašisti su to radili na potpuno drugačiji način. Onih 
300 članova emigracije koji su se vratili sa nemačkom vojskom 
kako bi preuzeli vlast, bili su indoktrinirani fanatici, rasisti, i diktirali 
su politiku uništenja kojom bi stvorili čistu zemlju, sa samo jednom 
nacijom. Ali radi ostvarivanja ove politike, koristili su najprimitivnije 


where living in a camp, working under terrible conditions and 
starving with hunger. That was happening and started this policy of 
destruction already in May and June of 1941 and the German Jews 
were forced to wear yellow bands only in October 1941. Only in 
October 1941 the Germans started sending them, deporting them to 
the ghettos in Poland. From these ghettos later on they were sent to 
the death camps. 


Again, to come back to the timing. The Germans were cruel 
towards the Jews of Poland after 1939, the start of the war and the 
invasion of Poland, but the real genocidal policy started only after 
June 1942, when Germany invaded Soviet Russia and conquered 
part of Ukraine, part of Russia itself. Then we know that about 
Einsatzgruppen, which were special detachments composed of 
German policemen and SS militia. | believe there was, if І remember 
exactly, 6 to 10 such Einsatzgruppen. They were sent on the heels 
of the invading army with the order to destroy the Jews. In five 
months these Einsatzgruppen destroyed half a million Jews. 
Something terrible! Because they said: a Jew, enemy, communist, 
Bolshevik, it's all the same, destroy them all. But that policy started 
in July. By that time, you had a lot of killings in Croatia. So you 
could compare partially what happened in Croatia with what the 
Einsatzgruppen did in the occupied part of Soviet Russia. 


Now, in addition to these two features - that ISC was the only 
satellite state to kill their own Jews on their own soil with their own 
hands and the fact that they did it before the Germans proceeded in 
the same with the German Jews - the third feature to be added to 

it was an exceptional cruelty. | wouldn't even call it animal cruelty. 

It is infernal cruelty. Because the Germans did something almost 
unprecedented: convicted to death a whole nation and killed 6 
million people. But the Germans did it an organized and systematic 
way, because it was a very huge task and they proceeded very 
meticulously. They did not want to scare their victims. The policy 
was to dupe the victims, to conceal what is at the end of the train 
track. When the trains were arriving in Auschwitz there were usually 
no dogs to bark or guards which would shout and hit the prisoners. 
On the contrary, to those to be sent to the gas chamber, lorries were 
offered. In a testimony a guy who | interviewed said to me: "I had 

a young friend lawyer, 35, Hungarian and Jew from Yugoslavia and 
he decided that he can't do the trip to the camp by foot and said, 1 
will use a lorry’, and said to me, ‘Look how these Germans are kind, 
they are offering trucks to the old, to the children and to the sick". 
This truck him directly to the gas chamber. When they came to the 
hall in front of the gas chamber, the Germans were also as we know 
deceiving them. We get the inscriptions in six or seven languages 
“bathrooms” "showers". Inside the gas chambers on the ceilings, 
there were fake showerheads. They were given fake soaps. They 
were admonished to remember the number where they put their 
robes so that they can find it easy when the bath is over. Why did 
the Germans do that? In order not to create panic. In order not to 
disturb the process of the production of death. 


The Croatian clerico-fascists did it in a completely different way. 
The 300 emigres who came to the country on the German flanks 
to assume power were indoctrinated fanatics, racist, and they 
dictated the policy of destruction of creating pure soil, with only 
one nation. But the execution of it, of such a policy, they used the 
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seljake, iz nazadnih, veoma čistih, veoma siromašnih delova zemlje. 
Ovi ljudi nikada nisu ni videli Jevrejina, nisu znali šta je Jevrejin. 
Oni su dolazili iz sela, regrutovani su uz pomoč obečanja da onaj 
ko pristupi ustašama dobija penziju, ne mora da služi u vojsci. 

Oni su dolazili i na početku nisu znali šta su bile njihove dužnosti, 
ali njihove vode su im pokazale tako što bi bezobzirno ubijali 
zarobljenike pred njima. A ovi novi čuvari iz zaostalih oblasti, koji 
nikada ranije nisu nosili cipele, oni su veoma brzo naučili lekcije, 
što si okrutniji, to češ brže napredovati u karijeri. Jedan koji je 
jednom upitao šta su Jevreji, dva dana kasnije je več udarao Jevreje 
sa gvozdenom šipkom. 


Elem, to su veoma primitivni, nepismeni, divlji ljudi, koji su koriščeni 
kao čuvari. Svaki čuvar je mogao da ubije bilo kog zatvorenika 

ako odluči. Mnogi su uživali u tome na sadistički način. Jedan od 
mojih sagovornika, Šandor Mustafija, rekao mi je kako je zbog klipa 
kukuruza... Ustaša je stavio klip kukuruza na zemlju, a zatvorenici 
su gladovali. Nije im bilo dozvoljeno da ikada nešto podignu sa 
zemlje da jedu. Jedan zatvorenik je video kukuruz. Uzeo ga je 

i čuvar, koji se krio, ubio ga je. Onda je došao još jedan, isto se 
desilo. Šandor, moj sagovornik, sve je to posmatrao. Dok je čuvar 
sklanjao telo drugog ubijenog zatvorenika, Šandor je potrčao, uzeo 
kukuruz i pobegao u baraku. Tamo je sreo Jevrejina iz Bosne, čiji je 
sin bio bolestan i koji je rekao: ,Molim te da mi daš pola kukuruza, 
da dam sinu." Šandor mu je dao. Šandor mu je dao. Rekao je: ,Vidiš, 
zbog jednog kukuruza dvojica su umrli, dvojica su ubijeni, a dvojica 
su bili spašeni, ja i njegov sin." 


Ispričaču vam još dve priče koje su mi ispričane. Električar iz 
Hercegovine, Edo Šaro se zvao, kasnije je radio u logoru. Ustaše 

su ga koristile kao električara ali na početku je bio grobar. Zbog 
bezobzirnog ubijanja, bilo je oko 200 grobara, podeljenih u grupe, 
i kad god bi neko bio ubijen, ustaše bi povikale ,Grobari! Grobari!" 
i oni bi došli, pokupili ubijenog i sahranili ga. Edo Šaro je bio 

član jednog tima. Davana im je bolja hrana i zato su učestvovali u 
tome. Rekao mi je da bi obično kopali rake, recimo oko 50 metara 
dugačke, veoma plitke, oko dva i po metra široke. Zatvorenici bi 
bili dovedeni, vezani žicom, dva po dva, bilo bi im rečeno da stanu 
na ivicu rake i onda bi bili udarani maljem. Jednog dana transport 
je dovezen i on je video svog mlađeg brata. Njegov brat ga je 
pogledao, molio ga svojim očima da mu pomogne. Ništa nije mogao 
da uradi, prisustvovao je kada su mu rasporili lobanju maljem. A 
Edo mi je rekao: ,Jedino što sam mogao da uradi je da ga uzmem i 
pažljivo položim u raku." 


Još jedan grozan način. Ustaše, klerofašistička milicija NDH, hteli 
su da imitiraju krematorijume iz Aušvica i koristili su peči za cigle, 
jer logor Jasenovac 3 - Jasenovac je grupa logora a Jasenovac br. 
3 je lociran na posedu jednog Srbina kojeg su opljačkali i gde je bilo 
mnogo skladišta i izmedu ostalog i ciglana, sa pečima. E sad, svako 
veče u 1942. bi doveli grupu zatvorenika kamionom do peči, udarali 
bi ih u glavu i bacali bi ih u plamen... 


E sad, pored Jasenovca 3 bio je drugi logor Jasenovac 2 u Staroj 
Gradiški, gde je u staro vreme postojao veliki zatvor i srpske žene 


most primitive peasant folk, from backward, very pure, very poor 
regions. These people never saw a Jew, didn't know what a Jew 
was. They came from villages, recruited by promises who comes 

to become an Ustasha militia man, he will get a pension, he won't 
be obliged to serve the army. They came, and in the beginning they 
did not know what their duty was but their leaders showed them by 
indiscriminately killing the prisoners in front of them. These new 
guards coming from backward regions, who never before used to 
wear shoes, they very quickly learned the lesson, the more cruel you 
are, the faster you will make progress in your militia career. A guy 
who one day asked what are the Jews, the third day was already 
hitting the Jews with an iron bar. 


Now those were extremely primitive, illiterate, wild people as 
guards, used as guards. Every guard was allowed to kill any 
prisoner if he decides he should do so. Many were enjoying that in 
a sadistic way. One of my interviewees was Shandor Musafia told 
me how because of a corn cob.. The Ustasha guard put a piece 

of corn on the soil, the prisoners were starving. They were never 
allowed to pick up anything for eating. One prisoner saw the сот. 
Took it and the guard, who was hiding, killed him. Then another one 
came, the same happened. Shandor, my interviewee, was observing 
that. While the guard was busy with removing the corpse of the 
second killed prisoner, Shandor rushed, grabbed the corn and ran 
to his barracks. There he met a fellow Jew from Bosnia who had a 
son who was sick and who said, “Please give me half of the corn, to 
give to my son". Shandor gave him. He said: "You see, how because 
of a piece of corn two died, two were killed, and two were saved, 
myself and his son." 


Then, | will tell you another two stories which | was told. An 
electrician from Herzegovina, Edo Sharo is his name, was employed 
later on in the camp. The Ustasha used him as an electrician but in 
the beginning he was a member of the gravedigger teams. Because 
of this indiscriminate killing, there were around 200 gravediggers 
split into teams and whenever somebody was killed, the Ustashas 
would shout "Grobari! Gravediggers!" and they would come, pick 
up the dead man and take him to the grave. Edo Sharo was a 
member of this team. They were given better food and that's the 
reason why he participated in that. Usually, he told me, their duty 
was to dig graves, let us say, 50 meters long, very shallow, two 
and a half meters wide. The prisoners were brought, tied up by 
wire, two and two, put on the verge of the grave and hit on the head 
with mallets usually. One day when the transport was brought, 

he saw his younger brother. His younger brother looked at him, 
imploring him with his eyes to help him. He could do nothing, he 
was witnessing how they opened his scull with a mallet. And Edo 
told me, "The only thing that | could do for my brother was to take 
him and to put him gently into the grave". 


Another more terrible way. They wanted, the Ustasha, clerico- 
fascists militia in ISC, they wanted to imitate the crematoria of 
Auschwitz and in one instance they used furnaces for making 
bricks because the camp, Jasenovac 3 - Jasenovac was a group of 
camps - Jasenovac no. 3 was located in an estate of a Serb which 
they plundered, which had various warehouses among other things, 
brick making facilities, with furnaces. Now each evening in 1942 
they would bring a group of prisoners by truck next to the furnaces,

sad, Jevrejin iz Bosne, zvan Ado Kabiljo, sefardski Jevrejin - ne, 
mešan: majka ти je bila aškenazi a otac sefard - bio je mlad, jak, 
došao je u logor jak, a uslaše su ga koristile da čuva svinje. To je 
verovatno bilo dobro za njega jer je mogao da jede hranu koju su 
davali svinjama i tako je preživeo. Ali u istom logoru u zgradi su se 
nalazile njegova majka, njegova žena, njeno dvoje dece, njegova 
mlada žena i njihov osmomesečni sin, | oni su gledali da svako veče 
ustaše dolaze sa kamionom, odvode žene i decu iz zatvora i vode u 
Jasenovac 3, gde je bila ciglana, On je znao šta ih čeka. Bačeni su u 
peči pošto su im glave razbijene. Njegova dva brata su bila tu blizu, 
jedan je bio kočijaš a drugi zanatlija. Trojica braće su se sastala, 
oplakala svoju porodicu i to je bilo to, život u tom logoru smrti. 


Da li biste opisali Ciglanu? 


Bila je veoma primitivna. Tu bi iskopali glinu, napravili ciglu, osušili 
je i ispekli. Veoma primitivni uslovi gde su koristili zatvorenike kao 
radnu snagu. Ali u Adovoj priči, stravična stvar je da je sledećeg 
dana neko rekao: ,Tvoja majka i žena su vraćene." On se vratio, 
pronašao način da ih vidi i majka mu je rekla da su odvedene do 
peči ali je ustašama ponestalo koksa i nisu mogli da ih spale pa su 
ih vratili u zatvor, Jasenovac br. 2. A majka mu je sve to ispričala 
smireno kako ga ne bi uznemirila. Sledečeg dana su svi nestali. 
Uključujuči njegovu ženu i dete. Tako je to bilo, 


Ustaše su retko koristili metke da ubiju ljude. Tu su bili noževi, 
maljevi, gvozdene šipke... A neki od njih su bili sadisti. Proizveli su 
jedan poseban nož. Znate ako ovako nekom prerežete grlo [J. A. 
rukom načini pokret sečenja sa desna na levo], umorite se posle 
nekog vremena. A oni bi sekli grla stotinama i stotinama ljudi kada 
bi stigla naredba, Ovde [J. A. pokaže podlakticu] vezan za zglob [J. 
A. pravi pokret podlakticom s desna na levo] Takvim pokretom biste 
mogli, jedan, dva, tri, četiri, pet, šest, sec, ceo red zatvorenika biste 
mogli da ubijete za kratko vreme. E sad, taj varvarski način ubijanja 
ljudi bio je treča odlika Jasenovca i zato mnogi Jugoslovenski 
Jevreji smatraju Jasenovac mnogo stravičnijim mestom od Aušvica. 


Koliko Jevreja je ubijeno? 


Nisu važne brojke. Ne više od 20-25.000. Ali to je bila trećina, jedna 
trećina Jevreja uništenih u Jugoslaviji, uništeno je u Jasenovcu. 


Koliko Jevreja je bilo u Jugoslaviji pre rata? 


Pre rata bilo je oko 80.000. Od njih 15.000 je preživelo rat, pobeglo 
u italijanske zone, sakrilo se u Srbiji, sakrilo se u Dalmaciji, bili ratni 
zarobljenici u Nemačkoj. 15.000 je preživelo. Pola njih je otišlo u 
Izrael. Pola je ostalo u Jugoslaviji. Sad mi imamo jednu zajednicu 
od 3000 u Beogradu. Isto u Zagrebu, Hrvatskoj. Možda 1000 u 
Sarajevu u Bosni. To je ono što je ostalo. 


Dakle, rekli biste da je sve ukupno oko 40-45,000 Jevreja 
ubijeno na prostoru bivše Jugoslavije? Ili 30.000, kao Sto kažu?

Ako mi date minut, reći ću vam... Ne, ne, više od 60.000 je ubijeno 
iod tih 60.000 ubijenih, 20.000 je ubijeno u Jasenovcu. Dakle, 
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would hit them on the head and throw into the flames... 


Now, next to Jasenovac 3 there was a Separate camp Jasenovac 
no. 2 in Stara Gradiška, where in the old times a huge prison was 
built and Serbian women and children, Jewish women and children 
were put there in terrible conditions. Now, a Jew from Bosnia 
called Ado Kabiljo, a Sephardic Jew - no, mixed: his mother was 
Ashkenazi and his father was Sephardic - he was young, strong, 
came strong to the camp, and the Ustashas used him there as a 
pig raiser, pig keeper. Probably that was good for him because he 
could eat the food given to the pigs and so was surviving. But in 
the same camp in the building, there was his mother, his sister, her 
two children, and his newly-wed wife with his baby son of eight 
months. And they observed that each evening, Ustashas were 
coming with the lorry, taking women and children from the prison 
building to Jasenovac no. 3 where the brick facilities were located, 
One morning Ado was informed that his mother and whole family 
were taken by the lorry to Jasenovac 3. He knew what their fate 
would be. They were thrown into the furnaces after being hit on the 
heads. His two brothers were not far from him, one was used as a 
coachman, the other as a craftsman. The three brothers assembled, 
mourned their family, but that was it, the life in this deathcamp. 


Could you describe the "Ciglana", | believe, the brick 
factory? 


It was very primitive. You would dig the clay on the spot, form 

the brick, put it to dry and then to bake. Very primitive facilities 
where they used the prisoners as work force. But in Ado's story the 
gruesome thing is, the next day somebody told him “Your mother 
and your wife are back”. He came, found a way to approach them 
and was told by his mother that they were taken to the furnace 
already but the Ustashas ran short of coke and couldn't burn them 
and brought them back to prison, Jasenovac no. 2. And the mother 
related that all in a calm way not to upset him too much. The next 
day they all disappeared. Including his wife and his baby son. That 
was the way. 


Ustashas rarely used bullets to kill people. It was knife, mallet, 
iron bar... And some of them were sadistic. They produced a 
special knife here. You know if you slit a throat of people that way 
[J. A. makes slitting motion from right to left] it tires your hand 
after a while. And they were slitting the throats of hundreds and 
hundreds of people when the order came. In order to make their job 
more easy, they produced a special knife. Here [point to forearm] 
attached to the wrist. [Making motion with forearm from right to 
left] By such a movement you could, one, two, three, four, five, six, 
whoosh, a whole row of prisoners you could kill in a short time. 
Now this barbaric way of killing people that was the third feature 
of Jasenovac and that is the reason why many Yugoslav Jews 
consider Jasenovac to be more gruesome place than Auschwitz. 


How many Jews were killed? 


The numbers are not important. Not more than 20-25,000. But 
that was a third. One third of Jews destroyed in Yugoslavia were 
destroyed in Jasenovac. 


How many Jews were there in Yugoslavia before the war?

The object was removed from the River Sava in 2012 in the area around the village of Donja Gradina. The object 
was most likely used to tie the hands of Jasenovac victims. Reguires conservation. 
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Jasenovac je stra$no mesto. Svet treba da zna vise, ali ne zna. Ima 
dva objašnjenja. 


Prvo, pod Titovom vlašću u komunističkoj Jugoslaviji, režim nije 
hteo da ponovo raspiruje stare strasti і mržnju. Srbi u Hrvatskoj su 
se masovno pridružili Titovoj vojsci. Komandir njegove straže bio 
je Srbin iz Like, na primer, Glavni vojni obaveštajac bio je Srbin iz 
Like. Ali Tito nikada nije otišao u Jasenovac da oda počast. Hteo 
je da zabašuri stvari, da promoviše politiku bratstva i jedinstva 
jugoistočnih Slovena, Srba, Hrvata, muslimana, da se zaboravi 
stara mržnja, da se zaustavi ubijanje, da se živi u saveznoj državi, 
zajedno, na konstruktivan način. Međutim, Tito nikada nije otišao u 
Jasenovac da oda počast. | nije se mnogo govorilo o Jasenovcu. To 
je jedan razlog 


A drugi razlog, nesrečni razlog, njega možete pronači u poslednjem 
gradanskom ratu u Jugoslaviji devedesetih. Hrvatska je dobila 
predsednika, Franju Tuđmana... 


Ako biste mogli da mi date broj ljudi koji su ubijeni, koliko 
Je ubijeno u Jasenovcu, koliko je ubijeno u celoj bivšoj Jugoslaviji? 
Samo kratko... 


Dakle, daleko od toga da je Tito štitio klerofašiste koji su počinili ta 
stravična dela protiv Srba, Roma i Jevreja, ali hteo je da sprovede 
politiku bratstva i jedinstva i zato javnost nije dovoljno upoznata sa 
Jasenovcem. Drugi razlog је, kao što sam pomenuo, stav zapadnih 
sila prema Hrvatskoj posle raspada Jugoslavije u 1991. Na vlast je 
došao nacionalista, izabran je za predsednika - Franjo Tuđman. On 
je oživeo neke tradicije ustaškog režima, simbole. Na primer, ukinuo 
ime „Trg žrtava fašizma" i дао je novo ime „Trg hrvatskih vladara”. 
Tokom secesije i stvaranja nove hrvatske republike, 180 spomenika 
partizanskim borcima ili ljudima ubijenim tokom rata od strane 
nacista, uništeno je. On je uveo ime valute iz ustaških vremena, 
„kuna“. Postala je valuta nove države. | tako dalje, a čak je rekao 

da je NDH, ta satelitska država, klerofašistička, imala je odredenu 
ulogu u stvaranju hrvatske državnosti, što je strašna izjava. Ali 
uprkos ksenofobičnoj politici i njegovim ponovo uspostavljenim 
vezama sa ustaškim emigrantima, zapade sile su ga koristile u 
svojoj politici rascepkavanju Jugoslavije na manje delove. On je 
govorio da su Jevreji i Srbi stvorili lažnu mitologiju oko Jasenovca. 
On je odredio broj žrtava. On je praktično delimično rehabilitovao 
ustaše i rekao da Jasenovac nije bio samo logor smrti nego i skup 
radionica. Više je voleo da to smatra radnom pomoći. Toga je bilo 

и Aušvicu. U Ausvicu i Birkenau mladi ljudi su korišćeni za rad ali u 
blizini je takođe bila gasna komora i krematorijum. A ne možete reći 
da je Birkenau bio radni kamp. To je bio logor smrti, kao i Aušvic. 
To je bio i Jasenovac, ali Tudman je to poricao. Optužio je Izrael za 
nacističku politiku prema Arapima. On određuje da je broj žrtava u 
Jasenovcu oko 30-40.000. Niko nije u mogućnosti da izbroj mrtve 
jer su bacani u kolektivne grobnice i prekrivani zemljom. Ali jedna 
žrtva je isto kao i milion žrtava. 


Pogledajmo izuzetni stav ustaša prema Jevrejima i drugim žrtvama, 
tajming genocida i način genocida. E onda, ako je 80.000 ili 
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Before the war there were about 80,000. Out of it 15,000 remained 
alive after the war, fled to Italian zones, hid in Serbia, hid in 
Dalmatia, were as prisoners of war in Germany. 15,000 survived, 
Half of it went to Israel. Half of them remained in Yugoslavia. Now 
we have one community of 3000 in Belgrade, The same in Zagreb, 
Croatia. Perhaps 1000 in Sarajevo, Bosnia, That's what remains. 


. So you would say that all together there were 40-50,000 
Jews killed here, on the entire territory of former Yugoslavia? Or 
30,000 as they say? 


If you give me a minute | will tell you- No, no, more than 60,000 
were killed and out of this 60,000 killed, 20,000 were killed in 
Jasenovac. So Jasenovac, the terrible place. The world should 
know more about it but doesn't. There are two explanations. 


First of all, under Tito's reign in communist Yugoslavia, the regime 
did not want to stir again old passions and hatred. The Serbs 

in Croatia joined en masse Tito's army. The commander of his 
guard was a Serb from Lika, for instance. The chief of the military 
intelligence was Serb from Lika. But Tito never went to the site of 
the Jasenovac camp to pay respect. He wanted to hush up things, 
proclaim the policy of brotherhood and unity of south-eastern Slavs, 
Croats, Serbs, Moslems, forget the old hatreds, stop the killings, try 
to live in a federal state together in a constructive way. However, 
Tito never went to Jasenovac to pay his respect. And there was not 
too much talk about Jasenovac. That's one reason. And the second 
reason, unfortunate reason, you could find it in the last civil war in 
Yugoslavia in the 90s. Croatia got a president, Franjo Tudjman, ... 


If you could give me the numbers of people that were killed, 
how many were killed in Jasenovac, how many were killed in all of 
former Yugoslavia? Just very briefly... 


So Tito was far from defending the clero-fascists who did these 
gruesome crimes against the Serbs, Gypsies and Jews, but he 
wanted to implement a new policy of brotherhood and unity 

and that's the reason Jasenovac was not brought enough to the 
attention of the public. The second reason is, as | mentioned, the 
attitude of the western powers to the secession of Croatia after 
the dissolution of Yugoslavia in 1991. A nationalist came to power 
in Croatia, was elected president, Franjo Tudjman. He revived 
some traditions of the Ustasha regime, symbols. For instance, he 
abolished the name of the "Square of the Victims of Fascism” and 
gave it anew name “Square of the Croatian Rulers”. During his 
secession and creation of a new Croatian republic, 180 monuments 
to partisan fighters or killed people during the war by the Nazis 
were destroyed. He introduced the name of the money from the 
Ustasha time, "kuna". It became the money of the new state. And 
so on, and so on, and even said that the ISC, this satellite state, 
clero-fascist, played a certain role in the creation of the Croatian 
statehood, which was a terrible declaration. But despite all his 
xenophobic policy and his reestablished links with the Ustasha 
emigres, western powers used him in their policy of splitting up 
Yugoslavia in various parts, He was saying the Jews and the Serbs 
were creating a false myth of Jasenovac. He decrees the number 
of victims. He almost partially exonerated the Ustasha and said 
Jasenovac was not only a death camp but was also a collection 
of workshops. He preferred to consider it all work help. You had it

in Auschwitz. In Auschwitz and Birkenau young people were used 
for work but in the proximity there was also the gas chamber and 
the crematoria. You can't say Birkenau was a work camp. It was 
a death camp, with Auschwitz. Jasenovac was that, but Tudjman 
denied that. He accused Israel of Nazi policy against the Arabs. 
He decrees a number of victims in Jasenovac to about 30-40,000. 
Nobody is able to count the dead because they were thrown into 
collective graves and covered with earth. But one victim is the 
same as a million victims. 


Let us consider the exceptional attitude of this Ustasha state 
towards the Jews and other victims, the timing of genocide and 
the way of genocide. And then if it is 80,000 or 300,000 or 600,000, 
that is of secondary importance. The most important thing is that 
Jasenovac was one of the most terrible death camps in Europe 
and that is the reason why it is among the five or six camps whose 
names were inscribed on the floor of the Hall of Remembrance in 
Yad Vashem. Thank you for your attention. And try to inform the 
Jews about Jasenovac and about the terrible deaths inflicted on 
our people.

Iwas 18 years old when I came to the сатр. We were standing in line 
in front of the barracks. We got spades and shovels and through the 
gate we went to the large Lonj Field. The Ustashas stopped us. One 
sergeant told us that we should dig a hole two meters deep. When we 
dug the hole, the Ustashas told us to move away some ten meters. 

In the distance I saw tens of Ustashas and beside them something 
small, low. When they came closer, what a sight | beheld! They were 
children. The children were obviously Serb and Jewish. Weakened, 
thin, torn, barefoot, disheveled, dirty, they looked so terrible one 
couldn't look at them. | saw them passing each other the children 
one by one and passing it to the Ustasha standing next to the pit. The 
Ustashas were passing the children one to the other and the one who 
was last, next to the pit would grab the child, throw it to the ground 
face down and using a wooden mallet, а carpenter's mallet, he 

would hit the child here in the base of the skull and at that moment 

1 would hear a squeal and the final scream of the child and the fall 

of the child in the pit. | was looking at this and | thought | would 

die, Tears were streaming down my cheeks and beside me sitting 

on the ground was a Jew, much older than men, but exhausted and 
weakened, He raised his head and loudly said: “God, if you are there, 
strike these criminals with lightning and kill them." They continued to 
do their work. And he said this two more times, God was silent and 
the Ustashas continued with their work. To this day, this is the most 
difficult memory ! have of this place Jasenovac. ' 


1 have recorded many of your things, but you said one thing 
about the liberation of Jasenovac, you said that when you are in 
company, you often speak of the Croats, the Ustashas. Would you 
please repeat this and would you also say a few words about why 
Jasenovac was not liberated, in your opinion? 2

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DANON: 


Posle rata, gde bi se god pojavio, ja bih bio neko čudo. Jer Jevrejin 
da je preživeo rat to je stvarno bila retkost. Preživeli su samo oni 
Jevreji koji su uspeli da pobegnu iz logora, Nijedan nije preživeo 
normalnim putem, nego jedino bekstvom. Nas sedam je pobeglo. 
Svi smo došli u partizane. Od nas sedmoro, troje je poginulo u 
borbi sa puškom u ruci, kao heroji, junaci. Uvek sam izazivao 
interesovanje i kad bi se našao u nekom društvu, uvek bi me pitali 
kako sam ostao živ. Ja bih kratko rekao da sam bio u Jasenovcu 

i da sam pobegao i da sam otišao u partizane. Međutim, njih je to 
jako zanimalo i nastavili su sa pitanjem tako da sam ja proširio to 
kazivanje. Bio sam zadovoljan da to govorim zato jer sam hteo da 
se istina čuje. U to vreme jedini je usmeni put bio da se ta iskustva 
prenesu jer je tadašnja vlast na čelu sa Titom branila da se ta istina 
čuje i to sve zbog lažnog bratstva i jedinstva. On je toliko bio protiv 
te stravične istine da je obišao ceo svet a u Jasenovac nije došao 
da se pokloni senima tih stotina hiljada nevinih žrtava. 


* Е sada kako to rekli ste mi da ste bili posle Jasenovca и 
partizanima. Jeste li bili blizu? 


DANON: 


Kako da ne. Bio sam u Slavoniji a tu, na tom terenu je i Jasenovac. 

1 često sam kad bih došao, sa nekim višim partizanskim 
rukovodiocem pokrenuo bih pitanje da bi trebalo da se oslobodi 
Jasenovac. Slavonske komande su to prihvatile. 1943. je u Slavoniji 
več postojao korpus čitav i napravljen je detaljan plan za napad 

na Jasenovac. Dogovoreno je sa jednom bosanskom divizijom da 
se sinhonizovano napadne; naš korpus iz Slavonije koji je tu blizu 

i Bosanci da predu preko Save i da napadnu onaj deo Gradine. 
Medutim, šta se desilo? Taj detaljno predvideni plan o napadu, 
napravljen je i poslan je u glavni štab Hrvatske. U glavnom štabu 
Hrvatske, komandant je bio Makarič. A komesar je bio Andrija 
Hebrang. Mislim da znate ko su ti ljudi i kakvi su bili. Odgovora 

nije došlo. Jednostavno su prešli preko toga. Znači nisu hteli 

da se Jasenovac oslobodi. A 1947. jedan od preživelih logoraša 
Jasenovca, napisao je knjigu o Jasenovcu i na to je protestvovao 
zagrebački katolički kler kod Makariča i on je zabranio tu knjigu 

i odmah posle toga je i sudska zabrana izvršena i knjiga je uništena. 


Da li postoje kopije te knjige? 
DANON: 


Nisam je našao. Tražim je. Ali naći će se, sigurno će se naći. 
Interesantno je to da kad bi u društvu pričao ove stvari ljudi su se 
zgražavali. Nisu mogli da veruju da čovek čoveku tako nešto zverski 
može da napravi. І na kraju bi me pitali, dobro, jesu li sve ustaše, svi 
hrvati bili takvi. Rekoh, nisu. Ali je većina bila na strani ustaša i sve 
ustaše su bili Hrvati. 
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DANON 


After the war, wherever I turned up, 1 would be some sort of a 
miracle. Because а Jew to have survived the war was a rarity. Only 
those Jews who managed to escape the camp survived. Not a 
single one survived the normal way, only by escaping. Seven of us 
escaped. We all joined the partisans. Of the seven, three died in 
combat, rifle in hand, as heroes. | was always the focus of interest 
because whenever | was in company, they would always ask me how 
1 managed to stay alive. | would briefly say that І was in Jasenovac 
and that | escaped and joined the partisans. However, (his was very 
interesting to them and they would ask me questions, 50 | expanded 
my story. | was happy to speak because 1 wanted the truth to be 
known. At the time, the only way was orally, because the authorities 
at the time, with Tito at the helm, didn't want the truth to be heard, 
because of so-called brotherhood and unity. He was so against this 
horrific truth that he travelled the world but not once did he come 

to Jasenovac to pay his respects to the ghosts of the hundreds of 
thousands of innocent victims 


You told me that after Jasenovac you joined the partisans 
Where you close by? 


DANON: 


Indeed. | was in Slavonia and that's where Jasenovac is. Often, when 
I would meet a higher ranking partisan commander, | would raise 
the question about liberating Jasenovac. The Slavonia command 
accepted this. In 1943 in Slavonia there was already a whole corps 
and a detailed plan of attack on Jasenovac had been made. It 

was arranged that together with a Bosnian division there would be 

a synchronized attack: our corps from Slavonia, nearby, and the 
Bosnians would cross the Sava and attack the area of Gradina. 
However, this is what happened. This detailed plan of attack was 
elaborated and sent to the Croatian head-quarters. In the Croatian 
head-guarters, the commander was Makarič. And the commisar was 
Andrija Hebrang. | think you know who these people were and what 
they were like. There was no answer. They simply brushed it away. 
That means they did not want Jasenovac to be liberated. And in 
1947 one of the surviving inmates of Jasenovac wrote a book about 
Jasenovac and the Zagreb catholic priesthood immediately issued 
a protest to Makarič and he banned the book and immediately after, 
there as a court order and the book was destroyed. 


Are there any copies of the book? 
DANON: 


I haven't found any. I'm looking. But it will be found, for sure. It is 
interesting that when I would talk about this in company, people 
would be horrified. They couldn't believe that man is capable of doing 
something so bestial to another man. And in the end they would ask 
me, fine, were all the Ustasha, were all the Croats like that. | would 
say, no. But most of them were on the side of the Ustasha and all 
Ustashas were Croats.

Ja sam sa šljakom zatrpavao te bare. Drugi je donosio kolicima i u 
jednom momentu vidim jednog ustašu koji stoji i gleda levo-desno. 
Naišao je jedan mladić, visok, lep i ovaj ga je zaustavio i pitao: „Ко 
si ti?" A ovaj mu otvoreno kaže: , Srbin." „Odakle si?" Kaze: „Iz Like." 
„Ааа, znam ja vas odlično. Vi ste bili žandarmerija, vi ste ubijali 
naše ljude, sve ćemo mi vas pobiti." 


Bio sam toliko blizu da sam mogao da mu vidim fizionomiju. To 
je bila jedna gruba jedna faca, neproduhovljena, koja je sa tim 
obrvama delovala stravično. On je tada tom mladiću rekao da se 
okrene. Ovaj se okrenuo, a taj Mrgud mu je žicom vezao ruke na 
leđa. Zatim je ponovo rekao: „Okreni se." Ovaj se okrenuo prema 
njemu i kaže: ,Zini". 


Ljudi u takvim situacijama su obeznanjeni, nemaju inicijative, toliko 
su uplašeni da su bukvalno stravično poslušni i ja nikad za sve 
vreme svog logorovanja nijedan gest otpora nisam video. Taj jadni 
čovek, Ličanin, mladić, otvorio je usta, a Mrgud je iz torbice svoje 
izvadio jedan veliki ekser. Taj ekser je imao glavu proširenu sa još 
jednim krugom tako da je taj krug predstavljao oslonac. Uzeo je taj 
ekser, zabio mu u usta sa šiljkom na gore a tim širim krugom na 
dole i jednostavno jednim udarom pesnice odozdo u bradu ekser 
mu je zabio u mozak. Taj Mrgud je likovao. Na njemu se videlo da 
uživa u tome što to radi. Jedan stravični, primitivni sadizam. A 
čovek je posle tog udarca, jednostavno se opustio i pao dole. Počeo 
je da se trza, da zadnju životnu snagu gubi, a iz usta mu je potekao 
mlaz krvi. On je stajao sve vreme dok se ovaj nije umirio i onda je 
glasno viknuo ,Grobari! Grobari!". A oni su kao poslušni psi dotrčali 
sa nosilima, stavili jadnika na nosilo i odneli. To je svakog dana 
radio bar po dva, tri puta.

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| have one more story which I've never told before. A few nights ago, / 
had a horrific dream about Jasenovac and my wife woke me because 
1 was screaming. At that moment, I suddenly had a vision of an event 
which I seem to have, by the nature of things, suppressed, and this 
thing happened when 1 сате to the camp. On the very same day, an 
old friend of mine approached me and asked me to give him some 
bread, and then he started giving me advice. | had по bread to give 
him because I had emptied all 1 had on the blanket in front of me. 

He advised me that there was one Ustasha who | was to beware of. 
He was called диа ("Ginger") because he was red-haired, freckled. 
He had a long moustache which pointed horizontally, this long. І 
described Žuča in my book and what I witnessed. And this other one 
was called Mrgud (“Grumpy”) and he described him to me: you will 
recognize him by his thick eyebrows that meet, bristly and black, At 
that moment, the young men were rushing to the bread which was in 
a pile. The Ustashas were shooting at them so I couldn't get detailed 
information about him, However, as it happened, with a group of 
inmates, when the snow melted | was filling in the holes in the large 
square between the main command of the camp, the brick-making 
facilities and the metal workshop. This was where all the worst 
things happened. | was filling the holes with shingle. Another man 
was bringing it in a wheelbarrow and then | saw an Ustasha standing 
there, looking left and right. A young man approached, tall, handsome 
and this guy stopped him and asked: "Who are you?" And the other 
said honestly: "A Serb.” "Where are you from?" He said: "From Lika." 
"Ah, | know you well. You were the gendarmerie, you killed our men, 
we will kill you all.” 


Iwas so close 1 could see his physiognomy. He had a rough face, no 
trace of refinement, and with the eyebrows he looked terrifying. Then 
he told this young man to turn. He turned, and Mrgud tied his hands 
behind his back with a wire. Then he said again: "Turn". The man 
turned and [Mrgud] said: "Open your mouth." 


In these situations, people are besides themselves, they have no 
initiative, they are so frightened that they are literally terrifyingly 
obedient and during all the time | was in the camp | never once 
witnessed an act of defiance. This poor man from Lika, the young 
man, opened his mouth and Mrgud took out a large nail from his 

bag. The nail had a head with a big circle so that this circle was a 
support. He took this nail and forced it in his mouth with the sharp 
end pointing upwards and the wide circle at the bottom and with a 
simple blow of his fist from below he forced the nail into his brain. A 
horrific, primitive sadism. And the man, after the blow, simply relaxed 
and fell to the ground. He started shaking, losing the last of his life 
force, and from his mouth blood shot out. He stood there until the 
other one stopped moving and then he shouted loudly: "Gravediggers! 
Gravediggers!" And they came, like obedient dogs, with the stretcher, 
and put the poor man on the stretcher and carried him away. He did 
this at least two or three times a day. 


And you dreamt this last night? 
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DANON: DANON:

-In May and June 1942, new transports arrived daily from the 
villages of Banija and Kordun. Bogdan Koljanin, the Partisan officer 
who married my younger sister after the World War Il, lost his 
father, mother and his sister's four children when Colonel Mrak's 
unit encircled his native Petrinjci and took all of the inhabitants to 
Jasenovac and Stara Gradiška. His sister Jula survived the camp by 
escaping in Maribor from a transport (and fleeing) to Germany, only 
later to disappear in the Croatian Operation "Storm" in 1995... 


А new crime shocked us. We heard whispering that Ustasha 
officer Ante Vrban ordered some women internees to bring their 
sick children to one cell in the Kula, where he murdered them with 
poison gas. The internee Gordana Mandič (later Friedlender) was 
among those women, and she was a witness at his trial after the 
war. Vrban was sentenced to death_ 


Frequent inspections caused new problems for us. We were 
ordered to line up in the camp courtyard, where we stood for 

hours and hours in the heat and dust. Maks Luburic, the notorious 
Ustashe commander who was in charge of all concentration camps, 
arrived from Jasenovac, and, with his assistants, was reading our 
"sentences". Those with one year sentence were called to line 

up on side, two-year sentences on the other side, and three year 
sentences to a third side. Our supposed crimes were read loudly, 
accompanied by shouting and cursing. 


In October 1942, Ustashe women in uniform arrived to live with 

us in the rooms next to ours. They were Nada Luburić, Bozica 
Obradović, Milka Pribanič and the women's camp commander, Maja 
Buždon.. 


.. left my very good friends, the anti-fascist, in the camp. In the 
end, the Ustashe murdered them. Yesterday 1 showed my friend 
Ackovič, the president of the Roma Congressional Party, photos of 
some of them, which 1 had gathered from their families. He said, 
sadly looking at them: "And we even don't have any photos of my 
people, the victims. Either they were too poor to be photographed or 
entire families were exterminated and nothing was left.”

„Bio je travanj 1942, sjećam se da je bio utorak kad nas ustaše 
digoše iz kreveta i potjeraše pred školu u selu. Odmah su nas na 
brzinu trpali u te kamione. Počeli su nas razdvajati od muškaraca, a 
kada smo stigli u logor, ponovo su odvajali sve muškarce iznad 15 
godina starosti na jednu, a žene i djecu na drugu stranu_ 


Nakon toga nas strpaše u zloglasnu Kulu. Bolje reči pakao - 
kakav ljudski rod ne upamti.. Poneki ustaša bio је dolje medu tim 
narodom, navodno pravio red, a u stvari to su bili krvnici, koji su 
klali i mučili tu jadnu raju - žene i djecu. 


To je bio užas koji je trajao tri tjedna. Mučili su nas glađu i žeđi. 
Kada bi nam dopremili jelo, to je bio uglavnom kukuruzni škrob, 
umjesto soli i začina umučen živom sodom, od čega tijelo gori, a 
vode nema.. Kada bi s vremena na vrijeme i dozvoli da se uzme 
malo vode, nastala bi užasna gužva i otimanje vode. Tada bi taj 
ustaša zabranio daljnju upotrebu. 


Pokraj mene znam da je izdahnulo 5-6 žena, a djeca su masovno 
umirala od gladi i krvavog proljeva - dizenterije, jer su bila 
zatrovana živom sodom. Svako jutro bi se pojavio dežurni ustaša 
s logorašima, koji su sakupljali mrtvu djecu, bacali na kolica i 
odvozili izvan tog kruga, izvan logora pokraj Save i bacali u neke 
rupe, a kada bi naišla voda, onda bi leševe odnosila Sava.

"They put quicklime in the food 


From Rogolj, near Okučani, she describes her internment in the 
Stara Gradiška camp with these words 


“it was April of 1942. | remember it was a Tuesday when the 
Ustasha raised us from our beds and made us go to the school 

in the village. They quickly loaded us onto trucks- They started 
separating us from the men, and when we arrived at the camp, 
they separated the men above 15 years of age to one side, and the 
women and children to another... 


After that they put us in the infamous Kula (Tower). Better call it 
hell - such as no man can imagine. Some of the Ustasha would 
remain down there with the people, allegedly to keep the order, but, 
in fact, they were all murderers, who butchered and tortured those 
poor people - the women and children. 


This horror lasted for three weeks. They tortured us with hunger and 
thirst. Whenever they brought us food, it was mostly cornstarch, 
instead of salt and spices, it was mixed with quicklime, which 
makes the body burn, and there's no water. From time to time, they 
would let us have some water and there would be a terrible rush to 
get the water. Then they would forbid us to get water. 


Next to me 5-6 women died, the children died in great numbers 
because of starvation and bloody diarrhea - dysentery - because 
they were poisoned with quicklime. Every morning the Ustasha on 
duty would appear with other inmates and they would collect the 
dead children, throw them onto carts and take them away from the 
campgrounds, to the Sava, and whey would throw them into pits, 
and when the water came the bodies would be taken by the river. 


This was a hell that cannot be described in words... My children 
died. My little girl died in my lap; they took her away from me for 
good. And my little nine-month-old boy died on my chest, suckling 
an empty breast. He was also taken by the murderers and driven 
away... | can see this scene in my mind and it is difficult for me to 
mention it. 


In Germany, in Leipzig, ! worked for a year in a woolen mill. Then 
they transferred me to the military industry to produce grenades 
and ammunition, where I stayed until 15 September 1945.“

Bila je zatočenica hrvatskog ženskog logora u Staroj Gradiški dve 
godine i osam meseci. Iz njene izjave, donosimo deo koji govori o 
tragediji dece u ovom logoru: 


„U vrijeme dok sam bila u logoru Stara Gradiška vršena je likvidacija 
ubijanjem na razne načine više grupa žena i djece. 


-U ljeto 1942. godine dopremljeno је u logor mnogo kompletnih 
porodica iz okolnih sela i sa područja Kozare.. Ova masa je prolazila 
dva dana pored logora i smještena je na jednu čistinu unutar logora, 
gdje su odmah odvojena djeca od majki, žene od muškaraca. 
Noćima su se odavde čuli samo jauci i jezoviti krici majki i djece.. 


Jedna grupa djece, odvojena od majki, među kojima je bilo starih 
od nekoliko dana pa do šest ili osam godina, njih oko par stotina, 
nabacana je u dvije sobe i to jedno na drugo, gdje su ugušena 
plinom. Tom likvidaciom djece rukovodio je Ante Vrban, ustaški 
poručnik. Naredio je on zatočenicama kojih je bilo 12, da ovu djecu 
okupaju i ošišaju, a onda su ona cijeli dan stajala na suncu, onako 
gola, bez hrane i vode. Predveče je naređeno da se djeca pobacaju 
u određene prostorije. Kada su žene počele da smještaju mališane 
jedno pored drugog, Vrban je vikao da se bacaju jedno na drugo i 
stalno je stajao pored vrata s pištoljem u ruci. Djeca su iste noći 
pogušena plinom... 


Pored ove koja su pogušena plinom, jedna veča grupa djece, njih 
oko 300 do 400, smještena su u neke druge prostorije i ostavljena 
bez hrane i vode. Ubrzo su sva ona oboljela od dizenterije i umirala 
su u grupama od 10 do 15 pa iviše dnevno. Jednom sam i ja bila 
odredena na dežurstvo da idem prati ovu djecu. Tada sam vidjela 
da su to samo kosturi, koji su ležali nepomično na podu.

She was an inmate of the Croatian camp for women in Stara 
Gradiška for two years and eight months. From her statement, we 
excerpt the part which speaks of the tragedy that befell the children 
in this camp: 


"During the time | was in the camp Stara Gradiška a liquidation of 
groups of women and children took place. 


_ In the summer of 1942 many families from the local villages 
and the region of Kozara were brought to the camp... This mass of 
people for two days passed through the camp and was placed in 
a clearing inside the campgrounds. The children were separated 
immediately from their mothers, the women from the men. For 
nights, only cries and horrific screams of mothers and children 
could be heard from this area... 


One group of children was separated from their mothers and among 
them there were some that were only a few days old, up to the 

age of six or eight. Around one hundred of them were thrown into 
two rooms, one on top of another, and there they were suffocated 
with gas. This liquidation of children was organized by Ante Vrban, 
the Ustasha lieutenant. He ordered about 12 inmates to bathe the 
children and cut their hari and then they were made to stand out in 
the sun the whole day, naked, without food or water. In the evening, 
the order came to throw all the children into special rooms. When 
the children started putting the little ones one next to the other, 
Vrban shouted that they be thrown on top of each other and he 
stood by the door holding a pistol. The same night, the children 
were suffocated with gas... 


Besides these children who were suffocated with gas, a larger 
group of children, around 300 to 400 of them were placed in 
rooms and left without food or water. Very quickly, all of them got 
dysentery and died in groups of 10 to 15 or more а day. They | saw 
that they were mere skeletons, lying motionless on the floor.”

For me, the worst days in the camp were when huge numbers of 
people, women and children started coming from Kozara. It was 
even harder to listen to the screaming of mothers and children 
when they started taking away the children from the mothers 
During those days, the Ustasha looked like monsters, worse than 
the most horrible beasts. They were always drunk, probably to get 
more energy for the barbarism that they inflicted on the people 
brought over from Kozara. (~) 


We witnessed when the little children were suffocated with 

Zyklon. They were babies, infants, who the Ustasha took from their 
mothers, placed in some rooms, where they smothered them. In the 
morning, they threw all the dead children on carts and drove them 
off somewhere.

"Some moments are very deeply etched on my soul and they will 
stay there as wounds that cannot heal for the rest of my life. One 
day, the camp guards ordered a "performance", a lineup. We had to 
hold our clenched fists behind our neck. They announced that the 
Kozara children would be "baptized". Amongst the Ustasha that 
were preparing and performing this baptism was Priest Brekalo, 
dressed in priest's clothes and the Ustasha Mujica, who is known 
as one of the most vicious and bloodthirsty criminals in the camp. 
They took the children from the frantic mothers. One would be 
taken by Priest Brekalo and another by Mujica and they would 

stab them with their bayonets, while the mothers fell to the ground 
screaming. At the same time, we were ordered to run in a circle 
with our hands behind our necks. While we ran, in utter shock at the 
scene of murdered children, the Ustasha hit us with large sticks. 
However, we almost did not feel the pain. Two unfortunate mothers 
took their children and held them to their breasts. Later we learnt 
from the other inmates that they were immediately burned together 
with their dead children."

The victims were held in the tunnel until the moment they 
were taken to the kilns. 


The kilns operated in shifts. In each one around 40 people could 
fit at any one time. People were killed with mallets, iron bars, they 
were butchered, sometimes they were thrown into the kilns alive 
or half-alive. Thick smote rose from the factory chimney and went 
through the roof. The stench of burning human flesh reached 
Jasenovac. Everybody knew what was happening in the brick 
factory. Even the neighboring villages. 


Rape of women and bestial orgies 


... The mass raping of women took place on the first floor of the 
brick factory, where the civilian administration of the camp was. 
The administration had to leave until the “investigation” was over. 
The Ustasha take several of the more good-looking women and 
then the orgies last for several days. After they've had their fill, the 
Ustasha beasts kill those women...”

Tada sam video kako se ljudska tela tope na vatri kao vosak.

The Ustasha threw the prisoners into the fires of the brick kiln 
alive 


Maksim Dimič, from Ostrovica near Benkovac, in his statement 
before the Commission for the establishment of crimes, described 
thus the suffering of the prisoners in the brick kilns in the 
Jasenovac camp: 


"The brick factory operated night and day, because great amounts 
were needed to build the walls and bunkers around the camp. Work 
in the factory was so hard that after just seven days none of the 
prisoners were recognizable. For several hundreds of inmates, the 
brick factory was the place where they died a terrible death. In 
February of 1942, the Ustasha brought a large number of women 
and children to the camp, and they killed them all near the brick 
kilns with axes and mallets. The killing lasted the whole day, 
because the murderers met with fierce resistance. The women 
jumped on the Ustashas' knives, dug their nails into their eyes and 
fell dead. Beaten to death, some still living, a group of prisoners 
had to throw them into the kilns. That was when | saw that in the 
fire human bodies melt like wax.

From the electrical pole I was 
working on | saw with my own eyes when they butchered my wife 
and children. If | hadn't been tied to the pole, I would have fallen 
with shock. My mouth went numb and later | couldn't speak. On the 
return, the Ustasha beat me until we reached the camp asking me 
to sing Hungarian songs.”

They arranged so-called gladiator combat every time an Ustasha 
official from the headquarters in Zagreb visited. We prisoners 

were lined up around the place where the "gladiator combat" took 
place. The camp administration would choose two from the lineup, 
usually two brothers, or two cousins and they would put them in 
the middle of the circle. Each one of the chosen friends would be 
given a wooden mallet and after the signal they would have to hit 
each other until one of them died. The administration would then 
choose another prisoner from the lineup, who would get his friend's 
mallet and the game would continue, These games lasted up to 
two hours and during the terrible torture of us watching and those 
dying, several prisoners would be killed. These gladiator games 
were attended by the Ustasha from the camp, headed by the camp 
commander Ljubo Miloš. They would sit in front of us, enjoying the 
spectacle, laughing and shouting: “Hit better, hit harder.”

"Stamping and peeling of children" 


She was an inmate of the Stara Gradiška camp from June 1942 to 
February 1943, These are her experiences of the Ustasha crimes 
committed against the children in this infamous deathcamp: 


"In July of 1942 carts were constantly coming to the camp. They 
were the prisoners from Kozara, mostly women and children. They 
were captured by the Germans and Ustasha in their offensive on 
defenseless villages.. The everyday events in the fortress of Stara 
Gradiška and the campgrounds were more than horrific. 


The terrible cries of human pain, suffering, powerlessness and 
distress could be heard іп the campgrounds when the children were 
taken from their mothers, Usually, groups of Ustasha would round 
up with bayonets the women with their children. First, they asked 
that the women and children separate voluntarily and when this 
didn't happen, they lunged with their guns and bayonets and forcibly 
separated them. Some mothers ran up against the bayonets and 
fell from their stabs. The Ustasha trampled them with their boots 
and took the children to one side and the mothers to another. The 
screams would get louder and louder... 


The children were shoved en masse into the large camp building. 
More than 50 children were shoved into some rooms, where they 
could only fit if they stood up. Then 3 or 4 nuns, would go from 
room to room, carrying buckets with a liquid and with a brush they 
would wipe the children’s mouths. They would say that the liquid 
was against thirst. However, after one or two hours all the children 
would start screaming, howling and calling their mother, father, 
sisters, brothers. The children writhed in pain, and the screams 
would get more and more terrible. The little ones wailed in pain: 
"Mother, I'm dying." "Sister, I'm in pain." “Auntie, I'm thirsty.” The 
children convulsed and started dropping to the floor, and as there 
was no space they fell in piles like leaves .. Wounds would open 
on the bodies of the children. They soon died in horrible pain and 
suffering, and this went on for days. 


And the scene of the suffocation of children in the gas chamber, 

1 saw this, and it is something that 1 will never forget. The gas 
chamber was full of naked children, thrown one on top of another, 
in a pile... They forced around 500 children into that room. Before 
they turned on the gas, an Ustasha patrol came to inspect, lead by 
the Ustasha captain Barbarič. A child, one year old, was lying naked 
at the threshold of the room. Barbarič held down one foot of the 
child with his big boot, took the other foot in his hand and pulled 
the child apart and threw it onto the pile cursing its “Serbian and 
communist mother”.

Hitting pregnant women in the stomach 


Marija Jovanovič from Požega spent a year as an inmate of the 
Stara Gradiška camp. To the Commission which was to establish 
the crimes on 28 May 1945 she gave the following statement. 


"While I was in Kula, they put 200 of us in a room, and the food 

was so scarce the women went to the rubbish piles and took the 
intestines from slaughtered livestock and then they would cook it 
and eat it, but, of course, all of this secretly. In Kula we Orthodox 
were kept on the first floor, while the ground floor was for the Jews. 


One day transport came from Zagreb and | saw how at the entrance 
of Kula the Ustasha Ante Vrban killed a Jewish woman from Banja 
Luka because she wouldn't give him her money which he said she 
had hidden in her hair. 


1 saw how the Ustasha took the property of the peasants who were 
transported from Okučani, Bodergraj and other places. That's when 
Isaw that an Ustasha hit a pregnant woman in the groin and this 
woman was carrying two children in her arm. The blow caused a 
miscarriage and | saw that the embryo's head was split open."

They had not been 
given water for five days and then they were given heavily salted 
potato stew, and again, denied water. | saw when they butchered a 
sick child, who was supposed to be transported to Germany.”

From Novska, she was 17 when in February 1942 she was arrested 
by the Ustasha and after two months sent to the Stara Gradiška 
camp, where she remained to the end of the year. On her arrest and 
her days in the camp in Stara Gradiška, Milka has said: 


“1 was arrested with my mother and transferred to the Ustasha 
prison in Nova Gradiška... Tens, hundreds of questions were asked 
and repeated. | remained silent. I knew only one thing: admitting 
anything would extend my suffering. | was bereft of any expectation 


of surviving. 


Г experienced humiliation beyond words. | was beaten so much 
that the blows didn’t hurt me any more with pain. My skin started 
opening. They stood on те... 


One morning, the order came to line up and prepare... 1 started 
thinking what would happen to us... A group of us was brought to 
the camp Stara Gradiška. | spent two nights in the famous Kula 
(Tower). After that | was transferred with a group to the camp 
buildings outside the Kula complex... 


With a group of my friends | was ordered to work with the 
children... The children were literally thrown on the floor, naked and 
unconscious of what was happening in the short little lives... The 
Ustasha Maja Buždon, a woman - a monster - asked us to create 
some order, It was not possible. We had so little water we couldn't 
even refresh the children, let alone bathe them. There were no 
nappies or even rags... 


In the night they would take the little children and not far from the 
camp they would kill them and throw them in the Sava. Others were 
taken from their mothers and torturing the children they satisfied 
their murderous passions... 


What I have related is part of my life story. It is similar, even 
identical to many of the stories of the surviving inmates in the 
fascist deathcamps across Europe. | did not describe many of the 
details. They are so terrible, cruel and painful that they might seem 
unreal to some.

Djece je bilo toliko da ih ustaše nisu mogle sve smjestiti u 
nastambe. Stoga su, da „spriječe zarazu tifusa", odlučile da od 
bolesti i gladi iznemoglu djecu izdvoje i - uguše cijanom. Grupa 
logorašica, koje nisu znale što ustaše smjeraju, morala je nositi 
klonulu djecu, koja su ležala na goloj zemlji pod vedrim nebom. 
Žene su nosile onu djecu koja su bila obijeležena znakom minus, 
što je značilo da su bolesna. Dobile su nalog da dobro zatvore 
vrata. Tada je ušao ustaša Ante Vrban s cijanom. Ulazio je redom u 
sobe - sam. Žene su morale čekati napolju. Da se nije u jednoj od 
tih soba dogodilo nešto što je izazvalo u Vrbana bijes, nitko ne bi 
mogao ni naslutiti što se odigravalo s onom jadnom i izmučenom 


djecom. 


Vrata jedne sobe Vrban nije mogao otvoriti. Nešto je zapinjalo. 

Iz sobe se čuo stravičan krik djeteta. Vrban je bijesno uletio, a 
logorašice su šutke prišle otvorenim vratima i gledale: djeca su se 
jedno preko drugog razmiljila po sobi, a iza vrata je ležalo jedno 
dijete u nesvjestici, još se trzajući od bole. Ono je, pužući rukama 
bilo zašlo pod vrata, pa ih zato Vrban nije mogao otvoriti. Onda je 
on zgrabio za nogu to dijete i njime tako snažno tresnuo o zid daje 
djetetu prsla glava i prosuo se mozak...

The Ustasha bring whole villages to the camp... Women with 
children up to the age of 12 are brought to Kula. The female 
inmates that worked in the laundries and the Ustasha warehouse 
told us that they were constantly being brought loads of 
bloodstained peasant women's clothes. It soon became known 
that the Germans were looking for laborers to take to Germany. The 
Ustasha offered the Germans women captured in the villages of 


Kozara. 


The mothers were told that they would go to work in Germany 
and then the children were registered... When the first group was 
registered, the children were taken from their mothers. 


The Ustasha did not allow long goodbyes, they snatched the 
children from the mothers' arms. When the registration was 
finished, all the children were taken to a part of the camp behind a 
wooden fence. Crying and screaming could be heard all around. 


There were so many children that the Ustasha could not house 
them all. For this reason, and also to "prevent an outbreak of 
typhus", they decided to separate all the sick and starving children 
and to suffocate them with cyanide. A group of women, who did 
not know what the Ustasha were planning, had to carry the weak 
children, who were lying on the ground, in the open. The women 
carried all the children which were marked with a minus, which 
meant they were sick. The got the order to close the door carefully. 
Then the Ustasha Ante Vrban entered with the cyanide. He entered 
the rooms one by one - alone. The women had to wait outside. If 
in one of the rooms there hadn't been something that had angered 
Vrban's, nobody could have guessed what was going on with those 
poor, exhausted children. 


Vrban could not close one of the doors. Something was jammed. 
From the room came a terrible scream of a child. Vrban went 

in angrily and the inmates silently came to the open door and 
watched: the children were crawling around the room and behind 
the door one child was lying unconscious, jerking in pain. It had 
crawled under the door and that was why Vrban could not open it. 
Then he grabbed the child by the foot and threw it against the wall 
with such force that its head cracked open and its brains spilled 
out... 


I don't know when exactly this happened - probably in August of 
1942 - when | was called to be on the night shift in the children’s 
camp. What | saw and lived through there on the night shift could 
not be described by Dante himself... One child was lying with its 
head in faeces, other children were lying wet on top of each other. | 
came up to a girl wanting to lift her up from the puddle of dirt, and

Zatočenici stajali su u 
nastupu na Ekonomatu logora, a mi zatočenice iz ženskog logora 
gledale smo sa prozora naših nastambi i čule pucnjeve. Ubio 

Da bi se krvnik Majstorovič uvjerio, da li su 
postreljani još, okretao bi ih nogama i gazio svaku svoju žrtvu. A 
vidjele smo i nož u njegovim rukama.

His intestines were hanging from him, covered in 
flies. Another girl was sitting with her back against the wall, with 
her legs stretched out, shoulders relaxed and her arms hanging 
down. When | knelt to move her from the mud, she just fell over. She 
was dead also... 


In the hall, next to the door the naked little bodies of children lay . 
The undertakers would load them onto carts, 30-40 a day. 


The poor, poor mothers, if they had known! 


TERKA GOJMERAC FRANJO' 


On Christmas Eve, 24 December 1942, | saw the Ustasha butcher 
by the name of Miroslav Majstorovič Filipovič shooting people. 
The prisoners were standing in line in front of the camp's supply 
department and I and other female inmates were looking from the 
windows of our dwellings when we heard the gunshots. He shot 
19 people at once. To make sure that the executed were dead, 

he would turn them over with his boots and stomp on each of his 
victims. We also saw a knife in his hands. 


In the period from autumn of 1942 to autumn of 1943, I was often 
witness to Maja Buždon's brutal torture of women. She would 
throw them into solitary confinement for any trivial reason with no 
food and no bed, so they had to sleep on the floor. Other Ustasha 
women, besides her, namely Nada Luburič, Milka Pribanič and 
Božena Obradovič - also stood out in their cruelty and torment of 
the imprisoned women. "

ŽIL FRKOVIČ - The Fate of Vukašin Mandrapa' 


The then commander of the Jasenovac concentration camp, Ivica 
Matković, ordered in January 1943 a camp prisoner Dr. Nedeljko Zec 
to examine Žil Frković, one of the bloodiest butchers of Jasenovac. 


"When | entered the room", says Dr. Zec, "Žil sat there completely 
disheveled, with his hair messed up, bloodshot eyes and drunken 
expression on his face. 


A half-drunk bottle of brandy was on the table as well as several 
glasses in disarray. "Oh, you came, doctor. Sit down on that chair and 
help yourself to some brandy, if you want." he said. 


"Do you know, doctor, that | can now slaughter you like a sheep and 
that | would not have to answer for that to anyone?" “I know’, | replied 
briefly. 


He got up from the table and began walking, snuffling and throwing 
chairs around the room. 


After a while, he somehow calmed down, and then suddenly chuckled, 


uttering some inarticulate sounds, leaned over the table and fixed his 
gaze on me. 


“You know, doctor, why I called you here tonight? Of course you don't. 
Don't be afraid, | will not slaughter you. | have some other business

nikako da ga se oslobodim. Jest, onaj stari mi se uvrtio u glavu, pa

Zastao je kao da se koleba, da bi još neujednačenije nastavio: 


»Vrlo dobro znaš tko sam ja. Stari si logoraš i znaš sve, pa čemo stoga 
igrati otvorenih karata. Eto ja, Žile, najkrvaviji ustaša u Jasenovci, 

koji je poklao desetine hiljada logoraša i najviše zadovoljstvo doživio 
u tom klanju, eto, taj Žile je sada poslednja pačvara, zbog tamo 
nekakvog starog, smrdljivog seljačine Vukašina iz Klepaca.” 


Ponovo je zastao, ispio čašu rakije, pa nastavio: 


»Ti se sjećaš kada je u kolovozu bio veliki nastup u logoru i kada je 
Jure Maričič poslao oko 4.000 ljudi u Gradinu na klanje. Tada smo se 
Pero Brzica, Zrinušič, Šipka i ja opkladili tko če te noči zaklati najviše 
logoraša. Otpočeli je klanje, i ja sam več poslije jednog sata po broju 
zaklanih bio daleko ispred ostalih. Obuzeo me te večeri neki neobičan 
zanos, činilo mi se kao da sam na devetom nebu. Nikad u životu 
nisam osjetio takvo blaženstvo, i več poslije nekoliko sati zaklao sam 
1.100 ljudi, dok su ostali jedva stigli da zakolju po 300-400. | tada, dok 
sam bio u najvećem zanosu, slučajno sam bacio pogled u stranu i tu 
ugledao jednog postarijeg seljaka koji s nekim neshvatljivim mirom 
stoji i spokojno gleda kako ja koljem i kako mi se žrtve u najvećim 
mukama preturaju. Taj njegov pogled nekako me presjekao: učinilo 

mi se kao da sam se iz onog najvišeg zanosa najednom skamenio i 
jedno vrijeme nisam mogao da se maknem. A zatim sam otišao do 
tog seljaka i saznao da je on neki Vukašin (Mandrapa) iz sela Klepaca 
kod Čapljine, kome su u kući sve poubijali, a njega s nekih šumskih 
radova poslali u Jasenovac. On je sve to govorio s nekim nedokučivim 
mirom, koji je mene teže pogađao nego sva stravična kuknjava 

oko nas. Gledajući i slušajući ga, u meni se najednom razbuktala 

želja da mu mir i spokojstvo razbijem najsvirepijim mučenjima i da 

u njegovim mukama, bolu i koprcanju povratim zanos i blaženstvo 
uživanja. Izdvojio sam ga i stavio na jedan panj. Naredio sam mu da 
vikne: „Živio poglavnik Pavelić", ako to ne kaže, da ću mu odsjeći uho. 
Vukašin je šutio. Otkinuo sam mu uho. Nije rekao ni riječi. Ponovo sam 
mu rekao da viče: ,Živio Pavelić", ili ću mu otkinuti i drugo uho. On je 

i dalje šutio: otkinuo sam mu i drugo uho. Viči: ,Živio Pavelić", ili ću 

ti otkinuti nos. A kad sam mu i po četvrti put zapovjedio da uzvikne 
„Živio Pavelić", i zaprijetio da ću mu nožem izvaditi srce iz grudi, on 
me pogledao, i uperivši pogled nekako kroz mene i preko mene u 
neizvjesnost, polako i razgovijetno mi je dobacio: ,Radi ti, dijete, svoj 
posao!" 


Poslije svega te njegove poslednje riječi potpuno su me izbezumile, 
skočio sam i iskopao mu oči, isjekao srce, prekao grlo od uha do uha i 
nogama ga sjurio u jamu. Ali, tada je i u meni nešto prepuklo i te noći 
nijesam više mogao da koljem. Pero Brzica je pobijedio, jer je zaklao 
1.350 logoraša, i ja sam mu bez riječi platio opkladu. 
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with you tonight. You have to promise me that you will help me.” 
“I'll do what | can.” 


“Anyway, doctor, we're here now alone, the two of us. And if anyone 
finds out anything about what we have talked about here tonight, you 
know what's coming to you." 


He then continued talking incoherently and hesitatingly: 


"| can no longer stand this torment. Nothing helps me anymore, not 
even slaughter, nor the torture, blood, screaming, women, liquor .. He 
got inside of my head and | cannot seem to get rid of him. Yes, that 
old man got inside of my head, and | am simply unable to find my 
peace on mind." 


He stopped talking as if he was hesitating, only to continue in a even 
more incoherent manner. 


"You know very well who | am. You're an old camp inmate and you 
know everything, so we're going to talk openly. I, Žile, the bloodiest 
Ustasha in Jasenovac, who slaughtered tens of thousands of camp 
inmates and experienced the greatest satisfaction in the slaughter 
well, that same Zile is now the worst spineless mane because of some 
old, smelly peasant Vukašin from Klepci." 


He paused again, drank a glass of brandy, and continued talking: 


"You remember that in August there was a great performance in 

the camp, and that Jure Maričič sent about 4.000 people to be 
slaughtered in Gradina. It was then that Pero Brzica, Zrinušič, Sipka 
and | waged a bet on who would slaughter more prisoners that night. 
The slaughter began, and already after an hour | was far ahead of the 
rest of them by the number of slaughtered people. | was overwhelmed 
with a strange fervor and it seemed to me that | was in seventh 
heaven. I had never felt such bless in my life. And already after a few 
hours I slaughtered 1.100 people, while the others only managed to 
kill 300 to 400 each. And then, at the moment when | was experiencing 
the greatest ecstasy | accidentally glanced sideways and noticed an 
elderly peasant standing there and peacefully and calmly watching 

me slaughter my victims and them dying in the greatest pain. The look 
in his eyes shook me to the core: it appeared to me that in the midst 
of the greatest ecstasy | suddenly froze and | couldn't make a single 
move for quite some time. And then | walked up to him and found 

out that he was some Vukašin (Mandrapa) from the village of Klepci 
near Čapljina whose whole family had been killed, and who was sent 
to Jasenovac after having worked in the forests. He was saying all of 
this with an incomprehensible peace that affected me more than the 
terrible cries around us. By looking at him and listening to what he was 
saying, | suddenly felt the urge to shake his peace with the most brutal 
torturing in order to restore my fervor while looking at him suffering 
and struggling and in order to continue to enjoy the causing of pain. 

I singled him out and sat him down on a log. | ordered him to cry 

out: "Long live Poglavnik Pavelić", or | would cut his ear off. Vukašin 
remained silent. | ripped his ear off. He didn't say a word. | told him 
once again to shout "Long live Pavelič!", or | would cut off the other

"Long live Pavelić", or I'll cut off your nose. And when | ordered him 
for the fourth time to shout "Long live Pavelic!" and threatened to take 
his heart out with a knife, he looked at me, and by somehow looking 
through me and over me into uncertainty, he slowly and clearly said: 
"Do your job, child." 


After that, these words of his totally confused me. | jumped, pulled 
out his eyes, tore out his heart. Cut his throat from ear to ear and 
threw him into the pit. But then something broke within me and | could 
no longer kill that night. Pero Brzica won the bet because he had 
slaughtered 1.350 prisoners and I paid the bet without saying a word. 


Since that night | cannot find my peace of mind. Whenever | try 

to regain that feeling of ecstasy and satisfaction in torturing and 
slaughtering people, that look in Vukašin's eyes suddenly shoots right 
through me and | become completely exhausted, | throw my knife and I 
can no longer slaughter. | started drinking a lot, but this helps only for 
a moment. When I drink, especially at night, I often flinch when | hear 
his voice: „Оо your job, child!” And so | became the worst weakling and 
nothing that | do can help me anymore.” 
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PRIZNANJE ZLOČINA 
CONFESSING TO THE CRIMES 


Ante Vrban 


Ustaški bojnik i član uprave logora Stara Gradiška, na sudskom 
procesu Ljubi Milošu i grupi ustaških zlikovaca 14. jula 1948., ovako je 
odgovorio na jedno pitanje sudije: 


.0 likvidaciji djece znam to da je bilo dosta djece u logoru, te 
određena liječnička komisija koju su sačinjavali zastavnik Ilija 
Bukovac i dr Buki Kunorti, koji su imali zadatak da proberu zdravu 
djecu, koja su upućena u Zagreb, Sisak, Jasku i Feričance. Prilikom 
pregleda, komisija je pronašla 63 djece bolesne i predložila da ih treba 
likvidirati. Upravitelj logora Mile Orešković naredio je meni i Grubišiću 
da izvršimo likvidaciju pomenute djece. Jerko Grubišić je predložio 
da djecu podavimo i kad je ušao među djecu, djeca su ga pogadila, 
tada smo zajedno naredili da se djeca likvidiraju pomoću plina. Tom 
prilikom likvidirano je svih 63 djece, koja su se nalazila u jednoj sobi." 


Ante Vrban 


Ustasha major and a member of the Stara Gradiška concentration 
camp command, at the court process of Ljubo Miloš and a group of 
Ustasha war criminals on 14 July 1948, answered the judge's guestion 
with the following words: 


"As far as the liguidation of children is concerned, | know that there 
were a lot of children in the camp, and there was a doctors' committee 
comprised of Sergeant Major Ilija Bukovac and Dr. Buki Kunorti, who 
had the task of selecting healthy children to be sent to Zagreb, Sisak, 
Jaska and Feričance. During the examination, the committee found 
63 sick children and suggested they be liquidated. Camp commander, 
Mile Oreškovič ordered me and Grubišič to perform the liquidation of 
the said children. Jerko Grubišič suggested we should strangle them, 
but when he entered the group, he was disgusted by the children, so 
we ordered to have the children liquidated by gas. On this occasion we 
liquidated all 63 of the children, who were all in one room."

Marija Maja Buždon Slomič 


Zapovednica ženskog logora u Staroj Gradiški, uhvačena je u Zagrebu 
neposredno po završetku rata 1945. godine i osudena na smrt 
vešanjem. Govoreči o svoji zločinima, ona je, izmedu ostalog, izjavila: 


„Oktobra 1942. godine dobrovoljno sam stupila u ustaški pokret 
odakle sam rasporedena u ustaški logor Staru Gradišku. Nakon 
dolaska u logor postavljena sam za upravnicu zatočeničkog logora 
Stara Gradiška. Na toj dužnosti imala sam uglavnom dužnost vodenja 
brige oko zatočenica i njihovog rada i kretanja. Medu ostalim, 
učestvovala sam u masovnom ubijanju, kao i ostali dužnosnici i 
dužnosnice spomenutog logora. Detaljno se ne bih mogla sjetiti svih 
zločina koje sam počinila, ali u sječanju mi je najbolje ostalo prvo 
ubistvo koje sam izvršila nad nepoznatom staricom u Kuli logora 
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Marija Maja Buždon Slomič 


Marija Maja Buždon Slomič, the commander of the female 
concentration camp in Stara Gradiška, was arrested in Zagreb in 1945, 
shortly after the end of the war, and sentenced to death by hanging. 
Talking about her crimes, among the other things, she declared: 


“In October 1942 | voluntarily joined the Ustasha movement where | 
was assigned to the Ustasha concentration camp in Stara Gradiška. 
Upon the arrival to the camp | was appointed head of the prisoner 
camp Stara Gradiška. On this post I mostly had to take care of female 
prisoners and their work and movements. Among other tasks, | took 
part in mass executions, just like other officers of the camp. | cannot 
recall in detail all the crimes | committed, but | clearly remember the 
first execution | performed in the Kula unit of the Stara Gradiška camp.

Stara Gradiška. Zločin sam izvršila na taj način što sam staricu 
povalila na pod i opalila joj metak u sljepoočnicu. Poslije toga ja sam 
pripremala za klanje stotine i stotine žena i djece, koji su bili izvučeni 
izvan logora i ubijani od meni nepoznatih ustaša, koje je predvodio 
ustaški nadporučnik Ante Čenan, Nikola Gargo, ustaški vodnik, Mirko 
Runjaš zvani Cigo i mnogi drugi. Takoder sam lično izvršila ubistvo 
jedne žene pred bunarom u dvorištu Kule, i to па taj način što sam 

joj opalila metak u prsa, a povod je bio taj što je zatražila cigaretu od 
prisutnog stražara koji se nalazio na stražarskom mjestu. To je bilo 
negdje u jesen 1943. godine, a datuma se ne mogu sjetiti. Poznato mi 
je da izvršeno ubistvo dovedene djece sa Kozare kojih je moglo biti 
blizu 200, i to na taj način što su bila zatvorena u dvjema prostorijama 
kojima su bila dobro oblijepena vrata i prozori. Zatim su prostorije 

u kojima su se nalazila djeca ispunjene ciklonom, tako da su sva 

bila pogušena. Djeca su iznesena tek kada smo saznali da je ciklon 
bezopasan. 


Sječam se da sam više puta dobivala naredenja iz ustaškog 
zapovjedništva logora da pripremim grupe žena i djece koje su bile 
odredene za likvidaciju. Najčešče se dešavalo da su te žene i djeca 
vodeni izvan logora te likvidirani u Maloj Mlaki i Jablancu, jedan dio 
njih je bacan u Savu. Leševi ubijenih žena i djece zatrpavani su u 
zajedničke jame. Na groblju koje se nalazilo uz same zidine ubijan 
je i narod. Ja sam gledala kako su ubijani i zatrpavani i to tako da 
su u pojedine iskopane rake zakopavali više leševa, dok je na grob 
postavljen samo jedan križ. 


U samom logoru bile su određene dvije prostorije u Kuli nad kojima 
sam ja imala nadzor za likvidaciju. Zločine smo izvršavali u noći. Ja 
sam uvijek prethodno dobivala naređenje da zaključam ostale ćelije, a 
kako sve ćelije nisu imale ispravne ključanice, to sam zatvarala hodnik 
koji je vodio do tih soba. To smo radili zbog toga da drugi zatočenici 
ne bi čuli krikove ubijanih. Ostali zatočenici znali su ipak za sve te 
zločine.

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It was an old woman, unknown to me, whom | threw down on the floor 
and fired a bullet into her temple. After that | prepared the slaughter of 
hundreds and hundreds women and children, who were taken outside 
the camp and killed by some Ustashas | didn't know, led by the First _ 
Lieutenant Ante Čenan, Ustasha Seargent Nikola Gargo, Mirko Runjaš 
Cigo and many others. | also personally murdered a woman in the yard 
of the Kula, by firing a bullet into her chest. The reason for her killing 
was that she asked for a cigarette from a guard on duty. This was 

in the autumn of 1943. | cannot remember the exact date. | know of 
the execution of around 200 children brought from Kozara, who were 
killed by being kept in two rooms with thoroughly sealed windows and 
doors. The rooms would get filled up with Zyklon, causing all children 
to suffocate. The children were carried out only when we were sure the 
Zyklon's deadly effect was gone. 


I remember multiple orders from the Ustasha headquarters of the 
camp to prepare groups of women and children designated for 
liquidation. In most cases these women and children were taken 
outside the camp and executed in Mala Mlaka or Jablanac, and some 
of them were thrown into the river Sava. The corpses of murdered 
women and children were buried in mass graves. The people were 
being killed at the graveyard right next to the walls. | watched them 
being killed and buried by throwing multiple corpses into one pit, with 
only a single cross placed on top of the grave. 


Inside the camp two rooms were designated in the Kula where | 
supervised the liquidation. We committed the crimes at night. | would 
always first receive the order to lock the other cells, and as some 
rooms did not have working locks, | would close the whole corridors 
leading to those rooms. We did this so that the other prisoners would ape 
Not hear the screams of the executed. Other prisoners did, however, sh 
know about all the crimes. The murders were usually performed by XX 
a heavy steel ball, known as the Maul, while some individuals such 

as Jozo Stojčić, Runjaš, Vukovič and a few others from the security D 
service used knives. The corpses of the slaughtered prisoners were * 
buried or their согр$е$ were thrown in river Sava.

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Leading German politicians, diplomats, envoys and Wehrmacht senior 
military officers initially rendered relentless support to the Ustasha 
movement and its leader Ante Pavelic. First and foremost, Pavelic 
enjoyed the support of German "Fuehrer" Adolph Hitler in person, who 
also supported Pavelic in his intolerant anti Serb policy. However, after 
first bloody massacres, some German officials and officers started 
to drift away from the Ustashi, while after massive Ustashi crimes, 
they were even horrified by inhuman acts and atrocities committed by 
the Ustashi. The billboard displays a selection of German documents 
reflecting the German position towards Pavelic, Ustashi and their 
misdeeds. 


In the document below, the German Envoy to Zagreb, Kasche, clearly 
underlines the major role played by Ustahsi in the Independent State 
of Croatia (NDH), admitting at the same time their inability to run the 
state, which he notes a year-and-a-half following the proclamation of 
NDH. Kasche draws particular attention to the Ustashi intention to 
"exterminate all Orthodox Christians (Serbs) in the NDH territory, thus 
acknowledging the Ustashi's genocidal intent.

Daily reports and eyewitness accounts have created among the 
Serbian authorities in Belgrade responsible for the admission of 
refugees a bleak picture of the events in Croatia, of which only some 
facts have been cited herein. 


In Mostar, Herzegovina, Serbs lived undisturbed till 28 June 1941 
(St.Vitus Day). Mass arrests began that day hundreds of Serbs were 
taken to the bank of the Neretva River, tied with wire and shot, and 
their tied bodies were then thrown into the river. In a similar way, 

the killed Serbs ended up in the Una River or Serbs killed in Brcko in 
the Sava River. Especially notorious collection point for the arrested 
Serbs was a prison in Gospic where countless Serbs were killed. 

In Doboj, the persecution began in June 1941 b arresting Orthodox 
priests and shooting a selected group of wealthy Serbs. Like in Glina, 
a Serbian Orthodox church was used in Bernice as a prison and place 
of execution for Serbian men and women. By late May 1941, the 
Ustashi emptied all Serb inhabited villages near lake Plitvice. Orthodox 
churches were destroyed in Perjasnica, Veljun, Poloj, Trzic, Stobolic, 
Krajak, Vojnic and Kastinja. In Butiznica valley, the Ustashi killed 530 
Serbs with axes and shovels and buried them in mass graves. In the 
vicinity of Sarajevo, entire villages were exterminated and completely 
destroyed. Mass executions of Serbian peasants were carried out, 
inter alia, in Vrace (Near Sarajevo). Many prisoners were taken to 
labour camps in Velebit region or to the salt works in the Island of 
Pag. 


Especially notorious as a mass killing site for Serbs and Jews 
became, in the first place, Jasenovac camp situated on the bank of 
the Sava River, built in the summer of 1941. The more the Pavelic 
regime's efforts to cleanse large segments of the Serbian population 
met resistance by the German military authorities, the more grew the 
numbers of people “interned” in Jasenovac (and other camps). The 
worst sanitation and other living conditions resulting in enormously 
high death rate as well as various campaigns of killings of prisoners 
brought Jasenovac the bad name of a death camp.

A 
number of senior officers were recalled due to differences in relation 
to Ustashi. On several occasions, the Leader had to deal with this 
untenable situation and he ordered, yesterday, immediate disbanding 
of all Ustashi formations, particularly those of “wild Ustashi", with the 
exception of regular Ustashi militia. Establishment of new formation 
will be considered after the purges (...) 


The General stated in his report that the whole country had been 
enveloped by a sense of highest insecurity legal-wise. As a perennial 
connoisseur of all former Yugoslav territories. | must, unfortunately, 
agree with this opinion. Nevertheless, the Serbian issue has strongly 
deteriorated as a result of the expulsion of Serbs. This brutally 
conducted expulsion, along with myriads of earlier atrocities, will 
result in a big powder keg and unrest of such proportions that would 
be difficult to constrain.

1) Razlozi nastanka ustaničkog pokreta i delovanja bandita 


a) Kao najvažniji razlog za rasplamsavanje banditskih aktivnosti, 
moraju se navesti svirepi zločini nad pravoslavcima, koje su izvršile 
ustaške jedinice na hrvatskoj teritoriji. Ustaške jedinice počinile 

su na najbrutalniji način svirepe zločine, ne samo nad muškim i za 
odbranu sposobnim pravoslavnim stanovništvom, već i naročito nad 
nejakim starcima, ženama i decom. Broj pravoslavaca koje su ustaše 
masakrirali i pomoću sadističkih metoda izmučili do smrti, procenjuje 
se na oko 300 000. Zbog ovih zločina, brojni pravoslavci su prebegli 
preko granice, u Zapadnu Srbiju, i svojim izveštavanjem o događajima 
veoma uzburkali tamošnje srpsko stanovništvo. 


b) Prisilno pokrštavanje pravoslavnog u katoličku veru, koje su 
uveli Hrvati, i teror s tim u vezi, a koji se ogleda u najavljenom i 
sprovođenom bezobzirnom iseljavanju pravoslavaca u slučaju 
odbijanja pokrštavanja, takođe u velikoj meri doprinosi pogoršanju 
situacije. 


Ovde treba primetiti da je Katolička crkva nedavno, svojim merama 
pokrštavanja i prisilnog preobraćanja, forsirala ustaške zločine, time 
što je, i pri sprovođenju svojih mera pokrštavanja, koristila ustaše.

In this note, German diplomat Hewel describes the reasons underlying 
the outbreak of the uprising movment against the Ustashi, underlining 
the Ustashi responsibility for it, because of their brutal murders and 
expulsions of Serbs. Hewel also emphasizes the role of the Catholic 
Church in NDH, which encouraged those crimes, as well as forced 
Christrianization:

1) The reasons underlying the emergance of the uprising movement 
and bandit action. 


a) The major reasons for the flare-up of bandit activities were 

the horrible crimes committed by Ustashi units against Orthodox 
Christians, in the Croatian territory. Ustashi units committed most 
brutal crimes not only against Christian Orthodox men of fighting age, 
but also against frail elderly men, women and children. According to 
assessments, some 300.000 Christian Orthodox men were massacred 
and tortured to death by sadistic methods. These crimes prompted 
great many Orthodox Christians to flee across the border to Western 
Serbia, seriously upsetting the Serbian population by their reports on 
the situation they left behind. 


b) Forced conversion of the Christian Orthodox population to 
Catholicism, imposed by Croats, and the related terrorization of 

the population reflected in the announcements and carrying out of 
tuthless expulsions of Orthodox Christians should they refuse to 
convert to Catholisicm, also largely helped to worsen the situation. 
It should be noted that the Catholic Church has recently encouraged 
Ustashi crimes by taking measures aimed at Christianization and 
forced religious conversion, by way of involving Ustashi in carrying out 
its own conversion measures. This was not a difficult task, because 
the Croatian people is made up of fanatic Catholics. The fact is 
that Serbs living in Croatia, who have accepted Catholic conversion 
could live there undisturbed. According to the Memorandum of the 
Orthodox Church Synod, 10.000 Orthodox Christians were converted 
to Catholicism under such pressure. This indicates that the reasons 
for tension between the Roman Catholic and Christian Orthodox 
churches. 


c) It became evident that the Croatian Government was unable to curb 
Ustashi crimes, because the Leader's repeated harsh orders given to 
his inferiors rendered no results, just as his own rearrangement of his 
Ustashi organizations failed to put an end to crimes. 


d) As a result of its own total disorganization, undertrained 
commissioned and non commissioned officer corps, as well as 
moram deficiencies, the Croatian Army was unable to effectively 
combat gangs or impose itself on undisciplined Ustashi units as a 
factor determined to restore law and order.

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5) Predlozi

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5) Proposals 


As shown, Eastern Bosnia is the most important area posing the threat 
of fomenting uprising in all Serbian and Crotian populated territories. 
Tranquilization and neutralization of these territories 15 , therefore, 

the basic prerequisite for mitigating the entire Serbian and Croatian 
space. Since longer term occupation by the German Wehrmacht 

was not possible, it seemed that the following measures aimed at 
tranquilizing and securing the eastern Bosnian area seemed to be 


appropriate: 


The German side must seriously being the existing threats to the 
attention of the Croatian Government. Since it has been proved that 
the reasons for the flaring up of the uprising are crimes committed 
by Ustashi, it is incumbent upon the Croatian Government to make 
an additional effort to prevent fresh Ustashi crimes and, if needed 
to withdraw at least some of the Ustashi units from the territory of 


Eastern Bosnia. 


In order to ensure that the Croatian side takes all measures along 
these lines, it is necessary that after the withdrawal of German 
divisions from Eastern Bosnia, German military headquarters remain 
there so as to ensure that everything has been done on the croatian 
part to prevent the worsening of Ustashi crimes. Given the political 
situation, the German headquarters could present themselves as 
advisors or observers. 


Even members of the SS showed aversion to the Ustasha genocidal 
crimes against the Serbian people, as eloquently witnessed by this report:

The German SS Security Service, which in this context is certainly not 
prone to emotional exaggerations, has complied a report on the events 
that were known to it from the ground , which states: 


“Initially, the Ustashi behaved properly in an area that was under their 
command and slowly gained the confidence of the population. When, 
however, the German troops left the area in June, leaving only their smaller 
units behind, the Ustashi became active overnight and started with 

terror that caused dismay not only among the Serbs who were victims 

of the terror, but also among the majority of Croats. The terror campaign 
originated primarily from the so called Ustasha emigres (Ex Ustashi who 
went underground and fled to Italy). 


Population describes the following terrorist acts as particularly vicious, 
confidentially revealed by residents who appear as if they could be 


trusted. ae 


On a Saturday afternoon in June or July 1941, the Ustashi led by Ustasha Xx 
emigres, who for that very reason came from Zagreb, arrested all e 
Orthodox Christians among them women and children and led them to the 
prison in Glina. The same night there was a meeting of Ustasha leaders 

who lived in Glina, where the current Minister Dr.Puk Participated. Then, it

Zbog ovih zločina su gotovo svi seljani iz okolnih sela pobegli u šume i 
tamo se krili. Ustaše su im potom uputile proglas i obečale im potpunu 
slobodu, ukoliko pristanu da se pokrste u rimokatolike. Veliki deo 
seljana složio se s tim i napustio šumu, kako bi se vratio u svoja sela, 
Ubrzo potom, izvršene su pripreme za čin pokrštavanja, seljani su se 

u odlučnom maršu uputili ka Glini kako bi se pokrstili u srpskoj crkvi. 
Na krštenju se pojavilo oko 250 osoba, koje je u crkvi primilo šest 
pripadnika ustaškog pokreta. Nakon što su seljani ušli u crkvu, ona 

je zatvorena. Seljani su tada morali da legnu licem okrenutim prema 
zemlji, a onda su ih onih šest ustaša ubadali pripremljenim štapovima, 
nalik na piket. Potom su druge ustaše koje su se tu pojavile redom 
ubijale seljane (..)"

The Captured Orthodox were killed and buried the following night in a 
forest near Kihalac, near Glina. 


About three days layer, a day before the opening of the weekly market 
in Glina, two Ustasha emigrants and two detectives from Zagreb came 
to Glina and arrested 56 livestock dealers who came to Glina to buy 
livestock. The dealers were then also murdered in a forest near Kihalac 
and buried afterwards. It was rumoured that they were killed due to 
possession of a significant sum of money (..) 


Because of these crimes almost all villagers from surrounding 

villages fled to the woods and hid there. Then the Ustashi sent them 

a proclamation and promised them full freedom if they agreed to be 
converted to Roman Catholics. Manu of the villagers agreed and left the 
forest to return to their villages. Soon after, arrangements had been made 
for the ceremony of Catholic baptism of the villagers and they headed 
towards Glina in a decisive march to be baptized in the local Serbian 
Church. Around 250 people came to the church to be baptized and were 
received by six members of the Ustasha movement. After the villagers 
entered the Church, it was closed. The villagers were then forced to like 
face down on the ground, and were stabbed with prepared sticks similar 
to pickets by those six Ustashi. Then the other Ustashi who came there as 
well, killed the villagers one by опе...) 


In some instances, the German Wehramch, however, acted against the 
Ustashi, directly resisting in this way their atrocities, as testified to in the 
document below:

The Fuehrer did not agree with this measure executed orders of the 
Commander of the 708th Division, because he believes that it undermines 
the authority of the Ustasha movement under pinning the whole country of 
Croatia. He believes that this will have a more negative impact on the law 
and order in Croatia than unrest among the people caused by atrocious 
crimes,

(-) On (Firer), međutim, plaši se da je prisustvo nemačkih trupa 
neophodno kako bi se pružila jaka podrška hrvatskoj armiji, koja je tek 
u nastajanju. 


Tokom daljeg razgovora, poglavnik je na kartama pokazao gde se 
nalaze žarišta pobune, koje su trenutno u Istočnoj i Zapadnoj Bosni, 
kao i istočno od demarkacione linije na Fruškoj Gori.

Poglavnik je objasnio da je u velikom delu Hrvatske praktično rešio 
problem Jevreja, ali da se ne približava jevrejskim centrima kao što 
su Mostar i Dubrovnik, jer su mu Italijani objasnili da se ovde radi o 
delovima jednog većeg problema, za čije rešenje nije dobro prerano 
preduzimati neorganizovane korake. Osim toga, oni su kao argument 
naveli i obzir prema Vatikanu, pa čak i čast italijanske vojske naspram 
hrvatskih želja za rešenjem jevrejskog problema. (..) 


Poglavnik je primetio da je moguće da Jevreji budu deportovani u 
jednom delu Hrvatske, dok u drugim delovima. Gde su čim pre ponovo 
pokrenuli velike poslove, ne može da se uradi ništa protiv njih. Firer 

se složio sa njim i opisao Jevreje kao podzemne telefonske kablove i 
centre komunikacije ustanika, čije delovanje se mora sprečiti. (..)

This document shows that Hitler and the German Military Command 
were extensively informed of the developments in NDH. Hitler supported 
Pavelic's measures aimed at surpressing the resistance movement 
against the criminal ustashi policy in the NDH, including those dealing 
with the issue of Jews in NDH, who were, like Serbs, also persecuted 
and killed equally by Nazis and Ustashi, in respect of which there is no 
difference between the two movements:

(.) He (the Fuehrer), however, is afraid that the presence of German 
troops is needed as strong support to the Croatian Army, which is just in 
the process of formation. 


As the conversation went on, the Leader (Poglavnik) showed on maps the 
hotbeds of revolt currently in eastern and western Bosnia and east of the 
demarcation line on Mt. Fruska Gora. He pointed out that in the spring, the 
Serbian patriots caused riot only near Doboj and that difficulties arose in 
Central Slavonia. After defusing the situation in Western Bosnia, tensions 
eased everywhere and he hoped that the situation would stabilize. Then, 
however, partisan brigads of the overall strenght between 6000 and 8000 
men infiltrated from Montenegro in between the demarcation line and 
zone two. 


Asked by Fuehrer, General and Field Marshal Keitel showed individual 
flashpoints on a map. Then, the Fuehrer asked the Leader how he thought 
to put these flashpoints to an end. 


He said that Croatia was forming brigades, counting on the participation 
of Italy in the fight against insurgents. The Italians, however, indicated that 
they did not have a very strong force (...) 


Then, General Glaise gave a brief summary of the Croatian armed forces. 
On the once hand, there was the Ustasha movement consisting of 
members of the party, militiamen and ustahi troops comparable to the SS 
units and on the other hand, there was the Croatian army, the Home Guard 
who were not only similar to territorial forces, but in general had to be 
seen as the Croatian army (..) 


The leader explained that he had practically solved the problem of Jews 

in large parts of Croatia but that he avoided touching Jewish centres such 
as Maostar and Dubrovnik as Italians explained to him that this was part 
of a larger problem for whose solution was not well advised to take any 
unplanned steps early on. In addition, they cited their consideration for the 
Vatican as an argument, and even the Honour of the Italian army against 
croatia's desire for a solution to the Jewish problem (...) 


The leader noted that it was possible that Jews were deported in some 
parts of Croatia, while in other parts, where they restarted big businesses, 
nothing could be done against them. The Fuehrer agreed with him and 
described Jews as underground telephone wiring and communication 
centres for rebels whose actions had to be prevented (...)

Nema sumnje da se situacija u Srbiji pogoršala tokom poslednjih 
sedmica.

Stanje u Hrvatskoj, naročito od nedavno u Sremu, koje uvek za 
posledicu ima ubijanje velikog broja Srba. Masovna streljanja koja 
sprovode Hrvati u Sremu i stanje u logoru Službe bezbednosti u 
Zemunu, u ovom trenutku deluju naročito ekstremno.

I nemački general Glez fon Horstenau je znao za ustaške zločine, tako 
i za one počinjene u logoru smrti u Jasenovcu, zbog čega se lično 
obratio i nadbiskupu Alojziju Stepincu, koji je na taj način takođe bio 
direktno informisan o tim tragičnim zbivanjima. Glez fon Horstenau je 
insistirao kod Paveliča da se prestane sa ubijanjima u logoru, ali ga je 
Pavelič samo smirivao praznim rečima, tako da nemački pokušaji, da 
se nešto spreči i pogledu nasilnog režima u NDH, nisu urodili plodom:

The Ustashi murdered Serbs in Srem region, too, which also belonged 
to the territory of the NDH.

There is no doubt that the situation in Serbia deteriorated in recent 
weeks. Reasons for the deterioration are mainly: 


1. The situation in Croatia, especially more recently in Srem/Sirmium, 
which always results in the killing of a large number of Serbs. Mass 
executions carried out by Croats in Srem and the situation in the 
camp of Security Service in Zemun seem particularly extreme at the 
moment. To my knowledge, about 9000 prisoners from Stahl company 
of whom more than half are children or elderly people (up to 104 years 
old), are put up in this location, There are 100-200 people dying here 
ona daily basis of illness, and partly from hunger, because Croats do 
not provide them with the promised care and the German Wehmacht's 
quartermaster also refuses to allow the provision of care... 


German General Glaise von Horstenau knew about the Ustashi crimes, 
as well as about those committed in Jasenovac death camp, on which 
he personally addressed a letter to Archbishop Aloysius Stepinac, 
who received in this way first-hand information about these horrible 
misdeeds. 


Glaise von horstenau insisted with Pavelic to stop cam killings, but 
Pavelic just claimed him by using empty words, so that German 
attempts to prevent the violence of the NDH regime came to no 
fruition:

Concerning deportation of Serbs from Croatia to Serbia, 
Sturmbannfuehrer Eichamn reported that, according to his 
information, some 12000 Serbs have been deported. The actual 
number of Serbs illegally driven out, which is much higher, has not 
been currently known to him. 


(..)Of Einsatzgruppen Security Police (Sicherheitspolizei) and the 
Security Service (Sicherheitsdienst) in Zagreb as well as from "a 
number of private individuals”. More and more affirmative information 
onthe " completely unregulated emigration of Serbs" led him to ask 
for a meeting with Foreign Minister Lorkovic to present to him “all the 
material, also partly supported by photographs’, and to urge an end to 
the misuse of powers: 


"| also mentioned that the military commander (in Serbia) has just 
reported by telephone that, despite the reached mutual understanding 
and completely unannounced, 3000 Serbs arrived today in Belgrade, 
sent from Croatia partly on board ship and by two trains. | pointed 
out that, according to the statements by the Security Service, typhys 
appeared in certain areas west of the Drina river where Serbs were 
herded due to deportation (...) Tonight, according to a reliable source 
of information to the German general, in the city of Zagreb alone 800 
Serbs were arrested while in bed in the framework of the preparations 
for their transport and led away at gunpoint.” 


This cable was in reply to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs Decree 
No. Pol. 1/2141 of 25 June (4832/E 243 223-38), accompanied by 
the report by the Foreign Ministry Envoy addressed to the Military 
Commander in Serbia, Benzler, with several attachments on the 
persecution and forcible expulsion of Serbs in Croatia. 


A letter from the Head of the Military Command Headquarters in 
Serbia, Turner, addressed to the Legation in Zagreb (4827/E 24 241 
181-84) informs in the form of alist, of a series of terrorist acts 
“against Serbs living in the NDH area”, urging "immediate and most 
serious renewed communication with the Croatian Government to 
that end". A copy of this letter was sent by the Wehrmacht's High 
Military Command to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs (4827/E 241 
159) on 15 July. The cover letter says: “The High Military Command 
believes that it is intolerable that such cases be allowed in the 
military operation area, since the responsibility for such acts will 
then be inevitably attributed to the military”

German officials were in possession of their own information and data 
on how many Serbs were killed by the Ustashi, as discussed in the 
document below by German Ambassador Kasche, sent to the German 
Foreign Ministry in Berlin, who wanted to minimize the responsibility 
for the Ustasha crimes, out of sympathy for them: 


From German Ambassador to Zagreb Kasche to the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, dated 19 May 1943, PA AA/Gesandtschaft Zagreb- 
Geheimakten/1, Bl.

The respect for Croatian independence and wrongful analytical 
assessment of the situation led to the fact that, unlike Italy, there had 
been no effective pressure by the German side on the Ustashi to curb 
the violence.

Mnogi od njih su došli iz Jasenovca, a 
potom prodati od ustaše kao roblje za nemačku ratnu mašineriju. 
Jedan od primera su Srpski seljaci iz Jablanca, koji su uhapšeni u 
aprilu 1942. godine u poslati u Jasenovac, dok su žene, deca i starci 
pobijeni. Muškarci i mladići sposobni za rad su poslati u Norvešku da 
rade kao robovi. 113 seljaka iz Jablanca su sahranjeni na norveškom 
tlu. Uslovi u logorima u Norveškoj, su bili užasni, mnogi su umirali 
od zlostavljanja, gladi i hladnoće. U nekim od tih logora broj žrtava je 
dostigao i 75%

The prisoners from Jasenovac were mainly transported from 
Jasenovac to Zemun by train, and from Belgrade by boat. The first 
group of prisoners arrived in Bergen on the 13th of June 1943. From 
here they were distributed to the northern part of Norway. The smaller 
map shows the five worst camps that were operated by the SS. 


During Second World War, more than 4000 male prisoners were sent 
form Serbia and the "Independent state of Croatia" to Norway. More 
than 90% of these prisoner were Serbs. Many if these came through 
the Jasenovac concentration camps and were sold as slaves to the 
German war machinery. One example are the Serbian villagers from 
Jablanac. They were arrested in April 1942 and sent to Jasenovac, 
were the women, children and elders were murdered. Men and young 
boys capable of working were sent to Norway to work as slave labor. 
113 of the villagers from Jablanac are buried in unmarked graves on 
Norwegian soil. The conditions in the camps in Norway, were horrific, 
many died of abuse, hunger and cold. In some of these camps the 
death toll was up to 75%.

Fratar Vjekoslav Šimič, 21. maja 1941, u Kninu, predstavlja se 
komandantu italijanske divizije ,Sasari" koja je smeštena u delu 
Hrvatske pod italijanskom kontrolom i traži da preuzme civilnu vlast 
utoj zoni.

On May 21st 1941 in Knin, firar Vjekoslav Šimić presents himself to 
General Furio Monticelli, commandant of the Italian Divison "Sassari" 
situated in the Italian controlled part of Croatia, and asks to take the 
civil powers in the area. The general wanted to know the reason of 
that requests, and Šimić specified: " I want to kill all the Serbs in the 
shortest time possible.” In his memories, the Italian high official wrote:

"The presence of our (Italian) troops was for the Ustashas an effective 
moral restraint, and besides an irremovable impediment to the execution of 
their criminal extermination plan". 


In July of 1941, many Italian contingents left the Croatia: "Now the Ustashas 
were off their leash; far from relenting, their thirst for Serbian blood was 
even greater”.

Hundreds of photographs confirm the wicked tortures that the 
rare survivors suffered: cut by bayonets, their tongues and teeth cut, 
eyes removed, breasts cut, this is what happened after they had been 
taped.

Colonel Giuseppe Angelini , commandant of one regiment of the "King" 
Division, wrote in his memories: “Thousands of Serbs were blinded and 
atrociously tortured, entire families were slaughtered with no regard 

to gender or age. The organizers and executors often celebrated the 
massacre feasting merrily. For example, they celebrated the murder of the 
son of the headmaster of the school in Gospič, that was their thousandth.” 


Marco Aurelio Rivelli, "The Archbishop of genocide": "At Gračac the 
Italian Bersaglieri began to shot Pavelič's militia to prevent the slaughter 
of some hundreds of Serbs. In some cases, the Ustashi atrocities provoke 
the reaction of the Serbs. It happened, for example, in the Lika revolt of 
July 17th 1941, when the Serbian population succeeds in overwhelming 
the Croatian soldiers. This new situation induces the Italian soldiers to 
extend their occupation area till the border with the German area, and this 
Presence saved the life and the goods of many Orthodox Serbs. After the 
war, general Mario Roatta ascribed the Second Italian Army the merit for 
the salvation of 600.000 Orthodox Serbs and some hundreds of Jews".

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General Vittorio Ambrosio wrote in a rapport to the Supreme Italian 
command: “Especially since August, the incidents are multiplying. The 
presence of Italian troops are an uncomfortable witness of the wild 
slaughters that the Ustashas use to do, of which the honest Croats 
themselves are ashamed’. 


The Italian minister at Zagreb Raffaele Casertano wrote: “The Italian 
troops are giving evident and continuous proofs of sympathy towards 
the Serbs and the Jews, protecting them by the dogged Ustashi 
persecutions and helping them to move out of the Croatian border with 
their gooods.”

“In Veljun, country of Slunj, the "Ustashas" arrested the Serbian priest 
Branko Dobrosavljevič and ordered him to dig a grave for his son, 
who was a student. When he did, they brought the boy and began 

to whip him in front of his father. When he fainted, they cut off his 
arm, removed the skin from his head, dressed the wound to stop the 
hemorrhaging, beat him again, and finally ended his life by a hammer- 
blow on the head. The father was then forces to chant the Orthodox 
reguiem mass for his son, whose name was Stefan Dobrosavljevič. 
During the requiem, the father fainted three times, but he was whipped 
until he finished. Finally, he himself was dispatched by a blow of the 
hammer." 


Colonel Umberto Salvatores, commander of the Sixth Bersalgieri 
Regiment, wrote in his book "Sharpshooters at the Don' also about the 
Situation he witnessed at the Balkan Front during WW2: 
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(Italijanske trupe) ,nisu mogle držati zatvorene oči pred 
nekontrolisanim manifestacijama kolektivnog ludila i nekontrolisane i 
bezrazložne mržnje.

u koju se bilo sklonilo 500 Srba (uglavnom žena i dece) i sve ih pobila"; 
zatim komentariše: 


„(U Hrvatskoj) situacija se komplikuje u najopasnije aspekte verskog 
rata. Tu su bande koljača koje su vodili i potpaljivali katolički 
sveštenici i duhovnici, a po svoj prilici i sada ih vode. Ovo je više 
nego dokazano: u Travniku, stotinak kilometara južno od Banja Luke, 
jedan fratar, zatečen da lično sa raspelom predvodi bandu koljača, 
streljan je (od italijanskih vojnika). Dakle, Srednji vek pogoršan 
upotrebom mitraljeza, ručnih bombi, zapaljivih sredstava, dinamita... 
Sve nevolje se dešavaju zbog dolaska pravih ustaša koji su prispeli iz 
Zagreba i koji organizuju, naoružavaju i rukovode pokretom progona 
pravoslavaca uz saučesništvo, a ponekad i uz direktno učešće 
fanatičnog katoličkog seoskog klera... Onaj prvi franjevac iz Asizija (tj. 
Sv Franja) nazvao je braću i sestre ptičicama dok ovi njegovi učenici i 
duhovni potomci, puni mržnje, koji žive u Nezavisnoj državi Hrvatskoj, 
ubijaju nevine osobe, svoju braću po Ocu nebeskom, istog jezika, iste 
krvi, istog porekla... ubijaju, žive zakopavaju, mrtve bacaju u reke, u 
more...” 
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(The Italian troops) "could not keep their eyes shut before certain 
manifestations of collective madness and uncontrollable and 
mindless hatred. Our military honor was saved because we refused to 
permit acts of arbitrariness in our presence” 


Speaking about the situation in late 1941; "now there was peace in 
Bosnia where the Italians had the merit of having saved an entire 
ethnic community, the Serbs, who were facing destruction’, 


General Giovanni Esposito commanded divisions in Greece, Serbia, 
Montenegro and Venezia Giulia, but wrote what he got to know in 

his book "Trieste and his Odyssey” (1952): "The situation finally 
deteriorated in 1943 when Ante Pavelič, to frustrate any and all Italian 
propaganda among the Serbs, requested that even Italian troops 

be forbidden to use the Cyrillic script in announcements and flyers 
directed to the Serbs.” 


Corrado Zoli writes just during the war, in a period when every article 
is severely censored by the fascist regime, and when Mussolini's 
dictatorship entertains excellent rapports with the Catholic Church. 
However, on September 18th 1941 an article named “The little birds 
of Gračac" appears on the "Resto del Carlino” , in which Zoli narrates 
about a crowd of Catholics guided by a Francescan friar that forced 
the door of an Orthodox church where 500 Serbs mostly women 

and children hoped to find a refuge but have been all killed; then he 
comments: 


“In Croatia the situation is becoming more and more complicated 
because of the similarities of a religious war. There are bands of 
slaughterers who were headed and inflamed, and probably still are, 

by Catholic priests and monks, The fact is overpowered: at Travnik, 

a hundred of kilometers south of Banja Luka, in the first days, a friar 
who has been found inciting with a cross a band he headed, has 

been killed by the Italian troops. Thereafter, we return to the medieval 
times, but worsened by using machine guns, grenade, petrol cans, 
dynamite cartridges... All the troubles have started after the coming 
of some new real Ustashas from Zagreb, that organized, armed and 
directed the persecutions against the Orthodox with the connivance, 
and sometimes with the direct support of the fanatic rural Catholig 
clergy... That first Franciscan from Assisi (S.Francis) has called 
“brothers and sister" the little birds, while his modern disciples and 
spiritual descendants, full of hate, that live in the Independent state of 
Croatia, kill innocent people, their brothers as the Father in Heavens 
sees them, of their same language, of their same blood , of their same 
territory of origin.. they kill, bury the people still alive and throw them 
in rivers, seas etc. 
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K. Malaparte, italijanski novinar | diplomata, govoreći o svom susretu 
sa Paveličem 1941, napisao je u svojoj knjizi ,Kaputt" (1944):

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The Italian journalist, diplomat and officer Curzio Malaparte, talking 
about his encounter with Pavelič in 1941, wrote this in his book Kaputt 
(1944): 


"While he spoke, | gazed at a wicker basket on the Poglavnik's desk 
The lid was raised and the basket seemed to be filled with mussels, or 
shelled oysters (...). Casertano (the Italian minister in Zagreb) looked 
at me and winked, "Would you like a nice oyster stew?" | asked the 
Poglavnik. Ante Pavelic removed the lid from the basket and revealed 
the mussles, that slimy and jelly like mass, and he said smiling, with 
that tired good natured smile of his, “It is a present form my loyal 
Ustashas. Forty pounds of human eyes” 


K. Malaparte ,Kaputt" 
Kaputt by Curzio Malaparte 
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Santo Straci, komandant Sanitarne sekcije Pete italijanske armije, ovo 
je napisao dok je bio u poseti kratkotrajnom koncentracionom logoru u 
Slanom: „~ Kada smo uklonili kamenje, na nekoliko centimetara ispod 
zemlje, na svetlo dana izašle su brojne ruke, često vezane kablovima, 
noge bose ili sa čarapama, glave... Po položaju leševa može se 
zaključiti da su zarobljenici, vezani po dvoje ili troje, najpre iskopali 
jame, i da su zatim streljani nad istim tim jamama ili dokrajčeni 
hladnim oružjem... Jame su zakopane na brzinu dok sve žrtve još nisu 
bile mrtve, a to pokazuje tragičan izraz lica većine leševa.. Na nekim 
mestima, leševi, nabacani bez reda jedan na drugi, formirali su pet ili 
šest slojeva..

or shod, heads.. From the position of the bodies it can be deduced 
that the prisoners, tied in groups if two and three, had been first put in 
mass graves and then were shot or killed by edged weapons... In some 
places the corpses, pilled with no array, formed five or six layers... 

The pits had been quickly covered when some of the victims were 

still alive, as evidenced by the tragic facial expressions of most of the 
corpses. Almost all male corpses had their hands and feet tied... in 
the nearby it was possible to find fatal wounds to chests, backs and 
necks, To a young woman the breasts have been completely removed. 
We found in two pits only corpses of women and children, in others 
men, women and children were mixed... We were able to recover and 
cremate 791 corpses: 407 men, 293 women and 91 children aged 5 

to 15 years, and a baby of five months... the person who led us in the 
research of the various zones has told me that the vast majority of 
the deportees were cast into the sea, bound to large stones, and that 
many have committed suicide by throwing themselves into the sea",

Operation "Storm" (Oluja) was the military action undertaken by the 
Republic of Croatia in August of 1995. The aim of the operation was the 
capture of the larger part of the territory of the Republic of Srpska Krajina 
The operation officially lasted 4 days and ended with the fall of the 
Republic of Srpska Krajina and the establishing of control of the territory 
by the Republic of Croatia. 


During operation on the territory of the Republic of Srpska Krajina, taken 
by the Croatian army, more than 2000 Serbs were killed and more than 
250.000 were expelled. August 4 is celebrated in Croatia as "The Day of 
Victory and Homeland Thanksgiving", while in Serbia and the Republic of 
Srpska, the day is one of mourning. 


Operation "Storm", which gave Croatia its independence and a 
homogeneity unigue in the world, is celebrated with Ustasha and anti- 
Serb cries. Besides the traditional salute "For the Homeland Ready!", 
which marked the creation of the Independent State of Croatia, one might 
also hear "Hang the Serbs” ("Srbe na vrbe", literally "Hang the Serbs off 
Willows’) or see placards such as the “Serbian Family Tree” with an image 
of a tree with Serbs hanging from the branches (see picture). 


By the same token, the songs sung glorify Ustashism and in an interview 
the President of Croatia Kolinda Grabar-Kitarovic said that she listens 

to Marko Perkovič Thompson, a singer who does not hide his neo- 
Ustasha sentiments and opens his performances with the salute “For the 
Homeland Ready!” 


Although both the Serbian and Croatian sides have been accused of 
genocide, the question must be raised: how could have Serbs committed 
genocide in Croatia if many years after the Operation, they are almost 
none left. Therefore, it is worthwhile to analyze whether the day is a 
celebration of the statehood of a modern European country or exclusively 
the primitive glorification of anti-Serb sentiments.

Around 16000 
members of the Croatian armed forces launched a multidirectional attack 
on less than 4000 soldiers of the West Slavonia corps of what was then 
called the Serbian Army of Krajina on May 1, at 5.30 am, catching the 
civilian population in their sleep. Around 6 am, the Croatian tank division 
entered the buffer zone, which in the region of Pakrac was under the 
protection of the members of the Jordanian "blue helmets". 


The surprise attack cut off the towns of Pakrac and Okučani and their 
surroundings, and around 6000 Serbs found themselves surrounded 
the Croatian forces. There were more attackers than population in the 
region, and the ratio of soldiers on the two sides was four to one. 


The UNPROFOR command confirmed that it had received information 

on the start of the attack on Western Slavonia, without being given the 
reasons. After the start of the operation, the Jordanian “blue helmets” 
retreated to their bases, to witness from afar the attack on the people they 
had promised to protect.

In the convoy of Serbian refugees who were saving themselves from the 
Croatian army and police by trying to reach the Republic of Srpska, 283 
persons were killed or went missing, among them 57 women and nine 
children. The Serbian exodus was bombarded from the air and ground. 


Around 1500 members of the Serbian Army of Krajina were imprisoned, 
most of them through deception, with the help of the UN protection 
forces. A great number of these Serbs were accused by Croatian courts 
for a variety of war crimes and 18 of them are still serving their sentences 


inthe infamous Lepoglava prison. 


CONSEQUENCES 


After the expulsion from Western Slavonia the Serbian population has. 
for the most part remained scattered around the world (Serbia, Australia, 
Canada, USA, Germany, etc.) far from their homeland. Very few people 
returned, mostly the elderly. The documentation and information center 
"Veritas" claims that in the period between 1996 and 2006 only about 
1300 Serbs returned to their homes in Western Slavonia. 


The Serbs who returned are not welcome in Croatia. They are subjected to 
threats and their property is appropriated or destroyed.

WAR CRIMES AND ETHNIC CLEANSING 


On April 15, 2011 the Hague Tribunal found guilty Croatian generals 

Ante Gotovina and Mladen Markač, sentencing them to 24 years and 18 
years imprisonment respectively. They were found guilty for their roles 

in Operation "Bljesak" and "Oluja", namely for participating in the joint 
criminal enterprise, led by Franjo Tudjman, with the aim of permanently 
removing the Serbian population from Krajina. The Hague Tribunal found 
them guilty of the criminal acts of persecution, deportation, raiding, 
destruction, murder and crimes against humanity and cruel treatment, 
acquitting them of responsibility for forced removal of population. 
However, on November 16, 2012 the Appeals Chamber of the Hague 
Tribunal acquitted them of all charges stating that the prosecution failed 
to provide evidence of responsibility. Gotovina was released the same day.

On the current forms of nationalism in Croatia and the appearance of 
aggression and revisionism, full professor of the Philosophical Faculty 
in Zagreb, Prof. Dr. Hrvoje Klasič in one of his interviews says the 
following’: 


“I think that Croatian society has not been this polarized for a long 
time. | am personally most surprised that a society that declares itself 
predominantly Christian is filled with so much hate. 


“In the streets, in classrooms, in public life and everyday encounters 

| see that people are very aggressive and vulgar. We have become а 
society of monologue, not dialogue. We do not know how to talk to 
each other if we don't agree, without a fist fight or a barrage of curses. 
Other people's arguments are not considered. 


"| can see this in my students, who are very reluctant to change that 
what they bring from home, regardless of the fact that standing before 
them is a doctor of history and a professional.

Unfortunately, many of these elements can be 
seen in Croatian society today. This is why the elites and the whole 
of Croatian society must become aware of the dangers which we are 
facing 


"Politicians are rewriting history, they are offering their own versions 
of events and “indisputable truths” on everything. At the same time, 
rare is the scientist - that is, historian - who dares to enter the public 
space to offer a different view. And when such a thing happens, he is 
usually wearing on his lapel a little Croatian flag of the ruling party, as 
a mark of his background as an expert.” 


Hrvoje Klasié, professor of history at the Philosophical Faculty of 
Zagreb is, therefore, not one of them: 


"| thought that we had learnt in the past, precisely in 1945, that politics 
must not be left with the decision what we should learn and that those 
who took part in the war should not be the ones teaching history or be 
the chief authorities in the field. 


"During the reign of Ante Pavelič and the Ustashas there was no 
democracy, parliamentarism ог multi-party system. Censorship was 
everywhere, there was no freedom of speech or writing. In other 
words, in that Croatia, nobody lived well and that is why | would like 
to know what is it exactly that those who glorify and celebrate the ISC 
(Independent State of Croatia) are trying to bring back? 


"Can images of slaughtered women, butchered children, undesirables 
hanging from streetlights really leave anybody feeling indifferent? Are 
there really people who celebrate and desire such a Croatian society? 
The very ones who consider themselves Christians, members of a 
church which advocates peace, love, tolerance and respect? 


"The answer is, unfortunately, yes, they exist! And unfortunately, they 
were around in 1941. These people do not do this because they love 
Croatia, How can you love Croatia and agree to the taking away of 
territories, to being robbed by foreigners, to death penalties for all who 
think differently? No, these are not Croatian patriots. As a society with 
a very painful historical experience, we must exert the utmost effort to 
make those exhibitionists a negligible minority. 


| think that we should strive to support those who are for any reason 
fearful of and against this madness, this intolerance and aggression 
which we are witnesses to more and more. These are the people 

who need support, and not those who think that the Black Legion 

did good for Croatia or those who say that in Jasenovac they put on 
productions of “Little Floramye" [famous Croatian operetta]. 


.. What will professors say about the Homeland War ["Domovinski 
rat")? Do we have answers, scientific research, papers and books 
which could shed light on this recent period? | am afraid we don't and 
that the majority of teachers did not learn about this at university, but 
through daily politics, in the street, in marquees and at other social 
gatherings.

Are not these militant 
celebrations of your victories a clear message to those whom you 
expelled that they dare not even consider coming back, that there 
is no room for them back here, that this is not their country? Would 
any normal person return to a country that celebrates a day of 
ethnic cleansing as its holiday? 


“The victors do not understand this attitude of opposition to their 
victory. Because victors are by definition hostages to their victory. 
They are either victors or they are nothing. That is why there is this 
need to glorify their victories. For if you take away their "victory", 
they are left with nothing. And they are nothing, if they are not 
victors.

"And finally, all 1 can say is "Forgive me, please" - to each and every 
one of the victims of these victories, for even if they were fought 

in my name, "Forgive me". | am also greatly guilty. For like many 
others, perhaps, I did not do enough to resist this victory of theirs. 
Forgive me. For silently | can only bow to those whom you defeated. 


“You have no idea how much you have defeated us with this victory 
of yours”, wrote Margetič.

The draft prepared by the Committee for Human Rights was the 
object of discussions during 84 sessions of the Third 
Committee.

conditions, whether they merely 
Stated the reasoning behind 
their vote or the meaning given

АММА ELEANOR ROOSEVELT (New York, 1 
October 1884 - New York, 7 November 
1962) was an American politician and 
humanitarian activist She fought for 
human rights and against racism. She 
was the wife of US President, Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt, and served as First 
Lady from 1933 to 1945 

In 1921 she became the member of 
various organizations which fought for 
human rights. 

After the death of her husband on 12 April 
1945, President Harry Truman invited her 
to become the representative of America 
in the United Nations. 

As the atrocities committed by the Nazis 
during WWII came to light, the general 
consensus in the international 
community was that the Charter of the 
United Nations did not provide enough 
clarity on the rights that must be 
protected. Namely, what was reguired as 
a universal declaration of human rights 
which would describe the rights of an 
individual. That was how the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights was 
adopted by the General Assembly on 10 
December 1948. After the adoption of the 
Declaration, Eleanor Roosevelt remained 
in the United Nations until the election of 
President Dwight Eisenhower, Roosevelt 
came back to work in the United Nations 
as US representative in 1961, when 
President Kennedy was elected. 

The international conference of the 
United Nations on human rights in 1968 
came to the decision that the Declaration 
is binding for all members of the 
international community. The Declaration 
served as a basis for two original, legally 
binding, United Nations documents on 
human rights: the ^ International 
Agreement on Civilian and Political Rights 
and the International Agreement on 
Economic, Social and Cultural Rights. To 
this day, these two documents are 
considered by academics, lawyers and 
constitutional courts as civilizational 
achievements of mankind

EMILE SAINT-LOT (Bel-Air, Hait, 11 
September 1904 - New York, 17 August 
1976) was a Haitian politician, lawyer, 
journalist and diplomat 

In Наш he had several high-ranking 
offices, that of senator and president of 
the Senate (1957-1959), minister of 
education, health, labor (1947) and 
minster of labor and justice (1950). 

He was the first ambassador of Haiti to 
the United Nations and a member of the 
Security Council responsible for the 
voting on the independence of countries. 
His voice was the deciding vote in the 
passing of decisions concerning the 
independence of Somalia, Israel and 
Libya. Regarding the independence of 
Libya, after a conversation with Ali Aneizi, 
a member of the Committee for the 
Liberation of Libya, he voted against the 
Bevin- Sforza plan, which was to make the 
three regions of Libya (Tripolitania, 
Cyrenaica, Fezzan) under the trusteeship 
of three countries (Italy, United Kingdom, 
France respectively). One vote was 
lacking to reach the two thirds necessary 
for the decision which was never reached 
thanks to the efforts of Ali-Noureddin 
el-Anezi, the official representative of the 
Arab League, who managed to convince 
Saint-Lot, the Haitian delegate, to 
disregard Haiti's connections to France 
and Latin America and vote against the 
plan The necessary majority was never 
attained because of Ambassador 
Saint-Lot’s vote against the plan. In 
honor of Saint-Lot, a street in Tripoli was 
named "Shaira Saint-Lot"

"Jasenovac, the largest death factory in the Balkans during World 
War Il, occupied more than 240 square kilometers. Croatian fascists 
- Ustashas killed about 700,000 Serbs, Jews and Roma in the camp. 
Given the number of victims, Jasenovac is the third in Europe, after 
the Auschwitz and Treblinka concentration camps, but judging by the 
cruelty and brutality of the atrocities committed there, the manner of 
torture and liquidation of prisoners, this camp is not comparable to 
any other concentration camp that existed during World War II. In the 
Jasenovac concentration camp, the Ustashas tortured and killed camp

Seventy-five years ago last month after the Germans and the Axis 
powers invaded what was then the Kingdom of Yugoslavia, Hitler 
established a puppet state in Croatia. Known as the Independent 
State of Croatia, or by its Croatian acronym NDH, it was headed by 
the demonic Ante Pavelić, leader of the pro-Nazi Ustashe movement, 
which vowed to rid the country of Serbs, Jews and other minorities. 
The late Jaša Almuli, who served as president of the Belgrade Jewish 
community, described Jasenovac as “barbaric”, saying that "the 
Murders were predominantly carried out manually: inmates were 
stabbed to death with knives, bludgeoned with hammers, cut to pieces 
with axes or simply shot, making the killings far more personal.” 
"Very seldom did they use bullets,” he said, “because they believed 
the victims didn't merit it." Almuli described some of the Ustashe's 
methods, which included cutting out the eyes of their victims and 
slitting their throats, throwing live prisoners into brick furnaces and 
poisoning children. The Ustashe-run concentration camps were so 
Shocking that they were prompted Hitler's representative in Croatia to 
describe them as the "epitome of horror".

V istoriji demokratske Hrvatske 27, novembar 2006. godine trebalo je 
da predstavlja prekretnicu, jer je tog dana Republika Hrvatska trebalo 
da jasno, nedvosmisleno i u potpunosti odbaci naslede NDH i njenih 
krvavih ustaških vlastodržaca. Površinski posmatrano, bile su izvršene 
sve potrebne pripreme uz odgovarajuču pompu, kao što i dolikuje 
takvoj prilici kojoj prisustvuju predsednik republike, predsednik vlade 

i visoki rukovodioci. Događaj se odvijao na prostoru Jasenovačkog 
logora, a povodom otvaranja nove istorijske postavke i obrazovnog 
Centra, prvih takve vrste na ovom mestu od kako je Hrvatska postala 
demokratska država. 


Zbog toga sam došao da prisustvujem ovom dogadaju sa velikim 
očekivanjima i radoznalošču, u nadi da če nova postavka postati 
močno sredstvo u naporima da se hrvatskom društvu pomogne da se 
na pravi način suoči sa ustaštvom. Pitao sam se da li če organizatori 
pokušati da izbegnu da ustaštvo prikažu u njegovom pravom obimu. 
Da li če postavka pokušati da objasni genezu ustaške ideologije 

i njene užasne posledice? Da li će posetioci, naročito pripadnici 
mladih generacija, otiči sa ovog mesta sa jasnim razumevanjem 
istorije Drugog svetskog rata u bivšoj Jugoslaviji i genocidu koji su u 
toku toga rata ustaše izvršile nad Srbima i Romima i holokausta nad 
Jevrejima? Isto tako sam se pitao da li če posetioci da napuste ovo 
mesto sa punom svešču o krivičnoj odgovornosti ustaša kao pokreta, 
a posebno o pojedinačnoj odgovornosti njihovih voda i pristalica 

za masovna ubijanja Srba, Jevreja, Roma i Hrvata antifašista, zbog 
kojih je ovaj logor i nazvan „Balkanski Aušvic"? Voleo bih da sam 
mogao da kažem da sam napustio ovo mesto ohrabren onim što 

sam čuo i video tog dana. Medutim, postavka je pre svega prikazala 
nesposobnost organizatora da se suoče sa hrvatskim zločinima 
počinjenim u toku Drugog svetskog rata. Na prvom mestu, nije 
prikazana ni jedna jedina fotografija zločinaca nad zločincima koji 

su komandovali jasenovačkim logorima i delovali u njima. Ni traga 
od Vjekoslava ,Maksa" Luburiča, Ivice Matkoviča, Ljube Miloša, 
Miroslava Filipovič-Majstoroviča, Dominika Pičilija ili Dinka Šakiča. 
Sem Ante Pavelića, ostale ustaške vode nisu ni pomenute, kao da niko 
nije lično odgovoran za zločine počinjene u ovom logoru. U muzeju 

u kome se zločinci označavaju samo kao neimenovane ustaše, niko 
nije optužen, što je najverovatnije poruka koju je organizator i želeo da 
pošalje. Medutim, ako niko nije odgovoran onda i sam zločin postaje 
beznačajan, što znači da iz prikazanog materijala ne može da se 
izvuče bilo kakva pouka. 


Isto tako je bilo šokantno to što ni jednom rečju nije pomenuto 
uspešno sudenje Dinku Šakiču, komandantu jasenovačkog logora 

u Zagrebu 1999. godine. Ekstradicija iz Argentine ovog fanatičnog 
ustaše i njegovo sudenje i presuda u Hrvatskoj predstavljaju najvažniji 
korak koji je Hrvatska učinila u čitavoj svojoj istoriji borbe protiv 
fašističke ideologije i nostalgije za tim vremenima. Međutim, ne samo 
da se to suđenje nigde ne pominje u ovoj istorijskoj postavci, nego tu 
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Dr. Efraim Zuroff, Israeli historian and Nazi hunter 


In the history of democratic Croatia 27th November 2006 should 

have represented a turning point, because on that day the Republic of 
Croatia should have clearly, unambiguously and completely renounced 
the Independent State of Croatia and its blood-shedding Ustashe 
leaders' heritage. 


On the surface, all necessary preparations were conducted with the 
appropriate pomp, as required by such an occasion which assembles 
the President of the Republic, the Prime Minister and other higher 
officials. The event took place on the territory of the Jasenovac 
concentration camp and on the occasion of the opening a new 
historical exhibition as well as an educational center, first of its kind 
there since Croatia became a democratic state. 


This is why | attended this event with great expectation and interest, 
hoping that the new exhibition will become a powerful tool in the 
struggle to help Croatian society properly face its Ustasha past. | was 
wondering whether the organizers would try to avoid presenting the 
Ustasha movement in its real scope. Would the exhibition attempt 

to explain the genesis of the Ustasha ideology and its terrible 
consequences? Would, visitors, especially those from younger 
generations, leave this place with a clear understanding of the 
Second World War in former Yugoslavia and the genocide that the 
Ustashas carried out against Serbs and Roma during the war and the 
Holocaust conducted against Jews? | was also wondering whether 
the visitors would leave this place with full awareness of the criminal 
responsibilities of the Ustasha as a movement, specifically of the 
individual responsibility of their leaders and supporters for the mass 
executions of Serbs, Jews, Gypsies and Croatian antifascists, because 
of whom this camp was named 


"The Balkan Auschwitz". | would like to be able to say that I left that 
place encouraged by what I had heard and seen that day. However, 
more than anything, this exhibition showed the incompetence of 

the organizers to face the Croatian crimes committed in the Second 
World War. First and foremost, not a single photo was displayed of 
the criminals that commanded and operated the Jasenovac camps 
Not a trace of Vjekoslav "Maks" Luburič, Ivica Matkovič, Ljuba Miloš, 
Miroslav Filipovič-Majstorovič, Dominiko Piccili or Dinko Šakič. With 
the exception of Ante Pavelić, other Ustasha leaders were not even 
mentioned, as if no one was personally responsible for the crimes 
committed in this camp. In the museum which portrayed the criminals 
only as unnamed Ustashas, no one was being accused, which was 
probably the message the organizers were trying to convey. However, 
if no one is responsible then the crime itself becomes insignificant, 
which means that the displayed material cannot produce any kind of a 
lesson. 


It was also shocking that there was absolutely no mention of the 
successful 1999 Zagreb trial of Dinko Šakič, the commander of 
Jasenovac camp. Extradition of this fanatical Ustasha from Argentina 
and his trial and verdict in Croatia represent the most important step

svetskom ratu i o holokaustu), postaje jasno da je ova postavka 
potpuno promašila svoj glavni zadatak. Kako neupučeni u ovu temu, 

a pogotovo daci i studenti, mogu na osnovu ove postavke da shvate 
događaje koje izložba prikazuje i razloge zbog kojih Jasenovac 
zaslužuje da ima svoj muzej i obrazovni centar? 


Na kraju, ali ne i manje važan podatak koji izaziva revolt, jeste brojka 
žrtava poimence navedenih u muzeju, koja je, očigledno, drastično 
umanjena, i gde se ne navodi ni njihova vera, ni njihova nacionalnost. 
Ovakav pristup me je podsetio na krajnje uvredljiv predlog Franje 
Tuđmana da se Jasenovac pretvori u memorijalni centar za sve Hrvate, 
ustaške žrtve kao i njihove egzekutore.

It felt as if Croatia was ashamed of convicting 
this fanatical patriot, whose career represents a metaphor of all the 
evil committed by the Ustashas. 


On top of it all, if we add the fact that this exhibition offers no data 
on the Ustasha ideology, its emergence, development, practice and 
its influence on all citizens of the Independent State of Croatia, as 
well as the lack of any kind of historical context (there is no mention 
of the Second World War and the Holocaust), it becomes clear that 
this exhibition completely failed to accomplish its main task. How 
can those uniformed on the topic, especially students, understand the 
events portrayed by the exhibition and the reasons why Jasenovac 
deserves to have a museum and an educational center? 


Last but not least, is the important and no less sickening fact that 
the number of victims, listed by name in the museum, was clearly 
drastically reduced, while the victim's religion and nationality 

were omitted. This approach reminded me of the highly offensive 
proposition of Franjo Tudjman to turn Jasenovac into a memorial 
center for all Croats - Ustasha victims and their executors as well. 
It is exactly in Jasenovac, where people were killed for being Serbs, 
Jews or Gypsies, and where they were imprisoned for being anti- 
fascist, a fact to be proud of. This kind of politics is the exact opposite 
of the purpose of this place, which should have given the visitors a 
clear message about these events. The fact that the list of victims 
is incomplete leads to the firm belief that Croatia is hiding the truth 
about these crimes.

There is a significant similarity between the phenomenon known as 
"Holocaust denial” and the problems surrounding the memorialization 
of Jasenovac victims. Both phenomena are based on a devious 
attempt to rewrite history and revise the facts. Both phenomena are 
longstanding, starting almost immediately after the war, and they 
never stopped and continued steadily for decades. The principles 

of Holocaust denial and the denial of the dimensions of the crimes 

in Jasenovac are completely identical. They both aim to reduce the 
number of the victims, to reduce the dimensions of the crime, to 
mitigate the severity of the crimes committed and to distort the basic 
facts connected to the historical events. It seems to me that both the 
Holocaust deniers and the Jasenovac deniers, know the true facts very 
well, and the true facts frighten them. This is the reason for the efforts 
to rewrite history and distort it. If they really wanted to know the truth, 
they would not make these attempts at falsification. The truth haunts 
them, and they do whatever is possible to change it. 


Although the Holocaust took place in many countries all over Europe, 
North Africa, the Middle East, the deniers mainly attack Auschwitz 
For decades Auschwitz has been in the heart of Holocaust denial. 
Itis clear why, Because if the credibility of Auschwitz were ruined, 
the entire validity of the Holocaust would be destroyed. Because 

of this, most attempts to deny the Holocaust have been directed 
towards Auschwitz and its existence as an extermination camp. The 
constant attempts of the deniers to knock down the authenticity of 
Auschwitz have failed completely. The reason for this failure is mainly 
the accumulation of thousands of Holocaust survivors’ testimonies, 
thousands of documents, diaries of victims, both the survivors and the 
murdered, interviews with the survivors, researches on Auschwitz, and 
other reliable sources. Against such a mountain of evidence, no denier 
can win. 


The same tactic is used even today. The deniers claim that Jasenovac 
and its chain of camps were just a labor camps, where prisoners 
died only due to difficult living conditions, and that the number of 
victims does not exceed more than 90.000 people. According to 

the deniers, mass killing, brutal and primitive ways of murder were 
nothing more than enemy propaganda. In the case of Jasenovac 

too, the denial attempts are going to fail, due to the accumulation of 
thousands of testimonies of survivors, documentation, oral history, 
diaries of officers and witnesses of the crimes. This rich and detailed 
documentation is the key for the failure of all the attempts to deny the 
dimensions of the crimes perpetrated in Jasenovac. 


The phenomenon of denial is especially painful for the survivors of 
both camps. It took years for them to partially recovered from the 
enormous trauma and now they have to witness a cruel attempt to 
deny the whole event, which they were part of.

Uz fotografije, dokumenta i umetnička dela ispričana je još uvek 
nepoznata priča o koncentracionom kampu Jasenovac, gde su stotine 
hiljada Srba, Jevreja, Sinta i Roma brutalno ubijeno od strane ustaša. 


Izložba je planirana jako dugo a na inicijativu Ministarstva spoljnih 
poslova Republike Srbije i pod vodstvom Ambasadorke dr Ljiljane 
Nikšič. Naučna istraživanja je sprovela medunarodna grupa istoričara. 
Ovo nije bila politička izložba nego istorijska i imala je za cilj da 
predstavi autentičnu i realističnu sliku Jasenovca i njegovih pod- 
logora, kako bi se znanje o ovom logoru istrebljenja raširilo medu 
publikom i kako bi se sprečili pokušaji da se istorija iskrivi od strane 
hrvatske vlade.

Rata, Alojzija 
Stepinca, na izložbi". 


Nakon Drugog svetskog rata, Stepinac je bio osuđen za kolaboraciju 
sa nacističkom Nemačkom, fašističkom Italijom i sa njihovim 
hrvatskim saveznicima, ustašama. Međutim, hrvatski sud je preinačio 
tu presudu 2016. godine. 


V svom govoru prilikom otvaranja izložbe, ministar spoljnih poslova i 
potpredsednik vlade g. Dačič rekao je: ,Cilj ove izložbe nije samo da 
se medunarodna publika upozna sa manje poznatim poglavljem iz 
Drugo svetskog rata. Ona takođe služi kao upozorenje na opasnost 
oživljavanja ideologija i političke koje su dovele to takvih zločina".

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On January 27, 2018 an exhibition entitled "Jasenovac - The Right to 
Remembrance" was opened in the UN headquarters in New York City. 
With photos, documents and pieces of art the still unknown story was 
told of the concentration camp Jasenovac, where many hundreds of 
thousands of Serbs, Jews, Sinti and Roma were brutally murdered by 
the Ustasha, 


The exhibition had been planned for a long time, on the initiative of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the Republic of Serbia, under the 
leadership Ambassador Dr. Ljiljana Nikšič. The scientific research 
was conducted by an international group of historians, This was not 

a political exhibition but a historical one and it aimed to present an 
authentic and realistic description of Jasenovac and its subcamps, in 
order to disseminate knowledge of this extermination camp amongst 
the public and to prevent attempts at distortion of history on behalf of 
the Croatian government. 


The main purpose of the exhibition was to pay tribute to the victims 
of Jasenovac, who deserve to not be forgotten. This exhibition 

had already been presented twice before it was shown at the UN 
headquarters. First in New York one year previously, and the second 
time at the parliament building of the Republic of Serbia in Belgrade. 
The news that such an exhibition was going to be presented provoked 
alot of international interest. There was great excitement, but also 
feelings of dissatisfaction, as well as a protest by behalf of the 

state of Croatia, which tried intensively to interfere and prevent the 
launch of the exhibition. As reported by the press “the Croatian 
foreign ministry said that the use of Jasenovac for ‘everyday political 
propaganda’ purposes was unacceptable” and “the Ministry of 
Foreign and European Affairs condemns the attempt to use the 

UN for manipulation and the spreading of false information.” The 
Serbian press reported that official Zagreb particularly attacked the 
intention to include photos of Cardinal Alojzije Stepinac reporting this: 
"Vecernje Novosti also alleged that Zagreb complained about the use 
of a photograph of Croatian WWll-era Cardinal Alojzije Stepinac in the 
exhibition. 


After WWII, Stepinac was convicted of collaborating with Nazi 
Germany, fascist Italy and their Croatian allies, the Ustashas. However, 
a Croatian court overturned the verdict in 2016. 


In his speech at the opening of the exhibition, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs and Deputy Prime Minister Mr. Dačič said: “The goal of this 
exhibition is not just to introduce the international public to a lesser- 
known chapter of WWII. It is also to warn about the dangers from 

а revival of the ideology and political practice which led to such 
atrocities.”

0 протесту Хрватске изјавио је да од Владе Немачке никада 
није добио протестну ноту за 42 године објављивања радо- 
ва, организовања изложби и научних конференција о Ајхма- 
ну, Аушвицу и нацистичким фабрикама смрти. По његовим 
речима, изложба није ни по чему спорна, напротив да је 
сматра јединственом и преко потребном у борби против 
ревизије историје и појаве неоусташтва. 

На једном мегапаноу била је видљива белина, којом је 
прекривена фотографија кардинала Алојзија Степинца, 
што је учињено у складу са упутствима Комисије УН, због 
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чега није изложен ни пано на коме је изнета процена о 600- 
700.000 страдалих у Јасеновцу. 

У први мах би се рекло - уступак цензури, али зашто да не! 
Да фотографија Степинца није прекривена бели M, можда не 
би било ни изложбе. Сведочим да су сви присутни ту белину 
приметили, али нису желели да je коментаришу 

Она ме је подсетила на речи несумњиво једног од нај- 
већих моралних ауторитета 20. столећа, такође и једног од 
несумњиво најбољих познавалаца закулисних игара моћи 
у првој половини протеклог века, лорда Бертранда Расела 
Он је давно, пре готово шездесет година, изнео следећу твр- 
дњу: „Ватикан је, после рата, организовао заверу ћутања о 
теноциду против Срба у току Другог светског para" Свакако 
да није реч једино о томе, пошто су се и најмоћнији играчи 
Y арени светског поретка успостављеног после 1945 године 
уплели у ту мрежу. 

Владимир Дедијер, блиски сарадник лорда Расела, почео 
је да кида конце те мреже 1987. када је објавио књигу „Ва- 
тикан и Јасеновац“, која је затим штампана на немачком и 
енглеском језику под насловом „Јасеновац - југословенски 
Аушвиц и Ватикан“. 

Да се неке ствари од онда мењају говори и чињеница да 
је министар Дачић из Њујорка одлетео директно за Рим, на 
Конференцију о антисемитизму коју је организовао ОЕБС. 
На маргинама овог скупа, у дневнополитички усковитланој 
атмосфери око изложбе, срео се и са папом Фрањом, на кога 
су моћни кругови Католичке цркве у Хрватској кивни што 
Степинац још увек није проглашен за свеца. 

Када је реч о процени броја жртава јасеновачког логора, 
можда је требало да организатори, уз процену о 600-700.000 
убијених, наведу и изјаву загребачког кардинала Фрање Ку- 
харића, који је 1986. изјавио за париски дневник „Монд“ да 
је у току рата у Јасеновцу убијено само 40.000 људи. 

У извештају за рајхсфирера Хајнриха Химлера, шеф СС бри- 
гаде генерал-мајор Ернст Фик написао је 15. марта 1944. го- 
дине следеће: „Хрватске усташке групе су католички оријен- 
тисане и врло недисциплиноване, слабо војнички обучене 
и до извесног степена непоуздане у борби. Познато је да су 
сместили у концентрационе логоре 600-700.000 људи раз- 
личитих политичких оријентација и пресекли им грла no 
балканском обичају“ " 

Све у свему, за изложбу „Јасеновац - право на незаборав“, 
представљену у Уједињеним нацијама, а израслу из српско- 
израелског академског пројекта „Јасеновац“ који већ неко- 
лико година координира амбасадор Љиљана Никшић, могло 
би се рећи да је „немогућа мисија" - могућа.

фобије и насилних националистичких идеологија 

на основу расних и националних предрасуда“ Покушаји pe- 
визионизма су „wake up call" односно „позив на буђење”, no- 
зив на подизање свести о опасностима рестаурације фаши- 
стоидних идеологија. 

Србија подржава Јевреје у својој земљи и у овој мисији

ил ове изложбе није само да упозна међународну јав- 

ност са једним мало познатим поглављем Другог свет- 
ског рата. Она треба и да упозори на опасности од оживља- 
вања идеологије и политичке праксе које су довеле до таквих 
страхота. 

Јасеновац је био највећи логор у Европи којим нису упра- 
вљали нацисти. Њим су управљале хрватске усташе, можда 
најнеобичнији десничарски екстремисти Европе. Велики 
британски историчар Ерик Хобсбаум пише да су усташе себе 
прогласили већим нацистима од СС-а и у томе је био у пра- 
ву. Усташе су дале оригинални допринос Холокаусту. Осим 
Јевреја и Рома, хтели су да истребе и све Србе у својој држа- 
ви, као и Хрвате и муслимане антифашисте. Србима је био 
забрањен живот у неким деловима хрватских градова, као 
и Јеврејима. Исто тако, морали су да носе посебне ознаке на 
одећи, плаве траке са латиничним словом „П" које је значило 
„православац“. Идеолог њиховог покрета, Миле Будак, изја- 
вљивао је како трећину Срба треба побити, трећину иселити 
итрећину преобратити у католичку веру. По том плану уста- 
ше су биле много амбициозније од самих нациста. Срби су 
сачињавали више од трећине становништва НДХ, било их је 
милион и деветсто хиљада. 

Јасеновац морамо схватити не само као место ужаса, ма- 
совне смрти и неизмерне патње, него и као оличење система 
који је створен после агресије на Југославију априла 1941. И 
стварања велике Хрватске, односно Независне државе Хр- 
ватске. Она је била главни ослонац нацистичке Немачке и 
фашистичке Италије на овом простору; не треба заборавити 
да је Берлин пао 30, априла 1945, а Загреб је ослобођен тек. 
8. маја 1945. године. 

По свом уређењу усташка НДХ је била истоветна наци- 
стичком немачком моделу. Она је као свој национални зада- 
так првог реда поставила уништење читавих националних, 
верских и „расних“ група. Створила je и мрежу концентра- 
ционих логора и логора смрти, какве је организовала још 
само нацистичка Немачка. Чињеница да је једна новоство- 
рена држава „новог европског поретка" до краја свог посто- 
јања настојала да на разне начине, углавном физички, уни-

шти готово трећину становништва сопствене државе, 
заиста је феномен без преседана, чак и у тако крвавом 
рату какав је био Други светски рат. Оличење такве полити- 
ке итаквог система је управо логор Јасеновац којем је посве- 
ћена ова изложба. 

Политика уништења Срба и Јевреја имала је своје фазе, 
али се може пратити од првих дана постојања НДХ. Истра- 
живачи су утврдили да је широм НДХ постојало више од 320 
мањих и већих јама и понора у које су бацани живи или ма- 
сакрирани Срби свих узраста и оба пола. Нажалост, многе од 
ових јама су после рата забетониране, са образложењем да 
се не би кварили међунационални односи и намером да за- 
борав прекрије злочине. 

Убрзо је овакав начин убијања допуњен много ефикасни- 
јим: логорима. Створен је низ привремених логора из којих 
су Срби и Јевреји упућивани у први логор смрти усташке 
државе, у Госпић. Тај логор се састојао од целог низа мањих 
логора и стратишта на планини Велебит и на острву Пагу. 
Нажалост, обележја ових логора стално се уништавају, иако 
су ови логори за кратко време прогутали десетине хиљада 
жртава. 

У овом логору је отпочело и „коначно решење јеврејског 
питања“, односно Холокауст у НДХ, пре него што је и сама на- 
цистичка Немачка покренула механизам потпуног униште- 
ња Јевреја. Због масовног српског устанка и уласка италијан- 
ских трупа августа 1941, логор Госпић је на брзину напуштен 
и малобројни преостали Срби и Јевреји су упућени у нови ве- 
лики логор који је организован у Јасеновцу. То је био једини 
логор у „новом европском поретку" који није био у систему 
нацистичких логора. Он је служио искључиво за остварива- 
ња хрватске усташке политике уништења „непожељних Ha- 
ционално-верских и „расних“ група. 

Постојали су и други логори сем Јасеновца, али је Јасено- 
вац био главно место остваривања амбициозног усташког 
пројекта. Јасеновац је по броју жртава био један од најве- 
ћих концентрационих логора у Европи. Ни до дан-данас ни- 
је утврђен коначан број жртава. Чак и по најнижој хрватској 
процени, Јасеновац је у самом врху логора смрти у Другом 
светском рату. Од њега су већи само неки нацистички логори 
подигнути у окупираној Пољској, а двоструко су мањи зло- 
гласни логори Бухенвалд и Дахау. 

Чак и ако не говоримо о броју жртава, Јасеновац је можда 
и први у Европи по бестијалности убијања. Како је рекао хр- 
ватски писац Миљенко Јерговић, у нацистичким логорима су 
људи убијани бирократски и индустријски, а усташе су уби- 
јале својим рукама и страсно. Тај емотивни и неорганизова- 
ни приступ је један од разлога што нису успели да до краја 
остваре свој циљ истребљења Срба у својој држави, иако су се 
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М и данас имамо дужност да се изборимо за сећање на сто- 
тине хиљада жртава усташког геноцида: Срба, Јевреја, Po- 
ма који су убијени између 1941. и 1945. године од стране тзв. Не- 
зависне државе Хрватске. У мојој родној земљи, у Норвешкој, 
преко 4 000 затвореника је пребачено из Југославије, као po- 
бовска радна снага. Преко 93 одсто тих људи су били Срби, од 
којих су многи морали да сведоче о убиствима чланова својих 
породица у Јасеновцу која су починиле усташе – само зато што 
су били Срби 

Лако је окренути главу и рећи - ово се десило тако давно или 
ово ме се не тиче и слично. Те историјске чињенице треба по- 
штовати у писању историје коју ће наша деца учити. Можемо да 
научимо од прошлости доста и да препознамо покушаје фалси- 
фиката историје и тако спречимо те зле силе да се поново уздиг- 
ну. Историчари у том смислу имају специјалну мисију заштите и 
одбране културе сећања против ревизије која је погубна. 

Да би могло доћи до поверења морају се утврдити чињенице 
и рећи истина о усташком геноциду y НДХ иу Јасеновцу. Није 
реч само O томе да се напише истинита историја већ је то важно 
за безбедност, стабилност и за мир и будућност региона Балка- 
на. Уколико то питање и даље буде занемаривано и ако се на- 
стави и даље са покушајима незаконитог ревизионизма, исто- 
рија Јасеновца ће стајати као нека отворена, инфицирана рана 
која никада не зараста, она ће постати основа и узрок будућих 
сукоба, па чак и ратова. 

Мртви више немају свој глас на овом свету, тако да ми који 
још увек можемо да говоримо, морамо да протестујемо у њи- 
хово име, морамо на глас викати док се њихова прича не чује и 
док не престане прикривање сећања на њих.

THE WALL OF SILENCE COMES DOWN

April 22nd is soon upon us, the day of extraordinary achievement and heroism, when in 1945 the tortured and barely living inmates of the 
Jasenovac camp raised a rebellion and breached the walls of the hellish "death factory", which from the founding of the ISC (Independent 
State of Croatia - МОН, Nezavisna Država Hrvatska) in August 1941 consumed the lives of at least 600 000 people - the victims of a planned 
genocide of Serbs, Jews and Roma, as well as antifascists, Yugoslavs and anti-Ustasha Croats, Moslems and Slovenes. 


The memory of this exalted feat is the reason of our desire to give the readers of “Politika” more information about the Serbian-Jewish 
exhibition "Jasenovac - The Right to Remembrance” opened in the hall of the United Nations in New York on January 25th, as part of the 
celebrations to mark International Holocaust Remembrance Day on January 27th. 


Before the exhibition was opened, and following the event, what threatened to obscure the event itself was the somewhat usual political 
bickering between Belgrade and Zagreb. 


Croatian politicians tried to prevent the exhibition in the UN and initiate “discussions between Belgrade and Zagreb”. The First Deputy 
Prime Minister and Minister of Foreign Affairs of Serbia, Ivica Dačić, then had to intercede with UN Secretary General Antonio Guterres. The 
argument that "Jasenovac is not a subject of territorial dispute between Zagreb and Belgrade" but a problem of the culture of remembrance 


of the victims of the Holocaust and genocide in one of the most brutal camps in WWII was the final clincher - from the office of Guterres 
permission was given to organize the exhibition. 


In the meantime, Croatia protested in the State Department and the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of Israel, claiming the “territorial principle", as 


Jasenovac is located in Croatia. In the demarche by the Croatian government it was stated that the exhibition “insults the victims” and that 
they are being used for political purposes. 


The President of Serbia, Aleksandar Vučič called the demarche unfounded and pointed out that "the Croatian demarche to Serbia concerning 
Jasenovac is as if Germany protested to the Jews about the Holocaust”. 


The objections of Zagreb turned out to be counterproductive - they were met with disapproval by key international factors, censure and 
surprise, and the negative campaign can even be credited for the growing interest of the international public for Jasenovac. 


As we reported on January 25 from New York, UN Secretary General Guterres may have actually been under the influence of even stronger 


Political pressure than that coming from Zagreb and gave the “green light” for the exhibition on Jasenovac to be held under the auspices of 
the UN. 


The exhibition was officially opened on January 25th and closed on February 2nd. 


It might be said that with this exhibition, Serbian diplomacy achieved a great victory in the history of the protection of the rights of the victims 
of Jasenovac, as it was the first time since the ending of WWII and the founding of the UN - 73 years later - that part of the truth about the 
death camp was presented in the building on the East River. 


Coming to the official opening of the exhibition on January 25th, | stopped before the monumental bronze sculpture of the Colt Python .357, 
the same that on December 8th, 1980 killed the famed Beatle and peace activist, John Lennon. The sculpture is the work of Swedish artist 
Carl Frederik Reuterswärd. The revolver whose barrel the artist tied in a knot is called “Non-Violence” and was replicated and placed in many 
cities of the world. 


In the spacious, curving corridor of the UN, | came upon the Exhibition dedicated to the Holocaust. It is composed of a series of large portraits 
of surviving Jews, and is followed by an exhibition about the Wannsee Conference held on January 20th, 1942 when the decision to implement 
the “final solution to the Jewish question” was made. 


Walking further along the corridor, one reaches the exhibit brought over from the Holocaust Museum in Houston. The authors are children.

On the morning of the opening, Dr. Gideon Greif, the director of the exhibition held a lecture in the UN entitled "Jasenovac - the Auschwitz of 
the Balkans", pointing out that the main purpose of the exhibition was the cultivation of the culture of remembrance of the Serbian, Jewish, 
Roma and antifascist victims of the Holocaust and the genocide of Jasenovac, one of the most infamous and brutal of the eight extermination 
camps in WWII. Concerning the protestations of Croatia, he stated that not even the German government ever issued a demarche during the 
42 years of exhibitions and academic conferences on Eichmann, Auschwitz and Nazi death factories. In his words, the exhibition is in no way 
controversial, Furthermore, it is unique and sorely needed in the fight against historical revision and the emergence of Neo-Ustashism. 


On one of the panels, what strikes the visitor is a white cover which conceals the photograph of Cardinal Alojzije Stepinac. This was done in 
accordance with the directive of the UN Commission. The directive also prohibited the display of the estimation that between 600 000 and 700 
000 people were killed in Jasenovac. 


At first, one might say that this was a concession to censorship - but why not! Had the photograph of Stepinac not been whitewashed, there 
might have not been an exhibition. | can testify that all present noticed the white space but did not wish to comment. 


This reminded me of the words of probably one of the greatest moral authorities of the 20th century, and possibly one of the people most 
knowledgeable about the clandestine activities of the early 20th century power centers, Lord Bertrand Russel. Long ago, over 60 years ago, he 
stated the following: "After the war, the Vatican organized a conspiracy of silence about the genocide of the Serbs during WWII". Surely, not 
only this happened, as the most powerful players in world order established after 1945 must certainly have been involved. 


Vladimir Dedijer, the close associate of Lord Russel, started to untangle this web in 1987 when he published the book “The Vatican and 
Jasenovac", which was translated into the German and English languages under the title "Jasenovac - The Yugoslav Auschwitz and the 
Vatican’. 

That there have been changes since that time is evidenced by the fact that Minister Dačič flew directly to Rome from New York to attend the 
Conference on Antisemitism organized by the OSCE. At the fringes of the conference, amidst the heated political atmosphere churned up 

by the exhibition, the Minister met Pope Francis, who is unpopular with the power circles of the Catholic church in Croatia for not beatifying 
Stepinac. 
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Concerning the estimates of the number of victims in Jasenovac, perhaps the organizers would have done well to accompany the estimated 
numbers of 600-700 000 of murdered people with the words of the Zagreb Cardinal Franjo Kuharič, who in 1986 stated for the Paris daily "Le 
Monde" that during the war only 40 000 people were killed in Jasenovac. 


In his report to Reichsfuhrer Heinrich Himmler of March 15, 1944, chief of the SS brigade General-Major Ernst Fick wrote the following: "The 
Croatian Ustasha groups are Catholics and very undisciplined, poorly trained and to a certain extent unreliable in combat. It is known that 
they have placed 600-700 000 people in concentration camps of various political leanings and that they have slit their throats in the Balkan 
custom" 


Allin all, the exhibition "Jasenovac - The Right to Remembrance”, presented in the United Nations and the product of the Serbian and Israeli 
academic project "Jasenovac", which for the past few years has been coordinated by Ambassador Ljiljana Nikšić, might be called a "mission 
impossible" made possible. 


WE WILL SHOW WHO THE VICTIMS WERE

lam the son of two survivors, who for five and a half years suffered in the ghettoes, camps, labor camps, concentration camps - in camps 
such as Auschwitz, where people were destroyed, exterminated. 1 did not hear stories about how they suffered, how they were tortured, only of 
how they fought to survive. 


When | founded “Shem Olam’, the second largest Holocaust institute in Israel, we decided to focus on the question how we fought, how 
people stayed together under those conditions, how they preserved their identities, their humanity. 


Unfortunately, various groups are trying to change the story, the Holocaust narrative. The fight against revisionism is not a struggle against 
these lies. No, this is a fight which will bring into the historical map all those important events in history, like your history here in Jasenovac. 
Seventy-five years later we are doing this so that these stories are not forgotten, and we have to show who the victims were. 


There is a special sentence which Napoleon said to the Jews, and it was that a nation which does not forget its past can say for itself that it 
lives forever, that it can believe in its future. 


ATTENDEES 


The opening of the exhibition was attended by the representatives of 38 UN member states. In total, 25 ambassadors (Germany, 

Switzerland, Morocco, Argentina, Monaco, Kazakhstan, Lichtenstein, Belorussia, Georgia, Slovenia, Bosnia and Herzegovina, Macedonia, 
Montenegro, Honduras, Cambodia, Trinidad and Tobago, Thailand, Cuba, Kenia, Benin, Burundi, Tonga and Paraguay). Also present were 

ten deputy ambassadors (India, Brazil, Canada, the Russian Federation, Armenia, Poland, Pakistan, Hungary, Fiji and Venezuela), as well as 
representatives of the USA, Italy, Israel, the Holy See, the Dominican Republic, Ethiopia, the Secretariat and various other UN departments. The 
chief legal counsel of the World Jewish Congress, Menachem Rosensaft, visited the exhibition on January 31st. 
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THE SERBIAN-JEWISH BASTION AGAINST REVISIONISM 
Prof. Gideon Greif 


| came to Serbia for the first time two years ago. When I first came to Serbia, | did not know much. Now I am grateful for receiving the 
invitation to participate in a project to preserve the culture of remembrance, 


In order to preserve the culture of remembrance of the shared Serbian-Jewish victims of World War II, at the Museum of Serbian Diplomacy, 
in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the Republic of Serbia, on 7 October 2016 and in the presence of the First Deputy Prime Minister and 
Minister of Foreign Affairs of the Republic of Serbia, Ivica Dačič, and H.E. Dr Alona Fisher Kamm, Ambassador of Israel to Belgrade, at an 
official ceremony, the first and historical agreement on cooperation between the Serbian and Jewish academic communities regarding the 
preservation of the culture of remembrance of the shared victims in Jasenovac, in the Independent State of Croatia in World War II, was 
signed. 


The Shem Olam Holocaust Institute was recommended by the current Serbian Ambassador to Israel, H.E. Milutin Stanojević. The concept of 
cooperation between two academic communities was developed in Belgrade by the coordinator of project "Jasenovac-75", H.E. Ambassador 
Dr. Ljiljana Nikšič and the International Historian Expert Group. 


The initial meeting of historians in July 2016, which included the Auschwitz expert Prof. Dr. Greif (Shem Olam Holocaust Institute), Prof. Barry 
Lituchy (Jasenovac Research Institute, New York), Knut Thoresen (National Archive, Oslo) and Prof. Emir Kusturica (founder and Director of 
the Andrič Institute) gave additional impetus to the forging of closer ties, not only at the personal but at the institutional level as well. This 
was followed by the signing of the abovementioned historical Memorandum of Understanding between the Shem Olam Institute and Andrič 
Institute of Višegrad, the Jasenovac Research Institute in New York, the Comparative Law Institute and Ethnographic Institute of the Serbian 
Academy of Sciences and Arts, Belgrade - the first of its kind. 


The alarm was sounded, first amongst the families of the survivors of the camps but also amongst historians, as “extremist ideologies’, 
based on national, religious and ideological superiority are cropping up, here, amongst us and in our immediate surroundings. 


In the Balkan region, which continues to be inhabited by Serbs and Jews, there have been a series of "revisionary" incidents with the purpose 
of rehabilitating the Ustasha movement. 


Examples of the appearance of neo-Nazism, and neo-Ustashism, are noticeable everywhere in the Balkans. The hysteria surrounding the 
restoration of neo-Ustashism culminated with the placing of a plaque within the memorial complex of Jasenovac - the most brutal of the 8 
extermination camps in World War И - with the inscription "For Home Ready", а Nazi-Ustasha salutation, equivalent to the Nazi salutation 
“Sieg Heil" - "Long Live the Victory". This act violently brought back memories of World War И, causing a second round of victimization of 
victims, and a re-living of the pain and suffering felt by the child camp-inmates, the living witnesses of the brutal and monstrous killings in 
Jasenovac and the Ustasha Independent State in WWII. 


This trend produced numerous reactions not only amongst Serbian historians, but also amongst renowned international experts and 
historians, such as Efraim Zuroff, Director of the Simon Wiesenthal Centre in Tel Aviv, Manfred Gerstenfeld, Knut Flovik Thoresen of the Oslo 
National Archive, and many others. 


The Jewish Community responded to this neo-Ustasha movement by boycotting the state ceremony of the Government of the Republic of 
Croatia to mark Holocaust Day, and the Day of Jasenovac. For these reasons they - like the Serbs and other antifascist organizations in 
Croatia - were forced to hold a separate ceremony, for the second year running. 


The signing of the agreement between Serbs and Jews in resistance to revisionism and the discrimination of the victims of Jasenovac and 
the ISC was the natural consequence of the desire to work with joint effort and resources in order to build a "Serb-Jewish bastion" against 
historical revisionism. 


This endeavor and the establishment of the initial network of GH7 historians "Stop Revisionism" assumes the raising of awareness of the 
challenges facing mankind today. 


The revival of ideologies based on religious, racial and any other kind of exclusion should be a source of concern for every individual on the 
planet. This Project should help mobilize the world public, and contribute to the United Nations' efforts to preserve the universal values of all 
nations, such as the aspirations towards peace and freedom, and particularly the protection of human rights, as 21st-century achievements, 
guaranteed by the United Nations, which has adopted many resolution and declarations, including the Durban Declaration, in whose Final 
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Document the UN Member States condemn any attempt at “rehabilitation” and restoration of fascism, Nazism, xenophobia and violent 
Nationalist ideologies based on racial and national prejudices. 


The Allies won the "military victory" in World War II, but 76 years after the beginning of WWII, the question can still be raised as to whether 
1945 marked the victory of the battle against fascist ideologies, like those of the Nazis and Ustasha, which created prisons for entire nations, 
death factories, and numerous torture and extermination camps. Attempts at revisionism are therefore a “wake-up call" and a call for raising 
awareness of the dangers of restoring fascist ideologies at the time of technological advancement and the overwhelming influence of social 
networks and the intensification of the migration crisis in Europe, which can be a dangerous trigger of interethnic and interreligious tension 
and growing terrorism. 


Serbia supports the Jews in their country and in this mission is a pioneer amongst other countries of Europe and the world. Serbia was among 
the first to adopt a Law which would address the remedying the consequences of the seizure of assets of Holocaust victims with no living 
legal heirs and, in this context, has undertaken to make annual contributions to the Jewish Community amounting to EUR 950,000, in the next 
25 years. 


Therefore, the attitude of the Serbs towards the Jews is an exemplary one in Europe and the world. 


The Serbs have always been friends in need to the Jews and vice versa. And as the saying goes: a friend in need is a friend indeed. As their 
friendship was forged during life or death moments of suffering and pain, both sides can with a feeling of certainty engage in and develop 
other forms of cooperation in all areas of mutual interest for further development of bilateral relations. There are certainly many issues on 
which Serbs and Jews could have different policies or views. However, with regard to the issue of the culture of remembrance of our joint 
suffering in Jasenovac and the NDH, today's generations have witnessed the emergence of prominent neo-Ustashism, and it is their duty and 
ethical obligation to jointly fight to the best of their capacities so that the genocide and the Holocaust in the Balkans never happens again. 


This historical Serbian-Jewish agreement aiming to be a "Serb-Jew bastion against historical revisionism” is a two-way street. There will be 
no results in the Balkans, unless Jews partner with Serbs and vice versa, in this area. There are two sides to every relationship, including this 
one, and there has to be an understanding of the significance of solidarity, mutual appreciation, as well as the necessity to exchange support 
in facing common challenges and threats, which the emergence of neo-Ustashism in the Balkans certainly is. Even if stronger Serbian- 
Jewish ties are established, this certainly won't change the world or stamp out the dark ideologies, sadly even today, looming over not only 
the Balkans, but life everywhere around us. However, our joint action and "rounding of troops” will build a “protective wall”, impenetrable to 
such phenomena and serve as a warning and admonition by those no longer with us and who can no longer raise their voices. Therefore, the 
Serbian and Jewish peoples have to be that voice, to prevent a second victimization of Serbs and Jews. The idea of all participants in this 
project is to raise awareness of the collective identity and shared values that we should defend in these times of major global changes, by 
shedding light on the crimes committed in Jasenovac, and to lead to an awareness of everything going on around us, thus ensuring that the 
victims who fell for the ideals of a better, free world were not in vain. 


Victims being forgotten is not an issue of “the other side”, one which has to be resolved by either the Serbs or Jews individually, or an 
individual act which solely pays tribute to the victims of one or the other people. The matter of preserving the culture of remembrance with 
respect to common victims is a concern of all of us. At a time of a severe global economic crisis and huge migratory movements across 
Europe, one should always be cautious so as not to fall into the trap of ideologies of extremism and exclusion that during the First and Second 
World Wars brought humankind to the brink of destruction and extinction, Serbs and Jews cannot afford to once again face these challenges 
unprepared. On the contrary, they need to learn how to act together. Oblivion cannot be justified. Jews, much like Serbs, have no other choice 
but to fight for the preservation of the civilizational values of human rights guaranteed by the world's greatest peace organization - the United 
Nations. 


The Universal Declaration of Human Rights is a civilizational achievement of humanity, embodying all the values worthy of a dignified person. 
Combating and preventing fascist ideologies is incumbent upon all of us for the sake of future of generations and humanity, in order to 
prevent genocides and Holocaust. Therefore, we should all stand here today, both Serbs and Jews, shoulder to shoulder, at the "Serbian- 
Jewish bastion’, fighting against historical revisionism, safeguarding the civilizational values of peace and freedom of humanity. 
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THE FACIST HATE OF THE SLAVS

In Italy, which is one of my countries of origin, fascism has been condemned and rejected as an ideology. The Nazi atrocities committed by 
the Third Reich are well known. However, less known is the hatred that the fascist had for the Balkan Slavs, and even less is known about the 
genocide committed on the territory of the Independent State of Croatia during the period. 


Two authors who studied this topic in detail are the journalist Giacomo Scotti, the writer of the book "The Ustashas between fascism and 
Nazism’ from 1976 and the author Marco Aurelio Rivelli who wrote the book “The Cardinal of Genocide" in 1999. 


Rivelli talks about the numerous testimonies of Italian divisions which intervened in zones controlled by the Ustashas in order to prevent 
total annihilation of the Serbs and Jews and crimes that on occasion led to armed conflict between the Ustashas and the Italian army, whose 
troops were horrified by the endless mass massacres. That was how Italy gradually became one of the greatest obstacles for the realization 
of the Ustasha plan in the territories where the two armies met. 


After WWII, General Marco Roata described and honored the accomplishments of the Second Italian Army which saved 600 000 Orthodox 
Serbs and several thousand Jews. In the ISC, not even Croats who opposed the butchery were spared. 


In ore for history to not be repeated, it is necessary to nurture a culture of remembrance as this is the only way that a stable future might be 
ensured. 


A SYMBOL OF BESTIALITY

The purpose of this exhibition is not only to familiarize an international audience with a little-known chapter of WWII. It should serve as a 
warning to the dangers of the resurgence of ideologies and political practices which lead to these atrocities. 


Jasenovac was the largest concentration camp in Europe not overseen by the Nazis. It was established by the Ustashas, possibly the most 
unusual right-wing extremists in Europe. The great British historian Eric Hobsbawm wrote that the Ustashas said about themselves that they 
were greater Nazis than the SS and he was right. The Ustashas gave an original contribution to the Holocaust. Besides Jews and Roma, they 
also tried to exterminate all the Serbs living in their country, as well as antifascist Croats and Muslims. Serbs were prohibited from inhabiting 
certain parts of Croatian cities, as were the Jews. Similarly, they had to wear special badges on their clothes: blue ribbons with the letter "P", 
meaning "pravoslavac" ("Orthodox"). The chief ideologist of their movement, Mile Budak, said on many occasions that a third of Serbs should 
be killed, an third forced out and a third should be converted to Catholicism. According to this plan, the Ustashas were much more ambitious 
than the Nazis themselves. Serbs comprised more than a third of the population of the ISC, reaching numbers of a million and nine hundred. 


Jasenovac must be understood as not only a place of horror, mass deaths and immeasurable suffering, but also as a symbol of a system 
which was created after the aggression on Yugoslavia in 1941 and the creation of greater Croatia, named the Independent State of Croatia. 
This country was the main ally of Nazi Germany and fascist Italy in the Balkan region. It should not be forgotten that Berlin fell on April 30, 
1945 and Zagreb was liberated on May 8, 1945. 


In its setup, the Ustasha ISC was identical to Nazi Germany. Its main national mission was the destruction of entire national, religious and 
"racial" groups. It created a network of concentration camps and death camps, akin to only those created by Germany. The fact that a newly 
established state of the "new European order" from its very inception aimed to destroy, mostly physically, a third of its population is truly 
without precedent, even in the context of the brutality of WWII. The symbol of this brand of politics and such a system is the Jasenovac camp, 
to which this exhibition is dedicated. 


The policy of the annihilation of Serbs and Jews had its different phases, but it can be traced to the very first days of the establishment of 

the ISC. Researchers have discovered that throughout ISC there were more than 320 bigger or smaller pits into which living or massacred 
Serbs of all ages and sexes were thrown. Unfortunately, over many of these pits concrete was poured after the war under the excuse that their 
existence might sour the relationship between the nations of Yugoslavia and with the purpose of forever erasing evidence of these crimes. 
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Shortly after, this way of killing was substituted by a much more efficient method: camps. A series of temporary camps was established, 
from which Serbs and Jews were sent to the first death camp of the Ustasha state in Gospič. This camp was comprised of a series of smaller 
camps and death sites on the Velebit mountain and the island of Pag. Unfortunately, the signs that mark the locations of these camps are 
constantly being destroyed, although these camps were to swallow tens of thousands of people in a very short time. 


The Gospić camp was where the "final solution to the Jewish question’, that is, the Holocaust іп ISC, was initiated - even before Nazi 
Germany began implementing the mechanisms that would mean the destruction of the Jews. Because of a mass Serbian uprising and the 
invasion of Italian troops in 1941, the Gospié camp was abandoned and the few remaining Serbs and Jews were transported to the new, larger 
camp in Jasenovac. This was the only camp within the "new European order" which was not in the system of Nazi camps. It served only for 
the realization of the Croatian Ustasha policy of destruction of “undesirable” national, religious and “racial” groups. 


There were other camps besides Jasenovac, but Jasenovac was the main site of the realization of the ambitious Ustasha project. In the 
number of victims, Jasenovac is one of the largest concentration camps in Europe. To this day, the total number of victims has not been 
established with certainty. Even according to the lowest Croatian estimates, Jasenovac is in the very top of death camps in Europe. These 
numbers are surpassed only by the concentration camps built in occupied Poland and the infamous Dachau and Buchenwald camps had less 
than half the number of victims. 


If we leave aside the number of victims, Jasenovac is nevertheless probably the first camp in Europe for the bestiality of the murders 
committed. As the Croatian author Milenko Jergović said, in Nazi camps the people were killed bureaucratically and industrially, while the 
Ustashas killed with their own hands and with passion. This emotional and disorganized approach was one of the reasons they were not able 
to achieve their goal of completely eradicating the Serbs in their country, although the very conservative number of half a million killed Serbs 
in the ISC approaches this goal. The other factor which thwarted their ambitions was the mass antifascist uprising. The Serbs in Croatia and 
Bosnia and Herzegovina joined en masse the partisan resistance movement. They were the most numerous members of the partisan army 
which was the largest antifascist guerilla force in Europe. 


The Nazis themselves were horrified to see the Ustashas' methods, as was Glaise-Horstenau, the German military attaché to Zagreb. In his 
reports to Berlin he described and criticized the Ustashas crimes, saying that the Ustasha had “gone insane". The Ustashas crimes are also 
described in the epic poem "Jama" (The Pit) written by the Croatian poet Ivan Goran Kovačič, The crimes included butchery, gorging the eyes 
out, murder with mallets, burning of living people, etc. During Orthodox Christmas one year, the Ustasha organized a competition to see who 
could murder the most people using knives. This event is known because one of the executors later sought psychological help from doctors. 


In this exhibition we can also see the "srbosjek" ("Serb-cutter"), the special weapon designed for the efficient murder of Serbs in the camps of 
ISC, and particularly in Jasenovac, where a prize was given to Petar Brzica, who in one night between August 29 and 30 of 1942 managed to 
butcher 1360 Serbs. 


One of the most tragic facts is that in Jasenovac the Ustashas killed 19 432 children. 


The question of the number of victims in the Jasenovac camp raised controversies even during the war in Yugoslavia. The number of victims, 
which is certainly several hundred thousand, makes Jasenovac equal to the largest Nazi concentration camps. However, the systematically 
bestial methods of murder single it out as a camp without match in the network of camps of the "new European order”. 


The question of the memorialization of the Jasenovac camp has a long history and to this day it has not been resolved in a satisfactory 
manner. One of the main reasons for this is that the government of Croatia systematically destroyed the camp buildings which remained after 
the Ustashas left the camp and blew it up. 


The most recent case of memorialization of this camp in the Republic of Croatia caused great controversy, mostly due to the fact that the 
individualization of the victims obscured their national and “racial” origins, despite the fact that it was precisely these elements that were the 
cause of the suffering of the greatest number of the inmates. This approach should be seen as a part of the greater effort to revise the history 
of WWII and the politics of the ISC, in which the Jasenovac camp has a prominent place. 


For this reason, it is necessary to publicly condemn any type of historical revisionism which negates the crimes shown by the panels around 
us and which goes against fundamental antifascist values. 


The Jasenovac camp must remain one of the most important symbols of WWII, the suffering of Serbs, Jews, Roma, antifascist Croats and 
other nations, a symbol of the massive and matchlessly monstrous murder. An important contribution to the preservation of the memory of 
this symbol is this exhibition, which I have the honor of opening. The victims who fell for the ideals of a better and freer world must not have 
fallen in vain.

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ESTABLISH THE FACTS AND TELL THE TRUTH 
By Knut Flovik Thoresen (Historian, National Archive, Oslo, Norway) 


Today we have the duty to fight for the memory of the hundreds and thousands of victims of Ustasha genocide: Serbs, Jews and Roma, who 
were killed between 1941 and 1945 by the hands of the so-called Independent State of Croatia. Over 4000 inmates were transported from 
Yugoslavia to my homeland, Norway, as a slave labor force. Over 93 percent of these people were Serbs, many of whom were present during 
the killing of the members of their families in Jasenovac, committed by the Ustashas - only because they were Serbs. 


Itis easy to turn one's head and say - this happened such a long time ago or it does not concern me and other such things. These facts must 
be respected in the writing of history books which our children will read. We can learn a lot from the past and we can recognize attempts to 
falsify history and in this way we can prevent these evil forces from rising again. In this sense, historians have a special mission to protect 
and defend the culture of remembrance against the lethal appearance of revisionism. 


In order for trust to be built, the basic facts must be established, and the truth must be said about the Ustasha genocide committed in the Isc 
and Jasenovac. It is not only a matter of a true history being written, it is also important for our security, stability and for the peace and future 
of the Balkan region. If this question is neglected and if there is a continuation of attempts of illegal revisionism, the history of Jasenovac will 
become a sort of open, infected wound, which will never heal, and again and again it will be the basis and cause of future conflict, and even 
wars. 


The dead no longer have a voice in this world, so it is only us who can speak, and we must protest in their name and we must shout until their 
stories are heard and memories of them are no longer being covered up. 


REMEMBRANCE AND PIETY 


By Dario Vidojkovié (Historian, University of Regensburg, Germany) 


August 19^ of this year marked the seventy-fifth anniversary of the creation of the Jasenovac concentration camp of the Ustashas. This 
concentration camp would become the Auschwitz of the Balkans, a death camp, where hundreds of thousands of Serbs and hundreds of 
thousands of Jews and Roma lost their lives in the most horrendous way. Jasenovac was only one of many killing sites where mass crimes 
were committed by the Ustashas during the life of the ISC, against Serbs, Jews and Roma, equally. 


Genocide was committed in the ISC without a doubt. This is a crime above all others, as the historian Jovan Mirkovič called it. For this reason, 
April 22 should be declared the Day of Remembrance of the Serbian victims of this genocide, as this was the day the defenseless inmates 
breached the walls of this most brutal and infamous camp for systematic killing in the Balkans. Jasenovac was one of eight extermination 
camps in WWII, the rest of which were under German rule. Jasenovac was run exclusively by the Ustashas. 


The day of the breach should be marked as a symbolical day of remembrance of all Serbian victims during the 20" century, so that those who 
perished in the Austro-Hungarian camps (Doboj, for example) during WWI, during the Balkan wars, in Kajmakchalan, as well as those who died 
in WWII and all the other wars are not forgotten. 


The Serbian diaspora is working to construct a memorial center for Serbian victims, not only of this genocide but for all the victims who fell 
during the 20" century, so that they might be remembered and that we might nurture а dignified culture of remembrance of all of them and so 
that we may assume an honorable place in the family of nations of the world, to which our nation surely belongs. 


This day of national remembrance and day of mourning, should be marked by the wearing of a stylized flower of the Virgin, which would 
represent respect, veneration and memory, as this is the way the dignity of nations and new generations is preserved.

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SURVIVING CHILD INMATES SPEAK 
THE VOICE OF 70 000 KILLED CHILDREN

lam Smilja Tišma, a surviving child-inmate of the Jasenovac death camp. 

In the Sisak camp we were separated from our mother, of whose fate | know nothing. 

My father Ilija was brutally murdered in Jasenovac. 

Eleven members of my immediate family were killed by the Ustashas, mostly in Jasenovac. 


Two sisters, a brother and myself were lucky to survive the death camp as we were chosen to be taken to Jastrebarsko, the camp for the re- 
education of children. 


The Ustasha state was the only country in occupied Europe and the world in WWII which had specialized children's camps. 
Not even Hitler or the Third Reich had these. 


Today | am here before you in the United Nations and I look at the list of the names of the 20 000 boys and girls who were brutally murdered in 
the Jasenovac death camp. 


As a lawyer and the founder of the Association of Surviving Inmates of Jasenovac, allow me to be their voice. 


The lawyer and the voice of truth and justice and the memory of all the innocent victims - and they were only children, born as Serbs, Jews or 
Roma, this was their only offence. 


I will ask you for 325 hours of silence, before these 20 000 names of those who are no longer living, a minute of silence for every one of the 70 
000 children who were brutally killed by the Ustasha regime. 


For this reason: Stop revisionism and the rehabilitation of Ustashism.

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WE ARE ALIVE, AND WE REMEMBER 
By Gojko Rončević Mraovič (Survivor of the Jastrebarsko camp) 


| ат Gojko Rončević Mraović, a surviving child inmate of Jastrebarsko, the specialized children's death camp and camp for re-education in the 
Ustasha spirit. 


The Ustashas brutally murdered 30 members of my immediate and extended family. 

in 1941, on April 10th the Ustasha organization took over with Ante Pavelič as their leader. 

All the houses in my village, 50 kilometers away from Zagreb were burned and the population was massacred. 

In late 1941 my immediate family perished, my father, mother, two brothers and sister. | was taken to the Jastrebarsko camp. 


In the camp every day 15 children died, among them babies. Children between six and nine were separated and prepared for re-education in 
the Ustasha spirit and forcibly converted to Catholicism. 


We are given black Ustasha uniforms, we are taught Ustasha songs, and we are taken to church twice a day to be taught our new religion. 
Many children were given up for adoption, they grew up with changed identities, and to this day they do not remember their true origins. 
| was lucky to be freed by Serb partisans from Kordun on August 26, 1942. 


Here, on this spot, allow me to advocate the rights of the Jasenovac victims and for all the victims of the Ustasha regime. So that we may 
remember them and respect them and so that their numbers are not reduced. 


For almost 73 years the truth about the Holocaust and the genocide in Jasenovac was concealed. Through this exhibition in the United 
Nations, to mark International Holocaust Remembrance Day, for the first time it is revealed to a global public.

My eyes are filled with tears because | lived to see the Republic of Serbia, for the first time 73 years after WWII, organize an exhibition on the 
martyrs of Jasenovac, here in the home of the nations of the world, in the Palace of the United Nations. 


At the age of 84 | have agreed to leave my house and cross the Atlantic, because | am a mother and a grandmother. 


I fight for my descendants and for the victims, so that Jasenovac is not forgotten and so that I might say that | am worried because of the 
emergence of Neo-Ustashism. 


1 cannot до nothing, because | do not want my children to relive the past, | want them to live the future. 


From this place | say to the peoples of Africa and Asia, Latin America and Europe, America and Australia: Ustashism is racism, fascism and

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VICTIMS HAVE A RIGHT TO BE REMEMBERED 
By Ljiljana Nikšič (Ambassador, Coordinator of the Serbian-Jewish academic project "Jasenovac") 


This is not an exhibition of the Serbs against the Croats. This exhibition, and its accompanying programs, represents a conversation against 
fascist ideologies and support for freedom-loving and progressive people. 


For this reason, it is not necessary to place the culture of remembrance of the suffering of Serbs in WWII in ISC exclusively in the context of 
Serbian-Croatian relations, because the victims were also Jews and Roma. 


It is necessary to avoid looking at the initiatives to protect the culture of remembrance of the hardships of Serbs, Jews and Roma exclusively 
from the Balkan, regional perspective. Instead, it should be placed within the framework of the protection of universal human values, and the 
larger context of international efforts and duties of all members of the United Nations to fight against neo-fascism and fascist ideologies, to 
which Ustashism and neo-Ustashism belong. 


The protection of the memory of the victims must not be placed in the context of "Serbs Vs Croats" but within the context of the general 
attitude that remembering victims represents a contribution to the support of antifascism in Croatia and in the world, and against the 
restauration and rehabilitation of fascist ideologies. 


It is most important that we avoid a politicization of a dignified remembrance and respect towards the victims who have a right to be 
remembered. It is our duty to give them our respect and our veneration. 


In this sense, we diplomats, in service to our countries, our nations, have the duty to cultivate the universel principles of mankind. We are 
obligated to do so by the UN Declaration, for the future of the generations to come, and for this we are responsible in this historical moment. 
Ideologies that advocate religious, ideological and national exclusiveness create dungeons for whole nations and destroy the hard-won values 
of civilization that guarantee the freedom of mankind. Neo-Nazism, neo-fascism and all fascist ideologies which advocate discrimination 
against people are something that mankind must condemn, for the sake of its future. 


We saw the apocalypse of the First and Second World Wars. War is not the path that leads to development. It leads to the degradation of 
humanity. There is not a path to peace, peace is the only path. 


As long as there is an organization which preserves world peace - the United Nations – we have a duty to fight and in the spirit of antifascism 
nurture and educate future generations. They must not be misled into going down the wrong path of hatred, prejudice and exclusiveness. 


Everywhere, in every nation, there are groups of those who do not have tolerance and to not see unity in differences, nor do they have that kind 
of respect towards themselves or others. That is why the struggle continues to this day. The radicalization of attitudes towards those who are 
different is evident, specially exacerbated by the migrant crisis that has befallen Europe. 


In this historical moment of the technological age of the 21“ century, a revision of historical facts and the period of mass concentration 
camps for the systematic destruction of peoples and nations just because they belong to a different faith or race, must be left in the distant 
historical past and be seen for what it is: a brutal and unacceptable method for proving one's own superiority. 


The universal values of mankind are the plateau and foundation on which the principles espoused by the Declaration of Human Rights and the 
dignified live of human beings rest. This is what Serbia stands for and to what we are giving our modest contribution today. 


For the purposes of an objective evaluation of facts - that in Jasenovac the suffering is not labeled the "mythomania of one nation” or a story 
about something that is not true or did not happen - we are grateful that we are able to gather numerous experts from our country and the 
world around this project. 

Jasenovac did happen, the genocide did happen. The Holocaust also did happen in WWII. This must not be forgotten. The victims have the 
right to be remembered and we have the duty to cultivate the culture of remembrance. 


Expertise should win over everyday politics of the impassioned. The voice of reason should beat hate-speech. Let the historical facts 
established by experts and archives of the world speak. They should be permitted to speak, as Jasenovac must not be a point of conflict 
between two regional historiographies leading a “war of remembrance” of the victims of Jasenovac.

Serbia has suffered for the establishment of civilizational values of peace and liberty of mankind. The world must be told about this and 
the Serbian victims must be given their due tribute. Serbia respects all victims and the Declaration of Human Rights and we would not have

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signed all those declarations and resolutions if we did not believe in them. The only way to overcome the opening of a new Pandora's box of 
the past is to employ the expertise of professionals and historians and through the use of diplomacy and other instruments which direct us 
towards the truth and prevent revisionism. 


The truth about the suffering in Jasenovac is a modest contribution to the efforts of the United Nations to support the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights which was adopted on the General Assembly of the United Nations in December 1948. Democracy can be measured by number 
of topics that cannot be discussed. Remaining silent about a crime is a crime. Jasenovac - the Auschwitz of the Balkans - never again.

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CHRONOLOGY OF SERBIAN-Jewish COOPERATION 


2016 
May 8 and 9 


Cooperation with Prof Greif started when the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of Serbia and the Director of the Israeli Department for the Balkans, 


Ambassador Dan Oriyon, organized the visit of Prof. Greif to New York on May 8 and 9 and the "Conference on Jasenovac" at the Institute for 
Jasenovac in New York. 


July 13 


Prof. Greif gave a lecture at the Philological Faculty of the University of Belgrade and the Department for the Culture of Civilizations. He met 
with Emir Kusturica, the director and founder of the Andrič Institute, which marked the beginning of their work together. 


October 6 


In cooperation with the Department for Diaspora and Serbs in the Region at the MFA and the National Assembly of the Republic of Serbia, the 


first hearing in the history of the Serbian parliament on Jasenovac and ISC was held. Prof. Greif was one of the key note speakers with the 
topic “The Martyrs of Jasenovac". 


October 7 


Opening of the Museum of Serbian Diplomacy, which contained part of the exhibition on Jasenovac, later displayed in New York. Five 
memoranda were signed on the Cooperation of the Serbian and Jewish academic communities. The International group of experts GH7 - Stop 
Revisionism, composed of historians from seven countries: Israel, USA, Norway, Germany, Italy, Republic of Srpska and Serbia, chaired by Prof. 
Greif. 


2017 
January 27 


Through the intercession of the MFA a group of surviving child-inmates from Jasenovac take part in the central comemoration of International 
Holocaust Remembrance Day in the UN. They were given a place of honor in the first row of the General Assembly. This was followed by the 
exhibition "Jasenovac - The Right to Remembrance’, whose director is Dr. Greif. 


March 28 


The first memorandum on cooperation for the purposes of the protection of the victims of Jasenovac and ISC, between the Ministry of 
Education, Science and Technological Development and the Holocaust Institute “Shem Olam” from Israel, the second largest Holocaust 
institute in Israel. Dr. Greif initiated his own research on Jasenovac. 


April 26 


Memorial boat trip down the Sava River. A memorial wreath was launched to pay tribute to all the victims who were drowned in the river, in the 
presence of two rabbis, representatives of the Roma community and surviving child inmates of Jasenovac. In the National Assembly of Serbia 
the exhibition "Jasenovac - The Right to Remembrance” was presented for the first time.

January 25 


The exhibition "Jasenovac - The Right to Remembrance” was opened in the Palace of the UN, as part of the celebrations to mark International 
Holocaust Remembrance Day on January 27.

To zlo predstavlja celokupna ideologija nacizma i ta ideja 
mržnje koja je u jednom trenutku prevladala, a u konkretnom slučaju 
Jasenovca, ustaška ideologija, koja je deo šireg nacističkog pokreta 
toga doba. 


U ovoj knjizi je na mnogo mesta predočeno kako je ustaška ideologija 
u mnogo čemu i autohtona, ali i najmonstruoznija po stavovima koji 
su iz nje proisticali, kao i zbog metoda kojima su se služili njeni 
zastupnici.

CONCLUSION 


As time goes by and we are more and more removed from the end of 
the Second World War, it is becoming more difficult to preserve the 
memory of the horrendous crimes that befell humanity. It is part of 
human nature to repress tragedies from the past, in order to be able to 
more comfortably carry on living in the present and optimistically plan 
for the future. People do this because memories can be so terrible 
that they take one’s breath away, pressing on the mind with such 

force that they prevent the one remembering from continuing to live 
anormal life. What remains is dread and scenes of horror and fear. 
And it is fear that paralyses the most. It is precisely for this reason 
that repression exists as a natural coping mechanism, one which 
helps us to overcome the most terrible memories and tragedies. WWII 
and the personal experiences of the victims of death camps such 

as Jasenovac, many of which one can read in this book, certainly 
represent this kind of tragedy. 


However, while individuals have to repress their memories in order 
to survive, collective entities, such as societies, states and nations, 
even humanity, must keep these memories alive and clear, in order to 
survive and to prevent that such crimes are repeated. 


Shortly after the atrocities were committed in Jasenovac and across 
Europe, while the immediate witnesses and their contemporaries 
were still living, the danger of these crimes being perpetrated again 
was slight. The trauma was too immense, all were still aware of the 
horrors that happened and were convinced that these must never be 
allowed to happen again. More than that, they could recognize the evil 
which led to the crimes, to nip it in the bud and uproot it the moment 
it reared its ugly head. This evil is the entire ideology of Nazism and 
the ideology of hatred. In the case of Jasenovac, this ideology was 
Ustashism, which formed part of the wider Nazi movement. 


This book shows in several places that the Ustasha ideology 
represents in many ways an original and more monstrous creation, if 
judged by the methods employed by its adherents. The memory of this 
evil was alive while the direct witnesses of its terror were still alive. 
Without much talk of the atrocities themselves, there was a consensus 
about the vileness of Ustashism and all other ideologies of hatred, as 
people carried within them a living memory of the horrors that resulted 
when these ideologies were allowed to spread in a society. However, 
today, when those who can speak of the events as witnesses are few, 
it is more important than ever to talk about the crimes, to speak about 
the murders, the butchering, the rape, the mutilation and worse that 
happened in Jasenovac and other similar death camps. 


If we do not speak about this, future generations will not be able to 
recognize the evil lurking like a viper behind these ideas, ready to 
spring out into the light of day, as in their old or slightly altered form. 


The culture of remembrance means precisely this: to transmit to 

future generations all the knowledge necessary to make these crimes 
abhorrent, so that there is an awareness of the need to prevent these 
things from happening again. The world did this with Nazism and its 
crimes against the Jews and other "non-Aryans" across Europe, but 
did Croatian Ustashism get the same treatment? No, it did not. The 
world does not know of the crimes and horrors that this ideology 
produced. The world does not know about the thousands of innocents

In order to ensure the rule of law and dignity of human life, on 
December 10, 1948, in the Palais de Chaillot at the General Assembly 
of the United Nations the Universal Declaration of Human Rights was 
adopted - a civilizational milestone. That day is now celebrated as the 
Human Rights Day. The Declaration was passed in France, the country 
that produced the greatest expression of human thought, the phrase 
Liberté, Egalité, Fraternité.

Saint-Lot, with whom | was 
present at the celebration of 70 years of UNICEF in the Museum of 
Serbian Diplomacy, from his private archive in Haiti | received an 
exclusive recording of the speech that his grandfather, the legendary 
first ambassador of Haiti to the UN, Emile Saint-Lot, gave at the 
historic assembly of the UN in 1948. Together with Eleanor Roosevelt,

Today the rehabilitation of Ustashism has gained force and the most 
ardent supporters of the Ustasha clerical-fascist regime of Ante 
Pavelié are celebrated as martyrs. The obstacle to these false martyrs 
are certainly Saint Teresa Benedicta of the Cross, Edith Stein of 
Auschwitz and Saint Newly Martyred Vukašin Mandrapa of Jasenovac, 
two truly holy martyrs, one of the Catholic and the other of the 
Orthodox church. True believers will never decide to insult, disparage 
and humiliate those who died a martyr's death standing firm by their 
beliefs. Canonization is a holy act in the Catholic and Orthodox church 
and false martyrs have no place among the saints. 


Auschwitz spread over an area of 40 kilometers and is today 
preserved as a Museum of Peace, a reminder of the dark ideology of 
Nazism. 


Jasenovac spread over 240 kilometers and was about the size of 
150 football stadiums. However, except the Jasenovac memorial, the 
Stone Flower, all that can be seen is a large green space, reminiscent 
of a golf course, below which lie hundreds of thousands of victims 
of Ustasha terror, and a fading exhibition, where it is impossible to 
discern who was a criminal and who a victim. 


We made this book with a belief in the holy mission of the 
fundamental principles of the United Nations. We made it to protect 
the rights of the Jasenovac victims, and all the other victims 

of discrimination and terror. One country cannot make another 

do anything. However, the United Nations, as the largest peace 
organization in the world, do have the power to prevent threats to 
peace and stability, wherever they exist. 


Believe us, the appearance of neo-Ustashism is a threat to peace, as it 
spreads hatred and intolerance between nations and it is a dangerous 
precedent amongst the nations of the world. Equality in diversity is the 
formula for coexistence and the Government of the Republic of Serbia 
stands firmly behind this principle, not hating any nation, religion or 
state. 


Through the Declarations of the United Nations, humanity promotes 
universal human values, and the fight against Ustashism, is not and 
cannot be the fight of an individual or a group. It must be a unified and 
cohesive fights against Nazism, racism and any fanaticism which the 
world faces today. 


That is why this book is not a book against the Croats, but a protest 
against neo-Ustashism and the Ustasha ideology of darkness and 
terror. 


Ustashism is the most monstrous form of Nazism and neo-Ustashism 
is a threat to peace and stability and universal human values. 


For this reason, we call: Stop the discrimination of the peoples of the 
world! Stop the rehabilitation of Ustashism!

Sprema se i prevod na kineski, srpski, grčki 
italijanski. Do sada, prof. Grajf je objavio 13 knjiga i oko 100 članaka, u kojima se fokusira na nemačke nacističke logore i 
fabrike "smrti. Među ойт бейта ističu se Nemački jevreji pod nacionalsocijalističkim režimom, Ustanak 
»Zonderkomandosa" i Aušvicu Birkenau (zajedno sa Itamarom Levinom), Aušvic kao fabrika smrti (sa Peterom Zibersom), 
Istorija Jevreja u Varšavi. Takođe je pisao o spašavanju Jevreja iz Aušvica | drugih logora, kao i naučne radove na druge 
slične teme. Gideon Graj! učestvovao je na stotine naučnih Širom sveta. Bio je konsultant za više od 30 
istorijskih dokumentaraca o holokaustu. Nedavno je u Poljskoj i Izraelu započela produkcija dokumentamog filma o 
»Zonderkomandosima" iz AuSvic-Birkenaua, pod nazivom „Ріакай smo bez suza".

Grajf je radio kao istorijski konsultant na filmu i postao je dobar prijatelj sa rediteljem | азот Nemešom.

Prof. Graj! je organizovao izložbe istorijskih dokumenata u Izraelu (Jad Vašem, Sem Olam), u Nemačkoj i u SAD (Njujork, 
Ostin і Majami) i u Australiji. Učestvovao je sa timom Jad Vašema na modemizaci i proširenju istorijske postavke u Jad 
Vašemu 1986. godine. 

Najvažnije izložbe bile su „Šest miliona шаса” o Adolfu Афтали koji je orkestrirao „konačno rešenje", u Jad Vašemu

Grajf je mnogo vremena i energije posvetio istraživanju zločina hrvatskih ustaša protiv Srba, 
Jevreja, Sinta i Roma tokom Dugog sv. rata, naročito u jasenovačkom logoru istrebljenja. Godine 2016 postao je Direktor 
Međunarodne ekspertske grupe GH-7, koja se fokusira na zločine počinjene u ustaškoj Nezavisnoj državi Hrvatskoj. 
Zajedno sa kolegama iz 7 zemalja (Izrael, SAD, Nemačka, Norveška, Italia, Srbija i Hrvatska), sproveo je istraživanje arhiva 
Izraela, Nemačke, Italije, Hrvatske (Jasenovac), Republike Srpske (Donja Gradina) | Srbije, sa naglaskom na razgovoru sa 
preživelim iz Jasenovca. Započeo je saradnju sa poznatim filmskim režiserom | osnivačem Instituta Ivo Andrić, Emirom 
Nemanjom Kusturicom.

BIOGRAPHY 

Prof. Dr. Gideon Greif is an Israeli historian, educator and pedagogue, a descendant of Dr. Karl and Dr. Elfriede Danziger 
‘survivors of Buchenwald and Nazi Germany. Among his ancestors are also the famous German opera composer Giacomo 
Meyibeer (Jacob Bear) on his matemal side and Rabbi Josef Greif and Hanna Greif from Czemowitz, on his father's side. 
He is Chief Historian and Researcher at the “Shem Olam’ Institute for Education, Documentation and Research on Faith 
‘and the Holocaust, Israel, and Chief Historian and Researcher at the Foundation for Holocaust Education Projects in 
Miami, Florida. For 31 years he worked at the renowned National Memorial on the Holocaust - Yad Vashem in israel. At 
present he lectures at the following universities: Haifa, Ariel, Tel Aviv and at the Academic College at Куќа! Ono. 


Prosecution of Nazi war criminals 

1n 1970 he worked as an expert with the Mossad team in the pursuit of the "Angel of Death’, the most notorious 55 
physician who performed experiments in vivo on prisoners, Josef Mengele. in 2005 in Berlin he was engaged by a team of 
lawyers as an historian expert witness in preparations of the trials for several Nazi Auschwitz guarás. in 2016 he was the 
key expert witness at the trial in the German Court in Detmold in the sase of the former Auschwitz Guard Reinchold 
Hanning, who was convicted to life imprisonment. 


Books 

Prof. Greif has the reputation as one of the world greatest experts on the history and moral meaning of the largest 
Concentration and extermination samp, Auschwitz-Birkenau. 

For four decades, a central topic of his research has been the history of the Concentration and Extermination Camp 
‘Auschwitz and the history of the “Sonderkommando”. His book on this topic, "We wept without Tears” was published in 
Hebrew, German, English, Polish, Danish, Hungarian, Dutch and French. It is awaiting publication in in Chinese, Serbian, 
Greek and Italian. So far, Prof. Greif has published, 13 books and about a 100 articles with a focus on German Nazi camps 
and factories of death. These works include German Jews under NationakSocialist regime, Uprising of the 
"Sonderkokommande" in Auschwitz-Birkenau (together with Катаг Levin), Auschwitz as a Death Factory (with Peter 
Siebers), History of the Jews in Warsaw. He was also written about the saving of Jews from Auschwitz, and other camps, 
and scientific articles on other similar topics. Gideon Greif has participated in hundreds of scientific conferences ай over 
the world. He was consultant to more than 30 historical documentaries on the Holocaust. Recently, a documentary film on 
the “Sonderkommando” in Auschwitz-Birkenau, called "We wept without Tears", has been placed in the process of 
production in Poland and Israel. 


Hollywood film 

The book on the Sonderkommando inspired the Hungarian movie "Son of Sauf", which won an Academy Award in 2016. 
Gideon Greif worked as the historical advisor and consultant for the film. He became good friends with the director Laszlo 
Nemes. 


Exhibitions 

He organized exhibitions of historical documents mostly in Israel (Yad Vashem, Shem Olam), Germany and in USA (New 
York, Austin and Miami) and Australia. He participated in the team of Yad Vashem which modemized and enlarged the 
Permanent Historical Exhibition at Yad Vashem in 1986. 

One of the most significant exhibitions was “Six million Prosecutors” on Adolf Eichmann, the architect of the "Final 
Solution of Jewish Question’, in Yad Vashem in 2006. The last exhibition was also the biggest in the history of United 
Nations with 7 tons of material. "Jasenovac - the Right to remembrance” organized in New York in 2018 was part of the 
Intemational Holocaust Day commemorations at the General Assembly of the World Peace Organization. 


Activities in the international Expert Group-GH7 

In the past 4 years, Prof. Greif has dedicated much time and energy to the research of the crimes of Croat Ustasha against 
‘Serbs, Jews, Sinti and Roma during World War Il, especially at the Jasenovac extermination camp. in 2016 he became the 
Director of the Intemational Expert Group - GH7 which has in focus the crimes committed in the Ustasha Independent State 
of Croatia. Together with colleagues from 7 countries (Israel, USA, Germany, Norway, Italy, Serbia and Croatia) he has 
conducted research in the archives of Israel, Germany, Italy, Croatia (Jasenovac), Republic of Srpska (Donja Gradina) and 
Serbia with an emphasis of talking to survivors of Jasenovac. He has initiated cooperation with the famous film director 
and founder of Institute of Ivo Andric Mr. Emir Nemanja Kusturica. 


Passing on the culture of remembrance to young generations worldwide 

Prof. Gideon Greif is well known for his lecture technique and he has spoken on the Holocaust across the world in three 
languages (Hebrew, English and German). His lecture program contains more than 40 topics. He lectures all over the world 
and pays special attention to young generations, passing on his knowledge of the Holocaust and its consequences, 
educating them and teaching how to recognize and reject neo-Nazism in order to ensure that the Shoah is never forgotten 
in the collective memory of mankind. 
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
